majority  being  present"  And  every  act  which  received  the 
assent  of  two^thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  l^slature,  pursuant  to  section  20  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words 
•  *  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote."  [See  l^slative  law,  laws  of  1909,

PUBLICATION  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 


§  45.  Pablioation  of  session  laws ;  contents  of  pnUished  volnmes  of 
session  laws.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  annually  cause  the 
session  laws  to  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.    Such  volumes  shall  contain : 

1.  A  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  the  pre- 
siding officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses  in  office  during  each 
session. 

2.  The  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  passed  at  each  session. 
8.  Amendments  to  the  state  constitution  approved  and  ratified 

by  the  people  at  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

4.  Tables  showing  the  laws  and  parts  thereof  amended  or 
repealed  by  such  laws. 

5.  Indexes  of  the  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  contained  in 
such  volumes. 

6.  Such  other  matters  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  such  volumes. 

iSuch  laws,  concurrent  resolutions,  tables,  indexes  and  other 
matters  so  required  to  be  published  shall  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  the  state  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
thereof.  Side  notes  or  section  headings  shall  be  inserted  indi- 
cating the  subject-matter  of  the  several  sections  of  the  laws  and 
concurrent  resolutions.  Suitable  references  to  existing  general 
or  consolidated  laws,  codes,  or  special  or  local  laws  may  be  made 
in  foot  notes  or  otherwise.  The  said  director  may  submit  to  the 
state  printing  board  changes  in  the  style  of  execution  as  to  typo 
and  paper^  which,  when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  the 
style  of  execution  to  be  thereafter  followed  in  the  publication  of 
session  laws.  All  contracts  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  print- 
ing of  session  laws  shall  be  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  thereof  in  the  style  as  so  approved,  and  with 
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the  notes  and  references  and  in  the  form,  and  containing  the 
matter,  herein  authorized  or  required.  Each  volume  printed  for 
the  state  shall  contain  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  that 
it  was  printed  under  his  direction.  (Legislative  law,  L.  1909,

invested  by  the  said  treasurer  in  United  States  bonds,®  New  York 
state  bonds,®  or  Nassau^  county  bonds,  or  on  bond  and  mortgage 
upon  unincumbered  real  estate  of  twice  the  value  of  the  amount 
loaned,  in  the  county®  of  Nassau,^  and,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  section  twelve-a  of  this  chapter,  the  principal  sum  shall 
remain  a  permanent  fund  forever ;  and  all  uninvested  or  surplus 
moneys  remaining  in  the  hands  of  said  treasurer,  or  subject  to  his 
order,  shall  be  deposited  in  one  or  more  of  the  trust  companies  of 
the  county*  of  Nassau.^®

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Semte 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  County  clerk,  salary  of.  The  derk  of  the  county  of 
Dutchess  hereafter  elected  or  appointed  and  thereafter  to  be 
elected  or  appointed  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services 
an  annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  salary  shall  not 
be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term  for  which  said  clerk 
shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed. 

§  2.  Duties  of  clerk.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  derk  to 
perform  all  services  which  he  is  or  shall  be  required  or  authorized 
by  law  to  perform  by  virtue  of  or  by  reason  of  his  holding  such 
office  for  the  state,  for  the  county  and  for  individuals  including 
his  duties  as  clerk  of  every  court  of  which  he  is  or  shall  be  clerk 
and  also  his  duties  as  clerk  of  the  board  of  county  canvassers  and 
no  compensation,  payment  or  allowance  shall  be  made  to  him  for 
his  own  use  for  such  services  except  the  salary  aforesaid.  Blank 
books,  stationery  and  other  necessary  supplies  for  the  use  of  said 
office,  and  for  the  official  use  of  said  clerk  and  his  assistants  in  said 
office  shall  be  purchased  upon  the  credit  of  the  county  of  Dutchess, 
and  itemized  bills  therefor,  duly  verified,  shall  be  presented  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  same  manner  as  for  other  claims 
against  such  county.

§  3.  Fees,  collection  of  for  the  county.  All  the  fees,  emolu- 
ments or  perquisites  which  such  clerk  shall  charge  or  receive  or 
which  he  shall  legally  be  authorized,  required  or  entitled  by  law  to 
f^harge  or  receive  shall  belong  to  the  county  of  Dutchess.    It  shall 
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be  his  duty  to  exact,  collect  and  receive  the  full  amount  allowed 
by  law  of  all  such  fees,  emoluments  and  perquisites  for  said 
county.  Such  clerk  shall  require  payment  in  advance  for  record- 
ing all  papers  left  with  him  for  record  and  shall  also  in  each  case 
require  pajrment  for  all  other  services  rendered  by  him  and  his 
assistants  in  his  or  their  official  capacity  by  virtue  of  any  law  of 
this  state  or  by  order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county 
or  any  duty  that  may  hereafter  be  devolved  by  law  upon  him  as 
soon  as  the  amount  dliargeable  therefor  can  be  ascertained.

follows :

The  amount  of  any  such  contract  that  may  be  entered  into  for  ^*|?^»"~ 
such  special  lighting,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  ^^^l^ll 
be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  upon  and  between  the  taxable 
property  in  said  city  and  the  district  or  districts  respectively,  in 
the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  officers  as  city  taxes,  charges  or 
expenses  for  said  city  are  now  assessed,  levied  and  collected.

In  every  such  village, 
all  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  by  law  upon  the  town  board  of 
the  town  or  upon  any  officer  of  the  town  or  commissioners  or  boards 
of  any  district  in  relation  to  any  water  district,  or  any  lamp  or 
street  lighting  district,  or  any  sewer  district,  or  any  iSre  district, 
created  or  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  town  law,  shall 
devolve  and  are  hereby  imposed  upon  the  board  of  trustees  of 
such  village,  and  all  contracts  in  relation  to  such  districts  or  any 
improvements  therein  shall  be  performed  and  completed  by  the 
said  board  of  trustees. 

In  every  such  village  any  water  dis- 
tricts created  or  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  town  law,

In  every  such  village  any  sewer  dis- 
trict created  or  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  town  law, 
shall  continue  and  the  board  of  trustees  diall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  vested  with  the  full  management  and  control  of  such  disr 
tricts,  and  the  sewer  systems  constructed  therein,  and  the  assess- 
ment of  the  cost  and  expenses  thereof,  which  sewer  districts  shall 
until  discontinued  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  be  man- 
aged, controlled  and  operated  and  may  be  extended  or  enlarged,  by 
said  board  of  trustees,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  town  law; 
provided,  however,  that  if  any  such  village  shall  adopt  a  sewer 
system  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  village  law,  such  sewer 
district  or  districts  may  be  discontinued  upon  the  adoption  of  a 
proposition  for  such  discontinuance  at  a  village  election.  The 
board  of  trustees  in  every  such  village  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  issue  for  the  purpose  of  completing,  enlarging  or 
extending  such  sewer  system  in  the  manner  authorized  by  the  town 
law,  bonds  of  the  said  village,  which  shall  be  a  village  diarge  and 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  said  bonds  and  tiie  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation 
of  the  sewer  in  such  district  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  assess  the  lands  within  such  district  for  the  amount  of  such 
principal  and  interest,  and  such  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation 
payable  in  any  year,  in  the  manner  authorized  by  the  town  law, 
ill  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  commissioners  of  such  sewer  disr

§  327.  Highways  and  streets.  If  prior  to  the  incorporation

are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  such 
village  to  the  amount,  bearing  interest  and  upon  the  terms,  ma- 
turities and  conditions  so  authorized  by  vote  of  such  town,  and  to 
levy,  assess  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  taxable  properly  of  such 
village  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  such  village  are 
levied,  assessed  and  collected,  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
said  bonds  as  the  same  shall  accrue  and  sufficient  also  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity.  If  prior 
to  the  incorporation  of  any  such  village,  town  bonds  shall  have 
been  issued  pursuant  to  any  vote  of  the  town  for  such  purposes, 
the  proceeds  thereof,  or  any  part  of  such  proceeds  that  may  not 
have  been  expended  and  applied  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  said 
village  to  be  applied  and  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  in  the  making  and  construction  of  such  im- 
provement 

§  328.  Kre  districti.  In  every  such  village  any  fire  districts 
created  or  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  county  law,  shall 
be  merged  in  and  consolidated  with  such  village  and  shall  become 
a  part  of  such  village  for  fire  protection  purposes  and  all  build- 
ings, engines,  fire  apparatus,  and  other  property  belonging  to  such 
fire  district  shall  be  vested  in  such  village  and  maintained  and 
administered  by  it  as  a  part  of  the  fire  protection  system  thereof. 
All  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioners  of  such  fire  dis- 
trict shall  be  and  are  hereby  devolved  upon  and  transferred  to 
the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village.  For  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  principal  and  interest  of  any  bonds  of  any  such  fire  district 
which  may  be  outstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  date  of  the  incor- 
poration of  any  such  village,  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village 
shall  levy,  assess  and  collect  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  such 
village,  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  as  the  same 
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accrues  and  sufficient  also  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  such  bonds  at  maturity. 

§  329.  Taxation  and  assessment.  In  every  such  village  all 
property  shall  be  assessed  for  taxation  for  state,  county,  town, 
village  and  district  purposes,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws 
applicable  to  the  county  in  which  such  village  may  be  situated. 

§  329-a.  Obligations  and  property.  The  outstanding  obliga- 
tions, contracts  and  bonds  of  any  such  town  or  of  any  district 
therein,  incurred,  made  or  issued  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  highways  thereof,  or  constructing  overhead  or  undergrade 
crossings,  or  constructing  sidewalks  or  for  sewers  or  sewer  districts* 
purposes,  or  for  water  or  water  district  purposes,  or  for  fire  dis- 
trict purposes,  shall  devolve  upon  and  be  ajsumed  by  any  such 
village  and  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  such  village,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  provide  for 
the  payment  and  discharge  of  such  obligations,  contracts  and 
bonds  by  taxation  or  assessment  of  taxes  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  board  of  supervisors,  town  board,  or  supervisor  or  officers  of 
such  town,  or  of  any  district  therein  are  or  may  be  authorized  to 
provide  therefor  or  by  taxation  of  all  the  taxable  property  in 
such  village  in  any  case  in  which  by  virtue  of  any  provision  of 
this  act  or  of  any  other  statute  such  obligations,  contracts  or  bonds 
are  or  may  be  made  a  general  village  charge.  All  moneys,  credits 
and  property  of  the  said  town,  including  any  moneys  to  which  said 
town  may  be  entitled  as  state  aid  under  the  general  highway

In  every  such  village  all  taxes  and  assess- 
ments levied  or  assessed  before  incorporation  upon  the  taxable 
property  in  the  said  town  or  upon  the  taxable  property  in  any 
water  district,  fire  district,  lighting  district  or  sewer  district 
therein  for  town  or  district  purposes,  shall,  when  collected,  be 
paid  over  to  such  village  and  used  by  such  village  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  the  same  were  levied  and  assessed.

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§  329-b.  Xiscellaneons  town  chaiges.  In  every  such  town,  the

schools. 

Became  a  law  AprU  14,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  GU)vernor.    Paseed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Semite 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  twenty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  ;jjj 
and  nine,  entitled  ''An  act  relating  to  education,  constituting  ^^  ^^^' 
chapter  sixteen  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  l'^^^^^ 
one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  ^ 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  article  to  be  article 
twenty-two-a,  to  read  as  follows: 

AKTICLE  XXII-a.

Section  610.  Establishment  of  farm  schools. 

611.  Acquisition  of  lands  and  erection  of  buildings. 

612.  Board  of  managers. 

613.  Powers  and  duties  of  board.

617.  Children  admitted  to  such  school. 

618.  Agreements  with  parents  and  guardians  to  pay

619-b.  Powers  of  commissioner  of  education  and  state 

department  of  education. 

§  610.  Eftablishment  of  farm  schools.     The  board  of  super- 
visors of  any  county  outside  of  the  city  of  New  York  may  adopt 
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a  resolution  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the  board  estab- 
lishing a  farm  school  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  the 
trades  and  in  industrial,  agricultural  and  homemaking  subjects 
to  children  of  the  county  not  more  than  eighteen  nor  less  than 
eight  years  of  age  who  may  be  admitted  thereto  as  provided  by 
law. 

§  611.  Aoquiflition  of  lands  and  erection  of  buildings.     Upon 

the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion the  board  of  supervisors  shall  purchase  land  in  some  con- 
veniently accessible  place  in  the  county  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  such  school.  They  may  acquire  such  land  by  gift,  purchase  or 
condemnation.  The  land  when  so  acquired  shall  be  held  in  the 
name  of  the  county  for  the  benefit  of  such  school.  Upon  the 
acquisition  of  such  land  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  erect  the 
necessary  buildings  and  suitably  equip  them  for  use.  Such  board 
may  also  provide  for  the  improvement  of  existing  buildings  and 
make  such  repairs  and  alterations  on  the  buildings  upon  the  land 
used  for  the  purpose  of  the  school  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  and  operation  thereof. 

§  612.  Board  of  managers.  The  board  of  managers  of  such 
school  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  members  and  shall  be 
composed  of  all  the  city,  village  and  district  superintendents  of 
schools  of  the  county  in  which  it  is  located,  in  addition  to  such 
other  members  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  a  total  membership 
of  such  board  of  not  less  than  five.  Such  additional  members 
of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  from 
the  resident  taxpayers  of  the  county,  who  shall  serve  for  terms 
of  four  years  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January  succeed- 
ing their  appointment.  Such  terms  shall  be  so  arranged  that 
the  terms  of  no  two  of  the  members  so  appointed  shall  expire 
in  the  same  year,  and  for  this  purpose  the  terms  of  the  members 
first  appointed  hereunder  shall  be  as  follows:  In  case  one  mem- 
ber shall  be  appointed,  the  term  shall  be  four  years,  in  case  two 
members  shall  be  appointed,  the  terms  shall  be  four  and  two 
years,  respectively,  in  case  three  members  shall  be  appointed, 
the  terms  shall  be  four,  three  and  two  years,  and  in  case  four  mem- 
bers shall  be  appointed,  the  terms  shall  be  four,  three,  two  and 
one  year,  respectively,  which  terms  shall  commence  on  the  first 
day  of  January  succeeding  their  appointment,  and  their  successors 
shall  be  appointed  for  full  terms  of  four  years  as  above  provided. 
Appointments  to  fill  vacancies  shall  be  for  the  unexpired  portion 
of  the  terms.     The  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without

compensation.  They  shall  receive  their  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  amount  of  such 
expenses  shall  he  charged  against  the  county  and  shall  he  paid 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges.  The  hoard  shall 
organize  hy  the  election  of  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  and 
another  as  secretary. 

§  613.  Powers  and  duties  of  board.  The  board  of  managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  responsible  for  the  operation  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  school;  employ  a  superintendent  and  such  teachers 
and  assistants  as  may  be  required  for  the  operation  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  school  when  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county;  fix  the  compensation  of  such  superin- 
tendenty  teachers  and  assistants  within  the  amount  made  avail- 
able therefor  by  the  said  board  of  supervisors;  prescribe  rules 
and  r^ulations  for  the  management  of  the  school  and  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  object  thereof;  provide  for 
the  detention,  maintenance  and  instruction  of  all  children  who  are 

admitted  to  the  school. 

§   614.  Powers  of  superintendent;  discipline  of  school.     The 

superintendent  of  the  school  shall,  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  board  of  managers : 

1.  Have  the  general  management  of  the  school  and  the  land, 
buildings  and  equipment  thereof,  and  devote  his  entire  time  to 
its  affairs; 

2.  Be  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  pupils  of  the  school  and 
see  that  the  regulations  and  directions  of  the  board  of  managers 
are  carried  into  effect; 

3.  Supervise  and  direct  the  methods  of  instruction  and  the  per- 
formance of  duties  by  the  teachers,  assistants  and  employees  of 
such  school ; 

4.  Prescribe  rules  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the 
pupils  of  the  school  and  cause  such  rules  to  be  enforced ; 

5.  Protect  and  care  for  the  property  of  the  school ; 

6.  Give  special  attention  to  the  proper  instruction,  detention, 
restraint,  discipline,  comfort  and  physical  and  moral  welfare  of 
the  pupils  of  the  school,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  board  of  managers,  with  a  view  of  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  this  article. 

§  615.  Course  of  instruction.  The  board  of  managers  shall 
prescribe  the  courses  of  instruction  to  be  followed  in  such  school, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  education.  Such 
instruction  shall  include  instruction  in  agriculture,  mechanic  arts. 
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trades  and  homemaking.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  of 
the  regulations  of  the  education  department  relating  to  vocational 
instruction  in  the  public  schools  shall  apply  to  such  school  so 
far  as  thev  do  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  tliis  article  and 
may  be  made  applicable  thereto. 

§  616.  State  aid.  There  shall  be  annually  apportioned  to 
such  school  from  the  jnoneys  appropriated  by  the  state  legislature 
for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  state  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  and  an  additional  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
for  each  teacher  employed  therein  for  a  period  of  thirty-«ix 
weeks  during  each  school  year,  whose  entire  time  is  given  to  the 
instruction  of  pupils  in  such  school.  No  such  apportionment 
shall  be  made  unless  there  are  at  least  fifteen  pupils  enrolled 
and  actually  in  attendance  at  such  school  during  such  period  of 
thirty-six  weeks,  and  unless  such  school  maintains  an  organization 
and  a  course  of  study  and  is  conducted  in  a  manner  approved  by 
the  commissioner  of  education. 

§  617.  Children  admitted  to  such  schooL  Children  not  more 
than  eighteen  nor  less  than  eight  years  of  age  may  be  admitted 
to  or  received  in  such  school,  either  (1)  upon  the  application 
of  the  parents  or  guardians  having  the  legal  custody  or  control 
of  such  children,  accompanied  by  the  written  consent  of  such 
parents  or  guardians,  or  (2)  upon  commitment  thereto  as  truants 
or  incorrigible  pupils  as  provided  in  section  six  hundred  and 
thirty-five  of  this  chapter,  or  (3)  upon  commitment  thereto  as 
juvenile  delinquents  as  provided  by  law,  provided  that  children 
convicted  of  crime  shall  not  be  committed  to  such  school.  Chil- 
dren who  have  no  homes  or  who  are  without  proper  parental  con- 
trol or  who  are  under  improper  guardianship  may  be  sent  to  and 
received  in  such  school,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
authority  as  in  case  of  other  children  who  are  improperly  pro- 
vided for  at  home. 

§  618.  Ai^ements  with  parents  and  guardians  to  pay  expense 
of  maintenance;  compulsory  support.  The  board  of  managers 
may  make  an  agreement  with  the  parents  or  guardian  of  a  child 
in  such  school  for  the  payment  of  an  amount  therein  specified 
for  the  instruction  and  maintenance  of  such  pupil.  An  applica- 
tion for  the  admission  of  a  child  with  the  consent  of  the  parents 
or  guardian  shall  not  be  granted  unless  suitable  provision  be 
made  for  the  clothing  for  such  child.  The  amount  agreed  to 
be  paid  for  instruction,  maintenance  and  clothing  shall  be  se- 
cured  to   the   satisfaction   of  the  board    of   managers.      Such 
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board  shall  ascertain  by  investigation  the  financial  ability  of 
parents,  guardians,  and  other  persons  legally  liable  for  the  sup- 
port of  pupils  admitted  to  such  school  upon  commitment,  and 
may  demand  of  such  parents,  guardians  or  persons  the  pay- 
ment of  an  amount  reasonably  sufficient  to  pay  all  or  a  por- 
tion of  the  cost  of  the  instruction,  maintenance  and  clothing  of 
such  pupils.  The  board  may  proceed  against  such  parents,  guard- 
ians or  persons,  by  proper  suit  or  proceeding  in  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  agreed  or  re- 
quired to  be  paid,  as  herein  provided.  The  amount  so  recovered, 
after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  costs  and  expenses  of  such 
suit  or  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county, 
and  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  instruction, 
maintenance  and  clothing  of  such  pupils. 

§  619.  Maintenance  by  county.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall 
provide  for  the  maintenance  of  such  school,  the  repair  and  im- 
provement of  the  lands  and  buildings  used  or  occupied  thereby, 
and  the  equipment  thereof  with  necessary  machinery,  tools,  ap- 
paratus and  supplies.  The  cost  thereof,  and  the  expenses  in- 
curred for  such  purposes,  shall  be  charges  against  the  county  and 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  charges 
against  the  county.  The  maintenance  herein  provided  for  shall 
include  the  support,  instruction,  care,  board  and  clothing  of 
pupils  and  such  other  expenses  as  are  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
operation  of  the  school. 

§  619-a.  Beports  to  board  of  supervisors;  inspection.  The 
board  of  managers  of  such  school  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  and 
shall  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  board,  annually,  on  or  before 
the  thirtieth  day  of  June.  Such  annual  report  shall  state  such 
facts  in  respect  to  the  school  as  the  board  of  managers  may  deem 
advisable  and  as  the  board  of  supervisors  may  require.  The 
board  of  supervisors  may,  by  a  committee  or  any  of  its  members 
or  appointees,  inspect  such  school,  and  for  such  purpose  may  enter 
upon  the  land  and  into  the  buildings  of  such  school  at  all  reason- 
able times. 

§  619-b.  Powers  of  commissioner  of  education  and  state  de* 
partment  of  education.  A  school  established  as  provided  herein 
shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  state, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  com- 
missioner of  education  and  the  state  department  of  education  in 
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the  same  manner  as  other  public  schools,  and  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  any  of  the  laws  of  the  state  relating  to  charitable  or  penal 
institutions. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatelj.

Every  bidder,  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  the  reception  or  consideration  of  his  proposal,  shall  deposit 
with  the  comptroller  a  certified  check,  drawn  to  the  order  of  said 
comptroller  upon  a  trust  company  or  a  state  bank  incorporated 
and  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  or 
a  national  bank,  or  a  sum  of  money;  such  check  or  money  to 
accompany  the  proposal  to  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  the  comp- 
troller not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the  amount 
of  the  proposal.

For  the  redemption  and  payment  of  said  corpo- 
rate stock  or  of  said  serial  bonds*  and  the  interest  thereon,  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
pledged.     Such  corporate  stock  or  serial  bonds*  shall  be  in  such 
form  aa  may  be  designated  by  the  comptroller,  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  said  comptroller  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
attested  by  the  city  clerk.

10.  For  the  repaving  of  streets  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
million  dollars,  in  any  one  calendar  year; 

11.  For  the  improvement  of  parks,  parkways  and  drives,  to  an 
amoimt  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  any  one 
calendar  year. 
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Ck>rporate  stock  to  be  issued  for  purposes  other  than  those  here- 
inbefore in  this  section  specifically  enumerated,  or  for  such  pur- 
poses in  excess  of  the  amounts  therein  specified,  shall  be  author- 
ized by  the  board  of  aldermen,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportiomnent,  as  provided  by  section  forty-seven 
of  this  act;  provided,  however,  that  wherever  by  existing  pro- 
visions of  law  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may  be 
specifically  authorized  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  stocks  or  bonds, 
said  authorization  of  the  comptroller  shall  be  made  by  said  com- 
missioners instead  of  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment;

Whenever  an  expenditure  for  public  improvements,  the  cost 
whereof  payable  by  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be 
defrayed  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  corporate  stock,  shall 
have  been  or  may  be  hereafter  authorized,  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  sale  of  corporate 
stock  for  such  purposes  and  after  affording  tax  payers  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard,  authorize  and  direct  that  the  cost  of  said  public 
improvements,  or  such  part  thereof  as  is  payable  by  the  city,  shall 
be  included  in  the  tax  levy  of  the  next  ensuing  year  or  shall  be 
included  in  the  tax  levies  of  the  next  ensuing  years  in  annual

§  229.  For  the  payment  of  all  bonds  and  stocks  of  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  issued  after 
June  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  all  the  bonds  and  stocks  hereafter  issued  by  the  city

obedience of  orders,  er  absence  without  leave,  or  any  conduct 
injurious  to  the  public  peace  or  welfare,  or  immoral  conduct 
or  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer,  or  any  breach  of  discipline,  to 
punish  the  offending  party  by  reprimand,  forfeiting  and  withhold- 
ing pay  for  a  specified  time,  suspension,  without  pay  during  such 
suspension,  or  by  dismissal  from  the  force;  but  no  more  than 
thirty  days'  pay  or  salary  shall  be  forfeited  or  deducted  for  any 
offense.  All  such  forfeitures  shall  be  paid  forthwith  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  department  to  the  account  of  the  police  pension 
fund.  The  police  commissioner  is  also  authorized  and  em- 
powered, in  his  discretion,  to  deduct  and  withhold  pay,  salary  or 
compensation  from  any  member  or  members  of  the  police  force, 
for  or  on  account  of  absence  for  any  cause  without  leave,  lost 
time,  sickness  or  other  disability,  physical  or  mental;  provided, 
however,  that  the  pay,  salary  or  compensation  so  deducted  and 
withheld  shall  not,  except  in  case  of  absence  without  leave,  exceed 
one-half  thereof  for  the  period  of  such  absence,  any  act  or  law 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  said  police  commissioner 
is  authorized  and  empowered  from  time  to  time  to  make  and 
prescribe  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  into  effect  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  section.  *Upon  having  found  a  member  of 
the  force  guilty  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him,  either 
upon  his  plea  of  guilty  or  after  trial,  the  police  commissioner  or 
the  deputy  examining,  hearing  and  investigating  the  charges, 
may,  in  his  discretion,  suspend  judgment  and  place  the  member 
of  the  force  so  found  guilty  upon  probation,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  year;  and  the  police  commissioner  may  impose 
punishment  at  any  time  during  such  period.  No  action,  duty 
or  proceeding,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  shall  be  commenced  or 
maintained  against  the  police  department,  or  any  member  thereof,

The  commission  shall  consist  of  three  conmiis- 
sioners  appointed  by  the  governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  the 
governor  as  president  of  the  conmiission.

The  commission  may  also 
appoint  such  deputy  tax  commissioners,  tax  assistants,  agents, 
statisticians,  experts  or  other  assistants  or  employees  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  the  performance  of  its 
duties  under  this  chapter,  all  of  whom  shall  be  in  the  classified 
civil*  service ;  and  the  commission  shall  prescribe  their  duties  and 
fix  their  compensation,  which  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
the  amount  annually  appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  that 
purposa 

§  170-b.*  Bureaus.  There  shall  be  in  the  tax  department  such 
bureaus  as  the  tax  commission  may  deem  necessary  within  the  ap- 
propriations therefor.  Each  bureau  in  the  department  shall  be 
in  charge  of  a  deputy  tax  commissioner  subject  to  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  commission,  and  in  addition  to  their  respective 
duties  as  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  each  bureau  and  the  per- 
sons in  charge  thereof  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  to  them  by  the  commission.

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§  170-c.' ExpcMcs.  The  commissioners,  the  deputy  tax  com- 
mifisionerSy  the  Becretary,  agents,  experts,  statisticians,  tax  assist- 
ants and  other  employees  of  the  commission  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  state  their  actual  and  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses while  engaged,  outside  the  city  of  Albany,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties.  Detailed  statements  of  such  expenses,  duly 
verified,  shall  be  subinitted  bearing  the  approval  of  the  president 
of  the  commission,  except  those  rendered  by  the  commissioners 
need  not  be  approved  by  the  president. 

§  171.  Powers  and  duties  of  state  tax  oommission.  The  state  tax 
commission  shall : 

First.  Investigate  and  examine,  from  time  to  time,  as  to  the 
methods  of  assessment  within  the  state,  and  confer  with,  advise, 
assist  and  direct  assessors  and  other  officials  charged  by  the  stat- 
utes of  this  state  with  duties  relating  to  the  assessment  of  property 
for  taxation. 

Second.  Furnish  local  assessors  with  such  information  and  in- 
structions as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  aid  them  in  making 
assessments.  Assessors  shall  comply  with  such  instructions  and 
their  compliance  may  be  enforced  by  the  commission. 

Third.  Make  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
sistent with  law,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers 
and  the  performance  of  its  duties  under  this  chapter,  and  pre- 
scribe the  form  of  blanks,  reports,  assessment-rolls,  and  other 
records  relating  to  the  assessment  of  property  for  taxation,  and 
furnish  such  forms  to  assessors  and  other  officers  at  the  expense  of 
the  state.  Local  assessors  shall  follow  the  forms  so  prescribed  and 
the  commission  shall  enforce  their  use. 

Fourth.  Take  testimony  and  proofs,  under  oath,  with  refer- 
ence to  any  matter  within  the  line  of  its  official  duty.  Any 
member  of  such  commission  may  be  designated  for  that  purpose. 
And  it  may  require  from  all  state  and  local  officers  such  informa- 
tion as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties. 

Fifth.  Hold  meetings  at  an  office  to  be  assigned  it  in  one  of 
the  state  buildings  at  Albany,  at  such  times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
president  or  a  majority  of  the  commission  or  by  adjournment 
thereof,  or  at  such  other  places  as  it  may  designate. 

Sixth.  Compile  and  publish  statistics  relating  to  state  and 
local  taxation  and  assessments  therefor. 
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Seventh.  Have  general  supervision  of  the  assessment  of  prop- 
erty for  taxation  throughout  the  state^  make  investigations  thereof 
and  of  the  general  system  of  state  taxation  from  time  to  time, 
and  prepare  an  annual  report  to  the  legislature  and  recommend 
fipach  changes  or  amendments  to  the  tax  laws  as  it  may  deem 
advisable. 

Eighth.  To  inquire  into  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  other 
states  and  jurisdictions ;  to  confer  with  tax  commissioners  of  other 
states  regarding  the  most  effectual  and  equitable  methods  of  as- 
sessment and  taxation,  and  particularly  regarding  the  best 
methods  of  reaching  all  property  and  avoiding  conflicts  and  dupli- 
cation of  taxation  of  the  same  property,  and  to  recommend  to 
the  legislature  such  measures  as  will  bring  about  uniformity  of 
methods  of  assessment  and  harmony  and  co-operation  between  the 
different  states  and  jurisdictions  in  matters  of  taxation. 

Ninth.  Perform  the  other,  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon 
it  by  law. 

§  171-a.^  Power   to   administer   oaths   and   compel   testimony. 

The  members  of  the  tax  commission,  their  deputies,  secretary  or 
other  assistant  or  employee  duly  designated  and  authorized  by  the 
commission  for  that  purpose  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  take  affidavits  in  relation  to  any  matter  or  proceeding  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  the  commission  under  this 
article.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  and  require 
the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers 
and  documents  pertinent  to  the  investigations  and  inquiries  which 
it  is  authorized  to  conduct,  and  to  examine  them  in  relation  to  any 
matter  which  it  has  power  to  investigate  and  to  issue  commissions 
for  the  examination  of  witnesses  who  are  out  of  the  state  or  unable 
to  attend  before  the  tax  commission  or  excused  from  attendance. 

A  justice  of  the  supreme  court  either  in  court  or  at  chambers 
shall  have  power  summarily  to  enforce  by  proper  proceedings  the 
attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  production  and 
examination  of  books,  papers  and  documents  called  for  by  the 
commission's  subpoenas. 

Any  person  who  shall  testify  falsely  in  any  material  matter 
pending  before  the  commission  shall  be  guilty  of  and  punishable 
for  perjury. 

The  officers  who  serve  the  commission's  summons  or  subpoenas 
and  witnesses  attending  in  response  thereto  shall  be  entitled  to  the

same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  officers  and  witnesses  in  dvil  cases  in 
courts  of  record. 

§  171-b.''  Conference  of  local  assessors.     The  commission  may 

require  the  local  assessors  of  every  tax  district  in  the  state  to  meet 
with  the  commission  at  least  once  in  two  years,  upon  a  day  desig- 
nated, for  the  purpose  of  considering  matters  relating  to  taxation, 
securing  more  uniformity  of  valuation  diroughout  the  state,  and 
discussing  and  formulating  desirable  changes  in  the  laws  relating 
to  taxation  and  method  of  assessment  The  traveling  and  other 
necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  local  assessors  in  attending 
such  meeting  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  district  which  they 
represent 

§  172.  Offlcial  seal.  The  state  tax  commission  shall  have  and 
use  an  official  seal ;  and  the  records,  its  proceedings  and  copies  of 
all  papers  and  documents  in  its  possession  and  custody  may  be 
authenticated  in  the  usual  form,  under  such  seal  and  the  signature 
of  any  one  of  the  tax  commissioners  or  the  secretary,  and  shall 
be  received  in  evidence  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect 
as  deeds  regularly  acknowledged  or  proven. 

§    173.   Tax  conunissioners  to  visit  counties.     One  or  more 

members  of  the  state  tax  commission  shall  officially  visit  every 
county  in  the  state  at  least  once  in  two  years,  and  inquire  into 
the  methods  of  assessment  and  taxation,  and  ascertain  whether 
the  assessors  faithfully  discharge  their  duties  and  particularly 
as  to  their  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  requir- 
ing the  assessment  of  all  property  not  exempt  from  taxation 
at  its  full  value.  The  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  and  the  assessors  of  the  tax  districts  within  the  county 
may  be  required  to  meet  the  commission  at  the  place  or  places 
within  the  county  designated  by  the  commission  and  their  neces- 
sary expenses  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  county  in  which  such 
meeting  shall  be  held. 

§  173-a.'  Eeassessment  At  any  time  within  thirty  days  after 
the  completion  of  the  assessment-roll  by  the  assessors  of  any  tax 
district,  if  the  commission  shall  have  reason  to  believe  from  in- 
formation  furnished  by  any  taxpayer  or  otherwise  that  such 
assessment-roll  shows  undervaluations,  inequalities,  omissions  or 
irregularities,  sufficient  to  make  it  inequitable  as  between  owners 
of    real    property    taxable    within    the    tax    district    or    as

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between  the  tax  district  and  other  tax  districts  in  a 
county  or  in  a  city  comprising  more  than  one  county,  it 
may  apply  to  any  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
judicial  district  within  which  such  tax  district  is  wholly  or  partly 
located,  for  an  order  directed  to  the  assessors  of  such  tax  district, 
requiring  such  assessors  to  show  cause  at  a  time  and  place 
specified  therein,  why  such  assessment-roll  should  not  be  cor- 
rected. Such  order  shall  be  returnable  before  the  justice  issuing 
it,  on  a  day  not  later  than  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  issue 
thereof.  If  it  shall  appear  upon  the  return  day  of  such  order 
that  such  assessment-roll  shall  not  have  been  prepared  and  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  such  jus- 
tice acting  summarily  may  by  order  direct  such  assessors  to  cor- 
rect such  inequalities,  irregularities,  omissions  and  undervalua- 
tions, and  in  his  discretion,  may  cancel  such  roll  and  direct  that  a 
new  assessment-roll  for  such  tax  district  be  made  by  such  assessors, 
and  shall  fix  and  determine  the  date  on  which  such  new  assess- 
ment-roll shall  be  completed,  the  date  on  which  application  for 
review  of  the  new  assessment  shall  be  heard,  and  the  date  on 
which  the  roll  shall  be  filed  and  delivered  to  the  supervisors  or 
other  lawful  authority. 

Notice  of  such  hearing  for  review  shall  be  given  one  week  in 
advance  in  the  same  manner  as  the  notice  of  hearing  on  the  com- 
pletion of  the  assessment-roll  so  cancelled.  After  the  determina- 
tion of  complaints  the  assessors  shall  attach  a  certificate  to  the  new 
assessment-roll  that  such  roll  has  been  completed  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  order  of  the  justice,  and  such  roll  shall 
be  the  assessment-roll  of  such  tax  district  in  place  of  the  assess- 
ment-roll cancelled  by  order  of  such  justice.  If  such  new  as- 
sessment-roll cannot  be  completed  in  time  to  take  the  place  of  the 
original  assessment-roll  in  such  district  for  the  levy  and  collection 
of  taxes  for  the  current  year,  said  taxes  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected upon  the  basis  of  the  original  assessment-roll  and  when  the 
new  assessment-roll  is  completed  the  inequalities  in  the  taxes  levied 
on  the  basis  of  the  original  assessment-roll  shall  be  remedied  and 
compensated  in  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  in  such  district  for 
the  year  next  following  the  completion  of  the  new  assessment-roll 
by  crediting  the  taxes  levied  in  excess  of  what  they  would  have 
been  had  the  reassessment  been  made  in  time,  or  charging  in  addi- 
tion the  difference  between  the  amounts  levied  on  the  basis  of  the 
original  assessment-roll  and  the  amounts  which  would  have  been 
levied  on  the  basis  of  the  new  assessment-roll,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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In  the  city  of  New  York,  a  borough  president  and  elsewhere  a 
supervisor  may  apply  to  the  tax  commission  on  behalf  of  the  tax 
district  which  he  wholly  or  in  part  represents^  for  a  hearing  and 
determination  of  the  question  of  inequalities  in  the  assessment  of 
property  as  between  such  tax  district  and  other  tax  districts  in  the 
county  or  in  a  city  where  said  city  comprises  more  than  one 
county.  After  such  application  a  hearing  shall  be  held  and  upon 
a  determination  that  sufScient  inequalities  exist  therefor,  the  com- 
mission shall  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  as  in  this 
section  provided,  for  the  correction  of  the  assessment-roll  of  the 
tax  district^  or  tax  districts  complained  of. 

§  178-b.*  Commission  to  enforoe  compliance  with  law.  When- 
ever it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  tax  commission  that 
any  assessor  or  other  public  officer  or  employee  whose  duties  relate 
to  the  assessment  of  property  for  taxation  has  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  with  any  other  law  relating 
to  such  duties  or  the  rules  of  the  conmiission  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,  the  commission  after  a  hearing  on  the  facts  may  issue  its 
order  directing  such  assessor  or  other  officer  to  comply  with  such 
provisions  of  law  or  of  its  rules,  and  if  such  assessor  or  other 
officer  for  a  period  of  ten  days  after  service  on  him  of  the  com- 
mission's order  shall  n^lect  or  refuse  to  comply  therewith,  tlio 
commission  may  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
proper  county  for  a  summary  order  to  compel  such  assessor  or 
officer  to  comply  with  such  provisions  of  law  or  of  the  commis- 
sion's order,  and  the  justice  shall  have  power  to  issue  such  order. 

§  174.  State  board  of  equalization;  powers  and  duties.  Tho 
commissioners  of  the  land  office  and  the  members  of  the  tax  com« 
mission  shall  constitute  the  state  board  of  equalization.  The 
state  board  of  equalization  shall  meet  in  the  city  of  Albany  on  tho 
first  Tuesday  in  September  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
amining and  revising  the  valuations  of  real  and  personal  property 
of  the  several  counties  as  returned  to  the  state  tax  commission, 
and  shall  fix  the  aggregate  amount  of  assessment  for  each  county, 
upon  which  the  comptroller  shall  compute  the  state  tax.  The  board 
may  increase  or  diminish  the  aggregate  valuations  of  real  property 
in  any  coimty  by  adding  or  deducting  such  sum  as  in  its  opinion 
may  be  just  and  necessary  to  produce  a  just  relation  between 
the  valuations  of  real  property  in  the  state.  But  it  shall,  in  no 
instance^  reduce  the  aggregate  valuations  of  all  the  counties  below 
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the  aggregate  valuations  thereof  as  so  returned.  The  comptroller 
shall  immediately  ascertain  from  this  assessment,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  transmitted  to  him,  the  proportion  of  state  tax  each 
coTmty  shall  pay,  and  mail  a  statement  of  the  amount  to  the  county 
clerk,  and  to  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  each  county. 

§  175.  Appeals  from  equalization  by  board  of  superviflors.    Any 
supervisor  may  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  town,  city  or  ward,  which 
he  wholly  or  in  part  represents,  to  the  tax  commission,  from  any 
act  or  decision  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  in  the  equalization 
of  assessments  and  the  correction  of  the  assessment-rolls.    If  such 
appeal  is  brought  in  behalf  of  a  town,  a  majority  of  the  town  board 
of  such  town,  if  in  behalf  of  a  city,  a  majority  of  the  supervisors 
representing  such  city,  or  if  the  assessments  in  the  wards  of  any 
city  are  equalized  separately  and  such  wards  have  separate  assess- 
ment-rolls, then  the  alderman  or  aldermen  representing  such  ward 
in  the  common  council  of  the  city,  shall  first  consent  to  and  ap- 
prove the  bringing  of  such  appeal.   Such  appeal  shall  be  brought 
within  ten  days  after  the  delivery  of  the  assessment-roll  to  the 
collector  by  filing  in  the  ofiice  of  the  county  clerk  a  notice  thereof, 
with  such  consent  indorsed  thereon  or  annexed  thereto,  together 
with  the  affidavit  of  the  supervisor  so  appealing,  that  in  his  opin- 
ion injustice  has  been  done  to  such  town,  city  or  ward  by  the  act 
or  decision  from  which  the  appeal  is  taken ;  and  also  within  such 
time,  by  serving  personally  or  by  mail,  a  duplicate  or  copy  of 
such  notice,  consent  and  affidavit  on  the  chairman  or  clerk  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  and  by  mailing  such  a  copy  or  duplicate  to 
the  tax  commission. 

§  176.  Appeals;  procedure  before  commission.  The  tax  commis- 
sion may  prepare  a  form  of  petition  and  notice  of  appeal  from 
decisions  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  equalization  of  as- 
sessments and  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  bringing  such 
appeals  to  hearing  or  trial.  Such  rules  shall  provide  for  a  hear- 
ing on  the  papers  and  proofs  submitted  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors on  making  the  equalization,  and  also  for  the  taking  of  ad- 
ditional evidence  offered  by  either  party.  The  commission  may, 
by  its  deputies,  agents  or  other  assistants,  examine  and  inquire 
into  the  equalization  appealed  from,  and  may  receive  in  evidence 
at  such  hearing  the  testimony  of  its  examining  deputies,  agents  or 
other  assistants.  The  appeal  shall  be  heard  in  the  county  in  which 
it  originated.    Such  hearing  shall  be  had  at  a  time  and  place  to  be 
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fixed  by  the  commisBion  upon  notice  of  at  least  twenty  days  by 
mail  to  the  party  appealing  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  in  which  the  appeal  is  taken.  If  the  appel- 
lant or  his  successor  fails  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed or  upon  any  day  to  which  such  hearing  and  trial  shall 
be  adjourned,  the  commission  shall  make  an  order  dismissing  the 
appeal,  which  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  appeal  had  not 
been  sustained  after  a  hearing  on  the  merits. 

§  l76-a.^^  Commiflsion's  review  of  equalization  by  board  of  an- 
pervison.  The  tax  commission  shall  have  power  on  complaint 
to  review  the  equalization  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any 
county  or  other  lawfully  constituted  authority.  Due  notice  of  the 
hearing  on  such  review  shall  be  given  by  the  commission  to  the 
derk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  transmit  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  each  supervisor  of  the 
county.  In  the  city  of  New  York  such  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  taxes  and  assessments. 

§  177.  Commission's  determination  on  appeal  or  review.  On 
appeal  by  any  town,  city,  borough  or  ward  from  the  board  of 
supervisors'  or  other  lawful  authority's  equalization  or  on  review 
thereof  by  the  commission  of  its  own  motion  or  on  complaint  the 
commission  shall  review  the  equalization  made  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  or  other  lawful  authority  and  shall  deter- 
mine whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  deductions  or  additions  ought 
to  be  made  from  or  to  the  aggregate  corrected  value  of  the  real 
and  personal  property  of  any  tax  district  as  made  and  to  what  tax 
district  or  districts  in  such  county  the  amount  of  such  deduc- 
tions or  additions,  if  any,  shall  be  added  or  subtracted;  and 
shall  certify  their  determination,  in  writing,  to  such  board  of 
supervisors  or  other  lawful  authority  and  forward  the  same  by 
mail  within  ten  days  thereafter  to  the  clerk  of  the  board,  directed 
to  him  at  his  post-office  address,  and  forward  a  copy  thereof  to 
the  supervisor  or  borough  president  appealing,  if  any.  Such  de- 
termination shall  have  the  same  force  and  eflFect  as  an  original 
equalization  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors  or  other  lawful 
authority  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law  and  shall  be  carried 
into  effect  by  such  board  or  other  lawful  authority.  In  the  city 
of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  equalization  appeals,  reassessment 
or  renews  each  borough  shall  be  deemed  a  tax  district.

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§  177-a.^^  Hethod   of   oarryii^f   out   oonunission'i   equaluation. 

If  any  such  equalization  by  the  tax  conunission  cannot  be  com- 
pleted in  time  to  take  the  place  of  the  original  equalization  by 
the  board  of  supervisors  or  other  lawful  authority,  the  commission 
shall  determine  the  amount  of  state  and  county  taxes  paid  or  pay- 
able by  any  town,  city  borough  or  ward  in  the  county  under  the 
original  equalization,  in  excess  of  or  less  than  that  which  such 
town,  city  borough  or  ward  would  have  paid  under  the  equaliza- 
tion as  made  by  the  commission.  Any  excess  so  determined  shall 
be  subtracted  with  interest,  and  any  deficiency  shall  be  added,  with 
a  proportionate  part  of  such  interest  allowance,  from  or  to  the 
amount  of  county  and  state  taxes  charged  in  the  next  succeeding 
year  to  each  such  town,  city  borough  or  ward. 

§  178.  Costs  on  appeal.  The  tax  commission  shall  certify  the 
reasonable  expense  on  every  appeal  from  an  equalization  by  the 
county  board  of  supervisors,  or  other  lawful  authority,  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  services  of  counsel  and 
one  thousand  dollars  for  all  other  expenses,  including  the  compen- 
sation and  expense  of  the  stenographer.  If  such  appeal  is  not 
sustained,  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  so  certified  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  the  tax  district  or  districts  taking  such  appeal  and 
shall  be  levied  thereon  by  the  board  of  supervisors.  If  the  appeal 
is  sustained,  the  amount  of  such  costs  and  expenses  so  certified 
shall  be  levied  by  the  board  of  supervisors  upon,  and  collected 
from,  the  county  in  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the 
current  year,  except  the  tax  district  or  tax  districts  whose  appeal 
is  sustained.  If  there  shall  be  appeals  by  more  than  one  tax  dis- 
trict in  the  county,  some  of  which  are  sustained  and  some  disr 
missed,  the  commission  shall  decide  what  portion  of  such  costs 
and  expenses  shall  be  borne  by  any  tax  district  whose  appeal  is 
dismissed. 

§  179."  Transfer  of  comptroller's  powers  and  duties  in  assess- 
ment of  corporation  taxes.  On  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  this 
section  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  or  imposed  upon 
the  state  comptroller  in  relation  to  the  assessment,  determination, 
revision,  readjustment  and  imposition  of  corporation  taxes  under 
article  nine  of  the  tax  law,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  thereafter 
shall  be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  state  tax  department,

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provided  that  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  the  state  comptroller  with  respect  to  corporation  taxes  under 
article  nine  of  the  tax  law,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  collection 
of  corporation  taxes  assessed  and  the  crediting  of  such  taxes 
erroneously  paid,  shall  not  he  affected  hereby,  but  shall  continue  to 
be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  state  comptroller.  The  tax 
department  shall  furnish  the  state  comptroller  with  a  list  or  other 
statement  of  corporations  or  associations  against  which  taxes  have 
been  assessed  by  the  department  imder  article  nine  of  the  tax  law, 
showing  the  amount  of  tax  chargeable  to  and  due  from  each  such 
corporation  or  association. 

Wherever  the  terms  "  board  of  tax 
commissioners,"  '^  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  "  or  ''  state 
tax  commissioners,"  "  state  comptroller  "  or  "  comptroller  "  occur 
in  any  law,  or  wherever  in  any  law  reference  is  made  to  such 
board  or  commissioners  or  officer,  such  term  or  reference  shall  be 
deemed  to  refer  to  the  state  tax  department  as  established  by 
this  article,  so  far  as  such  law  pertains  to  matters  which  are 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  tax  department  The  term  "  as- 
sessor "  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  elected  or  appointed  officer 
of  any  civil  or  political  subdivision  of  the  state,  charged  by  law 
with  any  duty  relating  to  the  assessment  of  property  for  taxation 
for  state,  county  or  local  purposes. 

§   2.   Section  one  hundred  and  eighty  of  such  chapter,   as  i  im 
amended,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  *"*"  * 

§  180.  Organization  tax.  Every  stock  corporation  incorporated 
under  any  law  of  this  state  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  a  tax 
of  one-twentieth  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  which  the  corporation  is  authorized  to  have,  and  a  like  tax 
upon  any  subsequent  increase.  Provided,  that  in  no  case  shall 
such  tax  be  less  than  five  dollars.  Such  tax  shall  be  due  and 
payable  upon  the  incorporatioa  of  such  corporation  or  upon  the 
increase  of  its  capital  stock.  Except  in  the  case  of  a  railroad  cor- 
poration neither  the  secretary  of  state  nor  county  clerk  shall  file 
any  certificate  of  incorporation  or  article  of  association,  or  give 
any  certificate  to  any  such  corporation  or  association  until  he  is 
furnished  a  receipt  for  such  tax  from  the  state  treasurer,  and  no 
stock  corporation  shall  have  or  exercise  any  corporate  franchise 
or  powers,  or  carry  on  business  in  this  state  until  such  tax  shall 
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have  been  paid.  And  in  case  of  a  decrease  of  capital  stock,  upon 
which  the  tax  required  by  law  has  been  paid,  and  a  subsequent 
increase  thereof,  a  tax  shall  be  paid  only  upon  so  much  of  such 
increase  as  exceeds  the  amount  of  capital  stock  upon  which  a  tax 
has  been  before  paid.  In  case  of  the  consolidation  of  existing 
corporations  into  a  corporation,  such  new  corporation  shall  be 
required  to  pay  the  tax  hereinbefore  provided  for  only  upon  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
capital  stock  of  said  corporations.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to 
state  and  national  banks  or  to  building,  mutual  loan,  accumulating 
fund  and  co-operative  associations.  A  railroad  corporation  need 
not  pay  such  tax  at  the  time  of  filing  its  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion, but  shall  pay  the  same  before  the  public  service  commission 
shall  grant  a  certificate,  as  required  by  the  railroad  law,  authoriz- 
ing the  construction  of  the  road  as  proposed  in  its  articles  of 
association,  and  such  certificate  shall  not  be  granted  by  the  public 
service  commission  until  it  is  furnished  with  a  receipt  for  such 
tax  from  the  state  treasurer.  If  the  board  of  railroad  commis- 
sioners or  public  service  commission  shall  have  heretofore  granted 
or  the  public  service  commission  shall  hereafter  grant,  such  cer- 
tificate and  upon  an  appeal  from  the  determination  of  such  board 
of  railroad  commissioners  or  public  service  commission,  such  cer- 
tificate has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  denied  the  state  treasurer 
shall  refund  the  amount  of  tax  so  paid  to  the  railroad  corporation 
or  corporations  by  which  such  tax  was  paid,  upon  proof  of  pay- 
ment being  presented  and  appropriation  being  made  therefor. 
Imlnded  ^  ^*  Scctiou  ouo  huudrcd  and  eighty-one  of  such  chapter,  as 

amended,**  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  181.  license  tax  on  foreign  corporationf.  Every  foreign  cor- 
poration, except  banking  corporations,  fire,  marine,  casualty  and 
life  insurance  companies,  co-operative  fraternal  insurance  com- 
panies, and  building  and  loan  associations,  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness under  the  general  corporation  law,  shall  pay  to  the  state 
treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  state,  a  license  fee  of  one-eighth  of 
one  per  centum  for  the  privilege  of  exercising  its  corporate  fran- 
chises or  carrying  on  its  business  in  such  corporate  or  organized 
capacity  in  this  state,  to  be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the 
capital  stock  employed  by  it  within  this  state,  during  the  first 
year  of  carrying  on  its  business  in  this  state;  and  if  any  year 
thereafter  any  such  corporation  shall  employ  an  increased  amount 
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of  its  capital  stock  within  this  state,  the  same  license  fee  shall  be 
due  and  payable  upon  any  such  increase.  The  measure  of  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  employed  in  this  state  shall  be  such  a 
portion  of  the  issued  capital  stock  as  the  gross  assets  employed 
in  any  business  within  this  state  bear  to  the  gross  assets  wherever 
employed  in  business.  For  purposes  of  taxation,  the  capital  of 
a  corporation  invested  in  the  stock  of  another  corporation  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  assets  located  where  the  physical  property  repre- 
sented by  such  stock  is  located.  The  amount  of  capital  upon 
which  such  ta^es  shall  be  paid  shall  be  fixed  by  the  state  tax  com- 
mission, which  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  examine  the  books 
and  records  in  this  state  of  such  foreign  corporations,  and  the 
employees  thereof  as  it  has  in  the  case  of  domestic  corporations 
and  the  comptroller  shall  have  the  same  power  to  issue  his  war- 
rant for  the  collection  of  such  taxes,  as  he  now  has  with  regard 
to  domestic  corporations.  No  action  shall  be  maintained  or  re- 
covery had  in  any  of  the  courts  in  this  state  by  such  foreign  cor- 
poration after  thirteen  months  from  the  time  of  beginning  such 
business  within  the  state,  without  obtaining  a  receipt  from  the 
comptroller  for  the  payment  of  the  license  fee  upon  the  capital 
stock  employed  by  it  within  this  state  during  the  first  year  of 
carrying  on  its  business  in  this  state. 

§  4.  Sections  one  hundred  and  ninety-two,  one  hundred  and  JJ  ijj-««. 
ninety-three,  one  hundred  and  ninety-four,  one  hundred  and^mende^. 
ninety-five,  one  hundred  and  ninety-six,  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
two  hundred,  two  hundred  and  one,  two  hundred  and  three  and 
two  hundred  and  four  of  such  chapter,  are  hereby  amended  to 
read,  respectively,  as  follows: 

§  192.  Reports  of  oorporations.     Corporations  liable  to  pay  a 

tax  under  this  article  shall  report  as  follows : 

1.  Corporations  paying  franchise  tax.  Every  corporation,  as- 
sociation or  joint-stock  company  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  this  chapter  shall,  on  or 
before  November  fifteenth  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report 
to  the  tax  commission  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  its  business 
on  October  thirty-first  preceding,  stating  the  amount  of  its  au- 
thorized capital  stock,  the  amount  of  stock  paid  in,  the  date  and 
rate  per  centum  of  each  dividend  declared  by  it  during  the  year 
ending  with  such  day,  the  entire  amount  of  the  capital  of  such 
corporation,  and  the  capital  employed  by  it  in  this  state  during 
such  year. 
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2.  Transportation  and  transmission  corporations.  Every  trans- 
portation or  transmission  corporation,  joint-stosk  company  or  as- 
sociation liable  to  pay  an  additional  tax  under  section  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-four  of  this  chapter,  shall  also,  on  or  before 
August  first  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report  to  the  tax  com- 
mission of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  its  business  on  June  thir- 
tieth preceding,  stating  the  amount  of  its  gross  earnings  from  all 
sources  and  the  amount  of  its  gross  earnings  from  its  transpor- 
tation or  transmission  business  originating  and  terminating  within 
this  state. 

3.  Elevated  and  surface  railroad  corporations.  Every  cor- 
poration, joint-stock  company  or  association  liable  to  pay  a  tax 
under  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  this  chapter  shall, 
on  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  make  a  written  report  to 
the  tax  commission  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  its  business  on 
June  thirtieth  preceding,  stating  the  amount  of  its  gross  earn- 
ings from  business  done  in  this  state,  the  amount  of  dividends 
of  every  nature  declared  or  paid  during  the  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  the  authorized  capital  of  the  company  and  the  amount 
of  capital  stock  actually  issued  and  outstanding. 

4.  Water  works,  gas,  electric^  steam  heating,  lighting  and  power 
corporations.  Every  corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  associa- 
tion liable  to  pay  a  tax  under  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  of 
this  diapter,  shall,  on  or  before  December  first  of  each  year,  make 
a  written  report  to  the  tax  conmiission  of  its  condition  at  the  dose 
of  its  business  on  October  thirty-first  preceding,  stating  the 
amount  of  its  gross  earnings  from  business  done  in  this  state,  the 
amount  of  dividends  of  every  nature  declared  or  paid  during  the 
year  ending  with  October  thirty-first,  the  authorized  capital  of 
the  company  and  the  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  issued  and 
outstanding. 

5.  Insurance  corporations.  Every  insurance  corporation  liable 
to  pay  a  tax  under  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  this 
chapter,  shall,  on  or  before  March  first  in  each  year,  make  a  writ- 
ten report  to  the  tax  commission  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of 
its  business  on  December  thirty-first  preceding,  stating  the  gross 
amount  of  all  premiums  referred  to  in  section  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  of  this  chapter,  received  during  the  preceding  calen- 
dar year  on  business  done  thereby  in  this  state  during  the  year 
ending  wilJi  such  day  and  at  all  times  prior  thereto,  whether  the 
premiums  were  in  money  or  in  the  form  of  notes,  credits  or  other 
nnbstitutes  for  money. 
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6.  Foreign  bankers.  Every  foreign  banker  liable  to  pay  a  tax 
nnder  section  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  this  chapter  shall, 
on  or  before  February  first  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report 
to  the  tax  commission  of  the  condition  of  his  business  on  Decern* 
ber  thirty-first  preceding,  stating  the  amount  of  tax  for  which  he 
is  liable  under  this  article,  and  giving  in  detail  the  facts  required 
by  the  last  preceding  section  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and 
computing  the  same. 

7.  Trust  companies.  Every  company  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under 
section  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  this  chapter  shall,  on  or 
before  August  first  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report  to  the 
tax  commission  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  business  on  June 
thirtieth  preceding,  separately  stating  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock,  the  amount  of  its  surplus,  and  the  amount  of  its  undivided 
profits,  and  containing  such  other  data,  information  or  matter  as 
the  tax  commission  may  require. 

8.  Savings  banks.  Every  savings  bank  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under 
section  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  this  chapter,  shall  on  or 
before  August  first  in  each  year,  make  a  written  report  to  the  tax 
commission  of  its  condition  at  the  close  of  business  on  June 
thirtieth  preceding,  stating  the  par  value  of  its  surplus,  and  un- 
divided earnings  and  containing  such  other  data,  information  or 
matter  as  the  tax  commission  may  require. 

§  198.  Value  of  ftock  to  be  appraised.  If  the  dividend  or  div- 
idends amount  to  less  than  six  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  the 
capital  stock,  or  no  dividend  is  declared,  the  president,  treasurer 
or  secretary  of  the  company  liable  to  pay  a  tax  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  this  chapter,  shall, 
under  oath,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  November  in 
each  year,  estimate  and  appraise  the  capital  stock  of  such  company 
at  its  actual  value. 

And  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  tax  commission  with  the 
report  provided  for  in  the  last  section.  If  the  tax  commission 
is  noC  satisfied  with  the  valuation  so  made  and  returned  it  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make  a  valuation  thereof,  and  settle 
an  account  upon  the  valuation  so  made  by  it,  and  the  taxes, 
penalties  and  interest  to  be  paid  the  state. 

§    194.    Further   requirements   as   to   reports   of    corporations. 

Every  report  required  by  this  article  shall  have  annexed  thereto 
the  affidavit  of  the  president,  vice-president,  secretary  or  treas- 
urer of  the  corporation,  association  or  joinlrstock  company  or  of 
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the  person  or  one  of  the  persons,  or  the  members  of  the  partner- 
ship making  the  same,  to  the  effect  that  the  statements  contained 
therein  are  true.  Such  reports  shall  contain  any  other  data,  in- 
formation or  matter  which  the  tax  commission  may  require  to 
be  included  therein,  and  it  may  prescribe  the  form  in  which 
such  reports  shall  be  made  and  the  form  of  oath  thereto.  When 
so  prescribed  such  forms  shall  be  used  in  making  the  report  The 
commission  may  require  at  any  time  a  further  or  supplemental 
report  under  this  article,  which  shall  contain  information  and 
data  upon  such  matters  as  the  commission  may  specify. 

§  195.  Powers  of  tax  commiasion  to  examine  into  affairs  of  cor- 
porations. In  case  any  report  required  by  any  of  the  preceding 
sections  of  this  article  shall  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  com- 
mission, or  if  any  such  report  is  not  made  as  herein  required, 
the  comimission  is  authorized  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  dividends 
paid  by  such  corporation  and  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  em- 
ployed by  it,  from  any  such  report  or  from  any  other  data,  anci 
to  order  and  state  an  account  according  to  the  estimate  and  value 
so  made  by  it  for  the  taxes,  percentage  and  interest  due  tho 
state  from  such  corporation,  association,  joint-stock  company, 
person  or  partnership.  The  commission  shall  also  have  power  to 
examine  or  cause  to  be  examined,  in  case  of  a  failure  to  report  or 
in  case  the  report  is  unsatisfactory  to  it,  the  books  and  records 
of  any  such  corporation,  joint-stock  association,  company,  foreign 
banker,  person  or  partnership,  and  may  hear  testimony  and  take 
proofs  material  for  its  information,  and  may  appoint  a  commis- 
sioner by  a  written  appointment  under  its  official  seal  for  that 
purpose.  Every  commissioner  so  appointed  shall  be  authorized 
to  make  such  examination  and  take  such  testimony  and  hear  such 
proofs  and  report  the  proofs  and  testimony  so  taken  and  the 
result  of  his  examination  so  made  and  the  facts  found  by  him 
to  the  conunission.  The  commission  shall,  therefrom,  or  from 
any  other  data  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  it,  order  and  state 
an  account  for  the  tax  due  the  state,  together  with  the  expenses  of 
such  examination  and  the  taking  of  such  testimony  and  proofs. 
Such  expenses  shall  be  fixed  and  adjusted  by  the  commission. 

§  196.  Notice  of  statement  of  tax;  interest.  Upon  auditing 
and  stating  every  account  for  taxes  under  this  article,  the  com- 
mission shall  forthwith  send  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the 
person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  corporation  against 
whom  the  same  is  made,  which  notice  may  be  mailed  to  the  post- 
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office  address  of  such  person,  partnership,  association,  company  or 
corporation.  All  accotmts  so  audited  and  stated  shall  bear  in- 
terest upon  the  total  amount  found  due  thereon  to  the  state,  for 
taxes,  percentage,  interest  and  other  charges,  from  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days  after  sending  such  notice  until  payment  thereof 
shall  be  made  and  shall  be  added  thereto  and  collected  therewith 
by  the  comptroller. 
§  197.  Payment  of  tax  and  penalty  for  failure.    A  tax  imposed 

by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  or  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  of  this  chapter  shall  be  due  and  payable  into  the  state  treasury 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in  each  year.    A  tax 
imposed  by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  this  chapter 
on  a  transportation  or  transmission  corporation,  or  by  section  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five,  on  elevated  railroads  or  surface  rail- 
roads not  operated  by  steam,  shall  be  due  and  payable  into  the 
state  treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year. 
A  tax  imposed  by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  this 
chapter  on  an  insurance  corporation  shall  be  due  and  payable  into 
the  state  treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year. 
A  tax  imposed  by  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  or  one 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  shall  be  due  and  payable  into  the  state 
treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year.     A 
tax  imposed  by  section  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  this  chapter 
on  a  foreign  banker  shall  be  due  and  payable  into  the  state 
treasury  on  or  before  February  first  in  each  year.    If  such  tax  in 
any  case  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  becomes  due, 
or  if  the  report  of  any  such  corporation  is  not  made  within  the 
time  required  by  this  article,  the  corporation,  association,  joint- 
stock  company,  person  or  partnership,  liable  to  pay  the  tax,  shall 
pay  into  the  state  treasury,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  such  tax, 
a  sum  equal  to  five  per  centimi  thereof,  and  one  per  centum  addi- 
tional for  each  montii  the  tax  remains  unpaid,  which  sum  shall  be 
added  to  the  tax  and  paid  or  collected  therewith.    Every  corpora- 
tion, association,  joint-stock  company,  person  or  partnership  fail- 
ing to  make  the  annual  report  required  by  this  article,  or  failing 
to  make  any  special  report  required  by  the  commission,  within 
any  reasonable  time  to  be  specified  by  the  commission,  shall 
forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  every  such  failure,  and  the  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  day  that  such  failure  continues.     Such  tax  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  and  bind  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  cor- 
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poration,  joint-stock  company  or  association  liable  to  pay  the  same 
from  the  time  when  it  is  payable  until  the  same  is  paid  in 
full 

§  198.  Bevision  and  readjustment  of  aooonnts  by  tax  comiDiiiion. 

If  an  application  be  filed  with  the  commission  by  the  party 
against  whom  the  account  is  stated  or  by  the  attorney-gen- 
eral within  one  year  from  the  time  any  such  account  shall 
have  been  audited  and  stated,  the  comimission  may  at  any  time, 
upon  notice  thereof  sent  to  the  person,  partnership,  company, 
association  or  corporation  against  whom  it  is  stated,  revise  and 
readjust  such  account  and  if  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  upon 
any  such  application,  by  evidence  submitted  to  it  or  otherwise, 
that  any  such  account  included  taxes  or  other  charges  which  could 
not  have  been  lawfully  demanded,  or  that  payment  has  been 
illegally  made  or  exacted  of  any  such  account,  the  commission 
shall  resettle  the  same  according  to  law  and  the  facts,  and  charge 
or  credit,  as  the  case  may  require,  the  difference,  if  any,  resulting 
from  such  revision  or  resettlement  upon  the  accounts  for  taxes  of 
or  against  any  such  person,  partnership,  company,  association  or 
corporation.  Such  credit,  whether  allowed  before  or  after  tho 
passage  of  this  chapter  may  be,  by  the  person,  partnership,  com- 
pany, association  or  corporation  in  whose  favor  it  is  allowed,  as- 
signed to  a  person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  corpora- 
tion liable  to  pay  taxes  under  article  nine  of  this  chapter,  and 
the  assignee  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  credit  on  filing 
with  the  commission  such  assignment  shall  thereupon  be  entitled 
to  credit  on  the  books  of  the  conmiission  for  the  amount  thereof 
on  the  current  account  for  taxes  of  such  assignee  in  the  same 
way  and  with  the  same  effect  as  though  the  credit  had  originally 
been  allowed  in  favor  of  such  assignee.  The  commission  shall 
forthwith  send  written  notice  of  its  determination  upon  such 
application  to  the  applicant,  and  to  the  attorney-general,  whidi 

notice  may  be  sent  by  mail  to  its  post-office  address. 
§  199.  iEteview  of  determination  of  tax  commission  by  certiorari. 

The  determination  of  the  commission  upon  any  application 
made  to  it  by  any  person,  partnership,  company,  association 
or  corporation  for  a  revision  and  resettlement  of  any  account,  as 
prescribed  in  this  article,  may  be  reviewed  both  upon  the  law 
and  the  facts  upon  certiorari  by  the  supreme  court  at  the  in- 
stance of  any  person,  partnership,  company,  association  or  cor- 
poration affected  thereby,  mu\  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the

people  of  the  state.  For  the  purpose  of  such  review  the  com- 
mission shall  return,  on  such  certiorari,  the  accounts  and  all  the 
evidenoe  before  it  on  such  application,  and  all  the  papers  and 
proofs  upon  the  original  statement  of  such  account  and  all  pro- 
ceedings thereon.  If  the  original  or  resettled  accounts  shall  be 
found  erroneous  or  illegal,  either  in  point  of  law  or  of  fact,  by 
the  supreme  court,  upon  any  such  review,  the  accounts  reviewed 
shall  then  be  corrected  and  restated,  and  from  any  determination 
of  the  supreme  court  upon  any  such  review  an  appeal  to  the  court 
of  appeals  may  be  taken  by  either  party. 

§  200.  Kegnlations  as  to  such  writ  of  certiorari.  No  certiorari 
to  review  any  audit  and  statement  of  an  account  or  any  deter- 
mination by  the  commission  under  this  article  shall  be  granted 
unless  notice  of  application  therefor  is  made  within  thirty  days 
after  the  service  of  the  notice  of  such  determination.  Eight  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  commission  of  the  application  for  such 
writ  The  full  amount  of  the  taxes,  percentage,  interest  and 
other  charges  audited  and  stated  in  such  account  must  be  deposited 
with  the  state  treasurer  before  making  the  application  and  an 
undertaking  filed  with  the  commission,  in  such  amount  and  with 
such  sureties  as  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  shall  approve,  to 
the  efFect  that  if  such  writ  is  dismissed  or  the  determination  of 
the  commission  affirmed,  the  applicant  for  the  writ  will  pay  all 
costs  and  charges  which  may  acCTue  against  him  or  it  in  the 
prosecution  of  tiie  writ,  including  costs  of  all  appeals. 

§  201.  Warrant  for  the  collection  of  taxes.  After  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days  from  the  sending  by  the  commission  of 
a  notice  of  a  statement  of  an  account  as  provided  in  this 
article,  unless  the  amount  of  such  account  shall  have  been  paid 
or  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer,  if  an  appeal  or  other  pro- 
ceedings have  been  taken  to  review  the  same,  and  the  under- 
taking given  as  provided  in  this  article,  the  comptroller  may  issue 
a  warrant  under  his  hand  and  official  seal,  directed  to  the  sheriff 
of  any  county  of  the  state,  commanding  him  to  levy  upon  and 
sell  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  person,  partnership, 
company,  association  or  corporation  against  which  such  account 
is  stated,  found  within  his  county  for  the  payment  of  the  amount 
thereof  with  interest  thereon  and  costs  of  executing  the  warrant, 
and  to  return  such  warrant  to  the  comptroller  and  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer  the  money  collected  by  virtue  thereof,  by  a  time 
to  be  therein  specified,  not  less  than  sixty  days  from  the  date  of 
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the  warrant  Such  warrant  shall  be  a  lien  upon  and  shall  bind 
the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  person,  partnership,  com- 
pany, association  or  corporation  against  which  it  is  issued,  from 
the  time  an  actual  levy  shall  be  made  by  virtue  thereof.  The 
sheriff  to  whom  any  such  warrant  shall  be  directed  shall  proceed 
upon  the  same  in  all  respects,  with  like  effect,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to  executions  issued 
against  property  upon  judgments  of  a  court  of  record,  and  shaD 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  his  services  in  executing  the  war- 
rant, to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner. 

§  203.  Action  for  recovery  of  taxes;  forfeiture  of  charter  of 
delinquent  corporations.  An  action  may  be  brought  by  the  attor- 
ney-general, at  the  instance  of  the  comptroller,  in  the  name  of 
the  state,  to  recover  the  amount  of  any  account  audited  and  stated 
by  the  commission  under  the  provisionB  of  this  article.  If

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  conservation  law,  generally.* 

Became  a  law  April  16,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  SemUe 
nnd  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Jh.  m";  Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-seven 

!mend«d  ^^  *^®  ^^^^  ^^  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  entitled  "An  act 
relating  to  conservation  of  land,  forests,  waters,  parks,  hydraulic 
power,  fish  and  game,  constituting  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  2.  Conservation  department.  The  conservation  department 
is  hereby  created  and  shall  have  three  divisions.  The  department 
shall  continue  to  be  in  charge  of  a  commission  to  be  known  as 
the  conservation  commission  which,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  chapter,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties  of  the  forest  purchasing  board,  the  forest,  fish  and  game 
commission  or  commissioner,  the  commissioners  of  water  power 

^The  amendments  effected  by  this  act  are  so  numerous  and  extensive  that 
it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  the  changes  made. 
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on  Black  river  and  the  state  water  supply  commission  as  fixed 
by  law  on  July  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven.     The 
commission  shall  hereafter  consist  of  one  member  to  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate. 
The  governor  may  remove  the  commissioner  for  inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct  in  office,  giving  to  him  a  copy  of  the 
charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity  of  being  publicly  heard 
in  person  or  by  counsel  in  his  own  defense,  upon  not  less  than  ten 
days'  notice.

The  moneys  levied  and  collected  for  the  repair  and  improvement 
of  highways,  including  sluices,  culverts  and  bridges  having  a  span 
of  less  than  five  feet  and  board  walks  or  renewals  thereof,  on  high- 
ways less  than  two  rods  in  width,^'  and  the  moneys  received  from 
the  state,  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  one,  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  such  highways,  sluices, 
culverts  and  bridges  and  walks,^^  at  such  places  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  town  board  and  town  superin- 
tendent.   The  town  board  and  the  town  superintendent  shall  con- 
stitute a  board  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  places  where 
and  the  manner  in  which  such  moneys  shall  be  expended.    Such 
agreement  shall  be  written  and  signed  in  duplicate  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  board  so  constituted,  and  shall  be  approved 
by  the  commission,  before  the  same  shall  take  effect.    One  of  such 
duplicates  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  and  one  in 
the  office  of  the  district  or  county  superintendent.    Such  moneys 
shall  be  paid  out  by  the  supervisor  on  the  written  order  of  the 
town  superintendent  in  accordance  with  such  written  agreement 
The  town  board  and  town  superintendent  may  also  appropriate 
from  such  moneys  such  a  sum  of  money  as  they  deem  proper  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  any  public  road,  walk,  place  or 
avenue  upon  any  sand  beach  separated  by  more  than  two  miles  of 
water  from  the  main  body  of  the  town,"  although  such  road,  walk, 
place  and  avenue  is  narrower  than  the  width  of  highways  required 
by  statute,  but  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  such  road,  walk,

§  191.  Highways  by  dedication.  Whenever  land  is  dedicated 
to  a  town  for  highway  purposes  therein,  the  town  superintendent 
may  with  the  consent  of  the  town  board,  either  with  or  without  a 
written  application  therefor,  and  without  expense  to  the  town, 
make  an  order  laying  out  such  highway,  upon  filing  and  recording 
in  the  town  clerk's  office  with  such  order  a  release  of  the  land 
from  the  owner  thereof.  A  highway  so  laid  out  must  not  be  less 
than  two  rods  in  width,  ^except  that  where  such  highway  is  located 
on  a  sand  beach  separated  by  more  than  two  miles  of  water  from 
the  main  body  of  the  town  of  which  it  forms  a  part  and  is  not 
an  extension  or  continuation  of  a  public  highway  already  in  use 
and  has  erected  thereon  a  board  walk  not  less  than  one-third  the 
width  of  said  highway,  such  highway  so  laid  out  may  be  less  than 
two  rods  in  width  and  must  not  be  less  than  ten  feet  in  width. 
Section  two  himdred  does  not  apply  to  a  highway  by  dedication. 
Such  town  superintendent  may  also,  upon  written  application  and 
with  the  written  consent  of  the  town  board,  make  an  order  laying 
out  or  altering  a  highway,  or  discontinuing  a  highway,  which  has 
become  useless  since  it  was  laid  out,  upon  filing  and  recording  in 
the  town  clerk's  office,  with  such  application,  consent  and  order, 
a  release  from  all  damages  from  the  owners  of  lands  taken  or 
affected  thereby,  when  the  consideration  for  such  release,  as  agreed 
upon  between  such  town  superintendent,  and  owner  or  owners, 
shall  not  in  any  one  case,  from  any  one  claimant,  exceed  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  from  all  claimants  five  hundred  dollars.  An 
order  of  the  town  superintendent,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be 
final. 

§  10.  »Section  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  such  chapter  is  1  sm 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  *" 

§  234.  Highways  abandoned.  Every  highway  that  shall  not 
have  been  opened  and  worked  within  six  years  from  the  time  it 
shall  have  been  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  public,  or  laid  out,  shall 
cease  to  be  a  highway;  but  the  period  during  which  any  action  or 
proceeding  shall  have  been,  or  shall  be  pending  in  r^ard  to  any

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such  highway,  shall  form  no  part  of  such  six  years;  and  every 
highway  that  shall  not  have  been  traveled  or  used  as  a  highway 
for  six  years,  shall  cease  to  be  a  highway,  and  every  public  right 
of  way  tiiiat  shall  not  have  been  used  for  said  period  shall  be  deemed 
abandoned  as  a  right  of  way.  The  town  superintendent*  shall  file, 
and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  office  of  the  town, 
a  written  description,  signed  by  them,  of  each  highway  and  public 
right  of  way  so  abandoned,  and  the  same  shall  thereupon  be  dis- 
continued. There  may  also  be  a  qualified  abandonment  of  a  high- 
way under  the  following  conditions  and  for  the  following  purposes, 
to  wit:  Where  it  appears  to  the  town  superintendents,  at  any 
time,  that  a  highway  has  not  become  wholly  disused  as  aforesaid, 
but  that  it  has  not  for  two  years  next  previous  thereto,  been  usually 
traveled  along  the  greater  part  thereof,  by  more  than  two  vehicles 
daily,  in  addition  to  pedestrians  and  persons  on  horseback,  they 
shall  file  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's  offiice  a  cer- 
tificate containing  a  description  of  that  portion  of  the  highway 
partly  disused  as  aforesaid  and  declaring  a  qualified  abandonment 
thereof.  The  effect  of  such  qualified  abandonment,  with  respect 
to  the  portion  of  said  highway  described  in  the  certificate,  shall 
be  as  follows :  It  shall  no  longer  be  worked  at  public  expense ;  it 
shall  not  cease  to  be  a  highway  for  purposes  of  the  public  easement, 
by  reason  of  such  suspension  of  work  thereon ;  no  person  shall  im- 
pair its  use  as  a  highway  nor  obstruct  it,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  but  no  person  shall  be  required  to  keep  any  part  of  it 
in  repair;  wherever  an  owner  or  lessee  of  adjoining  lands  has  the 
right  to  possession  of  other  lands  wholly  or  partly  on  the  directly 
opposite  side  of  the  highway  therefrom,  he  may  construct  and 
maintain  across  said  highway  a  fence  at  each  end  of  the  area  of 
highway  which  adjoins  both  of  said  opposite  pieces  of  land,  pro- 
vided tiaat  each  said  cross  fence  must  have  a  gate  in  the  middle 
thereof  at  least  ten  feet  in  length,  which  gate  must  at  all  times  be 
kept  unlocked  and  supplied  witli  a  sufficient  hasp  or  latdi  for 
keeping  the  same  closed;  all  persons  owning  or  using  opposite 
lands,  connected  by  such  gates  and  fences,  may  use  the  portion  of 
highway  thus  inclosed  for  pasturage;  any  traveler  or  other  person 
who  intentionally,  or  by  wilful  n^lect,  leaves  such  gate  unlatched, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  fact  of  leaving  it  un- 
latched shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  intent  or  wilful 
neglect.    Excepting  as  herein  abrogated,  all  other  general  laws  re-

Section  1.  Section  forty-three  of  chapter  sixty-four  of  the  lawstj^  "j®. 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  villages,  5^  «^^ 
constituting  chapter  sixty-four  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  43.  list  of  village  officers;  mode  of  choosing;  official  year; 

terms  of  office.  Every  village  shall  have  a  president,  not  less  than 
two  trustees,  a  treasurer,  a  clerk  and  a  street  commissioner.  Ex- 
cept as  herein  provided,  every  village  shall  also  have  a  collector, 
but  a  village  of  the  first  class  may,  upon  the  adoption  of  a  propo- 
sition therefor  at  a  special  election  and  a  village  of  the  second 
class  may,  upon  the  adoption  of  a  proposition  therefor  at  an  annual 
or  special  election,^  determine  that  no  collector  shall  thereafter  be 
elected  therein.

There  shall  be  a  board  of  health  in  each  village,  consisting  of 
*the  board  of  trustees  of  such  village.'  The  president,  trustees, 
treasurer,  collector,  police  justice  and  assessors  shall  be  elective

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officers,  except  that  in  a  Tillage  of  the  first  or  second  class  the 
treasurer  may  be  appointed,  upon  the  adoption  of  a  proposition 
therefor  at  a  village  election.  All  other  village  officers  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

In  all  villages  the  offices  of  clerk  and  street  conunissioner  may 
be  elective,  upon  the  adoption  of  a  proposition  therefor  at  a 
village  election,  and  after  the  adoption  of  such  a  proposition,  a 
proposition  may  be  submitted  for  the  appointment  of  such  officers, 
at  any  subsequent  village  election.  After  a  proposition  has  been 
adopted  changing  the  method  of  filling  such  offices,  another  propo- 
sition changing  such  method  shall  not  be  submitted  until  after  a 
period  of  two  years  from  the  adoption  of  such  prior  proposition. 

An  "  official  year  '^  begins  at  noon  on  the  first  Monday  after 
the  third  Tuesday  of  March,  and  ends  at  noon  on  the  same  Mon- 
day in  the  next  calendar  year.  The  term  of  office  of  the  president, 
treasurer,  collector,  clerk,  street  commissioner  and  inspectors  of 
election  shall  be  one  official  year;  of  each  trustee  elected  for  a 
full  term,  two  official  years,  and  of  a  police  justice,  four  calendar 
years.  The  term  of  each  village  officer,  except  police  justice, 
begins  at  noon  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  annusd  election.  A 
full  term  of  the  police  justice  begins  on  the  first  day  of  January 
succeeding  the  annual  election  at  which  he  was  elected.  After 
the  first  election  in  a  village  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter one-half  of  the  trustees  shall  be  elected  each  year  for  a  full 
term.

The  code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  by  i  mt« 
adding  a  new  section  after  section  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
thereof,  to  be  section  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven-a,  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  867-a.  Subpoena  duces  tecum  relating  to  hospital  records. 
Where  a  subpoena  duces  tecum  shall  be  served  upon  a  public 
hospital,  or  superintendent  or  officer  thereof,  requiring  the  pro- 
duction of  any  books  of  such  hospital,  showing  certain  entries  or 
records  therein,  or  any  other  record  or  data  relating  to  the  phys-

§  245.  Sale  prohibited;  exception.  fTo  pharmacist,  druggist 
or  other  person  shall  sell,  have  or  oflFer  for  sale  or  give  away  any 
chloral,  opium  or  any  of  its  salts,  alkaloids  or  derivatives  or  any 
compound  or  preparation  of  any  of  them  except  upon  the  written 
prescription  of  a  duly  licensed  physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist, 
provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  the 
sale  of  domestic  and  proprietary  remedies,  nor  to  physicians'  pre- 
scriptions, compounded  solely  for  the  person  named  in  the  original 
prescription,  actually  sold  in  good  faith  as  medicines  and  not  for 
the  purpose  of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  provided 
further  that  such  remedies  and  preparations  do  not  contain  more 
than  two  grains  of  opium,  or  one-fourth  grain  of  morphine  or 
one-eighth  grain  of  heroin  or  one  grain  of  codeine,  or  ten  grains  of 
chloral  or  their  salts  in  one  fluid  ounce  or  if  a  solid  preparation, 
in  one  avoirdupois  ounce,  nor  to  plasters,  liniments  and  ointments 
for  external  use  only. 

§  246.  Prcioription§;  oertiiLcates.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  sell  at  retail  or  give  away  any  of  the  drugs,  their 
salts,  derivatives  or  preparations  mentioned  in  section  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  of  this  chapter  except  as  herein  provided 
without  first  receiving  a  written  prescription  signed  by  a  duly 

iThe  amendments  effected  by  this  chapter  are  so  numerous  and  extensive 
that  it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  the  dumges  made. 
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licensed  physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist  The  prescription  must 
contain  substantially  the  following:  the  name  in  full  of  the 
physician^  veterinarian  or  dentist  issuing  such  prescription,  his 
office  address,  and  the  name,  age  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom 
and  date  on  which  such  prescription  is  issued.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  duly  licensed  physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist  to  issue  any 
such  prescription  containing  any  of  the  drugs,  their  salts,  deriva- 
tives or  preparations  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and  forty- 
five  of  this  chapter,  for  any  duly  licensed  physician  to  dispense, 
give  or  deliver  any  of  the  said  drugs,  their  salts,  derivatives  or 
preparations,  except  after  a  physical  examination  of  any  person 
for  the  treatment  of  disease,  injury  or  deformity.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  sell  at  retail  any  of  the  drugs  or  prepara- 
tions of  any  of  those  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and  forty- 
five  of  this  article  without  first  verifying  the  authority  of  any  pre- 
scription containing  more  than  four  grains  of  morphine,  thirty 
grains  of  opium,  two  grains  of  heroin,  six  grains  of  codeine  or  four 
drams  of  chloral.  Such  verification  can  be  made  by  telephone 
or  otherwise^  Such  prescriptions  so  received  shall  be  filled  out 
at  the  time  of  receiving  the  same  for  the  full  quantity  prescribed 
and  no  prescription  so  received  shall  be  filled  out  more  than  ton 
days  after  the  date  which  said  prescription  be  dated.  Such 
prescription,  from  which  no  copy  shall  be  taken,  shall  be  retained 
by  the  person  who  dispenses  the  same  and  shall  be  filled  but 
once.  A  separate  file  of  all  such  prescriptions  shall  be  kept  by  the 
pharmacist  or  druggist  filling  the  same,  but  such  prescriptions 
may  be  numbered  consecutively  with  other  prescriptions  received. 
Unless  so  separately  filed  a  record  must  be  kept  showing: 

1.  The  file  number  given  to  each  prescription  filled ; 

2.  The  name  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  signing  the  same ;  and 

3.  The  name  of  the  person  for  whom  such  prescription  is  filled. 
Any  person  who  sells  at  retail,  furnishes  or  dispenses  any  of 

the  drugs  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and  forty-five  of 
this  chapter  upon  a  written  prescription  by  a  duly  registered 
physician  or  veterinarian  or  dentist  shall  at  the  time  of  dispens- 
ing the  same,  place  upon  the  package  a  label  or  deliver  therewith 
a  certificate  stating  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  selling 
or  furnishing  the  same,  the  name  and  address  of  the  physician, 
veterinarian  or  dentist  upon  whose  prescription  such  sale  is  made, 
the  date  of  sale,  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  such  sale 
is  made.  Any  person,  other  than  a  manufacturer  of  any  of 
the  drugs  mentioned  in  section  two  hundred  and  forty-five  or  a 
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wholesale  dealer  in  drugs  or  a  licensed  pharmacist^  licensed  drug- 
gist^ duly  registered  practicing  physician,  licensed  veterinarian 
or  a  licensed  dentist,  who  shall  possess  any  of  the  drugs  mentioned 
in  section  two  hundred  and  forty-five  or  their  salts,  derivatives 
or  preparations,  shall  he  guilly  of  a  misdemeanor,  unless  said 
possession  is  authorized  hy  the  certificate  described  in  this  section. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of 
any  of  such  drugs  by  any  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists 
or  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  to  other  manufac- 
turing pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacists, 
or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges,  scientific  or  public  institu- 
tions, except  that  such  sale  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  next  succeeding  section. 

§  247.  Order  blanks;  filing.  The  state  commissioner  of 
health  shall  prepare  and  furnish  to  all  boards  of  health  or  officers 
ofBcial  order  blanks,  serially  numbered  in  duplicate,  bound  in 
book  form,  with  carbon  or  transfer  paper  between  the  duplicate 
pages.  The  said  official  order  shall  be  furnished  by  the  local 
health  board  or  officer  to  any  local,  duly  licensed  physician, 
dentist,  pharmacist,  druggist  or  veterinarian,  upon  which  must 
be  written  all  orders  for  the  purchase  of  any  of  the  drugs 
enumerated  in  section  two  hundred  and  forty-five  of  this  chapter 
for  the  use  of  such  physician,  dentist,  pharmacist,  druggist  or  veter- 
inarian. It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  furnish  or 
dispose  to  any  physician,  pharmacist,  druggist,  veterinarian  or 
dentist  any  of  the  drugs  enumerated  in  section  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  of  this  chapter  without  first  receiving  from  such  physi- 
cian, pharmacist,  druggist,  veterinarian  or  dentist  an  official  order 
blank  as  provided  in  this  section,  which  official  order  shall  be 
retained  by  the  person  or  corporation  who  sells,  furnishes  or 
dispenses  any  of  the  drugs  enumerated  in  section  two  hundred 
and  forty-five  of  this  chapter,  and  such  official  order  shall  be  kept 
in  a  separate  file  or  book  and  an  entry  made  or  caused  to  be  made 
on  the  order  at  the  time  of  making  such  sale,  stating  the  date  of 
sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  and  the  name  of  the 
person  making  such  sale. 

In  lieu  of  preparing  and  furnishing  order  blanks  under  this 
section,  however,  the  state  commissioner  of  health  may  approve 
order  blanks  provided  for  in  any  act  of  congress  regulating  the 
purchase  by  and  sale  of  such  drugs  to  physicians,  pharmacists, 
druggists,  veterinarians  and  dentists,  and  may  provide  by  rule  or 
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regulation  that  the  use  of  such  approved  order  blanks  in  the  man- 
ner and  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  section  shall  be  a  suffi- 
cient compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof.  Such  approval,  rule 
or  regulation  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  commissioner  at 
any  time,  thereby  restoring  all  the  requirements  of  this  section. 

§  248.  Fhysicians,  et  cetera,  to  keep  reeords.  All  persons 
authorized  by  law  to  sell,  administer,  prescribe,  dispense  or  dis- 
pose of  any  of  the  drugs  enumerated  in  section  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  of  this  chapter,  shall  forthwith  keep  on  record  the 
name  and  address  of  each  person  to  whom  such  drug  is  dispensed, 
given  or  in  any  manner  delivered  and  the  quantity  so  dispensed, 
given  or  delivered,  and  shall  likewise  keep  a  record  of  any  disposi- 
tion made  of  any  quantity  of  any  such  drug  referred  to,  whether 
such  disposition  be  in  the  preparation  of  compounds  or  otherwise, 
and  if  used  in  the  preparation  of  compounds  the  quantity  so  used 
in  each  compound  and  where  placed.  Such  record  shall  be  pre- 
served for  two  years  and  shall  always  be  open  for  inspection  by  the 
proper  authorities.  Any  violation  of  this  section  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  misdemeanor. 

§  249.  Hypodermic  syringe;  sale  of;  record;  penalty.  It  is 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  at  retail  or  to  furnish  to  any 
person  other  than  a  duly  licensed  physician,  dentist,  or  veteri- 
narian, an  instrument  commonly  known  as  a  hypodermic  syringe 
or  an  instrument  commonly  known  as  a  hypodermic  needle,  with- 
out the  written  order  of  a  duly  licensed  physician,  dentist,  or 
veterinarian.  Every  person  who  disposes  of  or  sells  at  retail, 
or  furnishes  or  gives  away  to  any  person,  either  of  the  above 
instruments,  upon  the  written  order  of  a  duly  licensed  physician, 
dentist,  or  veterinarian,  shall,  before  delivering  the  same,  enter 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  purchaser,  and  a  description  of  the  instrument 
sold,  disposed  of,  furnished  or  given  away.  Any  person  or  per- 
sons who  sell,  dispose  of  or  give  away  an  instrument  commonly 
known  as  a  hypodermic  syringe,  or  an  instrument  conmionly 
known  as  a  hypodermic  needle,  except  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  249-a.  Commitment  of  habitual  drug  users;  procedure;  dis- 
charge. The  constant  use  by  any  person  of  any  habit-forming 
drug,  except  under  the  direction  and  consent  of  a  duly  lioensed 
physician,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  dangerous  to  the  public  health. 
Whenever  a  complaint  shall  be  made  to  any  magistrate  that  any 
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person  is  addicted  to  the  use  of  any  habit-forming  drag,  without 
the  consent  or  direction  of  a  duly  licensed  physician,  such  magis- 
trate,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  is*  satisfied  that  the  complaint 
is  founded  and  that  the  person  is  addicted  to  the  use  of  a  habit- 
forming  drug,  shall  commit  such  person  to  a  state,  county  or  city 
hospital  or  institutions  licensed  under  the  state  lunacy  commis- 
sion, or  any  correctional  or  charitable  institution  maintained 
by  the  state  or  any  municipality  thereof,  for  the  treatment  of 
disease  or  inebriety.  Any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  a  de- 
fendant in  a  criminal  proceeding,  if  it  appears  that  a  defendant 
is  a  habitual  drug  user,  may  commit  such  user  for  treatment  as 
herein  provided  at  any  stage  of  such  proceeding  against  such 
defendant,  and  may  stay  proceedings,  withhold  conviction  or  sus- 
pend sentence,  pending  the  period  of  such  commitment  When- 
ever the  chief  medical  officer  of  such  institution  shall  certify 
to  any  magistrate  that  any  person  so  committed  has  been  suffi- 
ciently treated  or  give  any  other  reason  which  is  deemed  adequate 
and  su£Bicient,  he  may  discharge  the  person  so  committed.  Every 
person  committed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  observe 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution  or  hospital.  Any 
such  person  who  wilfully  violates  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  institution  or  repeatedly  conducts  himself  in  a  disorderly 
manner  may  be  taken  before  a  magistrate  by  the  order  of  the 
chief  medical  officer  of  the  institution.  The  chief  medical  officer 
may  enter  a  complaint  against  such  person  for  disorderly  conduct 
and  the  magistrate,  after  a  hearing  and  upon  due  evidence  of 
such  disorderly  conduct,  may  commit  such  person  for  a  period  of 
not  to  exceed  six  months  to  any  institution  to  which  persons  con- 
victed of  disorderly  conduct  or  vagrancy  may  be  committed,  and 
such  institution  shall  keep  such  persons  separate  and  apart  from 
the  other  inmates,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  to  prohibit  any  person  committed  to  any  institution 
under  its  provisions  from  appealing  to  any  court  having  juris- 
diction for  a  review  of  the  evidence  in  which  this  commitment 

was  made. 

§  249-d.  Penalties.     Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fourteen  of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  laws  l.  um. 
of  ninteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  ^^An  act  in  relation  to  state  %  {a,  „ 
finance,  constituting  chapter  fiftynsix  of  the  consolidated  laws,''  St^l.  ms. 
as  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  laws  of  am«nd«d. 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  ia  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
foUowB: 

§  14.  Temporary  loans  and  revenue  bonds.    From  time  to  time 
as  the  legal  demands  on  the  treasury  render  it  necessary,  the  comp- 
troller may  make  such  temporary  loans  at  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  as  are  necessary  to  die- 
charge  such  demands,  and  may  issue  transfer  certificates  for  the 
amount  borrowed,  with  interest,  payable  semi-annually,  and  the 
principal  payable  at  such  time  or  times  not  exceeding  seven  years, 
at  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  treasury  will  be  in  a  condition  to 
pay  the  same  from  the  revenues  of  tiie  state  applicable  to  their 
payment,  and  so  much  of  such  revenues  as  will  be  sufficient  to 
pay  the  amount  borrowed,  are  pledged  to  that  object    The  comp- 
troller may  issue  bonds  in  anticipation  of  revenues  derived  from 
taxes  authorized  by  law  to  be  collected  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  government,  not  exceeding  six  millions  of  dollars  in  any 
one  year,  payable  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  issue  and 
drawing  interest  at  the  least  rate  obtainable  by  him.     The  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bonds  shall  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  government  and  to  no  other  object     When  re- 
ceived into  the  treasury  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  of  these 
revenues  in  anticipation  of  which  any  such  bonds  are  issued 
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shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  such  bonds.  The  comptroller  is  authorized  to  issue, 
whenever  he  may  deem  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  state  so 
to  do,  bills  or  notes  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  hereinafter  described  as  "notes,''  maturing 
within  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year,  in  anticipation  of  the 
sale  of  bonds  duly  authorized  at  the  time  such  notes  are  issued.

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section   1.  Section  seventy-one  of  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  ^-  i*w. 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  5  ^i 
to  Indians,  constituting  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  consolidated 
laws,''  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  71.  Ezclniioii  of  villages  from  reservations;  lease  of  lands 
therein;  certification  of  copies  of  leases  granted  by  the  Seneca 
nation  of  Indians  and  recording  thereof.^  Those  parts  of  the 
Allegany  reservation  included  in  the  villages  of  Vandalia,  Car- 
rollton.  Great  Valley,  Salamanca,  West  Salamanca  and  Red 
House,  as  surveyed,  located  and  established  pursuant  to  an  act 
of  congress  approved  February  nineteenl/h,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-five,  have  been  constituted  parts  of  the  several  towns 
within  which  they  are  located,  and  all  the  general  laws  of  the 
state  are  extended  over  and  apply  to  the  same;  except  that  this 
section  shall  not  authorize  the  taxation  of  any  Indian  or  the 
property  of  any  Indian,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
Lands  in  such  villages  held  under  lease  from  the  Seneca  nation 
of  Indians,  and  which  the  holders  thereof  are  entitled  to  have 
renewed  by  virtue  of  such  act  of  congress,  shall  be  for  all  pur-

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poses  considered  a  freehold  estate,  and  the  right  of  dower  and 
tenancy  by  the  courtesy  shall  attach  thereto,  and  such  lands, 
upon  the  intestacy  of  the  holder,  shall  descend  the  same  as  a  free- 
hold of  inheritance.  But  the  rights  of  the  Indians  in  such  leases 
shall  descend  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  Seneca  nation  of 
Indians.  ^When  the  original  lease  of  any  such  lands  already 
granted  by  the  Seneca  nation  of  Indians,  p:nrsuant  to  act  of  con* 
gross,  and  recorded  in  the  books  of  Seneca  national  Indian  leases 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  said  nation,  or  his  sucessors*  or  assigns  in 
office,  shall  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  without  the  same  having 
been  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Cattarau- 
gus, the  owner  of  such  lease,  or  any  person  interested  in  the  lands 
therein  described,  may  apply  to  the  derk  of  said  nation 
for  a  certified  copy  of  such  record  of  the  same,  and  upon  the 
payment  of  the  fees  therefor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
clerk  to  furnish  such  owner  with  a  certified  copy  of  said  lease. 
Upon  the  presentation  of  a  copy  of  any  such  lease,  certified  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  clerk  of  Cattaraugus  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  clerk  to  record  the  same  in  the  books  provided  in  his 
office  for  the  record  of  such  Indian  leases,  upon  the  payment  of 
the  fees  for  recording  the  same.  Such  copy  of  a  lease  certified 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts  set  forth 
therein  and  shall  be  received  in  evidence  on  the  trial  of  any  action 
or  proceeding  in  all  th*  courts  of  this  state.  The  record  of  such 
a  copy  of  a  lease  certified  as  aforesaid  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  county  of  Cattaraugus  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  the  record  of  the  original  lease,  had  it  been  recorded.  The  said 
clerk  shall  receive  for  certifying  the  same  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  for  making  a  copy  of  said  lease  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents 
per  folio,  which  fees  shall  belong  to  the  said  clerk.

menU. 
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and  eighteen^  and  annually  in  January  in  each  year  thereafter, 
the  mayor  shall  appoint  one  commissioner  for  a  term  of  five  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year  of  his  appointment^  and 
he  shaU  hold  office  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  shall 
have  qualified.  !N'o  appointment  whether  for  a  full  term  or  to  fill 
a  vacancy  shaU  be  so  made  whereby  more  than  three  oommissicmers 
shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party. 

Within  thirty  days  after  this  act  takes  effect  said  commission  shall 
meet  and  organize  by  selecting  a  president  from  among  their  num- 
ber who  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  of  January  following  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  selected.  In  January  of  each  year 
thereafter  the  commission  shall  select  from  their  number  a  presi- 
dent who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  selected.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner  shall  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The 
annual  meeting  of  such  conmiissioners  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
secular  day  of  January  in  each  year.  The  commission  shall  also 
meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  as  often  as  once  a  month  and 
may  adjourn  for  any  shorter  time.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  as  often  as  necessary  by  the  president,  or  upon  the  written 
request  of  any  three  members  of  the  commission,  by  causing  a  writ- 
ten or  printed  notice  of  such  meeting,  signed  by  the  members  call- 
ing the  same,  to  be  given  personally  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
mission or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  before  the  hour  of  such  special  meeting.  The  notice  shall 
specify  the  object  of  such  meeting.

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of  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
for  the  expense  of  moving  office  furniture,  equipment  and  property,  purp<wM. 
used   by   departments,  boards,   commissions   and  officers  of  the 
state   govemment,   from  present  quarters  to  rooms   and  prem- 
ises provided  or  to  be  provided  by  the  trustees  of  public  buildings 
in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  obtaining  and  laying  linoleum  on 
floors  in  the  building  of  the  New  York  Telephone  Company,  cor- 
ner State  and  Park  streets,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  in  the  charge 
and  control  of  such  trustees.     The  moneys  hereby  appropriated  ^^^^^\^ 
shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees  of  public  JJS''®'',,^ 
buildings,  who  shall  have  charge  of  such  work,  and  shall  be  paid  <>"*• 
out  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  on 
the  order  of  such  trustees.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  transportation  corporations  law,  in  re- 
lation to  ferry  companies. 

Became  a  law  April  22,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  beinp'  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.   Section  four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  nineteen  l.  i9m. 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  J^^"** 
relation  to  transportation  corporations,  excepting  railroads,  con-  *"•"*•* 
stituting  chapter  sixty-three  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  4.  Powers.  In  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by  the 
general  and  stock  corporation  laws,  any  such  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  take  by  grant  from  any  authority  entitled  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  to  make  such  grant,  or  by  assignment,  the  fran- 
chise or  right  to  establish  and  maintain  ferries,  at  the  place 
specified  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  and  to  hold  and  exer- 
cise such  franchise  or  right  and  carry  on  the  business  apper- 
taining thereto,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  any  other  munic- 
ipal corporation,  or  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  legally  existing 
ferry,  or  the  vested  rights  of  any  other  corporation  whatever. 
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*In  any  case  when  an  application  is  made  to  a  connty  court  with- 
out the  city  of  New  York  for  a  grant  the  court  is  authorized  to 
make  such  grant  if  a  public  necessity  therefor  is  shown.  When- 
ever it  is  shown  to  such  a  county  court  upon  an  application  for  a 
grant  that  the  tangible  property  of  any  corporation,  organized 
under  this  article,  employed  or  to  be  employed  in  the  exercise  of 
said  ferry  franchise  or  right,  is  of  the  value  of  at  least  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  said  court  may  grant  such  franchise  or  right  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years. 

Any  corporation  organized  under  this  article,  now  enjoying 
a  grant  from  such  county  court  for  a  shorter  period  shall  be  en- 
titled to  an  extension  of  said  grant  for  a  period  not  exceeding  fif- 
teen years  from  the  time  of  granting  such  extension,  on  applica- 
tion and  due  proof  to  the  court  that  its  tangible  property,  em- 
ployed in  the  exercise  of  such  ferry  franchise  or  right,  is  of  the 
value  of  at  least  ten  thousand  dollars.

^^'lu'  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating 
to  domestic  relations,  constituting  chapter  fourteen  of  the  consoli- 
dated laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  110.  Definitions;  effect  of  article.  Adoption  is  the  legal  act 
whereby  an  adult  takes  a  minor  into  the  relation  of  child  and 
thereby  acquires  the  rights  and  incurs  the  responsibilities  of 
parent  in  respect  to  such  minor.  Hereafter,  in  this  article,  the 
person  adopting  is  designated  the  "  foster  parent."  A  voluntary 
adoption  is  any  other  than  that  of  an  indigent  child,  or  one  who 
is  a  public  charge  from  an  orphan  asylum  or  charitable  institution. 
An  adult  unmarried  person,  or  an  adult  husband  or  wife,  or  an 
adult  husband  and  his  adult  wife  together,  may  adopt  a  person

snanoe  of  this  article,  and  a  child  shall  not  hereafter  he  adopted 
exoept  in  pursuance  thereof.

Scctiou  two  thousaud  and  eleven  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  2011.  The  last  three  sections  qualified.  ^Such  a  writ  may  be 
issued  by  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  in  any  de- 
partment, or  by  the  presiding  justice  thereof,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions,  and  under  such  regulations  as  such  appellate 
division  or  presiding  justice  prescribes,  to  bring  up  a  prisoner 
sentenced  to  death,  upon  the  application  of  or  upon  notice  to  the 
district  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  attendance  of  the 
prisoner  is  desired  and  upon  proof  that  such  prisoner  is  a  neces- 
sary and  material  witness  in  a  criminal  action  then  pending  and 
that  the  interests  of  public  justice  require  his  attendance.

Section  1.  Short  title.  This  act  shall  be  known  as  the  charter 
of  the  citv  of  White  Plains. 

§  2.  City  boundaries.  The  territory  in  the  county  of  West- 
chester included  within  the  following  boundaries  shall  constitute 
the  city  of  White  Plains. 

All  that  portion  of  the  towns  of  White  Plains,  North  Castle  and 
Greenburg,  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  which  is  embraced  in 
the  following  limits,  namely: 

Commencing  at  the  center  of  the  Bronx  river,  on  the  line  divid- 
ing the  towns  of  White  Plains  and  North  Castle,  running  thence 
southerly  by  and  along  the  center  of  said  Bronx  river  and  along 
the  division  line  between  the  town  of  White  Plains  and  the  town 
of  Greenburg  till  it  comes  to  the  junction  of  a  small  brook  known 
as  Eandall's  brook  with  said  Bronx  river,  a  little  to  the  northward 
of  the  former  residence  of  William  Roberts,  in  said  town  of  Green- 
burg; thence  running  northwesterly  and  westerly  by  and  along 
the  center  line  of  said  brook,  with  its  various  windings  and  turn- 
ings until  it  comes  to  the  northerly  side  of  the  highway  which 
runs  westerly  from  the  westerly  side  of  the  Tarrytown  road  to 
Hart's  Comers,  now  known  as  North  street;  thence  westerly  by 
and  along  the  northerly  line  of  said  road  which  leads  to  Hart's 
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ComerSy  until  it  comes  to  a  bend  in  said  last  mentioned  road,  op- 
posite the  southeasterly  comer  of  the  former  residence  of  Daniel 
Burtnett;  thence  running  southwesterly  by  and  along  the  north- 
westerly side  of  said  road  which  leads  to  Hart's  Comers,  now 
known  as  Hartsdale  road  or  Fulton  street  until  it  comes  to  the 
projection  of  the  southerly  line  of  the  road  whidi  leads  from 
White  Plains  over  Chattorton's  hill,  now  known  as  Battle  avenue, 
nearly  opposite  the  former  residence  of  John  Hart;  thence  run- 
ning in  a  straight  line  southerly  to  the  town  line  dividing  the 
town  of  White  Plains  from  the  town  of  Scarsdale  (at  the  west- 
erly end  thereof  at  its  intersection  with  the  Bronx  river) ;  thence 
southerly  and  southeasterly  by  said  town  line,  to  the  west  side  of 
the  highway  known  as  the  New  York  Post  road,  where  the  same 
is  intersected  by  the  division  line  between  the  towns  of  White 
Plains  and  Scarsdale;  running  from  thence  in  a  southerly  and 
southeasterly  direction  along  the  division  line  between  the  said 
towns  of  White  Plains  and  Scarsdale  as  the  same  winds  and  turns, 
to  a  small  brook  known  as  Branch  brook;  thence  following  the 
center  line  of  the  said  brook  in  a  southeasterly  and  southerly  di- 
rection as  it  winds  and  turns,  and  still  along  the  division  line 
between  the  towns  of  Scarsdale  and  White  Plains,  to  a  point  in 
the  center  line  of  the  Mamaroneck  river  and  to  the  town  line  of 
the  town  of  Harrison ;  thence  in  a  northeasterly,  northerly,  north- 
westerly and  northeasterly  direction  through  the  center  line  of  said 
Mamaroneck  river  and  the  center  line  of  the  west  branch  of  the 
Mamaroneck  river  and  by  and  along  the  division  line  between  the 
towns  of  White  Plains  and  Harrison,  as  said  river  and  the  west 
branch  thereof  winds  and  turns,  continuing  in  said  line  to  the 
line  dividing  the  towns  of  White  Plains  and  North  Castle;  thence 
westerly  by  and  along  said  line  between  the  towns  of  White  Plains 
and  North  Castle  to  a  point  on  the  westerly  line  of  Cottage  avenue, 
so-called ;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  westerly  side  of  Cottage 
avenue  to  an  angle  in  said  avenue;  thence  crossing  said  avenue  to 
a  point  at  the  southeast  comer  of  the  land  of  the  village  of  White 
Plains  and  used  by  the  village  of  White  Plains  for  water  pur- 
poses; thence  in  a  northeasterly,  westerly,  northerly,  westerly, 
northerly,  westerly,  southerly,  westerly  and  southerly  direction 
along  the  lines  of  the  lands  of  the  village  of  White  Plains  owned 
and  used  for  water  purposes  to  a  point  where  the  westerly  line  of 
said  lands  intersects  the  division  line  between  the  towns  of  White 
Plains  and  North  Castle;  thence  westerly  by  and  along  said  line 
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between  the  towns  of  White  Plains  and  North  Castle  to  the  place 
of  beginning. 

Being  all  of  the  territory  heretofore  comprising  the  village  of 
White  Plains  as  defined  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  all  that  part 
of  the  town  of  White  Plains,  not  included  in  the  village  of  White 
Plains,  lying  southerly  of  said  village  and  all  that  part  of  the 
town  of  North  Castle  owned  and  used  by  the  village  of  White 
Plains  for  water  purposes. 

§  3.  Ward  boundaries.  The  said  city  shall  be  divided  into  six 
wards,  as  follows: 

First  ward.  The  first  ward  shall  comprise  all  the  territory  ly- 
ing westerly  of  the  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  in  said  city, 
and  westerly  of  the  line  drawn  between  the  intersection  of  the 
center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  and  Ridge  street  and  the  center 
line  of  Summit  avenue  and  Fairview  avenue,  and  westerly  of  the 
center  line  of  Fairview  avenue  to  Richards  street,  and  westerly  of 
a  straight  line  drawn  between  the  intersection  of  the  center  line 
of  Fairview  avenue  and  Richard  street  and  the  center  line  of 
Cemetery  road  and  the  Bronx  river,  and  northerly  of  a  line 
commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  center  line  of  Main  street, 
formerly  Railroad  avenue,  with  the  center  line  of  Lexington  ave- 
nue aforesaid;  thence  running  westerly  along  the  center  line  of 
Main  street^  formerly  Railroad  avenue,  to  that  part  of  Main 
street,  formerly  known  as  Central  Park  avenue;  thence  still 
westerly  along  the  center  of  that  part  of  Main  street  foimerly 
known  as  Central  Park  avenue,  to  ^e  Bronx  river;  thence  south- 
erly and  westerly  by  and  along  the  center  line  of  the  Bronx  river, 
as  the  same  winds  and  turns,  to  the  westerly  boundary  of  said 
city. 

Second  ward.  The  second  ward  shall  comprise  all  the  territory 
lying  westerly  of  the  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  in  said  city 
and  of  the  prolongation  of  the  said  line,  south  to  the  southerly 
boundary  of  the  village  of  White  Plains,  as  fixed  by  chapter 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-six  and  south  of  a  line  commencing  at  the  intersection 
of  the  center  line  of  Main  street,  formerly  Railroad  avenue,  with 
the  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  aforesaid;  thence  running 
westerly  along  the  center  line  of  Main  street,  formerly  Railroad 
avenue,  to  that  part  of  Main  street  formerly  known  as  Central 
Park  avenue;  thence  still  westerly  along  the  center  line  of  that 
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part  of  Main  street  formerly  known  as  Central  Park  avenue,  to 
the  Bronx  river;  thence  southerly  and  westerly  by  and  along  the 
center  line  of  the  Bronx  river  as  the  same  winds  and  turns,  to  the 
westerly  boundary  of  said  city. 

Third  ward.  The  third  ward  shall  comprise  all  the  territory  ly- 
ing easterly  of  the  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  in  said  city 
and  of  the  prolongation  of  said  line  south  to  the  southerly  bound- 
ary of  the  village  of  White  Plains  as  fixed  by  chapter  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  and  south  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  center  of  Main 
street,  formerly  Railroad  avenue  in  said  city  from  the  said  center 
line  of  Lexington  avenue  easterly  to  the  center  line  of  Broadway 
in  said  city  and  westerly  of  a  line  running  as  follows:  Southerly 
through  the  center  line  of  Broadway  from  the  intersection  of  the 
center  line  of  Main  street,  formerly  Eailroad  avenue  therewith 
to  the  intersection  of  said  center  line  of  Broadway  with  the  center 
line  of  Maple  avenue,  formerly  the  old  Post  road;  thence  along 
the  center  line  of  Maple  avenue,  formerly  the  old  Post  road  to  its 
intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Mamaroneck  avenue,  and 
thence  southerly  with  the  center  line  of  Mamaroneck  avenue  to 
the  southerly  boundary  of  the  village  of  White  Plains  as  fixed  by 
chapter  seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six. 

Fourth  ward.  The  fourth  ward  shall  comprise  all  jof  the  terri- 
tory lying  easterly  of  the  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  in  said 
city,  and  easterly  of  the  line  drawn  between  the  intersection  of 
the  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue  and  Ridge  street  and  the 
center  line  of  Summit  avenue  and  Fairview  avenue,  and  easterly 
of  the  center  line  of  Fairview  avenue  to  Richards  street  and 
easterly  of  a  straight  line  drawn  between  the  intersection  of  the 
center  line  of  Fairview  avenue  and  Richard  street  and  the  center 
line  of  Cemetery  road  and  the  Bronx  river,  and  north  of  a  line 
drawn  through  the  center  of  Main  street,  formerly  Railroad  ave- 
nue in  said  city  from  the  said  center  line  of  Lexington  avenue 
easterly  to  the  center  line  of  Broadway  in  said  city  and  westerly 
of  the  center  line  of  Broadway  aforesaid  and  of  the  prolongation 
of  said  center  line  of  Broadway  north  to  the  northerly  boundary 
of  said  city. 

Fifth  ward.  The  fifth  ward  shall  comprise  all  the  territory 
lying  easterly  of  the  easterly  boundaries  of  the  third  and  fourth 
wards  of  said  city,  lying  north  of  the  southerly  boundary  of  the 
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village  of  White  Plains,  as  fixed  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six. 

Sixth  ward.  The  sixth  ward  shall  comprise  all  of  the  territory 
lying  southerly  of  the  southerly  boundaries  of  the  second,  third 
and  fifth  wards  of  said  city. 

§  4.  Corporate  name  and  powers.  The  citizens  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  from  time  to  time  inhabitants  of  the  territory  com- 
prised within  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  White  Plains,  shall  be 
a  municipal  corporation,  by  the  name  of  "  The  city  of  White 
Plains,"  and  shall  be  a  municipal  corporation  in  perpetuity  under 
its  corporate  name  and  the  same  shall  in  that  name  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  in  law,  with  power  of  per- 
petual succession.  The  city  shall  have  power  to  make,  have  and 
use,  and  from  time  to  tibie  alter,  a  corporate  seal ;  to  sue  and  be 
sued;  to  acquire  property  in  fee  simple,  or  lesser  interest  or 
estate,  by  condemnation  or  by  purchase,  gift,  devise,  lease,  or 
lease  wi&  the  privilege  to  purchase,  for  any  municipal  purpose; 
to  sell,  lease,  hold,  manage  and  control  such  property,  and  make 
any  and  all  rules  and  regulations  by  ordinance  or  resolution 
which  may  be  required  to  carry  out  fully  all  the  provisions  of  any 
conveyance,  deed  or  will,  in  relation  to  any  gift  or  bequest,  or  the 
provisions  of  any  lease  by  which  it  may  acquire  property;  to 

acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  construct,  own,  lease  and 
operate  and  regulate  public  utilities;  to  assess,  levy  and  collect 
taxes  for  general  and  special  purposes  on  all  the  subjects  or  ob- 
jects which  the  city  may  lawfully  tax;  to  appropriate  the  money 
of  the  city  for  all  lawful  purposes;  to  create,  provide  for,  con- 
struct, regulate  and  maintain  all  things  of  the  nature  of  public 
works  and  improvements  and  prescribe  the  width  and  grade  of 
streets,  and  sidewalks  and  provide  for  the  numbering  of  the  lots 
or  buildings  adjoining  the  streets;  to  levy  and  collect  assessments 
for  local  improvements;  to  license  and  regulate  persons,  corpo- 
rations and  associations  engaged  in  any  business,  occupation,  pro- 
fession or  trade  which  it  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  license  or 
regulate,  to  promote  the  health,  morals,  safety  or  general  welfare 
of  its  inhabitants ;  to  define,  prohibit,  abate,  suppress  and  prevent 
all  things  detrimental  to  the  health,  morals,  comfort,  safety,  con- 
venience and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  and  all 
nuisances  and  causes  thereof;  may  regulate  the  construction, 
height  and  material  used  in  all  buildings,  and  the  maintenance 
and  occupancy  thereof ;  and  establish  fire  limits  and  require  the 
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erection  of  fire  escapes;  may  regulate  and  license  the  construc- 
tion of  bill  boards,  signs  and  similar  structures;  may  regulate 
and  control  the  use,  for  whatever  purposes  of  the  streets  and  other 
public  places  and  require  and  compel  railroad  companies  to  pro- 
vide flagmen  or  to  erect  and  maintain  gates  at  street  crossings 
at  grade  and  to  suitably  protect  street  crossings  other  than  at 
grade  and  to  regulate  the  obstruction  of  the  streets  by  railway 
locomotives  and  cars  and  their  running  and  rate  of  speed;  may 
compel  the  owner  or  occupants  of  any  premises  adjoining  any 
street  to  construct,  maintain  and  repair  sidewalks  in  front  of  said 
premises,  including  the  space  between  the  outside  limits  of  the 
street  and  the  curb  and  to  erect  barriers  or  safeguards  at  dangerous 
places  and  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from  such  sidewalks  and 
barriers  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  such  owner  or  occupant  to 
remove  such  tnow  and  ice,  to  assess  the  cost  and  expense  thereof 
against  such  property ;  may  create,  establish,  abolish  and  organize 
offices  and  fix  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  all  officers  and 
employees;  may  make  and  enforce  local  police,  sanitary  and  other 
regulations;  may  regulate  and  license  the  running  at  large  of 
dogs  and  provide  for  impounding  and  killing  unlicensed  dogs, 
and  may  pass  such  ordinances  as  may  be  expedient  for  maintain- 
ing and  promoting  the  peace,  good  government  and  welfare  of  the 
city ;  and  for  the  performance  of  the  functions  thereof.  The  city 
shall  have  all  the  powers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
granted  to  municipalities  by  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  state 
of  New  York;  and  all  such  powers  whether  expressed  or  implied, 
shall  be  exercised  and  enforced  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this 
act,  or  when  not  prescribed  herein,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
provided  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  common  council.  The 
enumeration  of  particular  powers  in  this  act  shall  not  be  held  or 
deemed  to  be  exclusive,  but  in  addition  to  the  powers  enumerated 
herein  implied  thereby  or  appropriate  to  the  exercise  thereof,  the 
city  shall  have  and  may  exercise,  all  other  powers  which,  under 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  it  would  be 
competent  for  this  act  specifically  to  enumerate. 

§  5.  Official  and  flscal  year.  The  official  and  fiscal  year  of  the 
city  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  each  year.

§  6.  City  offlcen.  City  officers,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act, 
include  all  persons  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  of  the  city 
created  or  authorized  by  this  act  or  otherwise  by  law. 

§  7.  Elective  olllcers.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  city,  a  mayor  and  six  councilmen.  There  shall 
be  elected  one  supervisor  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  first  and 
second  wards,  one  supervisor  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  third 
and  fourth  wards  and  one  supervisor  by  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  fifth  and  sixth  wards  of  said  city. 

§  8.  Appointive  offlcers.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  common 
council  a  commissioner  of  finance,  an  assessor,  a  city  judge,  a 
corporation  counsel,  a  commissioner  of  public  works,  a  commis- 
sioner of  public  safety,  two  city  marshals,  six  members  of  the 
public  library  board,  and  three  members  of  the  municipal  civil 
service  commission,  a  city  clerk,  and  two  civil  justices.  There 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mavor  five  members  of  the  board  of  edu-

cation.  Other  officers  may  be  appointed  as  provided  in  this  act  or 
otherwise  by  law.  Any  city  officer,  when  authorized  by  the  common 
conncil,  may  appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies,  who  when  so  appointed, 
shall  be  authorized  to  act  generally  for  and  in  place  of  their  prin- 
cipals and  other  subordinates.  All  appointments  to  any  city  office 
shall  be  evidenced  by  a  certificate  in  writing,  signed  by  the  ap- 
pointing (^cer  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk ;  if  an  ap- 
pointment is  made  by  the  common  council  such  certificate  shall 
be  signed  by  the  officer  presiding  at  the  time  the  appointment  was 
made  and  attested  by  the  city  clerk. 

§  9.  Term  of  offlce.  The  term  of  office  of  each  elective  officer, 
unless  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  then  existing,  shall  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election ;  the  term  of 
office  of  each  appointive  officer  shall  commence  on  the  day  sue* 
ceeding  his  appointment  unless  a  different  date  is  specified  in 
the  certificate  of  appointment.  The  term  of  office  of  the  mayor 
and  supervisors  shall  be  two  years.  The  term  of  office  of  the 
councilmen  shall  be  four  years.  The  term  of  office  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  shall  be  five  years.  All  other  city 
officers  shall  be  appointed  without  term  and  shall  hold  office  at 
the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  common  council,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 

§  10.  Eligibility.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  a  city  office  in 
said  city  unless  at  the  time  of  his  election  he  is  a  resident  elector 
of  said  city  and  shall  have  resided  in  the  city  or  in  the  territory 
embraced  in  said  city  for  at  least  two  years  prior  to  his  election, 
and  if  elected  by  a  ward  of  said  city  unless  at  the  time  of  his 
election  he  was  a  resident  of  the  ward  for  which  he  is  elected  and 
must  have  resided  in  the  city  or  ward  or  territory  embraced  in 
said  city  qr  ward  at  least  two  years  previous  to  his  election.  When- 
ever any  elective  officer  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident  of  said  city 
or  of  the  ward  for  which  he  was  elected  his  office  shall  thereby 
become  vacant 

No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ineligible  to  appointment  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  education  by  reason  of  sex  who  has  the 
other  qualifications  required  by  this  section  except  that  of  being 
an  elector.  A  corporation  counsel  hereafter  chosen  shall  be  an 
attomey-at-law  who  has  been  admitted  to  practice  in  this  state 
for  at  least  three  years.  A  city  judge  hereafter  appointed  shall 
be  an  attomey-at-law  who  has  been  admitted  to  practice  in  this 
state  for  at  least  three  years.     A  commissioner  of  public  works 
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hereafter  chosen  shall  be  a  civil  engineer  with  practical  experi- 
ence in  his  profession  for  at  least  three  years.  An  assessor  here- 
after chosen  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  city  or  the  territory 
embraced  in  said  city  for  at  least  five  years.  No  person  shall  at 
the  same  time  hold  more  than  one  city  office. 

§  11.  ftualifications.  Every  inhabitant  in  said  city  who  shall  at 
the  time  and  place  of  offering  his  vote  be  qualified  to  vote  for 
member  of  assembly  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  officers  to  be 
elected  by  virtue  of  this  act  in  the  ward  and  district  where  he 
shall  be  qualified. 

§  12.  Election  diBtricts.  The  common  council  shall  have  au- 
thority to  subdivide  the  several  wards  into  election  districts  in 
accordance  with  the  general  election  laws ;  and  said  districts,  when 
so  designated  by  said  council,  shall  constitute  election  districts  for 
all  general  and  other  elections  to  be  held  in  said  city,  unless  herein 
otherwise  provided,  and  all  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  dee- 
tion  districts  and  to  the  inspectors  and  other  officers  of  election 
thereof  and  therein  shall  apply  to  said  election  districts,  inspectors 
and  other  election  officers. 

§  13.  City  elections.  All  city  elections,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  shall  be  held  biennially  on  the  Tuesday  next  suc- 
ceeding the  first  Monday  of  November  in  each  odd  numbered  year, 
and  shall  be  conducted  and  the  votes  cast  thereat  canvassed 
and  the  returns  thereof  made  in  all  respects  in  the  same  manner 
as  general  elections  in  cities  are  required  to  be  conducted,  and 
all  provisions  of  law  relative  to  such  elections  shall  be  appUeable 
to  the  election  for  officers  of  the  city.  Independent  nominations 
of  candidates  for  councilmen  and  mayor  shall  be  made  by  petitions 
signed  by  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  electors  qualified  to 
vote  at  such  municipal  election.  No  petition  shall  nominate  more 
candidates  than  the  number  of  councilmen  to  be  elected  but  may 
nominate  a  less  number.  Each  such  petition  shall  be  made  and 
filed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  election  law  for  independent 
certificates  of  nominations  except  that  no  emblem  or  political  name 
distinguishing  the  candidate  or  candidates  nominated  by  such  pe- 
tition shall  be  stated  in  such  certificate  and  except  that  the  execu- 
tion of  the  petition  by  an  elector  shall  be  acknowledged  by  him, 
or  it  may  be  proved  by  the  oath  of  a  witness  who  shall  swear  that 
he  knows  the  elector  and  that  the  petition  was  signed  by  the  elector 
in  the  presence  of  the  witness.  The  petition  may  be  in  the  form 
of  separate  sheets,  each  sheet  containing  at  the  top  thereof  the  pe- 
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titioQ'as  above  set  forth,  and  when  bound  together  and  offered  for 
filing  these  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  one  petition.  Such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  filed  not  more  than  forty  nor  less  than  fifteen  days 
before  the  day  on  which  such  election  is  to  be  held,  anything  in 
any  special  or  general  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  [n 
case  of  the  failure  to  elect  an  elective  city  officer,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  herein,  the  office  shall  be  deemed  to  be  va- 
cant for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  successor  and  the  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  the  filling  of 
a  vacancy  in  such  office  happening  otherwise  than  by  expira- 
tion of  term.  In  each  district  for  the  election  of  officers  un- 
der this  act  there  shall  be  a  ballot  box  and  other  boxes  re- 
quired by  the  general  election  law  of  the  state.  Upon  the 
closing  of  the  polls,  the  inspectors  shall  forthwith,  without  ad- 
journment, canvass  the  votes,  and  shall  make  and  certify  state- 
ments of  the  result  in  the  manner  required  by  the  general  elec- 
tion laws  of  the  state.  Separate  returns  as  to  the  city  officers 
voted  for  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  on  the  next 
day  succeeding  the  election.  The  clerk  shall  deliver  such  state- 
ments and  certificates  to  the  common  council  at  its  next  meeting, 
which  shall  be  on  the  Thursday  next  after  the  election,  and  the 
council,  upon  such  statements  and  certificates,  shall  declare  and 
determine  what  persons  have  been  duly  elected  to  the  respective 
offices  voted  for  at  such  election.  The  persons  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  the  respective  city  offices,  and  those  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  the  respective  ward  offices  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected  to  their  respective  offices,  and  the  common 
council  diall  make  and  subscribe,  in  duplicate,  a  certificate  thereof, 
one  of  which  certificates  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 
In  case  of  a  tie  the  common  council  shall  appoint  one  of  the 
two  having  the  highest  number  of  votes. 

§  14.  Vacancici.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  if  a 
vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office  of  the  city  otherwise  than 
by  expiration  of  term,  the  common  council  shall  appoint  a  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term.  If  a 
vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  appointive  office  of  the  city  otherwise 
than  by  expiration  of  term,  the  same  authority  which  made  the 
original  appointment  shall  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy 
for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term.  A  person  appointed  to 
fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  councilman  shall  be  a  qualified  resi- 
dent of  the  same  ward  unless  councilmen  are  elected  at  large. 
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§  15.  Notice  to  penoiu  elected  or  appointed.  The  city  clerk 
shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  every  person  elected  or  appointed 
to  any  office  under  this  act  of  his  election  or  appointment,  within 
twen^-four  hours  after  the  certificate  of  his  election  or  appoint- 
ment has  been  filed  in  his  office,  which  notice  shall  be  served  per- 
sonally, or  by  leaving  it  at  the  residence  of  such  person,  or  by 
mailing  such  notice  to  the  place  of  residence  or  business  of  the 
person  so  elected  or  appointed. 

§  16.  Compensation  of  city  officers  and  employees.     Except  as 

provided  in  this  section,  the  mayor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  the  commissioner  of  finance  three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  the  commissioner  of  public  works  four 
thousand  dollars,  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  the  assessor  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, the  city  judge  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  the  corpo- 
ration counsel  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  the  city  clerk 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  each  councilman  three 
hundred  dollars.  Supervisors  shall  receive  such  salary  or  com- 
pensation as  shall  be  otherwise  provided  by  law.  The  common 
council  shall  fix  the  salaries  or  compensation  of  the  other  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  except  as  to  such  officers  and  employees 
as  are  required  to  serve  without  compensation  and  except  as  such 
compensation  is  otherwise  fixed  by  law  or  pursuant  to  this  act 
The  common  council  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  years 
from  the  time  this  act  takes  effect  may  by  an  ordinance  adopted 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  members  fix  and  determine  the  salary 
of  the  appointive  officers  at  a  simi  greater  or  less  than  herein 
prescribed.  But  no  such  change  of  salary  shall  take  effect  until 
the  first  day  of  January  after  the  passage  of  such  ordinance.  The 
common  council  may  upon  its  own  motion  and  shall  upon  the 
petition  of  twenty-five  electors  of  such  city,  after  the  expiration 
of  two  years  from  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  by  ordinance, 
establish,  increase  or  lower  the  salary  herein  fixed  for  the  mayor 
and  councilmen,  but  such  ordinance  shall  not  become  effective 
until  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  a  referendum  vote  thereon, 
to  be  had  at  the  next  ensuing  election  after  the  adoption  of  such 
ordinance,  and  no  such  increase  or  lowering  of  salary  shall  take 
effect  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  officer  or 
officers  whose  salary  is  changed  has  expired.  The  salaries  of  all 
city  officers  shall  be  payable  in  such  instalments  and  at  such  times 
as  the  council  shall  determine.  The  compensation  of  all  officers, 
clerks  and  subordinates  in  any  department  or  office  shall  not  ex- 
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ceed  in  the  aggregate  the  apportionment  made  for  that  purpose. 
A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  temporarily  appointed  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  an  office  during  the  sickness,  absence  or 
suspension  from  office  of  the  incumbent  shall  receive  the  salary  or 
compensation  pro  rata  of  the  officer  whose  place  he  supplies. 

§  17.  Fees  and  perquisites.  No  city  officer  except  civil  justices 
and  city  marshals  shall  have  or  receive  to  his  own  use  any 
perquisites,  compensation  or  fees  for  services  pertaining,  directly 
or  indirectly  or  which  may  hereafter  be  added,  to  the  duties  of  his 
oSce  in  addition  to  his  salary ;  but  any  perquisite,  compensation 
or  fee  l^ally  chargeable  for  services  performed  by  any  such  officer 
shall  be  collected  by  him  and  paid  to  the  commissioner  of  finance 
for  the  benefit  of  tiie  city. 

§  18.  Official  oatlis  and  bonds  of  city  officers.  Each  officer  and 
appointee  of  the  city  shall  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  take  and  file  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.  The  said  officer 
must  take  and  file  said  oath  within  ten  days  after  notice  in  writ- 
ing from  the  clerk  of  his  election  or  appointment  and  if  he  fails 
to  do  so  and  to  file  a  bond  as  required  by  this  section  the  office 
shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  shall  be  filled  as  in  case  of  a  vacancy. 
Each  commissioner  of  finance,  commissioner  of  public  safety, 
commissioner  of  public  works,  city  clerk,  city  judge,  civil  justice 
and  city  marshal  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  execute  and  file  an  official  bond  of  a  solvent  fidelity  or 
surety  company,  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  transact 
business,  which  must  be  approved  by  the  common  council;  the 
penal  sum  named  in  such  bond,  or  the  sums  specified  in  such 
undertakings  as  the  maximum  amount  of  liability  thereon  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  common  council.  Where  a  surety  company  is  re- 
quired, the  cost  thereof  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  city.  All 
bonds  shall  be  properly  endorsed  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city 
derk.  In  addition  to  the  officers  required  by  this  section  to  give 
bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several  duties,  the 
common  council  may  require  any  officer,  or  any  person  who  is  or 
may  be  appointed  by  them,  or  by  any  other  city  officer,  to  give 
like  bonds  with  sureties  such  as  the  common  coimcil  may  approve, 
3onditioned  as  the  council  may  direct,  and  the  common  council 
may  whenever  it  deems  proper,  require  additional  further  security 
of  any  officer  or  person  after  the  giving  of  the  bond  first  men- 
tioned. The  city  of  White  Plains  may  sue  for  and  recover  for 
any  breach  of  such  bond  or  bonds. 
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§  19.  Office  and  business  honrs  of  city  officers.  All  city  offices 
shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  such  hours  and 
times  as  the  common  council  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

§  20.  Besignations  and  removals.  A  city  officer  may  resign  his 
office  by  delivering  a  written  resignation  to  the  city  derk,  and  his 
resignation  shall  take  effect  upon  the  delivery  thereof,  unless  a 
time  be  specified  in  such  resignation,  in  which  case  such  resig- 
nation shall  take  effect  at  the  time  so  specified.  Such  resignation 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  in  his  office,  and  he  shall  inmie- 
diately  notify  the  officer,  board  or  odier  body  authorized  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  such  office  of  such  resignation.  Any  city  officer,  ex- 
cept the  mayor,  councilmen,  and  supervisors  may  be  removed  from 
office  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council 
to  be  taken  by  ayes  and  nays  and  recorded,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
common  council  and  such  officer  may  be  suspended  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  common  council  by  a  majority  vote  thereof.  Any  elective 
officer  for  whose  removal  no  provision  is  made  herein  may  be  re- 
moved by  the  governor  in  the  same  manner  as  a  sheriff,  except 
that  the  governor  may  direct  the  inquiry  provided  by  law  be  con- 
ducted by  the  attomey-generaL  After  charges  have  been  re- 
ceived by  the  governor  he  may  suspend  the  officer  affected  thereby 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days  pending  the  investigation. 
Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  take  from  any 
officer  or  board  the  powers  to  remove  subordinates  according  to 
law. 

§  21.  Appointments  during  disability  and  suspension.     If  any 

city  officer,  except  the  mayor,  councilmen,  or  supervisor,  shall,  from 
sickness,  absence,  suspension  from  offiice  by  the  common  council 
or  from  any  other  cause,  be  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  common  council  may  appoint  some  suitable  person  to 
discharge  such  duties  during  such  disability,  and  the  person  so 
appointed  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all 
the  duties  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to 
the  officer  whose  place  he  shall  supply,  or  to  the  officer  or  the 
duties  of  the  office  to  which  he  is  appointed,  and  shall  receive  the 
salary  of  such  office  while  performing  such  duties* 

§  22.  Clerk  to  keep  a  book  containing  list  of  officers.  The  city 
clerk  shall  keep  a  book,  ruled  in  columns,  in  which  he  shall  «iter 
the  name  of  every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  a  city  office,  the 
name  of  the  office,  when  elected  or  appointed,  the  commencement  of 
the  term,  the  expiration  thereof,  time  of  filing  oath  of  office,  and 
time  of  filing  official  bond,  and  every  person  so  elected  or  ap- 
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pointed  to  any  such  office  shall,  upon  filing  his  oath  of  office,  sub- 
scribe his  name  beside  the  office  to  which  he  was  elected  or  ap- 
pointed. Such  book  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of 
any  elector  of  said  city. 

§  28.  Power  to  administer  oaths.  Every  person  elected  or 
appointed  to  any  office  under  this  act  shall  have  power  to  ad- 
minister any  oath  or  take  any  affidavit  in  respect  to  any  matter 
before  him  as  such  officer.  Any  person  who  may  be  required  to 
take  any  oath  or  affirmation  or  to  make  any  affidavit  or  statement 
under  oath  or  affirmation  under  oath  or  by  virtue  of  any  pro- 
vision in  this  act,  who  shall  under  such  oath  or  affirmation  make 
any  statement  or  affidavit  or  otherwise  wilfully  swear  falsely  as 
to  any  material  fact  or  matter,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury. 

§  24.  Supervison.  The  supervisors  elected  under  this  act  shall 
be  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  West- 
chester. They  shall  have  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  duties 
of  supervisors  of  towns  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  so  far 
as  they  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  such 
laws,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  shall  regulate  their  powers 
and  duties. 

§  25.  Officers  to  be  elected  at  the  first  dty  eleotion  under  this  act. 
There  shall  be  elected  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
next  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen  the  following  elective  officers,  provided  for  in 
this  act,  for  the  following  terms,  namely:  A  mayor,  and  three 
councihnen,  for  a  term  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  expiring  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  three  oouncil- 
men,  for  a  term  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen,  and  expiring  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen.  One  supervisor  from 
the  first  and  second  wards  for  a  term  beginning  the  first  day  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  expiring  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen. 
One  supervisor  from  the  third  and  fourth  wards  for  a  term  be- 
ginning on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  six- 
teen, and  expiring  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen.  One  supervisor  from  the  fifth  and 
sixth  wards  for  a  term  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  expiring  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen. 

For  the  purposes  of  providing  for  the  above  election,  the  board 
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of  trustees  of  the  village  of  White  Plains  are  hereby  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  procure  the  necessary  supplies  and 
appoint  the  necessary  election  officers  to  hold  and  carry  out  such 
election,  and  to  define  and  elect  the  various  election  district  bound- 
aries within  said  wards,  if  required,  and  to  perform  all  acts 
necessary  for  the  holding  of  the  said  election  in  a  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  provisions  of  this  charter  and  the  provisions  of 
the  election  law,  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of 
White  Plains  are  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  act  as  a 
board  of  canvassers  in  and  for  the  said  election  so  held. 

For  the  election  provided  under  this  section,  all  persons,  resi- 
dents of  the  said  city  entitled  to  vote  at  the  last  general  village 
election  of  the  village  of  White  Plains,  and  those  taken  within  this 
city  by  this  act,  who  are  electors  of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and 
White  Plains,  and  would  be  eligible  to  vote  at  a  town  election, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  officers  provided 
under  this  act. 

When  the  officers  elected  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  take 
office  on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
this  act  and  the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  then  be  in  full  force 
and  effect,  and  the  present  form  of  government,  including  all 
existing  town,  village  and  school  districts  within  the  territory  in- 
corporated under  this  act  shall  thereupon  cease,  be  dissolved  and 
terminate  and  the  present  officers  of  the  territory  so  incorporated 
by  this  act  shall  turn  over  to  the  new  city  officers  all  the  books, 
papers,  records,  and  property  of  every  kind,  and  shall  account  to 
the  said  officers  for  all  funds  or  property  of  any  kind  of  which 
they  are  properly  chargeable  as  such  officers.

§  28.  Common  oonncil,  how  oonstitnted  and  organized.  The 
council  shall  consist  of  a  mayor  and  six  councilmen.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  council,  including  the  mayor,  shall  have  the  right  to 
vote  on  all  questions  coming  before  it  Four  members  of  the 
council  will  constitute  a  quorum,  and  unless  otherwise  provided 
by  this  act  the  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  shall  be  necessary 
to  adopt  any  motion,  resolution  or  pass  any  measure  coming 
before  it. 

Meetings  of  the  council  shall  be  public  and  stated  meetings 
shall  be  held  as  the  council  may  provide  by  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion, but  at  least  one  meeting  shall  be  held  each  month.  The 
mayor  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  but  shall  have  no  power  of 
veto  any  other  provisions  of  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing. Said  council  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  president  of  the 
common  council,  who  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  in  the  absence 
of  said  mayor.  A  journal  shall  be  kept  in  which  full  and  ac- 
curate minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  recorded,  including  the 
votes  upon  each  resolution  or  ordinance.  Special  meetings  may 
be  called  by  the  mayor  when  he  deems  advisable,  and  shall  be 
called  by  him  at  the  request  of  any  two  councilmrai  by  giving 
such  written  notice  that  the  council  may  by  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion direct. 

§  29.  Knles;  quomm.  The  conmion  council  shall  determine  the 
rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  re- 
turns and  qualifications  of  its  members.  Its  meetings  shall  be 
public,  except  when  the  public  interests  require  secrecy,  but  no 
vote  shall  be  taken  in  secret  or  executive  session.  Its  records 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  Except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  a  majority  of  all  its  members  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 
The  passage  of  an  ordinance,  unless  otherwise  herein  provided,

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shall  require  the  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  a  majority  of  all  its 
members.  All  appointments  or  designations  made  by  the  com- 
mon council  shall  be  by  ballot. 

§  30.  Discipline  of  members;  expulsion.  The  common  council 
may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  at  any  meeting 
properly  called,  and  may  punish  or  expel  a  member  for  dis- 
orderly conduct,  for  the  violation  of  its  rules,  or  for  official  mis- 
conduct^ or  declare  his  seat  vacant  by  reason  of  absence,  pro- 
vided such  absence  has  continued  for  the  space  of  four  months; 
but  no  expulsion  shall  take  place  and  no  vacancy  on  account  of 
absence  be  declared  except  by  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the 
members  of  the  common  council,  or  until  the  delinquent  mem- 
ber has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense. 

§  81.  Clerk  of  coimcil;  city  clerk.  The  city  clerk  shall  be  the 
elerk  of  the  common  council,  and  shall  attend  its  meetings,  keep  a 
journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  by 
this  act  further  provided,  or  which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  city 
ordinances,  or  the  direction  of  the  common  councU  not  incon- 
sistent therewith. 

§  32.  Legislative  power.  The  l^islative  power  of  the  city  is 
vested  in  the  common  council  thereof,  and  it  has  the  authority  to 
enact,  amend  or  repeal  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  state,  for  the  government  of  the  city  and  the  management 
of  its  business,  for  the  preservation  of  good  order,  peace  and 
health,  for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  and  the  pro- 
tection and  security  of  their  property;  and  its  authority,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act  or  by  other  laws  of  the  stato^ 
is  legislative  only.  The  common  coimcil  shall  have  power  to  estab- 
lish any  office,  position  or  employment  that  may  in  its  opinion  be 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of 
this  charter  and  to  fix  the  salary  and  the  duties  thereof.  The  com- 
mon council  may  at  any  time  abolish  any  such  office,  position  or 
employment  established  by  it,  whereupon  the  salary  attached 
thereto  shall  thereupon  cease.  All  the  legislative  acts  of  the  com- 
mon council  shall  be  by  ordinance,  and  on  the  passage  of  every 
ordinance,  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  shall  be  taken  and 
entered  in  full  in  the  journal. 

§  33.  Ordinances  and  appropriation  of  money;  franchises.     No 

ordinance  shall  be  passed  by  the  conunon  council  on  the  same  day 
in  which  it  is  introduced,  except  by  unanimous  consent,  and  no 
appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made  for  any  purpose,  except  by 
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an  ordinance  passed  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to 
the  common  council,  specifying  by  items  the  amount  thereof 
and  the  department  or  specific  purpose  for  which  the  appropriation 
is  made.  No  franchise  shall  be  leased,  assigned  or  otherwise  alien- 
ated without  the  express  consent  of  the  city,  and  any  franchise  so 
leased,  assigned  or  alienated  without  such  consent  shall  be  and 
become  void.  No  exclusive  franchise  shall  be  granted;  no  fran- 
chise shall  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-five  years, 
and  no  franchise  shall  be  renewed  prior  to  one  year  previous  to 
its  expiration. 

^erj  grant  of  a  franchise  or  right  shall  provide  that  the  city 
may,  upon  the  payment  therefor  of  its  valuation,  to  be  made  as 
provided  in  the  grant,  purchase  and  take  over  the  property  and 
plant  of  the  grantee  in  whole  or  in  part. 

No  franchise,  lease  or  right  to  use  the  streets  or  the  public 
places  or  property  of  the  city  shall  be  granted  by  the  city  without 
fair  compensation  to  the  city  therefor,  and  in  addition  to  the  other 
forms  of  compensation  to  be  therein  provided,  the  grantee  shall 
be  required  to  pay  annually  to  the  city  such  percentage  of  the 
gross  receipts  arising  from  the  use  of  such  franchise  and  of  the 
plant  used  therewith  as  shall  be  fixed  in  the  grant  of  said  fran- 
chise. 

Every  grant  of  a  franchise  or  right  shall  provide  that  the  city 
may,  upon  the  payment  therefor  of  its  fair  valuation,  to  be  made 
as  provided  in  the  grant,  purchase  and  take  over  the  property 
and  plant  of  the  grantee  in  whole  or  in  part 

The  procedure  to  effect  such  purchase  shall  be  as  follows: 

When  the  council  shall,  by  resolution,  direct  that  the  mayor 
shall  ascertain  whether  any  such  property  or  part  thereof,  should 
be  acquired  by  the  city,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  action  of  the 
council,  when  a  petition  subscribed  by  twenty-five  per  centum  of 
qualified  taxpayers  requesting  that  the  mayor  shall  ascertain 
whether  any  Such  property  or  part  thereof  should  be  acquired  by 
the  city,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  the  mayor  shall  forthwith 
carefully  investigate  said  property  and  report  to  the  council : 

(1)  At  what  probable  cost  said  property  may  be  acquired. 

(2)  What,  if  any,  probable  additional  outlays  would  be  neces- 
sary to  operate  same. 

(3)  Whether,  if  acquired,  it  could  be  operated  by  the  city  at  a 
profit  or  advantage  in  quality  or  cost  of  service,  stating  wherein 
such  profit  or  advantage  consists. 

(4)  Whether,  if  acquired,  it  could  be  paid  for  out  of  its  net 
earnings,  and  if  so,  within  what  time,  and 
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(5)  Such  other  information  touching  the  same  as  he  shall  have 
acquired. 

Such  report  shall  be  made  in  writings  shall  include  a  statement 
of  facts  in  relation  thereto^  with  such  particularity  as  will  enable 
the  council  to  judge  of  the  correctness  of  his  findings,  and  imme- 
diately after  submission  to  the  coimcil,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk,  recorded  in  a  public  utility  record  and  published  once  in 
each  of  two  daily  newspapers  of  general  circulation  published  in 
the  city,  or  printed  and  distributed  in  pamphlet  form,  as  the 
council  may  deem  best 

If  a  verified  petition  subscribed  by  twenty-five  per  centum  of 
the  qualified  taxpayers  of  the  city,  requesting  that  the  question 
whether  or  not  the  city  shall  acquire  said  property  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  taxpayers,  shall  within  sixty  days 
after  the  filing  of  said  report  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  the  council 
shall  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  submission  of  the  question  to  a 
vote  of  the  qualified  taxpayers. 

Every  grant  reserving  to  the  city  the  right  to  acquire  the  plant 
as  well  as  the  property,  if  any,  of  the  grantees  situated  in,  on, 
above  or  under  the  public  places  of  the  city,  or  elsewhere,  used  in 
connection  therewith,  shall  in  terms  specify  the  method. of  arriv- 
ing at  the  valuation  therein  provided  for  and  shall  further  pro- 
vide that  upon  the  payment  by  the  city  of  such  valuation  the 
plant  and  property  so  valued,  purchased  and  paid  for,  shall  be- 
come the  property  of  the  city  by  virtue  of  the  grant  and  payment 
thereunder  and  without  the  execution  of  any  instrument  of  con- 
veyance; and  every  such  grant  shall  make  adequate  provision  by 
way  of  forfeiture  of  the  grant,  or  otherwise,  for  the  effectual 
securing  of  efficient  service  and  for  the  continued  maintenance  of 
the  property  in  good  order  and  repair  throughout  the  entire  term 
of  the  grant 

Whenever  any  plant  or  property  shall  become  the  property  of 
the  city  of  White  Plains,  the  city  shall  have  the  option  at  any 
time  then  or  thereafter,  either  to  operate  the  same  on  its  own 
account,  or  by  ordinance  to  lease  the  same  or  any  part  thereof, 
together  with  the  franchise  or  right  to  use  the  streets  or  other 
public  property  in  connection  therewith  for  periods  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  years  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may 
prescribe,  or  by  ordinance  to  sell  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder 
at  public  sale. 

§  34.  Ordinances;  publication.  No  ordinance  of  the  common 
council  shall  become  operative  until  it  has  been  enrolled  and 
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attested  by  the  clerk  and  signed  and  approved  in  writing  by  the 
mayor,  or  passed  over  his  veto,  and  whenever  the  same  may  be 
necessary,  promulgated  according  to  law;  and  every  ordinance 
imposing  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  the  violation  thereof  shall, 
before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  be  published  at  least  once  in 
each  week  for  two  successive  weeks,  in  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  city;  provided  that  in  case  of  insurrection,  riot,  pestilence, 
conflagration  or  other  public  necessity  requiring  immediate 
operation  of  such  ordinance,  it  shall  take  effect  as  soon  as  procla- 
mation thereof  has  been  made  by  the  mayor  and  it,  with  such 
proclamation,  has  been  posted  in  five  public  places  in  each  ward 
of  the  city. 

§  36.  Xeoord  of  ordinances;  evidence.  Every  ordinance  shall, 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  it  becomes  a  law  as  herein  pro- 
vided, be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  clerk. 
Such  record  shall  include  the  signature  of  the  president,  attesta- 
tion of  the  clerk  and  the  mayor's  written  approval,  or  in  case  of 
his  disapproval,  a  memorandum  of  its  passage  over  his ^ veto; 
or  in  case  the  ordinance  took  effect  because  he  failed  to  approve 
or  disapprove  and  return  it  within  ten  days,  then  a  memorandum 
to  that  effect;  and  as  soon  as  the  due  publication  is  complete  a 
certificate  thereof  shall  be  added  to  such  record.  Such  record, 
or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance. 

§  37.  Penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances;  actions  to  restrain 
violations.  Any  person  violating  an  ordinance  of  the  common 
council  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  the  common  council 
may  provide  by  a  general  ordinance,  or  in  any  ordinance,  that  any 
person  guilty  of  such  violation  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  which  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  amount,  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  days,  or  to  pay  to  the 
city  a  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  to  be  recovered 
in  a  civil  action,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment.  The  city 
may  maintain  an  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  re- 
strain by  injunction  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  common 
council,  or  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  notwithstanding 
that  an  ordinance  may  provide  a  penalty  or  fine  for  its  violation. 

§  38.  Functions  of  city  officers;  how  performed.  Whenever  an 
executive  or  administrative  function  shall  be  required  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  common  council  to  be  performed,  the  same  shall  be 
performed  by  the  proper  executive  or  administrative  officer  or 
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department  to  be  designated  in  the  ordinance,  and  in  case  no  such 
designation  be  thus  made,  the  mayor  shall  make  the  same. 

§  39.  Eegulations  of  powers  and  duties  of  officers.  The  common 
council  may,  by  ordinances  passed  by  two-thirds  of  all  its  members, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  other  laws  of  the 
state,  regulate  the  powers  and  duties  of  any  city  officer  or  de- 
partment 

§  40.  Official  newspaper;  bills  for  printing.  At  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  common  council,  it  shall  designate  one  daily  newspaper 
published  in  the  city,  to  be  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city,  and 
such  designation  shall  be  of  such  daily  paper  as  will  print  all  such 
proceedings  and  ordinances  of  the  common  council,  boards  or  offices 
of  the  city,  as  may  be  by  law  required  to  be  published,  and  all 
demands  and  legal  notices  of  said  city,  or  any  board  or  officer 
thereof,  required  to  be  published,  for  the  lowest  price  per  folio,  no 
bid  to  be  accepted  for  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  fees  as  allowed  by 
law;  and  for  the  purpose  of  so  letting  the  public  printing,  the 
city  clerk  shall,  at  least  two  weeks  before  such  annual  meeting, 
give  fiotice  to  the  publishers  of  all  daily  papers  within  the  city, 
of  the  fact  of  such  letting,  at  the  time  above  stated ;  but  no  papers 
shall  be  eligible  to  bid  unless  published  as  a  bona  fide  daily  paper 
for  at  least  one  year  previous  to  such  bidding.  The  city  clerk  of 
the  city  of  White  Plains,  first  appointed  pursuant  to  this  act  shall 
immediately  upon  his  appointment  publish  the  notice  above  re- 
quired of  the  letting  of  such  contract,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  bids 
therefor  the  common  council  shall  immediately  designate  one  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  city  to  be  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  city  until  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  common  council.  If, 
lor  any  reason,  a  designation  of  an  official  paper  shall  not  be  made 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  common  council,  the  official  paper 
previously  designated  shall  continue  to  be  the  official  paper  of  said 
city  until  a  designation  shall  be  made,  as  herein  provided.  Such 
paper  shall  publish  the  proceedings  and  ordinances  of  the  common 
council  and  all  other  matters  required  by  law  or  by  ordinances  of 
the  city  to  be  published.  In  case  the  official  paper  shall  refuse  or 
fail  to  act  or  perform  as  such,  the  conmion  council  may  designate 
another  paper  in  its  place.  All  bills  and  accounts  for  publication 
in  the  official  newspaper,  and  all  city  printing  and  advertising  shall 
be  a  city  charge. 

§  41.  Alteration  of  names  or  grades  of  streets.     The  common 

council  shall  not  alter  the  name  of  any  street  nor  shall  it  change 
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the  grade  of  any  street  which  has  been  legally  established,  except 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works 
and  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council, 
and  except  also,  under  the  conditions  and  restrictions  contained 
in  this  act  The  compensation  for  damage  done  to  be  ascertained 
as  damages  are  ascertained  under  the  provision  of  this  act 

§  42.  ICnntes  of  meetings.  The  minutes  of  each  meeting  of  the 
common  council  shall  be  printed  in  full  within  six  days  after  its 
adjournment  and  immediately  distributed,  one  to  the  mayor,  one 
to  each  member  of  the  common  council,  one  to  the  head  of  each 
department  At  the  tad  of  the  year  the  printed  minutes  shall  be 
indexed  and  bound  in  such  number  as  shall  have  been  provided  in 
the  original  letting  of  the  oflScial  printing. 

§  43.  Powers  of  members  to  incur  expenses.  No  member  or 
committee  of  the  common  council  has  power  to  employ  any  per- 
son, incur  any  expense  or  purchase  any  material  for  or  on  behalf 
of  the  city  or  any  of  its  officers,  boards  or  commissions,  except  as 
expressly  provided  in  this  act. 

§  44.  Special  reports  to  the  common  conncil.  All  officers  of  said 
city  who  have  any  power  as  such  officers  to  collect,  receive  or  dis- 
burse money  shall,  when  requested  by  the  common  council,  ren- 
der to  it  a  verified  statement  and  account  of  all  moneys  receivrKl 
or  disbursed  by  them,  and  shall  also,  whenever  required  by  the 
common  council,  personally  appear  and  submit  to  an  examination 
under  oath  by  the  common  council  or  any  committee  thereof.  A 
wilful  refusal  or  neglect  to  obey  any  such  order  of  the  common 
council  shall  be  deemed  a  neglect  of  duty  and  a  sufficient  cause 
for  removal  from  office*

§  45.  Executive  power.  The  executive  power  of  the  city  is 
vested  in  the  mayor,  and  in  such  executive  officers  and  departments 
as  are  or  may  be  created  by  law,  or  by  the  ordinances  of  the  com- 
mon council. 
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§  46.  Acting  mayor.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  oiEce  of  mayor,  or  whenever  by  reason  of  sickness  or  absence 
from  the  city  the  mayor  shall  be  prevented  from  attending  to  the 
duties  of  the  office,  the  president  of  the  common  council  shall  act 
as  mayor  and  possess  all  the  rights  of  mayor  during  such  period 
of  disal)ility  or  absence.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
mayor  he  shall  so  act  until  noon  of  the  first  day  of  January  next 
succeeding  the  election  at  which  the  mayor's  successor  shall  be 
chosen.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  the  common 
council  when  acting  as  mayor  in  consequence  of  the  absence  or 
sickness  of  the  mayor  to  exercise  any  power  of  appointment  or 
removal  from  office  unless  such  sickness  or  absence  shall  have  con- 
tinued for  a  period  of  thirty  days. 

§  47.  Duties.  The  mayor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  of  the  state  applicable  to  the  city,  the  provisions 
of  this  charter  and  the  ordinances  of  this  city ;  he  shall  execute  in 
the  name  of  the  city  all  contracts,  bonds  or  other  instnmients 
acquiring  the  assent  of  the  city;  he  shall  be  charged  with  the 
general  oversight  of  all  departments,  boards  and  commissions  of 
the  city;  he  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  powers  as  may  be 
provided  by  ordinance  or  assigned  to  him  by  said  oounoil  and  not 
in  conflict  with  this  charter.  He  shall  have  such  other  powers 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  this  act 
or  by  law  or  by  ordinance  of  the  common  oounoil  not  inconsistent 
with  law. 

§  48.  Consultation  with  heads  of  departments.  The  mayor  shall 
call  together  the  heads  of  the  city  departments  for  consultation 
and  advice  upon  the  affairs  of  the  city  as  often  as  he  may  deem 
advisable;  and  at  such  meetings  he  may  call  upon  the  heads  of 
the  departments  for  such  reports  as  to  the  subject-matters  under 
their  control  and  management  as  he  may  deem  proper,  which  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  prepare  and  submit  at  once  to  him. 

§  49.  Examinfttion  of  accounts.    The  mayor  shall  have  authority 

at  all  times  to  examine  the  books  and  papers  of  any  officer,  em- 
ployee, court,  department  or  board  of  the  city,  and  as  often  as  he 
may  deem  proper,  to  appoint  one  or  more  competent  persons, 
whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  common  council,  to 
examine,  without  notice,  the  accounts  of  any  city  officer,  depart- 
ment, board,  court  or  employee,  and  the  money,  securities  and 
property  belonging  to  the  city  in  the  possession  or  charge  of  any 
officer,  department,  board,  court,  or  employee,  and  to  report  to 
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the  common  council  the  result  of  such  examination ;  and  he  may 
administer  oaths  to  witnesses  and  take  affidavits  in  all  cases  re- 
lating to  the  affairs  of  the  city. 

§  50.  City  clerk;  additional  powers  and  duties.     The  city  clerk 

shall  have  an  office  in  the  city  hall.     In  addition  to  the  other 
duties  herein  prescribed  he  shall  have  custody  of  the  corporate 
seal;  carefully  index,  file  and  arrange  in  his  office,  for  conveni- 
ent use,  all  books  and  papers  required  by  law  or  the  common 
council;  see  that  all  matters  requiring  publication  are  promptly 
and  correctly  published;  sign  all  licenses,  and  enter  in  an  appro- 
priate book  the  name  of  every  person  to  whom  a  license  shall  be 
granted,  the  date  and  particulars  thereof,  and  the  sum  paid  there- 
for.   At  the  end  of  each  week  he  shall  pay  the  amount  so  received 
to  the  commissioner  of  finance,  and  report  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance  the  amount  so  received.     He  shall  present  to  the  mayor, 
for  his  action  thereon,  the  ordinances  and  resolutions  requiring 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  forthwith,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  passed;  and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  any  resolution 
directing  the  payment  of  any  money  shall  take  effect,  he  shall 
furnish  to  the  commissioner  of  finance,  certified  copies  of  such 
resolution,  with  a  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  the  common 
council    relating  thereto.     He   shall   immediately   notify   every 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office,  and  shall  give  notice  to 
all  members  of  the  common  council,  of  special  meetings  thereof, 
He  shall  serve,  or  cause  to  be  served,  all  notices  required  by  the 
common  council,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  it  may  require. 
His  office  is  hereby  declared  a  town  clerk's  office  for  the  purpose 
of  depositing  and  filing  therein  all  books  and  papers  required 
by  law  to  be  filed  in  a  town  clerk's  office,  and  he  shall  possess  all 
the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  town  clerk  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act.    Copies  of  all  such  papers  duly  filed  in  his 
office  and  of  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  conmion  coun- 
cil and  of  any  board  of  which  he  is  clerk  or  secretary,  certified 
by  him  under  the  corporate  seal  of  the  city,  shall  be  evidence  in 
all  courts  and  places  the  same  as  the  originals.     When  required 
to  make  copies  of  records  he  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  cents  a  folio 
therefor,  except  from  the  city.     In  case  of  the  temporary  absence 
or  disability  of  the  clerk,  if  there  be  no  deputy  clerk,  the  common 
council  may  appoint  a  clerk  for  the  time  being,  who,  on  taking 
the  required   oath,   shall  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  the  clerk  during  the  continuance  of  such  absence  or  dis- 
ability.

§  51.  Duties  of  the  oommissioner  of  finance;  department  ae> 
counts;  drafts.  The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  superintend 
the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city  and  manage  the  same  pursuant  to 
law  and  ordinances  of  the  common  council.  He  shall  receive  and 
have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  moneys  of  the  city,  and  he  shall 
pay  them  out  as  hereinafter  provided.    He  shall  be  receiver  of  all 
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taxes  and  assessments  assessed  or  collected  in  said  city,  and  shall 
demand,  collect  and  f eceive  all  claims  and  moneys  due  to  the  city 
from  any  source.  All  moneys  of  the  city  received  by  the  commi&- 
sioner  of  finance  shall  be  deposited  by  him  daily  in  one  or  more  in- 
corporated banks  orvtrust  companies  to  the  credit  of  the  city.  The 
interest  on  such  deposits  shall  belong  to  the  city.  Before  such 
banking  corporation  or  trust  company  shall  receive  any  money  as 
a  loan  or  on  deposit,  it  shall  enter  into  a  bond  to  the  city  of  White 
Plains  in  such  form  and  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
common  council,  the  surety  on  said  bond  to  be  a  fidelity  or  surety 
company  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  transact  business, 
and  said  bonds  shall  be  approved  by  the  mayor,  conditioned  for 
the  delivery  of  all  moneys  so  loaned  or  on  deposit  to  the  commia- 
sioner  of  finance  of  the  city,  or  to  any  other  person,  corporation 
or  association  authorized  by  law  to  receive  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  agreement  en- 
tered into  with  the  city,  which  bond,  when  so  approved  and  in- 
dorsed by  the  mayor,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
of  the  city  of  White  Plains.  He  shall  keep  bank  books  in  which 
shall  be  entered  his  account  of  deposits  in,  and  moneys  drawn 
from,  the  banks  in  which  such  deposits  shall  be  made ;  no  money 
shall  be  drawn  out  of  a  city  depositary  except  on  checks  or  drafts 
signed  by  the  commissioner  of  finance,  and  such  checks  or  drafts 
shall  always  be  made  payable  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the 
money,  unless  such  money  be  drawn  for  public  use  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  finance  in  which  case  the  checks,  so  signed, 
shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of  the  commissioner  of  finance.  The 
commissioner  of  finance  shall  keep  a  separate  account  with  every 
department  for  which  funds  are  specially  raised  by  tax,  or  for 
which  funds  are  raised  by  assessment  for  local  or  other  improve- 
ments, and  in  every  check  or  draft  drawn  by  him  he  must  state 
particularly  against  which  of  such  funds  the  check  or  draft  is 
drawn  (unless  money  is  drawn  for  use  in  the  office) ;  he  shall  at 
no  time  permit  any  fund  to  be  overdrawn,  or  draw  upon  one  fund 
to  pay  a  claim  chargeable  to  another ;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid 
out  by  him  unless  upon  a  bill,  claim,  draft  or  warrant  audited  or 
drawn  by  the  proper  officer,  board  or  department,  except  for  prin- 
cipal and  interest  upon  the  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city. 

The  first  commissioner  of  finance  appointed  under  this  act  shall 
establish  a  system  of  accounts  for  all  city  officers  and  such  system 
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of  axxM)uiits  shall  be  installed  by  each  city  officer  after  approval 
thereof  by  the  common  council.  He  shall  perform  such  other  and 
further  duties  pertaining  to  his  office,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  of  law,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance  of  the  common  council. 

§  52.  Form,  approval  and  presentation  of  claims.  The  commis- 
sioner of  finance  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  all  claims  to  be  pre- 
sented against  the  city,  and  the  form  and  substance  of  the  affidavit 
to  be  appended  thereto  and  sworn  to  by  the  claimant.  When- 
ever any  person  intends  to  present  for  payment  a  claim  against 
the  city,  he  shall  prepare  and  verify  it,  and  then  procure  the  ap- 
proval in  writing,  of  the  department  or  officer  whose  action  gave 
rise  or  origin  to  the  claim,  and  the  same  shall  then  be  presented  to 
the  commissioner  of  finance,  for  his  examination  and  audit;  but 
this  shall  not  be  required  as  to  a  claim  for  a  fixed  salary,  for 
the  principal  or  interest  of  a  bonded  or  funded  debt,  or  for  the 
regular  or  stated  compensation  of  the  clerks,  teachers,  police  offi- 
cers, firemen,  employees  or  appointees  in  any  of  the  departments, 
or  for  work  performed  or  materials  furnished  under  contract. 

§  63.  Notice  of  claims;  aniit.  The  commissioner  of  finance 
shall,  twice  in  every  month,  cause  all  claims  which  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him  for  audit,  to  be  tabulated  and  numbered  consecu- 
tively, and  the  number,  date  of  presentation,  name  of  claimant 
and  brief  statement  of  the  character  of  each  claim  shall  be  en- 
tered in  a  book  kept  for  such  purpose,  which  shall  at  all  times 
during  office  hours,  be  so  placed  as  to  be  convenient  for  public 
inspection  and  examination,  and  cause  copies  of  such  tabula- 
tion to  be  distributed  to  the  mayor,  to  each  member  of  the  com- 
mon coimcil  and  to  the  head  of  each  department  He  shall  take 
no  action  upon  any  claim  until  five  days  after  such  distribution, 
and  when  he  shall  have  taken  action  thereon,  he  shall  cause  a  re- 
port of  his  actions  upon  them,  with  any  reason  for  such  action 
which  he  may  have  to  give,  to  be  sent  to  the  common  council,  and 
if  he  has  rejected  or  disallowed  any  claim  or  part  of  any  claim  he 
shall  cause  notice  of  such  rejection  or  disallowance  to  be  sent  to 
the  claimant. 

§  54  Appeal  from  audit  of  claim.  If  the  claimant  be  dissatisfied 
with  the  audit,  or  if  the  commissioner  of  finance  refuses  or  neglects 
to  audit  he  may  appeal  to  the  common  council,  by  serving  notice 
of  appeal,  in  writing,  upon  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  the 
common  council  at  any  time  before  the  first  regular  meeting  of 
the  common  cx)uncil  that  is  held  after  he  received  notice  of  the 
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audit  of  the  commissioner  of  finance,  except  in  the  case  where  the 
commissioner  of  finance  has  neglected  or  refused  to  audit  such 
claim  an  appeal  may  be  taken  at  any  time.  The  common  council 
shall  make  rules  for  the  procedure  upon  the  hearing  of  such  ap- 
peals, and  the  decision  and  audit  of  the  common  council,  after 
hearing  upon  the  appeal  by  it,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to 
the  amount  of  the  claims ;  but  if  there  be  no  appeal  from  the  orig- 
inal audit,  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  final  and  conclusive.  The 
conmiissioner  of  finance,  and  the  common  council,  upon  an  ap- 
peal  to  it  as  herein  provided,  shall  have  authority  to  take  evidence 
and  examine  vritnesses  in  reference  to  the  claim,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  vntnesses. 

§  55.  Certiflcatc  of  audit  to  be  filed.  When  a  claim  has  been 
finally  audited,  it,  with  the  certificate  of  the  conmiissioner  of 
finance,  or,  in  case  of  appeal,  with  the  certificate  of  the  common 
council  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  com- 
missioner of  finance  and  remain  a  public  record  in  his  office,  and 
the  commissioner  of  finance  shall  pay  such  claim. 

§  56.  Custody  of  sinking  funds;  list  of  bonds;  oancellation.  The 
commissioner  of  finance  shall  have,  under  the  direction  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  common  council,  the  custody  and  management 
of  any  sinking  fund.  A  list  of  all  bonds  issued  by  the  city  shall 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  finance  where  it  shall 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen;  and  when  any  bonds  are 
paid,  they  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  commissioner  of  finance. 

§  57.  Illegal  claims;  time  for  payment  of  claims.  Any  person 
or  corporation  presenting  for  payment  a  claim  against  the  city 
or  any  board  thereof,  shall  use  his  own  name,  or  the  name  of  the 
firm  of  which  he  is  a  member.  If  any  person  or  corporation  shall 
use  a  name  other  than  his  own,  or  that  of  the  firm  of  which  he 
is  a  member,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  any  mem- 
ber of  any  board,  or  any  officer  of  the  city  who  shall  knowingly 
approve,  audit  or  pay  any  such  claim  shall  be  guilty  of  a  like 
offense.  The  commissioner  of  finance,  upon  receipt  of  a  complaint 
under  oath  and  in  writing,  signed  by  any  citizen,  stating  that  he 
has  reason  to  believe  that  any  illegal  claim  has  been  presented, 
shall  withhold  payment  of  the  claim  imtil  satisfied  of  its  legality. 
No  claim  shall  be  paid  until  the  time  to  appeal  from  the  audit 
thereof  has  expired,  and  if  an  appeal  has  been  taken  within  such 
time,  until  the  appeal  shall  have  been  decided. 
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^  58.  Annual  financial  statement  of  commissioner  of  finance. 
The  commissioner  of  finance  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  in  each  year,  publish  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  veri- 
fied by  his  oath  or  affirmation,  a  full  and  aoeurate  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  city,  showing  the  amount  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  city  since  the  last  annual  report,  and 
sources  from  which  the  funds  have  been  derived  and  for  what 
purpose  expended ;  such  publication  to  be  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment in  detail,  in  separate  columns,  showing  the  several  funds 
belonging  to  the  city,  the  amount  drawn  on  each  fund,  and  its 
then  present  condition,  showing  also  the  several  debts  of  the  city, 
when  the  same  are  payable  and  the  rate  of  interest  on  each,  and 
he  shall  file  a  copy  of  every  such  statement  in  the  office  of  the 
state  comptroller.  He  shall,  also,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year,  deliver  to  the 
common  council  a  statement  showing,  in  detail,  the  b^Jances  in 
the  several  funds  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  amounts 
which  have  been  received  from  all  sources  and  credited  to  said 
several  funds  during  such  fiscal  year,  the  amounts  expended  from 
each  of  said  several  fimds  and  the  balances  thai  on  hand  in  said 
several  funds,  with  a  statement,  so  far  as  he  is  able,  of  any  ex- 
penditures that  have  been  authorized  against  such  funds  and  not 
yet  actually  expended. 

§  59.  Commissioner  of  finance  as  custodian  of  certain  city  prop- 
erty; transfer  to  successor.  The  commissioner  of  finance  shall 
keep  maps,  deeds,  leases  and  all  other  evidence  of  title  and  debt, 
and  other  valuable  papers  belonging  to  the  city.  He  shall  pay  or 
transfer  to  his  successor  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city  in  any 
bank  or  in  his  hands  or  control,  and  shall  also  deliver  all  books, 
vouchers,  papers  and  property  belonging  to  the  city  or  appertain- 
ing to  the  affairs  of  the  city  held  by  him  as  commissioner  of 
finance. 

§  60.  Annual  estimate ;  tax  budget.  On  or  before  August  first, 
preceding  the  expiration  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  commissioner  of 
finance  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  revenues  to  be  re- 
ceived by  the  city  during  the  said  fiscal  year,  and  also  an  estimate 
of  the  several  sums  of  money  which  he  deems  necessary  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city  in  each  depart- 
ment and  office  thereof,  and  for  the  various  purposes  contem- 
plated by  the  act,  and  otherwise  by  law  for  the  succeeding  fiscal 
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year,  and,  also,  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  any  city  in- 
debtedness falling  due  during  said  year  and  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  the  cancellation  of  judgments  against  the  city,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  the  amoimt  to  be  received  for  sinking  fund 
or  funds  as  herein  provided,  and,  also,  the  probable  amount  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied  in  the  eitjr  for  the 
state,  county  and  other  lawful  purposes.  After  he  has  made  such 
estimates  he  shall  submit  them  in  writing,  with  such  reasons  for 
them  in  detail,  as  he  may  have  to  give,  to  the  common  council, 
which  shall  convene  and  consider  such  estimates.  The  common 
council  shall  hear  any  taxpayer  who  wishes  to  be  heard  in  refer- 
ence thereto,  and  after  such  hearing  it  may  adopt  such  estimates 
so  submitted  to  it,  or  diminish  or  reject  any  item  therein  ^n- 
tained,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  city  indebtedness  or  the  esti- 
mated revenue,  and  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  said  month, 
shall  adopt  the  estimates  as  thus  amended ;  but  it  shall  not  increase 
any  item  in  such  estimates  for  any  department,  office  or  purpose 
except  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  When  it  shall  have  adopted  the  sums 
as  herein  provided,  the  same  together  with  the  amount  to  be  raised 
for  school  purposes  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  entered  at 
large  in  its  minutes  and  published  in  its  proceedings.  The  sev- 
eral sums  contained  in  the  final  estimates  of  revenue  to  be  re- 
ceived by  the  city,  applicable  for  such  purpose,  and  of  moneys 
necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax,  in  addition  thereto,  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city,  shall  be  and  become 
appropriated  in  the  amounts  and  for  the  several  departments, 
offices  and  purposes  named  therein  for  the  following  fiscal  year. 
The  several  amounts  specified  in  such  final  estimate  as  necessary 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  business  of  the  city  and  for 
the  various  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act  .and  otherwise  by 
law  for  the  following  fiscal  year,  after  deducting  that  portion  of 
the  estimated  revenues  applicable  for  such  purpose,  shall  con- 
stitute the  tax  budget,  and  the  amount  of  such  budget  shall 
be  levied,  assessed  and  raised  by  tax  upon  the  real  estate 
and  personal  property  liable  to  taxation  in  the  city,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  If  when  the  certificate 
of  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied  in  the  city  for  the  state^ 
county  and  any  other  lawful  purpose  is  received  from  the 
board  of  supervisors,  it  is  ascertained  that  a  sufficient  sum 
has  not  been  included  in  the  annual  tax  budget  to  defray  the 
same,  the  commissioner  of  finance  shall  recommend  to  the  common 
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council  that  a  bond  or  certificate  of  indebtedness  for  such  an 
amount  as  will  pay  the  deficiency  be  issued,  and  the  common 
council,  on  receipt  of  such  recommendation,  shall  direct  the  issue 
of  a  bond  or  certificate  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  for  said  amount, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  said 
bond  or  certificate  of  indebtedness  and  interest  thereon  to  become 
due  and  payable  at  the  oflice  of  the  commissioner  of  finance  not 
later  than  tibe  first  day  of  February  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
issuance  of  said  bond.  The  amount  of  said  bond  or  certificate  of 
indebtedness  and  interest  payable  thereon  shall  be  included  in  the 
annual  tax  budget  next  succeeding  the  date  of  issue  of  the  said 
bond  or  certificate  of  indebtedness.  If  after  said  certificate  is 
received,  it  is  ascertained  that  more  than  a  sufficient  amount  has 
been  included  in  the  annual  tax  budget  to  pay  the  sum  called  for, 
the  commissioner  of  finance  and  common  council  shall  deduct  the 
surplus  from  its  next  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  needed  to 
defray  the  tax  for  state,  county  and  any  other  lawful  purposes 
specified  in  this  act 

§  61.  Appropriation  for  hospital  pnrposei;  pavements;  sewen, 
lidewallci  and  ourbi;  park  pnrposei;  celebrations.  The  common 
council  may  annually  include  in  the  tax  budget  such  sums  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the  following  purposes  in  ad- 
dition to  the  purposes  herein  otherwise  provided  for :  For  the  pur- 
pose of  a  city  hospital ;  for  the  purpose  of  a  city  library ;  to  defray 
the  city's  portion  of  the  construction  of  new  pavements ;  to  defray 
the  city's  portion  of  the  construction  of  sewers ;  to  defray  the  city's 
portion  of  the  construction  of  stone  or  concrete  sidewalks  and 
curbs ;  for  the  maintenance  of  parks ;  for  the  decoration  of  public 
buildings  and  incidental  expenses  upon  the  occasion  of  any  public 
celebration  in  which  the  officers  of  the  city  shall  participate. 

§  62.  Surplus  revenues.  In  case  the  revenues  received  by  the  city 
exceed  the  estimated  amount  of  such  revenues,  or  in  case  there 
may  remain  any  unexpended  balances  of  the  appropriations  made 
for  the  support  of  the  city  government  for  the  previous  year,  then 
such  excess  or  unexpended  balances  shall  be  retained  by  the  city 
upon  deposit  and  included  as  a  part  of  the  estimated  revenues,  and 
applied  toward  reducing  the  tax  budget  for  the  succeeding  year. 

§  63.  Borrowing  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  The  city  shall 
have  the  power  to  borrow  money  with  which  to  pay  the  debts 
and  expenses  of  the  city,  within  the  estimate,  in  anticipation  of 
the  receipt  of  the  city  taxes  and  revenues  applicable  to  such  pur- 
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poses,  and  the  common  council  may  provide  for  the  issuing  of 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  notes  or  revenue  bonds,  to  be  signed 
by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  commissioner  of  finance 
for  such  purposes  and  such  certificates,  notes  or  bonds,  and  the 
interest  thereon,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  received  as  such 
taxes  and  revenues,  applicable  to  such  purposes. 

§  64.  Ezpenditnreft,  debts  or  oontraots  in  excess  of  appropriation. 

The  seiveral  officers,  boards  and  departments  of  the  city  shall  not 
inenr  any  debts,  expenses  or  liabilities,  either  in  excess  or  in- 
dependent of  the  several  sums  respectively  allotted  to  them.     It 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  city,  or  an  officer,  board  or  department 
thereof,  to  expend  or  contract  to  be  expended,  or  to  incur  any 
liability  in  the  current  fiscal  year  for  a  greater  sum  than  is  so 
estimated  for  such  officer,  board  or  department,  and  so  provided 
for  by  the  common  council  in  the  final  estimate  and  tax  levy  of 
such  year  as  aforesaid.     But  this  shall  not  be  held  to  prohibit 
the  commissioner  of  public  safety  from  expending  such  sum  or 
incurring  such  debts  beyond  the  amount  estimated  and  provided 
for  said  commissioner,  as  may  be  actually  necessary  to  prevent 
the  spread  of,  or  to  suppress,  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
or  any  epidemic  in  the  city,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of 
the  common  council.    It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  officer,  board 
or  department  of  the  city  to  make  or  enter  into  any  contract  for 
work,  labor  or  services,  or  the  hiring  of  employees,  or  for  the  pur- 
chase of  any  supplies,  materials  or  apparatus,  or  the  making  of 
improvements  or  repairs,  which,  by  the  terms  of  such  contract, 
involves  an  expenditure  of  money  or  liability  therefor,  which, 
after  taking  into  account  the  expenditure  and  liabilities  already 
made  or  incurred,  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  has  been 
estimated  and  allowed  to  such  officer,  board  or  department,  in 
the  final  estimate  adopted  by  the  common  council  for  the  current 
fiscal  year  in  which  such  contract  shall  be  made.     Any  contract, 
verbal  or  written,  made  in  violation  of  this  section,  shall  be  null 
and  void  as  to  the  city,  and  no  money  belonging  to  the  city  shall 
be  paid  thereon,  but  this  section  shall  not  prevent  the  making  of 
contracts  for  light  for  periods  exceeding  one  year,  provided  no 
such  contract  shall  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  three  years. 
Any  officer,  or  any  member  of  any  board  or  department  of  the 
city,  making  or  voting  for  any  contract  prohibited  by  this  section, 
or  auditing  any  accounts  or  claims  thereunder,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished 
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by  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  by  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  before  which  such  conviction  shall  be  had. 

§  65.  Expenditure  of  money  raised  other  than  by  municipal  tax. 
When  any  money  or  revenues  are  received  by  any  officer,  board 
or  department  of  the  city  in  any  way  other  than  by  municipal 
tax,  such  money  or  revenues  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mon council,  be  used  and  applied  toward  and  in  addition  to  the 
funds  so  estimated,  and  allowed  by  the  tax  budget,  in  such  manner 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  common  council  may  be  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  city. 

§  66.  Estimates  of  expenditures  by  officers  and  departments.  On 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  preceding  the  expiration  of 
each  fiscal  year,  all  heads  of  departments  and  officers  empowered 
by  this  act,  or  by  city  ordinance,  to  control  or  authorize  expendi- 
tures, shall  furnish  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  common 
council  duplicate  estimates  in  writing  of  the  amount  of  expendi- 
tures for  the  next  fiscal  year,  in  their  respective  departments  or 
offices,  including  a  statement  of  the  salaries  of  all  their  officers 
and  other  employees. 

§  67.  Bonds.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  issue 
bonds  for  any  municipal  purpose  except  as  herein  limited.  No 
bonds  of  the  city  shall  be  issued  except  pursuant  to  a  resolution 
of  the  common  council,  concurred  in  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  its 
members.  All  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor,  countersigned 
by  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  attested  by  the  city  clerk. 
All  bonds  and  interest  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  com- 
missioner of  finance.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  the  redemption 
of  the  same  number  of  bonds  each  year  succeeding  the  year  in 
which  the  bonds  of  an  issue  first  mature,  except,  when  necessary, 
the  last  year.  Interest  on  bonds  shall  be  payable  semi-annually. 
Bonds  shall  mature  within  the  limitations  prescribed  by  this  act 
and  bear  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  as  the  common  council  determines.  No  bonds  shall  be 
issued  for  a  longer  term  than  thirty-five  years.  The  bonds  of 
an  issue  for  the  acquisition  of  real  property  or  the  construction 
of  buildings  or  trunk  sewers  must  begin  to  mature  within  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  issue.  No  bonds  of  an  issue  for  purposes 
other  than  the  acquisition  of  real  property,  or  the  construction  of 
buildings  or  sewers  shall  be  issued  for  more  than  ten  years,  and 
the  bonds  of  such  issues  must  b^in  to  mature  within  three  years 
from  the  date  of  issua     No  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  current 
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operating  expenses,  repairs  or  supplies,  or  for  the  city's  share  of 
the  cost  of  curbs,  gutters  or  sidewalks.  Any  bond  or  bonds  or 
certificate  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  which  are  obligations 
binding  upon  the  territory  or  any  part  thereof  hereby  incorporated 
as  the  city  of  White  Plains,  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect  may 
be  refunded  when  they  become  due  and  payable  by  the  common 
council  issuing  new  bonds  in  place  of  said  bond  or  bonds  becom- 
ing due  and  payable.  Such  new  bond  or  bonds  to  be  payable  at 
such  times  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum,  as  the  common  council  shall  determine.  Such  re- 
funding bonds  to  be  issued  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act  for 
the  issuance  of  bonds. 

"No  bonds  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  particular 
purpose  shall  be  issued  by  the  common  council  unless  a  proposi- 
tion has  been  adopted  authorizing  such  issue,  which  proposition 
may  be  submitted  at  the  regular  municipal  election,  or  at  a  special 
election  held  for  that  purpose.  Notice  of  a  special  election  for  the 
submission  of  a  proposition  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
as  for  a  regular  municipal  election.  All  votes  upon  a  proposition 
submitted  at  a  city  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  provisions 
of  the  election  law  relating  to  ballots,  apply  to  propositions  sub- 
mitted under  this  section. 

To  entitle  a  person  to  vote  upon  a  proposition  he  must  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  city  officers,  and  he  must  also  be  the  owner  of 
property  in  the  city  assessed  upon  the  last  preceding  assessment 
roll  thereof.  A  woman  who  possesses  the  qualifications  to  vote  for 
city  officers,  except  the  qualification  of  sex,  who  is  the  owner  of 
property  in  the  city  assessed  upon  the  last  preceding  assessment 
roll  thereof,  is  entitled  to  vote  upon  such  a  proposition. 

§  68.  Certificates  of  indebtedness.  The  common  council  shall 
have  the  power  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
for  the  municipal  purposes  herein  provided.  All  certificates  of 
indebtedness  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by 
the  commissioner  of  finance.  The  principal  and  interest  shall 
be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  finance.  They  shall 
bear  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per 
annum,  as  the  common  council  determines.  All  certificates  of 
indebtedness  except  sewer  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be 
made  payable  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  issue;  sewer 
certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  made  payable  within  five  years 
from  the  date  of  issue. 
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§  69.  Temporary  oertifioatei  of  indebtednesi.  Temporary  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection 
of  the  taxes  of  the  current  year  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  the 
annual  budget,  less  the  amount  of  the  collections  of  taxes  of  the  cur- 
rent year.  Such  certificates  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  taxes  of  the 
year.  Whenever  the  amount  of  certificates  issued  and  the  taxes 
collected  during  the  current  year  equal  the  amount  of  the  annual 
budget,  thereafter  all  collections  of  the  taxes  of  the  year  shall 
be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  such  certificates  until  the  end  of 
the  succeeding  year,  after  which  time  such  collections,  together 
with  the  interest  thereon  and  any  unexpended  balance  of  interest, 

shall  become  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund. 

§  70.  Special  certificates  of  indebtedness,  (a)  Sidewalk  cel^ 
tificates  of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  oolleo- 
tion  of  curb,  gutter  or  sidewalk  assessments,  and  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  collections  of  all  such  assessments  levied  or  to  be  levied. 
The  collections  of  all  such  assessments  shall  be  applied  to  the 
redemption  of  the  oldest  of  such  certificates.  Interest  on  such 
certificates  shall  be  paid  from  the  collections  of  interest  on  such 
assessments  as  far  as  possible  and  the  balance  from  the  budget 
appropriation  for  interest  on  certificates  of  indebtedness.  The 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  certificates  shall  be  used  to  pay  the 
assessable  portion  of  contracts  for  curb,  gutter  or  sidewalk.  In 
the  event  of  there  being  no  such  certificates  outstanding,  the  col- 
lections of  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  assessments  shall 
be  used  to  finance  current  contracts  for  curb,  gutter  or  sidewalk 
until  the  assessments  therefor  are  levied. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  sewer  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  and  assessments  and  street  paving  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  and  assessments. 

(c)  When  any  public  work,  authorized  by  law  to  be  paid  for 
by  an  issue  of  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  or  both*  is 
undertaken  by  the  city,  construction  certificates  of  indebtedness 
to  finance  such  public  work  may  be  issued  from  time  to  time,  and 
in  amounts  as  required,  not  exceeding  the  estimated  cost  of  such 
work  and  payable  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue.  Such 
certificates  shall  be  refunded  at  their  maturity  by  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  the  city^s  share  of  the  cost  and  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness to  the  amount  of  assessments  levied  or  to  be  levied  on  ac- 
count of  such  work. 
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§  71.  Bedemption  of  certificates  of  indebtedness.  The  amount  of 
all  temporary  sidewalk  and  street  paving  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness xmredeemed  at  the  end  of  the  year  succeeding  the  year  in 
which  they  were  issued,  and  the  amount  of  all  sewer  certificates 
of  indebtedness  unredeemed  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  succeed- 
ing the  year  in  which  they  were  issued,  shall  be  included  in  the 
budget  of  the  following  year  as  an  appropriation,  and  such  cer- 
tificates shall  be  redeemed  from  such  appropriation. 

§  72.  Sinking  funds.  The  common  council  may  create  a  sinking 
fund  or  sinking  funds  to  provide  for  the  redemption  of  any  bonded 
indebtedness  heretofore  existing  or  hereafter  created,  and  if  the 
amounts  thus  derived  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
sinking  fund  for  that  purpose  may  raise  annually  by  taxation  a 
sum  which  will  produce  at  their  maturity  an  amount  equal  to 
the  sum  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  to  retire  which  the  sinking 
fund  is  created. 

A  sinking  fund  created  for  the  purpose  of  amortizing  an  in- 
debtedness covered  on  account  of  a  water  works  system,  light 
plant,  or  other  property  or  means  of  accommodation  through 
which  a  profit  is  realized  by  the  city,  may  be  maintained  out  of 
the  surplus  earnings  of  such  system,  plant  or  property,  and  if 
the  revenues  thus  derived  shall  not  be  suffixsient  to  provide  for  the 
sinking  fund  requirement  said  conmion  council  may  provide  for 
such  deficiency  and  pay  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  it  may 
provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  other 
bonded  indebtedness  of  said  city. 

The  city  of  White  Plains,  in  addition  to  the  power  which  it 
possesses  to  raise  money  for  all  purposes  by  taxation,  shall  have 
power  to  raise  by  a  general  tax  annually,  upon  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  assessed  for  taxation  in  said  city,  such  sum  as 
may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  to  meet  such  sink- 
ing fund  requirements,  as  may  have  been  authorized  by  the 
conmion  council.  All  taxes  collected  and  funds  set  apart  for 
sinking  fund  requirements  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund  and 
may  be  invested  in  such  securities  as  the  commissioner  of  finance 
and  the  common  council  may  agree.  The  amount  raised  by  tax- 
ation in  any  year,  to  be  used  for  sinking  fund  payments,  shall 
not  exceed  one-fourth  of  one  per  centum  of  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  said  city.  Sinking  funds  may  be  invested  in  bonds 
or  other  obligations  of  the  city  evidencing  such  debt. 

§  73.  Certificate  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  amount  of 
state  and  county  tax  apportioned  to  the  city.    The  board  of  super- 
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visors  of  the  county  of  Westchester  shall  in  each  year  equalize 
the  assessment  rolls  delivered  to  its  chairman  or  clerk  by  the 
city  clerk,  with  those  of  other  towns  of  the  counly  of  Westchesr 
ter,  as  required  by  law,  and  shall,  by  resolution,  ascertain  and 
direct  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  state,  county  and 
any  other  lawful  purposes,  and  shall  not  cause  the  said  state  and 
county  tax  apportioned  to  said  city  to  be  spread  upon  any  tax 
roll  of  property  within  the  city,  but  shall  certify  such  resolu- 
tion under  seal  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  to  the 
commissioner  of  finance  of  the  city,  and  the  amount  so  certified 
shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  county  upon  such  certification  by 
draft  or  warrant  of  the  commissioner  of  finance  of  the  city, 
payable  to  the  order  of  the  county  treasurer,  who  shall  disburse 
the  same  in  liquidation  of  the  amount  so  certified.

§  74.  Powers  and  duties  of  assessor.    He  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also 
perform  the  duties,  possess  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
obligations  as  the  assessor  of  the  various  towns  of  this  state,  ex- 
cept as  necessarily  modified  by  this  act     The  annual  assessment 
of  property  in  said  city  shall  be  made  during  the  months  of 
March,  April,  May  and  June,  and  shall  be  completed  by  the 
assessor  thereof  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year, 
who  shall  enter  the  assessments,  in  books  or  volumes  provided 
for  that  purpose,  to  be  known,  collectively,  as  the  assessment 
roll    of    the    city    of    White    Plains    and    make    and    prepare 
a    duplicate    thereof.      Immediately    upon    the    completion    of 
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such  roll  the  assessor  shall  deposit  the  same  in  his  office  for  ex- 
amination, and  have  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
city  at  least  twic6,  of  which  the  first  publication  shall  be  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  day  fixed  therein  for  the  hearing  as  here- 
inafter provided,  a  notice  of  the  completion  of  said  roll  and  the 
place  where  it  is  deposited  (and  no  posting  of  such  notice  shall 
be  required)  and  that  he  wiU  sit  for  the  ten  days  following  the 
day  fixed  in  said  notice  for  the  first  hearing  to  hear  the  allega- 
tions and  objections  of  all  persons  interested  therein  and  to  re- 
view and  correct  said  roll.     At  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
said  notice  and  for  ten  consecutive  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays,  the  assessor  shall  sit  and  hear  such  allegations 
and  objections  and  the  assessment  books  shall  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  all  persons  interested.    During  the  time  the  assessor 
is  reviewing  said  roll,  he  may  add  to  or  insert  therein  any  prop- 
erty liable  to  taxation,  and  the  assessment  thereof,  which  may 
have  been  omitted,  after  giving  personal  notice  to  the  owner  or 
his  agent  and  make  such  other  corrections  as  may  be  proper,  on 
application  of  any  person  aggrieved;  and  in  making  such  cor- 
rections, said  assessor  shall  have  the  same  power  and  be  subject 
to  the    provisions  of  law  as  the  assessors  of  the  several  towns 
of  this  state.    On  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year, 
said  assessor  shall  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  the 
correct  and  complete  assessment  roll,  identifying  each  volume, 
except  the  last,  by  his  signature  and  attach  to  the  last  volume  the 
oaths  required  by  law,  signed  by  the  assessor  in  duplicate,  where- 
upon the  said  assessor  shall  give  the  notice  required  by  section 
thirty-nine  of  the  general  tax  law.     The  city  clerk  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October  next  following,  shall  deliver  the  original 
roll  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  for 
the  purposes  heretofore  specified,  in  which  said  board  shall,  after 
so  doing,  return  said  roll  to  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  next  following  deliver  the  duplicate  of 
said  roll  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending the  tax  thereon. 

§  75.  Description  of  premises.    In  the  assessment  of  any  lands 

in  the  city  for  any  purpose  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  the  num- 
ber of  the  ward,  number  of  the  lot  and  the  block  as  subdivided 
into  lots  and  blocks  and  so  dewgnated  upon  the  maps  last  adopted 
before  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  town  boards  of  the  towns  of 
White  Plains,  Greenburgh  and  North  Castle  and  upon  any  city 
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map  hereafter  adopted  for  the  city  of  White  Plains  by  the  com- 
mon council,  or  the  number  of  the  lot  or  farm  lot,  if  not  sub- 
divided into  blocks  and  lots  and  so  designated,  but  if  the  land  be 
not  so  numbered,  then  the  name  of  the  street  on  which  it  fronts 
and  a  brief  description  of  the  premises  sufficient  to  identify  the 
same  shall  be  given.  Whenever  practicable  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  reputed  owner  thereof,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  shall 
be  entered  upon  said  assessment  roll.  No  assessment  hereafter 
made  in  said  city  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  because  the  same 
may  be  made  out  in  terms  against  owner  or  owners  unknown  or 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  person  (naming  such  person)  or  the 
executor,  administrator,  heirs  or  devisees  of  a  deceased  person 
(naming  such  person)  or  any  of  them,  or  against  a  company  of 
a  firm  name,  or  against  a  person  in  whom  is  the  record  title, 
though  not  the  actual  title  of  the  property,  or  for  any  cause  aris- 
ing Uirough  ignorance  or  mistake  as  to  the  names  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property  assessed,  whether  individually  or  a  cor- 
poration, provided  such  property  is  sufficiently  described  on  the 
assessment  rolls  to  reasonably  identify  and  indicate  to  a  person 
familiar  with  the  same  the  particular  property  which  it  was  in- 
tended to  assess.  Every  assessment  roll  shall  be  considered  as 
referring  to  the  last  adopted  map,  if  there  be  one,  unless  it  be 
otherwise  stated  herein. 

§  76.  Assessment  not  invalidated  by  irreg^ilarities.  No  assess- 
ment or  tax  shall  be  vacated,  set  aside,  canceled,  annulled,  reviewed 
or  otherwise  questioned  or  affected  by  reason  of  any  error, 
omission,  irregularity  or  defect,  not  actually  fraudulent,  in  any 
of  the  steps  or  proceedings  required  to  be  had  or  taken  as  pre- 
liminary to,  or  in  the  making  of  the  assessment  or  in  the  levying 
or  collection  of  the  tax,  nor  in  relation  to  or  in  connection  with 
any  proposal,  designation  or  materials,  contract,  work  or  improve- 
ment for  or  on  account  of  which  such  assessment  was  made  or  tax 
imposed.  But  all  property  shall  be  liable  to  assessment  and  all 
assessments  shall  be  valid  and  of  full  force  and  effect  notwith- 
standing any  such  error,  omission,  irregularity  or  defect. 

§  77.  Bight  to  review  assessment  or  tax  for  local  improvement 
limited.  No  action  or  proceeding  to  set  aside,  vacate,  cancel  or 
annul  any  assessment  or  tax  for  a  local  improvement  shall  be 
maintained,  except  for  total  want  of  jurisdiction  to  levy  and  assess 
the  same  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  board  or  body  authorized  by 
law  to  make  such  levy  or  assessment  or  to  order  the  improvement 
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on  account  of  which  the  levy  or  assessment  was  made.  No  action 
or  proceeding  shall  be  maintained  to  modify  or  reduce  any  such 
assessment  or  tax  except  for  fraud  or  substantial  error  by  reason 
of  which  the  amount  of  sucb  tax  or  assessment  is  in  excess  of  the 
amount  which  should  have  been  lawfully  levied  or  assessed. 

§  78.  Proccditrc  on  review.  No  action  or  proceeding  shall  be 
maintained  to  set  aside,  vacate,  cancel,  annul,  review,  reduce  or 
otherwise  question,  test  or  afFect  the  legality  or  validity  of  any 
assessment  or  tax  for  local  improvement,  except  in  the  form  and 
manner  and  by  the  proceedings  herein  provided.  If,  in  the  pro- 
ceedings relative  to  an  assessment  or  tax,  entire  absence  of  juris- 
diction on  the  part  of  the  officers,  board  or  body  authorized  by 
law  to  levy  or  assess  the  same  or  to  order  the  improvement 
on  account  of  which  the  assessment  was  made  or  tax  imposed,  is 
alleged  to  have  existed,  or  in  case  any  fraud  or  substantial  error, 
other  than  the  errors  or  irregularities  specified  in  the  preceding 
section,  by  reason  of  which  substantial  damages  have  been 
sustained,  are  alleged  to  have  existed  or  to  have  been  committed, 
any  party  or  parties  afi:grieved  thereby,  who  shall  have  filed  objec- 
tions thereto  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  specified  by  law 
therefor,  may  apply  to  the  supreme  court  at  any  special  term 
thereof,  held  within  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  city  is 
situated,  for  an  order  vacating  or  modifying  such  assessment  as 
to  the  lands  in  which  he  or  they  have  an  interest,  upon  the  grounds 
in  said  objections  specified,  and  no  other,  and  upon  due  notice 
of  such  application  to  the  corporation  counsel.  Each  such  applica- 
tion shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  after  the  confirmation  of 
the  assessment  Thereupon  such  court  may  proceed  to  hear  the 
proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties  and  determine  the  same,  or 
may  appoint  a  referee  to  take  the  proof  and  report  thereon,  or 
to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  same.  If  it  shall  be  determined 
in  such  proceeding  that  the  officers,  board  or  body  had  no  juris- 
diction to  make  the  levy  or  assessment  complained  of  or  to  order 
the  improvements,  the  court  may  order  such  assessment  or  tax 
vacated.  If  it  shall  be  determined  therein  that  any  such  fraud 
or  substantial  error  has  been  committed  and  that  the  party  or 
parties  applying  for  such  relief  have  suffered  substantial  damages 
by  reason  thereof,  the  court  may  order  that  the  assessment  or  tax 
be  modified  as  to  such  party  or  parties  and  as  so  modified  that  it 
be  confirmed.  A  like  application  may  be  made  to  secure  a  modi- 
fication or  reduction  of  any  such  assessment  or  tax  on  account  of 
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fraud  or  such  substantial  error  occurring  in  the  performance 
of  the  work  of  the  improyement  on  account  of  which  such  assess- 
ment or  tax  is  made  or  levied,  and  it  shall  be  determined  in  like 
manner.  If,  in  any  such  proceeding,  it  shall  be  determined  that 
such  fraud  or  substantial  error  has  been  committed,  by  reason 
of  which  any  such  assessment  or  tax  upon  the  lands  of  any  such 
aggrieved  party  has  been  unlawfully  increased,  the  court  may 
order  that  such  assessment  or  tax  be  modified  by  deducting  there- 
from such  amount  as  is  in  the  proportion  to  such  assessment  or 
tax  as  the  whole  amount  of  such  unlawful  increase  is  to  the  whole 
amount  of  the  assessment  or  tax  for  the  improvement  An  order 
so  made  in  any  such  proceeding  shall  be  entered  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  county  in  which  the  city  is  situated,  and  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  a  judgment  The  court  may,  during 
the  pendency  of  any  such  proceeding,  stay  the  collection  of  any 
assessment  or  tax  involved  therein  as  against  the  parties  thereto. 
Costs  and  disbursements  of  any  such  proceeding  may  be  allowed 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court  ITo  appeal  shall  be  allowed  or 
taken  from  the  order  made  in  any  such  proceeding,  but  the  de- 
termination so  made  therein  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon 
all  parties  thereto.  No  assessment  or  tax  shall  be  modified  other- 
wise than  to  reduce  it  to  the  extent  that  the  same  may  be  shown 
by  the  parties  complaining  thereof  to  have  been  in  fact  increased 
in  dollars  and  cents  by  reason  of  such  fraud  or  substantial  error. 
In  no  event  shall  that  proportion  of  any  such  assessment  whJish  is 
the  equivalent  of  the  fair  value  or  fair  cost  of  the  improvement 
be  disturbed  for  any  cause.  No  money  paid  on  account  of  any 
assessment  or  tax  shall  be  recovered  for  any  cause,  except  the 
amount  of  the  excess  of  such  assessment  or  tax  over  and  above  the 
fair  value  and  cost  of  the  improvement  In  case  of  the  failure 
of  any  assessment  or  tax  for  any  cause,  the  commissioner  of 
finance  shall  certify  such  fact  to  the  common  council  and  it  shall 
be  its  duty  to  forttiwith  cause  the  same  to  be  relevied  and  reas- 
sessed in  a  proper  manner. 

§  79.  Consolidatioii  of  separate  proceedings.  Two  or  moro 
persons  may  unite  in  commencing  and  prosecuting  the  proceed- 
ings to  vacate  or  modify  assessments ;  and  when  two  or  more  per- 
sons have  commenced  separate  proceedings  to  vacate  or  modify 
assessments  for  the  same  improvement,  the  court  before  whom  the 
same  are  commenced  or  pending,  or  a  judge  thereof  at  special 
term  or  chambers  may,  by  order,  upon  due  application  and  notice, 
consolidate  such  separate  proceedings  into  one  proceeding. 
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§  80.  Kap  or  desoription  to  be  prepared  by  commissioner  of  public 
works.  The  common  council  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  to  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  asses- 
sor, and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk,  for  his  use,  a  map  or 
brief  description  of  any  real  estate  in  the  city,  or  to  prepare  a  roll 
or  rolls  of  any  real  estate  in  the  city  for  the  assessor,  exclusive  of 
valuation. 

§  81.  Assessment  of  omitted  real  estate;  reassessments.    If  any 

taxable  real  estate  has  been  omitted  in  any  of  the  general  tax  rolls 
for  any  of  the  three  preceding  years,  the  assessor  may  insert,  or 
cause  to  be  inserted,  in  the  roll  for  the  current  year,  in  addition 
to  its  share  of  the  tax  for  such  year,  the  proportion  of  the  tax  it 
should  have  borne  in  such  preceding  years,  or  either  thereof,  stat- 
ing such  additional  taxes  separately,  and  such  addition  shall  be  col- 
lected as  part  of  the  tax  for  the  current  year,  and  in  case  any  taxes 
levied  on  any  real  estate  in  said  city  shall  ijemain  unpaid  or  un- 
collected for  any  year,  said  assessor  is  hereby  empowered  to  re- 
assess such  real  estate,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  as  part  of 
the  tax  of  the  current  year  and  in  the  same  manner.  But  such 
taxes  shall  not  be  reassessed  for  a  longer  period  than  six  years  from 
the  time  they  became  due  and  payable. 

§  82.  Correction  of  errors  in  assessment  rolls;  reassessment  of  void 

tax.  Whenever  there  is  a  manifest  error  in  copying  any  assessi- 
ment  rolls,  or  levying  or  extending  any  tax  or  assessment,  the  com- 
mon council  may,  at  any  time  within  three  months  after  the  com- 
pletion of  said  assessment  rolls,  and  upon  ten  days'  written  notioe 
to  the  person  interested,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected,  correct,  cancel,  remit  or  add  to  the  same,  but  shall  have 
no  power  to  alter  any  valuation  made  by  the  assessor;  nor  shall 
such  amended  assessments,  if  greater  than  the  original  assessment, 
be  a  lien  on  the  real  estate  for  the  amount  added,  as  against  pur- 
chasers or  mortgagees  in  good  faith.  In  case  any  tax  or  assessment 
shall  be  void,  or  shall  have  failed  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  or  for 
any  irregularity  in  the  levying  or  assessing  thereof,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  common  council  to  cause  the  same  to  be  reassessed  in 
a  proper  manner ;  if  any  person  shall  have  paid  on  the  former  as- 
sessment, the  amount  so  paid  shall  be  credited  on  the  new  assess- 
ment, and  in  case  the  payment  exceeds  the  amount  reassessed, 
the  surplus  shall  be  refunded. 

§  83.  Ee^try  of  premises.  The  owners  of  lots  or  premises  in 
the  city  may  eause  a  true  description  of  the  same  to  be  registered 
in  a  book  kept  by  the  commissioner  of  finance  for  that  purpose, 
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with  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  a  resident  of  the  city,  and  if  not, 
with  the  name  of  any  resident  of  the  city  as  an  agent  for  said 
property;  and  in  the  assessment  of  real  estate  for  local  or  gen- 
eral taxation,  all  papers  or  notices  required  to  be  served  on  the 
owners  or  resident  occupants  of  lots  shall  be  served  on  such 
owner  or  agent,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  such  lots  were  occupied. 
§  84.  Leyy  and  collection  of  taxes.     The  territory  of  the  city 
shall  be  divided  into  two  tax  districts^  as  follows :    The  first  dis- 
trict shall  embrace  and  include  all  of  the  territory  of  the  city  which 
was  included  within  the  former  boundaries  of  the  village  of  White 
Plains,  together  with  all  of  the  territory  of  the  city  contiguous 
thereto  and  extending  in  a  southerly  and  easterly  direction  to  a 
line  drawn  as  follows :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of 
North  street  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  the  former  village 
boundary,  thence  southerly  along  the  center  line  of  North  street 
to  its  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Ridgeway,  thence  westerly 
along  the  center  line  of  Kidgeway  to  its  intersection  with  the 
center  line  of  the  old  Mamaroneck  road,  thence  northerly  along 
the  center  line  of  the  old  Mamaroneck  road  to  its  intersection  with 
the  center  line  of  Sound  View  avenue,  thence  westerly  along  the 
center  line  of  Sound  View  avenue  and  the  projection  thereof  to  its 
point  of  intersection  with  the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of 
White  Plains  and  the  town  of  Scarsdale.    The  second  district  shall 
comprise  all  of  the  territory  of  the  city  not  included  in  the  first 
district    The  common  council,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that 
purpose,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  upon  such  notice  as  the  com- 
mon council  may  prescribe,  after  having  given  all  persons  inter- 
ested an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  shall  have  power,  by  a  majority 
vote  of  its  members  to  alter  and  change  the  boundaries  of  said  tax 
districts  whenever  the  extension  of  the  water  and  sewerage  system 
or  the  police  and  fire  protection  may,  in  their  judgment,  render  it 
necessary.     All  sums  adopted  by  the  common  council  in  the  tax 
budget  for  any  year  shall  be  assessed  on  all  the  real  and  personal 
estate  in  the  said  two  tax  districts  of  said  city  (except  city  prop- 
erty and  property  exempt  by  law)  in  proportion  to  the  advantages 
and  benefits  then  received  from  the  city  government  by  the  per- 
sons and  property  in  said  districts,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  extended  by  the  commissioner  of  finance.    All  of  the  items 
of  said  tax  budget  except  (1)  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  sys- 
tem of  sewerage  of  said  city,  the  interest  on  the  sewer  bonds,  and 
that  portion  of  the  sinking  fund  annually  necessary  to  provide  for 
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the  ultimate  redemption  of  said  sewer  bonds,  (2)  any  deficiency 
resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  water  system  of  said  city,  in- 
cluding the  payment  of  interest  on  the  water  bonds,  and  providing 
for  a  sinking  fund  annually  necessary  to  provide  for  the  ultimate 
redemption  of  said  water  bonds,  (3)  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
police  and  fire  departments  and  of  removing  garbage,  shall  be 
assessed  upon  both  of  said  districts,  and  shall  be  paid  by  said  two 
districts  in  proportion  to  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  each  of 
said  districts,  and  the  rate  of  tax  in  the  second  district  shall  be 
fixed  accordingly.  In  addition  to  said  tax,  the  first  district  shall 
bear  the  entire  expense  of  the  jtems  of  said  budget  not  included 
in  said  assessment  upon  both  of  said  districts,  and  the  rate  of  tax 
in  the  first  district  shall  be  fixed  accordingly.  Such  assessment 
shall  be  according  to  the  valuation  of  such  real  and  pergonal  estate 
in  the  assessment  rolls  for  said  year  and  the  amount  thus  extended 
shall  be  recorded  and  known  in  all  proceedings  as  "  tax  "  and  be- 
come due  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year ;  such  tax  shall  be 
payable  in  two  installments ;  the  first  installment  shall  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year  and  the  second  install- 
ment shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  April  following.  The  rel- 
ative proportions  of  the  installments  to  become  payable  on  the 
first  day  of  October  and  first  day  of  April  respectively,  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  common  council  and  reported  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance  but  the  first  installment  shall  not  exceed  sixty  per  centum 
of  the  whole  of  said  tax,  and  the  second  installment  not  be  less 
than  forty  per  centum  of  the  whole  of  said  tax.  The  commissioner 
of  finance  shall  complete  the  roll  and  deliver  it  to  the  city  clerk 
on  or  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  September  in  each  year.  The 
city  clerk  shall  redeliver  said  roll  to  the  commissioner  of  finance 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year  with  a  warrant 
annexed  to  each  volume  under  the  corporate  seal  signed  by  the 
mayor  and  clerk  of  said  city,  commanding  him  to  receive,  levy  and 
collect  from  the  owners  of  the  several  lots  and  plots  and  from  the 
several  persons,  companies,  corporations  and  associations  named 
in  the  roll,  the  several  sums  mentioned  in  such  roll  opposite  the 
])roperty  owned  by  them,  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  and 
if  any  tax  levied  or  assessed  shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notices,  require  to  issue  to  a  city 
marshal  of  the  city,  a  warrant  signed  by  the  commissioner  of 
finance,  commanding  said  city  marshal  to  levy  and  collect  by  di»- 
tress  and  sale  the  tax  so  assessed  and  fees.    The  commissioner  of 
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finance  shall  each  year  receive  and  collect  the  relative  proportion 
of  the  installments  payable  on  the  first  day  of  October  and  the 
first  day  of  April  respectively,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  85.  Notice  of  receipt  of  tax  roll;  payment  of  taxes  to  comxnis- 
iioner  of  finance.    Upon  receiving  said  tax  roll  the  commissioner 
of  finance  shall  immediately  cause  notice  of  the  receipt  thereof 
by  him  to  be  published  in  tiie  official  newspaper  once  a  week  for 
tliree  successive  weeks,  that  the  same  has  been  left  with  him  for 
collection,  and  that  for  thirty  days  thereafter  the  first  installment 
of  tax  may  be  paid  to  said  commissioner  of  finance  without  an 
additional  charge.    For  thirty  days  succeeding,  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  the  tax  became  a 
lien  to  the  date  of  payment  thereof;  for  thirty  days  thereafter, 
interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  from  the 
date  the  tax  became  a  lien  to  the  date  of  payment  thereof;  for 
the  succeeding  thirty  days,  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum 
per  annum  from  the  date  the  tax  became  a  lien  to  the  date  of 
payment  thereof  and  for  the  next  term  of  thirty  days,  interest  at 
the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  the  tax 
became  a  lien  to  the  date  of  payment  thereof  shall  be  collected; 
upon  any  tax  paid  thereafter,  interest  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per 
centum  per  annum  from  the  date  the  tax  became  a  lien  to  the 
date  of  payment  shall  be  collected.    No  further  notice  than  that 
herein  required  shall  be  deemed  necessary  either  in  the  case  of 
property  owned  by  a  resident  or  a  nonresident.    Except  that  any 
person  or  corporation,  whether  a  resident  or  nonresident  of  the 
city,  who  is  the  owner  of  or  liable  to  assessment  for  an  interest 
in  real  property  in  the  city,  may  file  with  the  commissioner  of 
finance  of  the  city  a  notice  stating  his  name,  residence  and  post- 
office  address,  or  in  the  case  of  a  corporation,  its  principal  office, 
a  description  of  the  premises,  with  its  number  or  other  designa- 
tion on  the  city  tax  map,  which  notice  shall  be  valid  and  continue 
in  efiFect  until  cancelled  by  such  person  or  corporation.     The 
commissioner  of  finance  shaJl  within  twenty  days  after  receiving 
such  tax  roll,  or  any  other  warrant  for  the  collection  of  taxes, 
mail  to  each  person  or  corporation  filing  such  notice  at  the  post- 
office  address  stated  therein  a  duplicate  tax  bill  for  all  taxes  upon 
such  real  property  included  in  said  tax  roll,  or  such  other  war- 
rant    The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  add  to  the  amount  of 
such  taxes  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  the  expense  of  stationery  and 
postage,  which  sum  of  ten  cents  shall  be  collected  with  such  taxes. 
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But  the  failure  of  the  commissioner  of  finance  to  mail  such  dupli- 
cate tax  bill  shall  not  invalidate  such  taxes,  nor  prevent  the  accru- 
ing of  any  interest  or  penalty  imposed  for  the  nonpayment  of 
taxes,  nor  prevent  the  sale  of  such  property  for  the  nonpayment 
of  such  taxes,  nor  prevent  the  sale  of  a  tax  lien  of  said  property 
for  the  nonpayment  of  such  taxes,  as  provided  in  this  act. 

The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  deliver  a  receipt  wholly 
written  in  ink  or  partly  printed  and  filled  out  in  ink  or  indelible 
pencil  to  each  person  paying  a  tax,  specifying  the  date  of  such 
payment,  the  name  of  such  person,  a  description  of  the  property 
as  shown  on  the  assessment  roll  and  the  assessed  valuation 
thereof  and  for  personal  property  or  special  franchise  tax  the 
amount  thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is 
assessed,  the  amount  of  such  tax  and  the  date  of  delivery  to  him  of 
the  assessment  roll,  on  account  of  which  such  tax  is  paid.  For  the 
purpose  of  giving  such  a  receipt,  the  said  commissioner  of  finance 
shall  have  a  book  of  blank  receipts  so  arranged  that  when  a 
receipt  is  drawn  therefrom,  the  corresponding  stub  or  receipt  will 
remain.  The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  prescribe  the  form 
of  such  receipts,  stubs  and  books  and  on  the  back  of  such  receipts 
there  shall  be  printed  a  statement  showing  the  total  assessed 
valuation  of  real  estate,  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  personal 
property,  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  special  franchises,  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  all  property  taxable  within  the  city, 
the  tax  rate  and  the  total  taxes,  together  with  a  summary  of  the 
tax  budget  At  least  ten  days  before  the  second  installment  of 
tax  upon  said  roll  shall  become  due,  the  treasurer  shall  publish 
and  mail  in  the  same  manner  a  similar  notice  of  the  times  of 
payment  and  the  penalties  and  fees  attaching  to  said  second 
installment  of  tax,  which  penalties  and  fee  shall  be  the  same  as 
upon  the  first  installment  of  said  tax. 

§  86.  Notice  to  delinquents.  If  any  tax,  or  instalhnent  thereof, 
shall  remain  uncollected  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned 
for  the  payment  thereof,  the  commissioner  of  finance  shall  give  a 
written  or  printed  notice  to  the  person,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion against  whom  such  tax,  or  installment  thereof,  stands 
charged.  Said  notices  shall  bear  even  date,  and  shall  require  said 
persons,  corporations  or  associations  to  pay  such  impaid  tax,  or 
installment  thereof,  to  said  commissioner  of  finance  at  his  office 
within  the  term  of  thirty  days  thereafter  with  interest  thereon 
at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  the 
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tax  became  a  lien  to  the  date  of  payment  thereof.  Such  notice 
may  be  served  personally  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the  residence 
or  place  of  business  of  such  person,  corporation  or  association  or 
by  malL  The  person  or  persons  serving  such  notice,  if  served  by 
a  person  other  than  the  conmiissioner  of  finance,  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  him,  and  an  affidavit  by  such  person  or  persons  of  the 
service  of  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places;  said  notice  so  served  shall  be  deemed  a  fuU  compliance 
with  the  statute,  which  requires  a  collector  of  taxes  to  call  at 
least  once  on  the  person  taxed  or  at  the  place  of  his  usual  resi- 
dence and  demand  the  payment  of  taxes  charged  on  his  property. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  require  such  notice  to 
be  given  to  unknown  owners  or  nonresidents  of  the  city,  whose 
residence  or  reputed  place  of  residence  is  not  known  and  who 
have  no  r^stered  agent  residing  in  said  city. 

§  87.  Collection  by  distress  and  sale.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the 
time  mentioned  in  the  last  section  for  the  payment  of  any  tax  or 
installment  thereof,  the  conmiissioner  of  finance  shall,  without 
delay,  issue  his  warrant,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  said  city, 
to  one  of  the  marshals  of  said  city,  conmianding  said  marshal  to 
collect  said  unpaid  taxes  and  fees  by  levy  and  sale  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  person  upon  whose  real  and  personal  property 
the  tax  is  assessed,  or  of  any  goods  or  chattels  in  his  or  her  pos- 
session,  whenever  the  same  may  be  found  in  the  city  of  White 
Plains  or  county  of  Westchester,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  com- 
missioner of  finance  and  return  such  warrant  within  thirty  days 
after  the  receipt  thereof;  and  no  claim  of  property  to  be  made  to 
such  goods  or  chattels  by  any  other  person  shall  be  available  to 
prevent  a  sale  thereof,  except  as  provided  by  law.  Such  city 
marshal  shall  levy  such  tax,  and  give  public  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  sale  of  the  property  levied  upon  by  him,  at  least 
five  days  previous  to  the  sale,  by  posting  the  same  in  at  least  three 
public  places  in  such  city.  The  sale  shall  be  by  public  auction. 
If  the  property  shall  be  sold  for  more  than  the  amount  of  the  tax 
and  fees,  and  the  cost  of  levy  and  sale,  the  surplus  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  person  entitled  thereto.  In  addition  to  the  amount 
of  the  tax,  and  the  percentage  and  interest  thereon,  there  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  under  said  warrant,  five  per  centum  of  such 
amount,  with  disbursements,  which  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  part 
of  the  cost  of  levy  and  sale,  and  which  the  marshal  making  the 
sale  shall  retain  as  full  compensation  for  his  services.     Where 
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Bcveral  sums  are  assessed  to  the  same  person  on  the  same  tax  list, 
such  sums  shall  be  deemed  to  be  one  tax  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  amount  of  the  marshal's  fees.  In  addition  to  the 
fees  and  penalties  above  provided,  said  marshal  shall  have  the 
right  to  demand  and  receive  of  the  delinquent  taxpayers,  five  per- 
centum  upon  each  dollar  of  delinquent  tax  collected  by  him 
without  levy  and  sale,  which  amount  shall  be  in  full  for  his  serv- 
ices in  making  such  collection. 

§  88.  Failure  of  marshal  to  return  warrant.  If  a  marshal  shall 
fail  to  return  a  warrant  issued  to  him  as  therein  required,  or  shall 
fail  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys  collected  or  received  by 
him,  or  to  render  a  full  and  true  accounting  thereof,  the  supreme 
court  or  any  justice  thereof,  on  the  application  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance,  or  the  corporation  counsel,  shall,  on  proof  by 
affidavit  or  otherwise,  summarily  enforce  such  return,  payment 
or  accounting  by  attachment  proceedings  thereon,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  such  marshal  were  a  sheriff  or  officer  of  that  court. 
If  any  marshal  appointed  under  this  act  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  pay  over  any  such  money  collected  by  him,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  89.  Sales  of  tax  liens  for  taxes  and  assessments;  proceedings. 
The  right  of  the  city  to  receive  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents 
and  the  lien  thereof,  may  be  sold  by  the  city,  and  after  such  sale 
shall  be  transferred,  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  title.  The 
right  and  lien  so  sold  shall  be  called  "  tax  lien  "  and  the  instru- 
ment by  which  it  is  assigned  shall  be  called  "  transfer  of  tax 
lien.'*  Whenever  any  tax  on  lands  or  tenements,  or  any  assess- 
ments on  lands  or  tenements  for  local  improvements,  shall  remain 
unpaid  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  time  the  same  shall 
have  been  fully  confirmed,  so  as  to  be  due  and  payable,  and  also 
whenever  any  water  rents  in  said  city  shall  have  been  due  and 
unpaid  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  time  the  same  shall 
have  been  due,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  conmiissioner 
of  finance  to  advertise  the  tax  liens  on  the  said  lands  and  tenements 
or  any  of  them  for  sale,  including  in  such  advertisement  the  tax 
lien  for  all  items  up  to  a  day  named  in  the  advertisement,  and 
by  such  advertisement  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  and 
tenements  respectively  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  of 
such  tax,  assessment  or  water  rents,  with  the  said  penalties  thereon 
so  remaining  unpaid,  together  with  the  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  fourteen  per  centum  per  annum  to  the  time  of  payment. 
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with  the  charges  of  such  notice  and  advertisement,  to  the  said 
commissioner  of  finance  and  notice  shall  be  given  by  such  adver- 
tisement that  if  default  shall  be  made  in  such  payment  the  tax 
lien  on  such  lands  and  tenements  will  be  sold  at  public  auction 
at  a  day  and  place  therein  to  be  specified,  for  the  lowest  rate  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  twelve  per  centum  per  annum,  at  which 
any  person  or  persons  shall  offer  to  take  the  same  in  consideration 
of  advancing  the  said  tax,  assessment  and  water  rents  and  penal- 
ties as  the  case  may  be,  the  interest  thereon  as  aforesaid  to  the 
time  of  sale,  the  charges  of  the  above  mentioned  notices  and 
advertisement  and  all  other  costs  and  charges  accrued  thereon; 
and  if,  notwithstanding  such  notice,  the  owner  or  owners  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  such  tax,  assessment,  water  rents  and 
penalties,  with  the  interest  as  aforesaid,  and  the  charges  attend- 
ing such  notice  and  advertisement,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  commissioner  of  finance  to  cause  such  tax  lien  on 
such  lands  and  tenements  to  be  sold  at  public  auction,  for  the 
purpose  and  in  the  manner  expressed  in  the  said  advertisement, 
and  such  sale  shall  be  made  on  the  day  and  at  the  place  for  that 
purpose  mentioned  in  the  said  advertisement,  and  shall  be  con- 
tinued from  time  to  time,  if  necessary,  until  all  the  tax  liens  on 
the  lands  and  tenements  so  advertised  shall  be  sold.  But  the  tax 
lien  on  houses  or  lots,  or  improved  or  unimproved  lands,  in  the  • 
city  of  White  Plains,  shall  not  be  hereafter  sold  at  public  auction 
for  the  nonpayment  of  any  tax,  assessment  or  water  rents  which 
may  be  due  thereon,  unless  notice  of  such  sale  shall  have  been 
published  once  in  each  week  successively  for  one  month  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  the  city,  which  advertisement  shall  contain, 
appended  to  said  notice,  a  particular  and  detailed  statement  of 
the  property  the  tax  lien  on  which  is  to  be  sold.  Or  the  said  de- 
tailed statement  and  description,  instead  of  being  published  in 
the  official  newspaper  of  the  city,  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  said 
commissioner  of  finance,  be  printed  in  a  pamphlet,  in  which  case 
copies  of  the  pamphlet  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  said 
commissioner  of  finance  and  shall  be  delivered  to  any 
nerson  applying  therefor.  And  the  notice  provided  for  in 
this  section  to  be  given  of  the  sale  of  tax  liens  on  houses 
and  lots  and  improved  and  unimproved  lands  shall  also 
state  that  the  detailed  statement  of  the  taxes,  assessments 
or  water  rents  and  the  property  taxed,  assessed,  or  on 
which  the  water  rents  are  unpaid,  is  published,  in  the  official 
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newspaper  of  the  city,  or  in  a  pamphlet,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
that  copies  of  the  pamphlet  are  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  said 
commissioner  of  finance  and  will  be  delivered  to  any  person  apply- 
ing for  the  same.  No  other  notice  or  demand  of  the  tax,  assess- 
meut  or  water  rent  shall  be  required  to  authorize  the  sale  of  tax 
liens  on  any  lands  and  tenements  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The 
commissioner  of  finance  may  cancel  any  certificate  or  lease  for 
unpaid  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents,  held  by  the  city  of 
White  Plains,  or  to  which  the  city  has  acquired  the  right,  and 
upon  such  cancellation  the  lien  of  such  tax,  assessment  or  water 
rent  shall  be  the  same  as  if  no  sale  for  such  unpaid  tax,  assessment 
or  water  rent  had  been  made. 

§  90.  Postponement  of  sales.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  com- 
missioner 3f  finance  to  suspend  or  postpone  any  sale  or  sales  of 
tax  liens  on  lauds  and  tenements  or  any  portion  thereof  which 
shall  have  been  advertised  for  sale,  to  any  time  not  exceeding 
fifteen  months  from  the  day  specified  in  any  such  advertisement. 
All  sales  which  shall  be  so  postponed  or  suspended  may  be  made 
without  further  advertisement,  other  than  a  general  notice  of  such 
postponement,  to  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the 
city. 

§  91.  Sales  of  tax  liens  to  be  conducted  by  the  commissioner  of 
finance.  The  commissioner  of  finance  or  his  deputy  shall  con- 
duct the  sales  hereinbefore  provided  to  be  made,  and  no  auctioneer 
other  than  said  commissioner  of  finance  or  his  deputy  shall  be 
employed  to  make  such  sale,  and  no  auctioneer's  fees  shall  be 
charged  thereon.  The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  require  from 
each  purchaser  of  a  tax  lien  at  the  time  of  such  sale  a  deposit  on 
account  of  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  lien  purchased 
by  him,  and  not  later  than  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  sale 
the  balance  shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioner  pf  finance  at  his 
office.  If  no  bid  shall  be  received  for  a  tax  lien  oflPered  for  sale 
the  commissioner  of  finance  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  White 
Plains  may  bid  in  the  said  tax  lien,  and  upon  such  bid  no  deposit 
or  payment  in  cash  shall  be  required  from  the  city.  When  the 
city  has  bid  in  any  tax  lien,  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  to  the  city  shall 
be  executed  by  the  said  commissioner  of  finance  in  the  form  and 
manner  prescribed  for  other  transfers  of  tax  liens,  and  the  city 
shall  have  the  same  rights  in,  to  and  under  such  transfer  of  tax 
lien  as  if  the  same  had  been  bought  by  any  other  person.  Trans- 
fer of  tax  lien  shall  be  made  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser  with- 
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out  charge  tipon  payment  of  the  amounts  therein  shown  to  he  due. 
In  case  any  purchaser  shall  not  complete  his  purchase  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  prescribed  as  herein  provided,  then  the  amount 
deposited  by  him  at  the  time  of  the  sale  shall  he  forfeited  to  the 
city,  and  the  entire  tax  lien  upon  the  lands  affected  by  such  pur- 
chase shall  be  sold  again.  Such  resale  shall  be  held  at  such  time 
as  the  commissioner  of  finance  mav  direct,  and  shall  be  advertised 
in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city  in  such  manner  and  for  such 
time,  not  less  than  two  weeks,  as  the  commissioner  of  finance  may 
direct  All  deposits  forfeited  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  into  the 
general  fund  of  the  city  of  "White  Plains. 

§  92.  Transfer  of  tax  liens.  A  transfer  of  tax  lien  shall  operate 
to  transfer  and  assign  the  tax  lien  upon  the  lands  or  tenements 
described  therein  for  the  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents,  and 
penalties  and  interest  thereon,  and  the  charges  of  the  notices  and 
advertisement  given  pursuant  to  section  eighty-nine  of  this  act, 
and  all  other  costs  and  charges,  so  advertised  for  sale,  free  of  all 
taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents  which  accrued  before  the  day 
of  the  date  mentioned  in  the  advertisement  of  the  sale  as  stated 
therein,  and  to  create  a  lien  upon  the  property  affected  thereby  for 
the  interest  to  which  the  purchaser  may  be  entitled  under  his 
bid,  but  subject  to  the  lien  for  and  right  of  the  city  to  collect  and 
receive  all  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents  which  accrued  or 
which  became  a  lien  on  and  after  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  first 
advertisement  of  such  sale  as  stated  therein.  A  transfer  of  tax 
lien  shall  contain  a  transfer  and  assignment  by  the  city  of  the 
tax  lien  sold  to  the  purchaser,  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  tax  lien  so  transferred,  and  the  items  of  taxes, 
assessments,  water  rents,  penalties  and  interest  composing  the 
tax  lien,  the  annual  rate  of  interest  which  the  purchaser  has  hid 
and  will  be  entitled  to  receive,  the  date  when  the  amount  of  the 
tax  lien  will  be  due,  and  a  description  of  the  real  property 
affected  by  the  tax  lien,  and  shall  refer  for  certainty  to  the  designa- 
tion of  said  lot  on  the  official  city  map,  by  its  lot  number  and  the 
number  of  tlie  block  and  ward  in  which  it  is  contained,  and  such 
other  identifying  description  as  the  commissioner  of  finance  may 
deem  proper  to  add.  Each  transfer  of  tax  lien  shall  be  subscribed 
by  or  in  behalf  of  the  commissioner  of  finance  making  the  sale, 
or  a  successor  in  office  of  such  commissioner  of  finance  and  shall 
be  acknowledged  by  the  officer  subscribing  the  same  in  the  manner 
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in  which  a  deed  is  required  to  be  acknowledged  to  be  recorded  in 
the  county  in  which  the  real  property  affected  is  situated. 

§  93.  Eecord  of  transfer  of  tax  liens.     The  commissioner  of 
finance  shall  keep  in  his  office  a  public  record  of  sales  of  tax  liens, 
and  a  copy  of  each  transfer  of  tax  lien  issued  by  him.    Assign- 
ments of  transfer  of  tax  lien  duly  acknowledged  may  be  filed 
and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  conmiissioner  of  finance.     A 
transfer  tax  lien  and  any  assignment  thereof,  duly  acknowledged, 
shall  be  deemed  conveyances  under   article  eight  of  the  real 
property  law,  and  may  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recording 
officer  of  any  county  in  which,  the  real  property  which  it  affects 
is  situated.     Transfers  of  tax  lien  and  all  assignments  thereof 
shall  be  recorded  by  recording  officers  in  the  same  manner  as 
mortgages  and  assignments  thereof,  but  without  payment  of  tax 
under  article  fourteen  of  the  tax  law.     The  record  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  finance  of  salei  of  tax  liens,  of  a  transfer 
of  tax  lien^  and  of  a  copy  of  a  transfer  of  tax  lien,  and  of  an  as- 
signment of  a  transfer  of  tax  lien ;  a  record  of  a  transfer  of  tax 
lien  in  the  office  of  a  recording  officer,  and  of  an  assignment  of 
tax  lien,  duly  acknowledged,  in  tie  office  of  a  recording  officer, 
shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  the  state  without  further  proof. 
A  transcript  of  any  record  enumerated  in  this  section,  duly  cer- 
tified, shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  the  state  with  like  effect 
as  the  original  instrument  of  record.     Neither  the  tax  Hen  nor 
the  rights  transferred  or  created  by  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  shall  be 
impaired  by  failure  of  a  recording  officer  to  record  a  transfer  of 
tax  lien  made  by  the  city  through  the  commissioner  of  finance. 
Unless  a  contrary  intent  appears,  a  tax  lien  shall  be  presumed  to 
be  satisfied  and  discharged  whenever  it  shall  appear  from  re- 
corded instruments  that  the  tax  lien  has  been  transferred  or 
assigned  to  the  owner  of  such  lands  or  tenements,  notwithstanding 
other  intervening  estates  or  liens. 

§  94.  UighiM  of  purchaser  of  tax  lien.  The  aggr^ate  amount  of 
each  tax  lien  transferred  pursuant  to  this  title  shall  be  due  three 
years  from  the  date  of  the  sale.  Until  such  aggregate  amount  is 
fully  paid  and  discharged,  the  holder  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  interest  on  such  aggregate  amount 
from  the  day  of  sale,  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July,  at  the  rate  which  the  purchaser  shall  have  bid.  At  the 
option  of  the  holder  of  any  transfer  of  tax  lien  the  aggregate 
amoxmt  thereof  shall  become  due  and  payable  after  default  in  the 
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payment  of  interest  for  thirty  days  or  after  default  for  six 
months  after  the  delivery  of  transfer  tax  lien  in  the  payment  of 
any  taxes,  assessments  or  water  rents,  which  become  a  lien  on 
and  after  the  day  of  the  date  mentioned  in  the  advertisement  of 
the  sale  as  stated  therein,  of  the  tax  lien  transferred  by  such 
transfer  of  tax  lien.     Any  person  having  a  legal  or  beneficial  in- 
terest in  property  affected  by  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  may  satisfy 
the  same  before  maturity  upon  giving  thirty  days'  notice  in  writ- 
ing to  the  holder  thereof  of  the  day  on  which  payment  will  be 
made  and  upon  payment  of  the  principal  with  interest  at  the 
rate  bid  to  a  time  three  months  after  the  date  so  fixed  for  pay- 
ment.   If  notice  of  intention  to  make  payment  be  given  as  herein 
provided,  and  such  payment  be  not  made,  then  the  whole  amount 
of  any  tax  lien  concerning  which  such  notice  shall  have  been 
given  shall  become  due  and  payable  at  the  option  of  the  holder 
thereof.     Or  any  such  person  may  pay  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance  such  principal  with  interest  at  the  rate  bid  up  to  a  day 
six  months  after  such  payment    In  case  such  payment  be  made 
to  the  commissioner  of  finance  he  shall  receive  the  same  for  the 
benefit  of  the  holder  of  the  tax  lien  thus  discharged,  and  shall 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  purchaser  or  the  personal  representa- 
tive or  assignee  of  the  purchaser,  by  mail,  addressed  to  such  ad- 
dress as  may  have  been  furnished  to  the  commissioner  of  finance. 
Upon  receiving  surrender  of  such  transfer  of  tax  lien  the  com- 
missioner of  finance  shall  pay  the  amount  thus  deposited  to  the 
person  who,  according  to  the  records  in  his  oflice,  appears  to  be 
entitled  thereto,  or  to  the  personal  representative  of  such  person. 
§  95.  IKscha]^  of  tax  liens.    A  tax  lien  sold  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  title  must  be  discharged  upon  the  record  thereof 
by  the  commissioner  of  finance,  when  payment  is  made  to  him  of 
the  principal  and  interest  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
and  also  when  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  is  surrendered  to  him  for 
cancellation  and  there  is  presented  to  him  a  certificate  executed  by 
the  purchaser,  or  the  personal  representative  or  assignee  of  the 
purchaser,  acknowledged  so  as  to  be  entitled  to  be  recorded  in  the 
county  in  which  the  real  property  affected  by  such  tax  lien  is 
situated,  certifying  that  the  tax  lien  has  been  paid  or  has  been 
otherwise  satisfied  and  discharged.    The  transfer  of  tax  lien  thua 
surrendered  and  such  certificate  of  discharge  must  be  filed  by  the 
commissioner  of  finance  and  he  must  note  upon  the  margin  of  the 
record  of  such  sale,  upon  such  transfer  of  tax  lien  and  upon  the 
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copy  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  kept  in  his  offioe,  a  minute  of  audi 
discharge  and  the  date  of  filing  thereof.  If  the  transfer  of  tax 
lien  shall  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  or  mutilated,  if  payment  be 
made  to  the  commissioner  of  finance,  or  if  a  certificate  of  dis- 
charge be  filed  as  hereinafter  provided,  application  for  an  order 
dispensing  with  the  surrender  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  may  be 
made  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  section  two  hundred 
and  seventy  of  the  real  property  law,  the  provisions  of  which,  so 
far  as  the  same  may  be,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  discharge  of 
tax  liens.  The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  upon  demand  issue  his 
certificate  showing  the  discharge  of  any  tax  lien  which  may  have 
been  duly  discharged  as  provided  in  this  section,  and  such  certifi- 
cate may  be  filed  in  any  ofiice  where  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  is  re- 
corded, and  any  recording  officer  with  whom  such  a  certificate  is 
filed  shall  record  the  same,  and  upon  the  margin  of  the  record  of 
such  transfer  of  tax  lien  in  his  office  shall  note  a  statement  that  the 
same  has  been  discharged  with  a  reference  to  the  record  of  such 
certificate  in  his  office. 

§  96.  Exemption  from  taxation.  Tax  liens  and  transfers  of  tax 
liens  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  by  the  state  or  any  local  sub- 
division thereof,  except  from  the  taxes  imposed  by  article  ten  of 
the  tax  law.  The  real  property  affected  by  any  tax  lien  shall  not 
be  exempt  from  taxation  by  reason  of  this  section. 

§  97.  Foreclosure  of  tax  lien.  If  the  amount  of  any  tax  lien 
which  shall  have  been  transferred  by  a  transfer  of  tax  Hen  shall 
not  be  paid  when  under  its  terms  and  provisions  of  this  title  such 
amount  shall  be  due,  the  holder  of  such  tax  lien  may  maintain  an 
action  in  the  supreme  court  to  foreclose  such  tax  lien.  In  an  ac- 
tion to  foreclose  a  tax  lien  any  person  shall  be  a  proper  party  of 
whom  the  plaintiff  alleges  that  such  person  has  or  may  have  or 
that  the  plaintiff  has  reason  to  believe  that  such  person  has  or 
may  have  an  interest  in  or  claim  upon  Ae  real  property  affected 
by  the  tax  lien.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  title  an 
action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien  shall  be  regulated  by  the  provisions 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  by  all  other  provisions  of  law, 
and  rules  of  practice  applicable  to  actions  to  foreclose  mortgages 
on  real  property.  The  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  may  be 
made  party  to  an  action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien  in  the  same  manner 
as  a  natural  person.  Where  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York 
or  the  city  of  White  Plains  is  made  a  party  defendant  the  com- 
plaint shall  set  forth,  in  addition  to  the  other  matters  required  to 
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be  set  forth  by  law,  detailed  facts  showing  the  particular  nature 
of  the  interest  in  or  the  lien  on  the  said  real  property  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  of  New  York  or  the  city  of  White  Plains,  and  de- 
tailed facts  showing  the  particular  nature  of  the  interest  in  or  the 
lien  on  said  real  property  which  plaintiff  has  reason  to  believe 
that  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  or  the  city  of  White 
Plains  has  or  may  have  in  the  said  real  property,  and  the  reason 
for  making  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  or  the  city  of 
White  Plains  a  party  defendant  Upon  failure  to  state  such  facts 
the  complaint  shall  be  dismissed  as  to  the  people  of  the  state  of 
New  York  or  the  city  of  White  Plains. 

§  98.  Pleading  transfer  of  tax  lien.  Whenever  a  cause  of  action, 
defense  or  counterclaim  is  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  tax  lien,  or 
is  in  any  manner  founded,  upon  a  tax  lien  or  a  transfer  of  tax 
lien,  the  production  in  evidence  of  an  instrument  executed  by 
the  collector  of  assessments  and  arrears,  in  the  form  prescribed 
in  section  ten  hundred  and  thirty  for  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  sub- 
scribed by  or  in  behalf  of  the  commissioner  of  finance  shall  be 
presumptive  evidence  that  the  lien  purported  to  be  transferred 
by  such  an  instrument  was  a  valid  and  enforceable  lien,  and  that 
it  has  been  duly  assigned  to  the  purchaser,  and  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  plead  or  prove  any  act,  proceeding,  notice  or  action, 
preceding  the  delivery  of  such  transfer  of  tax  lien  nor  to  estab- 
lish the  validity  of  tiie  tax  lien  transferred  by  such  transfer  of 
tax  lien.  If  a  party  or  person  in  interest  in  any  such  action  or 
proceeding  claims  that  a  tax  lien  is  irregular  or  invalid,  or  that 
there  is  any  defect  therein  or  that  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  is  irregu- 
lar, invalid  or  defective,  such  invalidity,  irregularity  or  defect 
must  be  specifically  pleaded  or  set  forth,  and  must  be  established 
affirmatively  by  the  party  or  person  pleading  or  setting  forth  the 
same^ 

§  99.  Judgment  upon  tax  lien.  In  every  action  for  the  fore- 
closure of  a  tax  lien,  and  in  every  action  or  proceeding  in  which 
a  cause  of  action,  defense  or  counterclaim  is  in  any  manner 
founded  upon  a  tax  lien  or  transfer  of  tax  lien,  such  transfer  of 
tax  liai  and  the  tax  lien  which  it  transfers  shall  be  presumed 
to  be  regular  and  valid  and  effectual  to  transfer  to  the  purchaser 
named  therein  a  valid  and  enforceable  tax  lien.  Unless  in  such 
an  action  or  proceeding  such  tax  lien  or  transfer  of  tax  lien  be 
found  to  be  invalid,  they  shall  be  adjudged  to  be  enforceable  and 
valid  for  the  amount  thereof  and  the  interest  to  which  the  holder 
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may  be  entitledy  and  a  tax  lien  transferred  by  a  transfer  of  tax 
lien  effectual  to  transfer  such  tax  lien  to  the  purchaser  named 
therein. 

§  100.  Tudgment  ot  foreolosure  of  tax  lien.  In  an  action  to  fore- 
close a  tax  lien,  unless  the  defendants  obtain  judgment,  the 
plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  a  judgment  establishing  the  validity 
of  the  tax  lien  so  far  as  the  same  shall  not  be  adjudged  invalid 
and  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien,  and  directing  the  sale  of  the  real 
property  affected  thereby,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  discharge  the  tax  lien,  or  such  items  thereof  as  shall  not 
be  adjudged  invalid  and  the  interest  thereon  and  all  other  accrued 
taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents  affecting  the  real  property, 
together  with  the  expenses  of  the  sale  and  the  costs  of  the  action. 

§  101.  Effect  of  judgment  foreclosing  tax  lien.  Every  final  judg- 
ment in  an  action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien  shall  be  binding  upon, 
and  every  conveyance  upon  a  sale  pursuant  thereto  shall  transfer 
to  and  vest  in  the  purchaser  all  the  right,  title,  interest  and  estate 
in  claim  upon  the  real  property  affected  by  such  judgment  of 
the  plaintiff,  each  defendant  upon  whom  the  summons  is  served, 
each  person  claiming  from,  through  or  under  such  a  defendant 
by  title  accruing  after  the  filing  of  notice  of  pendency  of  the 
action  or  after  the  entry  of  judgment  and  filing  of  the  judgment 
roll  in  the  proper  county  clerk's  ofiice,  and  each  person  not  in 
being  when  the  judgment  is  rendered,  who  afterwards  may  be- 
come entitled  to  a  beneficial  interest  attaching  to,  or  an  estate  or 
interest  in  such  real  property  or  any  portion  thereof,  provided 
that  the  person  presumptively  entitled  to  such  beneficial  interest, 
estate  or  interest  is  a  party  to  such  action  or  bound  by  such 
judgment  So  much  of  section  four  hundred  and  forty-five 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  as  requires  the  court  to  allow  a 
defendant  to  defend  an  action  after  final  judgment  shall  not  apply 
to  an  action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien.  Delivery  of  the  possession 
of  real  property  affected  by  a  judgment  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien 
may  be  compelled  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  sixteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  102.  Surplus.  Any  surplus  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  after 
paying  the  expenses  of  the  sale,  and  all  taxes,  assessments  and 
water  rents,  which  accrued  or  became  a  lien  on  and  after  the 
dav  of  the  date  mentioned  in  the  advertisement  of  the  sale  as 
stated  therein,  under  which  the  foreclosed  transfer  of  tax  lien 
was  issued  and  satisfying  the  amount  of  the  tax  lien  and  interest 
and  the  costs  of  the  action,  must  be  paid  into  court  for  the  use  of 
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the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto.  If  any  part  of  the  surplns 
remains  in  conrt  for  the  period  of  three  months,  and  no  applica- 
tion has  been  made  therefor^  the  conrt  mnst^  and,  if  an  applica- 
tion therefor  is  pending,  the  court  may  direct  snch  surplus  to  be 
invested  at  interest,  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
thereto,  to  be  paid  upon  the  direction  of  the  court 

§  108.  Foreclosed  tax  lien  not  arrears.  Any  party  to  an  action 
to  foreclose  a  tax  lien  or  any  purchaser  or  any  party  in  interest 
may  give  notice  of  such  foreclosure  to  the  commissioner  of  finance 
and  after  such  notice  the  items  which  constituted  the  tax  lien  thus 
foreclosed  shall  not  be  entered  by  the  commissioner  of  finance  in 
any  yearly  assessment  roll,  so  long  as  the  judgment  of  foreclosure 
of  such  lien  remains  in  force. 

§  104.  Procedure  when  no  bid  for  a  tax  lien  is  received.  If  no 
bid  be  received  for  a  tax  lien  on  any  parcel  of  property  at  a  duly 
advertised  sale  and  it  shall  appear  to  the  commissioner  of  finance 
that  the  taxes,  assessments,  water  rents,  penalties  and  accrued 
interest  amount  to  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  value  of  the 
property  that  the  security  is  insufficient  to  attract  bidders,  then 
and  in  that  event  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  the  corporation 
council  shall  investigate  the  facts  and  may,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  common  council,  fix  a  lesser  amount  for 
which  in  their  judgment  a  tax  lien  bearing  twelve  per  centum 
interest  can  be  sold.  A  certificate  in  writing,  signed  by  them, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  finance  setting  forth  the 
amount  so  determined  by  them,  together  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  reasons  for  such  reduction,  which  certificate  shall  include 
the  total  amount  of  the  taxes,  assessments,  water  rents,  penalties 
and  accrued  interest,  the  assessed  value  of  such  parcel  of  real 
estate,  and  the  value  of  the  land  as  the  same  appears  on  the  last 
preceding  assessment  roll.  Thereafter  such  reduced  amount  shall 
constitute  the  tax  lien  upon  said  real  property  for  the  items 
therein  enumerated,  unless  the  same  be  increased  as  hereinafter 
provided,  which  reduced  amount  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  seven  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  such  certificate 
until  fully  paid,  or  until  the  tax  lien  thus  fixed,  together  with 
the  lien  for  any  other  taxes,  assessments,  water  rents  and  penal- 
ties and  interest  becoming  liens  thereafter  shall  be  sold.  The 
commissioner  of  finance  shall  forthwith  advertise  the  tax  lien 
for  such  reduced  amount  for  sale  to  the  highest  bidder  in  the 
manner  provided  for  the  advertisement  for  the  sale  of  ordinary 
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tax  liens.  Such  tax  lien  shall  bear  interest  at  twelve  per  centum 
and  shall  be  sold  to  the  person  bidding  the  highest  amount  of 
money  in  excess  of  the  reduced  amount  so  fixed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance  and  corporation  counsel,  provided  that  if  the 

bidding  reaches  the  original  amount  of  the  tax  lien  on  the  real 
property  affected,  together  with  all  interest  and  penalties  thereon, 
the  sale  shall  proceed  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  -ninety- 
one,  if  such  tax  lien  be  sold  for  a  sum  greater  than  the  reduced 
amount  fixed  as  aforesaid  with  the  interest  and  penalties  thereon, 
then  such  greater  amount  shall  be  considered  the  tax  lien  upon 
the  real  property  affected  thereby.  If  no  bid  shall  be  received  at 
Fuch  sale,  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  corporation  counsel 
shall  reconsider  their  determination  and  may  file  a  new  certifi- 
cate in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  commissioner 
of  finance  shall  proceed  again  as  hereinbefore  directed.  Such 
procedure  shall  be  repeated  until  a  tax  lien  for  such  taxes, 
assessments,  water  rents  and  accrued  interest  shall  be  sold. 

§  105.  Beimbnnement  for  defective  tax  liens  or  transfer  of  tax 
liens.  If  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  be  vacated  or  be  set  aside  or  can- 
celed, or  if  it  be  adjudged  in  any  action  that  a  transfer  of  tax 
lien  is  invalid  or  defective,  or  not  sufficient  to  transfer  a  tax  lien 
to  the  purchaser  thereof,  or  if  in  any  action  to  foreclose  a  tax 
lien,,  it  be  adjudged  that  the  entire  tax  lien  is  void  and  not  a  valid 
lien  on  the  premises  which  it  purports  to  affect,  and  that  the 
complaint  be  dismissed,  the  purchaser  may  surrender  such 
transfer  of  tax  lien,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  such  judg- 
ment or  decree,  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  thereupon 
shall  be  repaid  by  the  city  the  amount  paid  for  such  transfer  of 
tax  Hen,  with  interest  from  the  time  of  such  payment  at  the  rate 
set  forth  in  the  transfer  of  tax  lien,  and  the  city  shall  pay  the 
taxed  costs,  and  disbursements  of  any  action  or  proceeding  in 
which  such  adjudication  is  made. 

§  106.  Beimbursement  when  part  of  tax  lien  is  defective.    If,  in 

any  action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien,  it  shall  be  adjudged  that  some, 
but  not  all  of  the  items  constituting  such  tax  lien  are  void  and  not 
a  valid  lien  on  the  premises  covered  by  such  tax  lien,  or  if  in  any 
action  or  proceeding  it  be  adjudged  that  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  is 
invalid  or  defective,  as  to  some  though  not  as  to  all  of  the  items 
transferred,  the  holder  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien,  by  instrument  in 
writing  duly  acknowledged,  shall  retransfer  to  the  city  the  items 
thus  affected,  and  shall  be  repaid  by  the  city  such  portion  of  the 
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amount  paid  for  snch  transfer  of  tax  lien  as  may  be  applicable 
to  the  items  thus  affected,  with  interest  from  the  time  of  such 
payment  at  the  rate  set  forth  in  the  transfer  tax  lien,  and  the 
city  shall  pay  the  taxed  costs  and  disbursements  of  any  action  or 
proceeding,  other  than  an  action  to  foreclose  the  tax  lien,  in  which 
such  adjudication  is  made.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  a  tax  lien  which  has  been  reduced  as  provided  in 
section  one  hundred  and  five,  unless  by  such  an  adjudication  the 
amount  of  the  tax  lien  which  shall  remain  valid  and  enforceable^ 
be  reduced  below  the  sum  bid  for  the  same  and  the  interest  thereon 
at  the  rate  to  which  the  holder  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  is  entitled, 
and  the  amount  repaid  by  the  city  shall  not  exceed  the  difference 
between  the  sum  to  which  the  tax  lien  has  been  reduced,  and  the 
sum  paid  therefor,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  which  the 
holder  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  is  entitled. 

§  107.  Owners  may  question  transfers  of  tax  liens.    Any  person 

interested  in  or  holding  a  lien  upon  any  real  property  affected  by 
any  unpaid  tax  lien  or  transfer  of  tax  lien,  may  file  a  written 
notice  with  the  commissioner  of  finance  claiming  that  a  transfer 
of  tax  lien  is  invalid  or  defective  or  that  a  tax  lien  which  has 
been  transferred  pursuant  to  this  title  or  which  is  advertised  to  be 
transferred  is  invalid,  defective,  void  or  ineffectual,  or  should 
be  vacated  or  set  aside.    The  conunissioner  of  finance  shall  trans- 
mit all  such  notices  to  the  corporation  counsel,  who  shall  ex- 
amine into  the  facts  and  proceedings  resulting  in  the  tax  lien  or 
transfer  of  tax  lien  mentioned  in  such  notice;  before  a  determina- 
tion is  had  the  corporation  counsel  shall  serve  a  copy  of  such  notice 
upon  the  holder  of  the  transfer  of  a  tax  lien  which  is  thus 
questioned  or  which  transfers  the  items  thus  questioned  and  shall 
give  such  holder  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.     The  corporation 
counsel  shall  certify  in  writing  his  opinion  upon  the  matters  and 
questions  raised  by  such  notice,  and  if  he  concludes  that  a  defense 
in  an  action  to  foreclose  the  tax  lien  would  succeed  in  whole  or  in 
part  he  shall  so  certify,  and  shall  recommend  what  action  shall 
be  taken  bv  the  city  concerning  the  same.     If  the  corporation 
counsel  concludes  that  such  defense  would  succeed  in  whole  or  in 
part  and  recommend  repayment  by  the  city  of  the  amount  paid 
for  a  transfer  of  a  tax  lien  which  would  be  applicable  to  any  item, 
he  shall  state  the  reasons  for  such  recommendation,  and  if  it  be 
approved  by  the  commissioner  of  finance  the  city  shall  require 
the  surrender  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien  or  the  retransfer  to  it 
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of  the  item  or  items  of  tax  lien  which  are  found  to  be  void  or 
defective,  and  shall  make  repayment  therefor  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  such  transfer  of  tax  lien,  tax  lien  or  items  had  been  adjudi- 
cated in  the  manner  provided  in  sections  one  hundred  and  five 
and  one  hundred  and  six.  Neither  the  provisions  of  this  section 
nor  any  act  or  proceeding  thereunder  shall  impair  or  in  any 
other  manner  affect  the  rights  or  remedies  of  any  person  interested 
in,  or  holding  any  lien  upon,  real  property  to  question  the  validity 
of  any  tax,  assessment,  water  rents  or  tax  lien,  or  any  part  or  item 
of  any  tax  lien. 

§  108.  Corporation  counsel  to  protect  interest  of  city.  No  claim 
shall  be  made  against  the  city  under  sections  one  hundred  and 
five  and  one  hundred  and  six  and  one  hundred  and  seven  by  the 
holder  of  any  tax  lien,  unless  action  to  foreclose  the  tax  lien  or 
transfer  of  tax  lien  upon  which  such  claim  is  founded  be  com- 
menced within  five  years  from  the  time  of  the  sale  resulting  in 
such  transfer  of  tax  lien.  Nor  shall  any  claim  be  made  against 
the  city  under  sections  one  hundred  and  five  or  one  hundred  and 
six  unless  within  ten  days  after  the  commencement  of  any  action 
or  proceeding  to  vacate,  set  aside  or  cancel  a  transfer  of  tax  lien, 
or  a  tax  lien  or  an  item  mentioned  in  a  transfer  of  tax  lien«  or 
unless  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of  any  pleadings  or  other 
paper  in  an  action  or  proceeding  in  which  any  transfer  of  tax  lien, 
or  item  mentioned  in  a  transfer  or*  tax  lien,  is  brought  into  ques- 
tion, sought  to  be  set  aside,  vacated  or  canceled,  or  which  sets 
forth  or  pleads  any  defense  to  an  action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien, 
a  notice  in  writing  be  served  upon  the  corporation  counsel  set- 
ting forth  the  question  or  objection  raised  to  the  best  knowledge 
of  the  holder  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien,  or  his  attorney  at  law, 
and  demanding  that  the  city  take  up  the  prosecution  or  defense 
of  the  action  or  proceeding.  All  proceedings  in  such  action  or 
proceeding  shall  be  stayed  for  thirty  days  or  such  shorter  time 
as  the  corporation  counsel  shall  stipulate  in  writing.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  corporation  counsel  to  examine  the  questions 
raised,  and,  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  city,  he  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  substituted  for  the  attorney  of  record  of  the 
holder  of  the  transfer  tax  lien,  or  to  appear  as  attorney  of  rec- 
ord for  the  holder  of  any  such  transfer  of  tax  lien,  to  conduct 
or  defend  any  such  action  or  proceeding  in  the  name  of  the  holder 
ot  the  transfer  of  tax  lien,  and  to  bring  any  other  action  or  pro- 

*  So  in  original. 
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ceeding  for,  on  behalf  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  holder  of  snoh 
transfer  of  tax  lien  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  to  take  appeals, 
and  to  argae  appeals  taken  by  the  adverse  party,  as  he  may  deem 
advisable.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  counsel  to 
protect  the  interest  of  the  city  in  all  matters,  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings relating  to  tax  liens  and  transfers  of  tax  liens ;  to  intei^ 
vene  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  of  the  holder  of  a  transfer  of  a  tax 
lien  in,  or  to  make  the  city  a  party  to  any  action  in  which  he 
believes  it  to  be  to  the  interest  of  the  city  so  to  do,  by  reason  of 
any  matter  arising  under  or  relating  to  any  tax  lien  or  transfer 
of  tax  lien,  or  advertisement  of  sale  of  tax  liens.  In  any  action 
or  proceeding  in  which  the  corporation  coimsel  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  substituted,  or  shall  appear,  it  shall  be  without 
expense  to  the  holder  of  the  transfer  of  tax  lien,  and  all  costs 
recovered  on  behalf  of  such  holder  of  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  in 
any  action  or  proceeding  conducted  or  defended  by  the  corpo- 
ration counsel  shall  belong  to  the  city  and  shall  be  collected,  ap- 
plied, and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  as  are  other  costs  recovered 
by  the  city. 

§  109.  Defeotive  or  invalid  transfer  of  tax  lien;  proceedii^  anew. 
If  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  be  vacated  or  be  set  aside  or  canceled  or 
if  it  be  adjudged  that  a  transfer  of  tax  lien  is  invalid  or  defec- 
tive, or  insu£Scient  to  transfer  a  tax  lien  to  the  purchaser  thereof, 
or  if  in  any  action  to  foreclose  a  tax  lien,  it  be  adjudged  that  a 
tax  lien  is  not  a  valid  lien,  on  the  premises  which  it  purports  to 
affect  because  of  some  irregularity  in  the  proceedings  had,  and 
if,  in  pursuance  of  any  such  adjudication,  the  purchaser  of  said 
transfer  of  tax  lien  shall  have  surrendered  such  transfer  of  tax 
lien  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  and  shall  have  been  repaid  by 
the  city,  the  amount  paid  for  such  transfer  of  tax  lien,  with  in- 
terest and  costs  and  disbursements  of  the  said  action  or  proceed- 
ing in  which  such  adjudication  was  made,  then  and  in  that  event, 
the  tax  lien  which  was  purported  to  be  transferred  and  assigned 
in  such  transfer  of  tax  lien  shall  remain  as  a  valid  lien  upon  the 
premises  which  it  affects,  except  to  such  extent  as  it  may  have 
been  adjudged  irregular  or  invalid,  and  the  commissioner  of 
finance  shall  proceed  to  sell  anew,  as  provided  in  section  ninety 
of  this  act,  so  much  of  the  said  tax  lien  as  is  not  invalid  as  if  no 
prior  sale  purporting  to  transfer  the  said  tax  lien  had  taken 
place. 

§  110.  Lost  transfer  of  tax  lien;  delivery  of  duplicate  in  case  of. 

Whenever  any  transfer  of  tax  lien  given  by  the  conmiissioner  of 
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finance  as  in  this  title  provided,  shall  be  lost,  the  commissioner 
of  finance  may  receive  evidence  of  such  loss,  and  on  satisfactory 
proof  of  the  fact  may  execute  and  deliver  a  duplicate  to  such 
person  or  persons  who  shall  appear  entitled  thereto,  and  may  also, 
in  his  discretion,  require  a  bond  of  indemnity  to  the  city  of  White 
Plains. 

§  111.  Other  remedies  to  colleot  taxes  not  affeoted.  The  actions 
to  enforce  personal  liability,  the  supplementary  proceedings  and 
the  foreclosure  actions  herein  provided  for,  are  in  addition  to 
the  other  methods  provided  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  city 
of  White  Plains,  and  not  dependent  upon  them  or  any  of  them 
or  any  step  thereof. 

§  112.  Collection  of  taxes  heretofore  levied.  All  annual  taxes, 
local  assessments  and  all  other  assessments  whatso^sver  heretofore 
taxed,  assessed  or  charged  by  the  village  of  White  Plains,  or  by  its 
officers,  may  be  collected  in  the  name  of  the  city  by  the  corpora- 
tion counsel,  by  supplementary  proceedings  or  foreclosure  of  tax 
liens,  as  provided  herein  for  the  collection  of  taxes^  and  such 
methods  are  in  addition  to  other  methods  provided  for  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  and  assessments,  and  not  dependent  upon  them 
or  any  of  them;  and  in  such  actions,  supplementary  proceedings 
and  foreclosures  all  items  inserted  in  the  annual  tax  rolls  must 
be  collected  as  a  part  of  the  annual  taxes  upon  the  same  property 
against  which  such  items  were  inserted,  with  interest,  penalties 
and  fees,  the  same  as  upon  the  annual  taxes.  No  action,  sup- 
plementary proceedings  or  foreclosure  action  may  be  conmaenced 
to  collect  taxes  heretofore  levied  until  after  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  date  when  the  same  shall  have  become  due  and 
payable. 

§  113.  Statute  of  limitation  not  a  defense.  In  any  action  or 
proceeding  to  which  the  city  of  White  Plains  or  any  of  its  officers 
is  a  party,  and  in  which  it  is  claimed  that  annual  taxes,  local 
assessments  or  other  charges,  or  assessments  whatsoever,  here* 
after  taxed,  assessed  or  charged,  are  due  and  owing  the  city,  or 
in  which  it  is  sought  to  collect  the  same,  the  statute  of  limitations 
is  not  a  bar  or  defense  to  the  right  of  the  city  or  its  officers  to 
recover  or  offset  such  taxes,  local  assessments  or  other  assessments. 

§  114.  Limitation  of  right  to  attack  sales  under  tax  foreclosure. 

An  action  cannot  be  maintained  to  recover  real  estate  thereafter 
sold  under  a  judgment  or  in  an  action  brought  to  foreclose  the 
lien  of  a  tax,  or  to  foreclose  the  equity  of  redemption  remaining 
after  the  sale  thereof  for  a  tax,  or  to  recover  any  right,  title,  in- 
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terest  or  equity  of  redemption  in  or  to  real  estate  so  sold,  unless 
the  action  therefor  is  commenced*  within  one  year  after  the  entry 
of  judgment  of  foreclosure  and  sale  in  case  of  sales  hereafter  had, 
and  within  one  year  from  the  time  this  act  takes  effect  in  case  of 
sales  heretofore  had.  The  limitations  herein  provided  apply  to 
and  bar  nonresident  persons,  persons  temporarily  absent  from  the 
state,  minors,  insane  persons,  persons  in  prison  and  all  other 
persons  and  corporations  whether  under  disability  or  not. 

§  116.  Collection  of  local  assessments.    Whenever  an  assessment 

roll  for  local  improvements  shall  be  delivered  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance,  he  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  the  official 
paper,  one  insertion;  and  within  five  days  from  the  date  of  the 
notice  so  published  he  shall  cause  a  written  or  printed  notice  to 
be  given  to  every  person,  owner,  occupant  or  agent  of  real  estate 
assessed  for  the  local  improvement,  within  the  city,  from  whom 
an  assessment  may  be  due,  specifying  the  amount  and  for  what 
purpose  the  assessment  was  made,  and  when  payable.  Such 
notice  may  be  served  personally  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  the 
residence  or  place  of  business  of  such  person,  owner,  occupant 
or  agent,  or  may  be  served  by  depositing  it  in  the  post-office  with 
the  postage  prepaid  thereon,  properly  folded  and  directed  to  such 
owner,  occupant  or  agent,  stating  that  an  assessment  roll  for  local 
improvement  has  been  left  with  him  for  collection,  and  that  the 
same  may  be  paid  to  him  within  the  times  and  with  interest  at 
the  same  rates,  provided  in  this  act  for  the  collection  of  city 
taxes.  If  any  assessment  or  installment  shall  remain  unpaid  at 
the  expiration  of  the  time  mentioned  for  the  payment  thereof, 
the  commissioner  of  finance  shall,  without  further  notice,  proceed 
to  collect  by  distress  and  sale  and  the  sale  of  tax  liens  as  directed 
for  the  collection  of  the  city  taxes. 

§  116.  Collection  of  tax  or  local  assessment  by  suit.  Whenever 
any  tax  or  local  assessment  levied  or  assessed  upon  any  person, 
copartnership  or  property,  with  the  fees,  interest,  additions  and 
expenses  which  have  by  law  been  added  thereto,  shall  remain 
unpaid  at  the  time  the  city  marshal  shall  make  the  return  re- 
quired by  this  act,  the  commissioner  of  finance  shall,  when 
directed  by  the  common  council,  maintain  an  action  in  his  name 
of  office  for  the  amount  of  such  tax,  fees,  additions  and  expenses 
remaining  unpaid  and  uncollected,  against  any  person,  copart- 
nership or  corporation  liable  for  such  tax,  or  local  assessment,  or 
the  representatives  of  such  corporation,  copartnership  or  person. 
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in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  which  the  proceedingBy 
costSy  judgments,  supplementary  proceedings  thereon  (which  sup- 
plementary proceedings  are  hereby  authorized  and  given,  irrespec- 
tive  of  the  amount  of  the  judgment  recoyered)  and  ezecution5 
shall  be  the  same,  and  with  like  effect  as  in  actions  between  public 
officers  and  individuals  and  in  civil  actions  generally  under  the 
code  of  civil  procedure;  the  amount  collected  by  any  such  action 
or  proceeding  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  said  oommissioner  of 
finance,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  same  had  been  col- 
lected by  the  sale  of  real  estate  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
relating  to  the  collection  of  impaid  taxes,  and  the  same  costs  and 
disbursements  may  be  allowed  against  the  person  examined  in 
such  supplementary  proceedings,  but  none  shall  be  allowed 
against  the  city.  The  warrant  delivered  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  that  all  the  previous  pro- 
ceedings, including  the  assessing  and  levying  of  the  tax  or  local 
assessment,  were  r^ular  and  according  to  law.  A  judgment  in 
such  action  in  favor  of  the  city  shall  not  release  or  in  any  manner 
affect  the  lien  of  any  tax  or  assessment  until  satisfied,  and  noth- 
ing in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  or  held  to  repeal 
or  abridge  any  other  remedy  or  power  given  for  the  collection  of 
taxes  or  local  assessments  in  the  city  of  White  Plains.

§  117.  Duties  of  commissioner  of  public  works.  The  commis- 
sioner of  public  works,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  common  council,  shall  manage  and  have  charge  of  the  construc- 
tion, improvement,  repair  and  maintenance  and  the  cleaning, 
lighting  and  sprinkling  of  streets,  sidewalks,  alleys,  bridges  and 
other  public  highways ;  of  the  municipal  water  works ;  of  sewers. 
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drains,  ditches,  culverts,  streams  and  water  courses ;  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  waste  and  garbage ;  and  of  all  public  buildings  and 
public  places,  boulevards,  squares,  parks  and  grounds  belonging 
to  the  city  or  dedicated  to  public  use  and  of  all  public  utilities 
of  the  city ;  he  shall  have  charge  of  the  making  and  preservation 
of  all  surveys,  maps,  plans,  drawings  and  estimates  for  said  pub- 
lic works;  the  preservation  of  all  tools  and  appliances  belonging 
to  the  city  and  pertaining  to  his  department.  He  shall  be  the 
purchasing  agent  and  as  such  shall  make  all  purchases  and  all 
contracts  for  supplies  and  materials  of  every  nature  for  the  city, 
or  for  any  officer,  department  or  board  of  the  city,  or  for  any 
office,  official  building,  or  institution  and  for  the  construction  of 
all  public  improvements  for  payment  of  which  the  city  shall  be 
liable.  He  shall  have  such  further  power  and  duties  as  may  be 
provided  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council. 

§  118.  Jnrisdiotion  of  commissioner  of  pnblic  works  ovor  streets. 
The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  the  superintendence 
of  highways  and  bridges  within  the  city  and  within  the  limits 
thereof,  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  town  boards  and  superin- 
tendents of  highways  of  towns,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

§  119.  Bules  and  regulations  for  discipline  of  employees.  The 
commissioner  of  public  works  shall  establish  and  promulgate  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  employment  and  dismissal  of  employees 
of  the  department,  and  for  the  discipline  and  government  of  the 
same. 

§  120.  What  deemed  pnblio  streets.  The  following  shall  be 
deemed  public  streets  within  the  city: 

1.  All  streets  in  public  use  within  said  city  laid  out  as  streets 
or  public  highways  under  any  law  of  this  state,  or  under  any 
proceedings  authorized  by  the  statutes  of  this  state. 

2.  All  streets  not  laid  out  or  recorded  under  any  statute  of  thift 
state,  or  by  proceedings  authorized  by  such  statutes,  but  which 
have  been  worked  or  improved  by  the  city  and  shall  have  been 
used  as  public  streets  or  highways  for  twenty  years  or  more. 

3.  All  such  streets  heretofore  dedicated  to  the  public  use  in 
pursuance  of  law  or  hereafter  dedicated  and  accepted  by  the 
common  council  as  provided  in  this  title. 

§  121.  Streets  deemed  abandoned.  Every  street  that  shall  not 
have  been  used  by  the  public  as  a  street  for  six  years,  and  every 
street  that  shall  not  have  been  opened  and  worked  within  six 
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years  from  the  time  it  shall  have  been  dedicated  to  the  use  of  the 
public,  or  laid  out  as  a  street,  shall  cease  to  be  a  street;  but  the 
period  during  which  any  action  or  proceedings  shall  have  been 
or  shall  be  pending  in  regard  to  any  such  street  shall  form  no 
part  of  such  six  years. 

§  122.  Dedication  of  streets  and  parks.  Whenever  any  lands  are 
sold  or  conveyed  within  the  city  of  White  Plains  and  de- 
scribed in  the  deed  or  conveyance  thereof  as  abutting  upon  or 
bounded  by  any  street,  park  or  square,  which  is  owned  wholly 
or  partly  by  the  grantor  in  such  deed  or  conveyance,  and  such 
street  shall  not  be  one  of  the  public  streets  of  said  city,  as  de- 
fined in  the  preceding  section  but  one,  or  such  park  or  square  shall 
not  be  one  of  the  public  parks  or  squares  of  said  city,  the  fact 
of  such  sale  or  conveyance  of  lands  so  described  shall  be  deemed 
a  dedication  O  the  public  use  by  the  grantor  of  the  street,  park 
or  square,  as  so  described,  in  the  description  of  the  land  so  sold 
or  conveyed  or  in  any  map,  plan  or  survey  referred  to  in  such 
description,  and  filed  in  the  raster's  office  of  the  county  of 
Westchester. 

§  123.  Acceptance  of  dedication.  Whenever  any  street,  park  oi 
square  shall  have  been  dedicated  to  the  public  use,  the  common 
council  may,  by  ordinance,  adopted  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  its  members,  taken  by  ayes  and  nays  and  recorded  in 
its  minutes,  accept  such  dedications.  Thereupon  the  street  so 
dedicated  and  accepted  shall  be  a  public  street  within  said  city, 
and  the  park  or  square  so  dedicated  and  accepted  shall  be  one  of 
the  public  parks  or  squares  of  said  city. 

§  124.   Survey  and  description  of  streets  dedicated.    Whenever 

anj  street,  park  or  square  shall  have  been  accepted,  as  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  provided,  the  common  council  shall  cause  a  suiToy, 
map  and  description  thereof  to  be  made  by  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  and  by  him  reported  to  the  common  council,  stating 
the  course,  distance,  width  and  boundaries  of  the  street,  park  or 
square  so  accepted.  Such  survey  shall  be  entered  at  length  in 
the  minutes  of  the  common  council,  and  a  copy  thereof  duly  cer- 
tified by  the  city  clerk  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  any  pro- 
ceeding, of  the  location  of  said  street,  park  or  square. 

§  125.  Becord  of  streets,  parks  and  squares.  The  common  council 
may,  by  ordinance,  cause  such  streets,  public  parks  or  squares  in 
said  city  as  shall  have  been  used  for  twenty  year^,  and  are  not 
sufficiently  described,  or  have  not  been  duly  recorded,  to  be  as- 
certained, described  and  entered  of  record  in  its  miinitcs,  and  the 
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record  thereof,  and  of  such  as  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out,  or  of 
such  as  have  been  dedicated  and  accepted  by  the  common  council, 
or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  existence  and  location  of  such  streets,  parks  and  squares,  as 
therein  described. 

§  126.    Power  of  common  council  as  to  street  improvementt. 

Under  the  restrictions  and  limitations  hereinafter  prescribed  the 
common  council  may,  by  ordinance,  provide  for : 

1.  The  laying  out,  opening,  constructing  and  making  of  streets, 
public  grounds,  squares,  parks,  drains,  culverts,  arches  and  bridges 
in  said  city. 

2.  Widening,  narrowing,  altering  or  discontinuing  of  any  street, 
public  ground,  square  or  park  or  any  part  thereof  in  said  city. 

But  no  street,  or  any  part  thereof,  i^all  be  discontinued,  except 
upon  the  written  petition,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  of  all 
persons  owning  the  lands  fronting  upon  the  street,  or  upon  the  part 
thereof  so  discontinued. 

§  127.  Expense  of  street  improvements.  The  expense  and  cost  of 
all  street  improvements  authorized  by  the  conmion  council,  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  except  the  expense  and  cost 
of  repairing  and  rebuilding  culverts,  arches  or  bridges,  shall  be 
borne  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
benefited  thereby,  and  shall  be  apportioned,  assessed  and  collected 
according  to  the  provisions  herein  contained,  and  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  such  property  from  and  after  the  time  of  the  confirmation 
of  the  apportionment  and  assessment  thereof.  "No  such  improve- 
ment shall  be  made  or  contracted  for  until  the  estimated  or  as- 
certained expense  thereof  shall  have  been  appoii;ioned  and  assessed 
upon  the  property  benefited  thereby,  and  such  apportionments  and 
assessments  shall  have  been  confirmed  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  But  the  common  council  may  authorize  the  ipaking 
of  any  of  the  improvements  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section 
at  the  expense  of  the  city  at  large,  in  cases  where  the  expense 
thereof,  estimated  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  not  exceed  three 
hundred  dollars.  Or,  in  case  such  conmion  council  shall  deem  it 
equitable,  it  may,  by  ordinance,  provide  that  a  portion  of  the  entire 
expense,  stating  the  amount  in  such  ordinance,  shall  be  charged 
against  the  city  at  large,  and  the  remainder  assessed  locally,  as 
in  this  section  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  128.  Petition  to  common  council  for  street  improvements. 
Whenever  a  petition  for  the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  narrow- 
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ing,  altering,  oonstruction  or  making  of  any  street,  public  ground, 
square,  park,  culvert,  arch  or  bridge,  signed  by  three  or  more  free- 
holders of  said  city,  shall  be  presented  to  the  common  council,  the 
said  common  council,  if  it  shall  deem  the  same  worthy  of  con- 
sideration, shall  proceed  as  follows :  Such  petition  shall  be  entered 
at  length  in  the  minutes  of  the  common  council.  The  common 
council  shall  examine  the  subject,  and  if  the  proposed  improve- 
ment is  deemed  proper  and  expedient,  the  common  council  shall 
cause  the  commissioner  of  public  works  to  make  a  map  and  survey, 
showing  the  location  of  such  proposed  improvement,  and  the 
particular  lots  or  parcels  of  lands,  if  any,  required  therefor,  and 
the  names  of  the  owners  or  occupants  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same 
can  be  ascertained,  and  report  to  the  common  council  his  opinion 
as  to  the  propriety  of  the  proposed  improvement,  with  an  estimate, 
in  items,  of  the  probable  cost  and  expense  thereof,  including  the 
amoimt  of  damages  which,  in  his  judgment,  will  be  sustained  in 
consequence  thereof,  by  the  owners  and  occupants  of  lands  and 
buildings,  if  any  required  to  be  taken  for  such  improvement 
Such  report  shall  also  designate  the  district  of  assessment,  in- 
cluding that  portion  of  the  city  which,  in  its  judgment,  will  be 
benefited  by  such  improvement,  and  i^ould  be  assessed  for  the 
cost  and  expense  thereof.  Such  survey  and  map  shall  be  presented 
with  such  report 

§  129.  Notice  of  proposed  improvement;  hearing  and  action 
thereon  by  common  council.  The  common  council,  upon  the  presen- 
tation of  such  report,  unless  it  shall  determine  to  deny  the  peti- 
tion for  such  improvement,  shall  direct  the  city  clerk  to  give  no- 
tice by  publication  thereof,  for  at  least  four  successive  days  in 
the  official  newspaper  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  com- 
mon council  will  consider  the  matter  of  such  proposed  improve- 
ment, which  time  shall  be  not  less  than  six  days  from  the  first 
publication  of  such  notica  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in 
such  notice,  the  common  council  shall  meet,  and  then,  or  at  such 
other  time  as  a  majority  of  its  members  then  present  may  ap- 
point, shall  hear  all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard  upon  the  matter 
of  said  proposed  improvement  and  with  reference  to  the  district 
of  assessment,  and  shall  take  such  action  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 
No  such  improvement  shall  be  ordered  except  by  an  ordinance, 
adopted  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
of  the  common  council.  The  ordinance  directing  such  improve- 
ment shall  require  and  direct  that  the  cost  and  expense  thereof 
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shall  be  defrayed  by  local  assessment,  unless  it  shall  have  been 
determined  by  the  common  council  that  a  portion  of  such  cost 
and  expense  should  be  charged  to  the  city  at  large,  and  shall 
designate  that  portion  of  the  city  which  shall  be  assessed  there- 
for ;  such  ordinance  shall  also  contain  a  description  of  the  lots  or 
parcels  of  land,  if  any,  required  for  such  improvement. 

§  130.  Acquisition  of  land  by  oontraot.  After  the  adoption  of 
such  ordinance  the  commissioner  of  public  works  may  contract 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  of  the  lands  required  for  said 
improvement  for  the  sale  thereof,  to  said  city,  at  a  price  to  be 
stated  in  said  contract,  which  price  shall  be  approved  by  the 
common  council,  and  shall  be  payable  at  some  time  after  the 
final  confirmation  of  the  apportionment  and  assessment  of  tlio 
probable  cost  and  expense  of  said  improvement,  as  hereinafter- 
provided,  and  upon  the  delivery  of  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  or 
deeds  of  the  lands  so  contracted  for,  conveying  to  the  said  city 
in  fee  the  lands  so  purchased,  free  and  clear  of  all  liens  and 
incumbrances. 

§  131.  Aoqnirition  of  land  by  legal  proceedings.    Whenever  anv 

lands  are  required  for  such  improvement,  for  the  purchase  of 
which  no  contract  shall  be  made,  as  provided  for  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section,  the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  have  the  right  to 
acquire  title  to  the  same  by  condemnation. 

§  132.  Report  to  be  filed.  Whenever  any  report  of  commis- 
sioners appointed  in  any  condemnation  proceedings  shall  br 
confirmed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  corporation  counsel  shall  cause* 
a  copy  thereof,  and  of  the  order  confirming  the  same,  eadi  duly 
certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  finance  and  a  duplicate  thereof  in  the  office  of 
the  city  clerk.  Thereupon  the  said  report,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
has  been  confirmed,  and  the  confirmation  thereof,  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  therefrom  within  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

§  133.  Statement  of  estimated  cost;  determmation  of  amount  to 

be  assessed.  Whenever  an  ordinance  directing  such  improvement 
shall  have  been  adopted,  and  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be 
paid  for  taking  any  land  therefor,  if  any  be  required,  shall  have 
been  finally  ascertained  and  fixed,  as  aforesaid,  the  city  clerk  shall 
make  and  present  to  the  common  council  a  statement,  in  items, 
of  the  estimated  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement,  which 
estimate  shall  include  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  for 
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the  property,  if  any,  to  be  taken  for  such  improvement,  the  prob- 
able cost  and  expense  of  doing  the  work,  or  furnishing  the 
materials  therefor,  required  for  such  improvement,  as  determined 
either  by  the  contracts  therefor  or  estimate  of  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  of  the  amount  which  will  be  required,  if  done 
otherwise  than  by  contract,  all  sums  paid  or  to  be  paid  by  the 
city  for  surveyors',  printers',  commissioners'  and  witnesses'  fees, 
and  the  costs  and  disbursements  of  the  corporation  counsel  for 
and  on  account  of  such  improvement,  and  all  other  expenses  inci- 
dental thereto.  The  common  council  shall  thereupon  consider  the 
said  statement  presented  by  the  city  clerk  and  fix  and  determine 
the  amount  to  be  apportioned  and  assessed  as  and  for  the  probable 
.    cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement. 

§  134.  Apportionment  of  assessment.  The  common  council  shall 
thereupon  direct  the  city  assessor  to  apportion  and  assess  the 
amount  fixed  and  determined  as  the  probable  cost  and  expense 
of  such  improvement,  upon  the  several  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
within  the  district  of  assessment  designated  in  such  ordinance, 
m  proportion  to  the  benefits  derived  by  such  lands  and  premises 
respectively,  from  the  making  of  such  improvement. 

§  135.  Duties  of  assessor;  report.  The  assessor  shall  thereupon 
give  five  days'  notice,  in  the  official  newspaper,  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  he  will  attend  to  enter  upon  his  duties,  at  the  time 
and  place  so  appointed,  or  at  any  other  time  within  thirty  days 
to  which  he  may  adjourn,  he  shall  view  the  location  of  the  pro- 
posed improvement,  and  tlie  lands  upon  which  said  probable  cost 
and  expense  thereof  are  to  be  apportioned  and  assessed,  and  appor- 
tion and  assess  the  amount  so  fixed  and  determined  as  the  prob- 
able cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement,  upon  the  several 
pieces  and  parcels  of  land  within  the  district  of  assessment  in 
proportion,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  benefit  which  each  of  said 
parcels  of  land  shall  be  deemed  by  him  to  acquire  thereby,  and 
make  a  written  report  thereof  to  the  common  council.  Such 
report  shall  contain  his  apportionments  and  assessments  and  a 
designation  or  description  of  the  several  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
assessed  and  the  names,  if  known,  of  the  owners  thereof,  or  if  such 
owners  be  unknown,  that  fact  shall  be  so  stated ;  and  the  amount  by 
them  assessed  upon  each  of  such  lots  or  parcels.  Such  lots  or 
parcels  may  be  designated  by  their  numbers  upon  any  city  map 
adopted  by  the  common  council,  or  by  any  other  definite  descrip- 
tion thereof.  Such  report  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk. 
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§  186.  Notice  of  filing  report;  objections;  confirmation;  re- 
apportionment. The  common  council  shall  give  notice,  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  official  newspaper,  that  such  report  is-  filed  with  the 
city  clerk,  and  that  at  a  time  to  be  specified  therein,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  thereof,  it  will 
proceed  to  a  consideration  of  such  report.  Prior  to  said  day  any 
person  may  file  with  the  city  clerk  written  objections  to  such  re- 
port, or  any  part  thereof,  which  objections  shall  be  read  before 
the  common  council  before  any  action  shall  be  taken  on  such  re- 
port. At  the  time  so  appointed,  or  at  such  other  time,  to  which  it 
may  adjourn,  for  that  purpose,  the  conamon  council  may  hear  the 
allegations  of  any  person  interested,  who  shall  have  filed  such  ob- 
jections, and  may  take  proof  in  relation  thereto.  Such  allegations 
and  proofs  shall  be  confined  to  the  matters  stated  in  such  written 
objections.  The  common  council  may  thereupon  confirm  such  re- 
port, without  alterations,  or  with  such  alterations  therein  as  they 
may  deem  proper.  The  confirmation  of  such  report  by  the  com- 
mon council  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  unless  an  appeal  be  taken 
therefrom,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  common  council  shall 
direct  the  proper  warrant  for  collection  to  be  attached  to  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  such  report. 

§  137.  Payment  of  assessment.  The  city  clerk  shall  deliver  a 
copy  of  such  report,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
common  council  confirming  the  same,  each  duly  certified  by  him, 
with  the  proper  warrant  attached  thereto,  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance,  and  such  certified  copy  of  report  and  ordinance  of  con- 
firmation shall  be  deemed  the  assessment  roll  for  said  improvement, 
and  the  amounts  stated  therein,  as  chargeable  to  tho  respective  per- 
sons or  properties,  shall  be  collected  by  the  commissioner  of  finance 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  local  assessments  are  directed  to  be 
collected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  collection  of 
local  assessments. 

§  188.  Eecovery  of  payment  erroneondy  paid.  When  any  such 
assessment  shall  be  paid  by  or  collected  of  any  person,  and  by 
agreement  or  law  the  same  ought  to  have  been  borne  or  paid  by 
any  other  person,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  so  paying  to  sue 
for  and  recover  of  the  person  bound  to  pay  the  same  the  amount 
so  paid  with  interest  and  costs. 

§  189.  Appeals  from  assessments  for  benefits.  Any  person 
affected  by  any  assessment  report  apportioning  and  assessing  the 
cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement,  or  by  the  confirmation 
thereof  by  the  common  council,  as  herein  provided,  may,  at  any 
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time,  within  ten  days  after  the  confirmation  thereof,  appeal  to  the 
special  term  of  the  supreme  court  from  such  assessment,  report  and 
confirmation,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  140.  Notice  of  appeal;  nndertaking.  Any  appeal  mentioned  in 
the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  made  by  serving  upon  the  cor- 
poration counsel,  or  the  president  of  the  common  council,  and 
upon  the  city  clerk,  a  notice  of  appeal  to  the  special  term  of  the 
supreme  court  from  the  report  and  determination  appealed  from, 
with  an  undertaking  to  said  city,  duly  executed  and  acknowledged 
by  two  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the 
common  council,  corporation  counsel,  or  the  county  judge  of  West^ 
Chester  county,  in  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  diligent  prosecution  of  said  appeal  and  for  the  payment  of 
all  damages,  costs  and  charges  which  may  be  awarded  against  him 
on  such  appeal ;  and  by  payment  to  the  city  clerk  of  his  fees  for 
making  returns  on  such  appeal,  which  fees  shall  be  ten  cents  per 
folio  of  the  matter  to  be  returned. 

§  141.  Stay  of  proceedings.  The  service  of  such  notice  of  appeal 
and  xuidertaking,  with  payment  of  the  fees  as  aforesaid,  shall  stay 
all  further  proceedings  by  the  common  council  and  by  the  officers 
of  said  city  in  relation  to  the  subject-matter  of  such  appeal  until 
decision  thereon. 

§  142.  Eetnm  on  appeal.  The  city  clerk  shall  forthwith,  after 
any  such  appeal  is  perfected  as  aforesaid,  make  a  copy  of  the  re- 
port and  determination  appealed  from,  copies  of  all  papers  on  file 
in  his  office,  and  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council  re- 
lating to  the  subject-matter  of  such  appeal.  The  city  clerk  shall 
attach  such  papers  to  the  notice  of  appeal  and  affix  thereto  his 
certificate  that  they  are  true  and  correct  copies  of  all  such  papers, 
and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Westchester  county* 
Such  papers  shall  constitute  the  return  on  appeal. 

§  143.  Hearii^f  on  appeal;  rehearing  before  common  council. 
Either  party  may  bring  such  appeal  to  a  hearing  before  special 
term  of  the  supreme  court  held  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  upon 
a  notice  of  eight  days.  Such  court  shall  hear  and  consider  the 
appeal,  and  examine  all  questions  of  law  and  fact  that  may  be 
presented  by  the  return  of  such  appeal,  and  may  by  its  order 
confirm,  reverse  or  modify  such  report  and  determination  in 
whole  or  in  part.  In  caso  of  a  reversal,  the  court  may  direct  a 
rehearing  before  the  common  council.  Upon  such  rehearing  the 
same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  upon 
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the  original  hearing  of  the  matter.  If  upon  such  appeal  it  shall 
appear  to  the  said  court  that  any  party,  other  than  the  appellant, 
has  an  interest  in  the  suhject-matter  of  such  appeal,  which  will 
be  affected  by  the  determination  thereof,  such  court  may  direct 
that  such  party  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  on  such 
appeal  in  such  manner  as  it  shall  direct,  before  the  decision 
thereof. 

§  144.  Costs  on  appeal.  In  case  the  court  shall  affirm  the  report 
and  determination  appealed  from,  the  obligors  in  the  undertaking 
on  appeal  above  mentioned  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  the  city  the 
same  costs  as  are  allowed  upon  appeals  to  the  appellate  division 
of  the  supreme  court  from  a  judgment  in  a  civil  action,  and  the 
necessary  disbursements  upon  such  appeals,  to  be  adjusted  by 
the  clerk  of  Westchester  county.  In  case  of  a  determination  of 
such  appeal,  other  than  an  affirmance,  the  court  shall  direct  the 
costs  to  be  awarded,  and  to  and  against  whom.  If  such  costs  be 
awarded  against  the  city,  they  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  after 
adjustment  and  entry  of  judgment  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
judgments  against  the  city  are  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act 

§  145.  Payment  of  awards;  deposit  in  certain  cases.  Whenever 
the  amount  of  compensation  for  lands,  if  any,  required  to  be  taken 
for  such  improvement  shall  be  finally  ascertained  and  fixed,  and 
the  assessment  of  the  probable  cost  and  expense  of  such  improve- 
ment shall  have  been  finally  made  and  confirmed,  the  common 
council  may,  and  within  four  months  after  such  assessments  have 
been  so  finally  fixed  and  determined,  shall  cause  the  compensa- 
tion and  damages  so  ascertained  and  fixed  to  be  paid  or  tendered 
to  the  respective  parties  to  whom  they  are  awarded.  But  if  any 
of  such  parties  are  infants,  idiots,  lunatics  or  persons  judicially 
declared  to  be  incompetent  to  manage  their  afifairs,  or  unknown, 
or  nonresidents  of  the  county  of  Westchester,  or  if  the  right  of 
any  person  to  the  compensation  or  damages  awarded  to  him  shall, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  common  council,  be  in  doubt,  the  common 
council,  instead  of  paying  or  tendering  to  such  parties  the  com- 
pensation or  damages  so  awarded  to  him  or  them,  may  deposit 
the  same  with  the  county  treasurer  of  Westchester  county  to  the 
credit  of  whomsoever  may  be  entitled  thereto  accompanied  with 
the  description  of  the  land,  for  the  taking  of  which  such  com- 
pensation or  damages  were  awarded,  and  a  statement  of  the  facts 
in  each  case.     The  moneys  so  deposited  shall  be  held  by  said 
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county  treasurer  as  moneys  paid  into  court,  and  as  to  such  moneys 
he  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  or 
by  the  rules  of  the  supreme  court  in  relation  to  moneys  paid  into 
court  and  held  by  him. 

g  146.  Payment  or  deposit  of  excess  of  award  over  assessment. 
Whenever  the  compensation  for  lands  4;aken  for  such  improvement 
has  been  finally  determined  and  is  awarded  to  a  party  who  is  the 
owner  of  land  assessed  for  the  benefit  of  such  improvement,  the 
city  may  pay  or  deposit,  as  hereinbefore  directed,  the  excess  of 
the  amount  of  compensation  so  awarded  over  and  above  the 
amount  so  assessed,  and  upon  such  payment  or  deposit  of  such 
excess  the  city  may  take  and  shall  hold  in  fee  the  lands  for  which 
such  compensation  was  awarded. 

§  147.  Construction  of  improvement  After  the  city  shall  have 
acquired  the  right  to  the  possession  of  the  lands,  if  any,  required 
for  such  improvement,  or  if  no  lands  are  required  for  such  im- 
provement, then  inmiediately  after  the  probable  cost  and  expense 
of  such  improvement  shall  have  been  fixed  and  determined  as 
provided  herein,  the  work  required  for  such  improvement  shall 
bo  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioner  of  public 
works,  who  shall  keep  a  particular  account  of  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense thereof,  and  return  the  same  to  the  common  council,  with 
his  certificate  of  its  correctness,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
completion  of  the  work,  which  account  shall  include  all  necessary 
expenses  incidental  to  the  work.  All  such  work  shall  be  done  by 
contract  1^  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  or  otherwise  as 
provided  in  this  act 

§  148.  Apportionment  of  excess  of  assessment.  If  the  amount 
assessed  for  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement  was 
greater  than  was  necessary  therefor,  the  common  council  shall 
apportion  the  amount  of  such  excess  among  the  several  parcels 
of  land,  originally  assessed  for  such  improvement,  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  so  assessed  thereon  respectively,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance  shall  pay  to  the  owners  of  such  parcels  respec- 
tively who  shall  have  paid  the  original  assessment  thereon,  the 
amount  of  such  excess  so  apportioned  by  the  conunon  council  to 
the  said  respective  parcels. 

§  149.  Assessment  and  oolleotion  of  deficiency.  If  the  amount 
assessed  for  the  probable  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement 
is  less  than  the  actual  cost  and  expense  thereof,  the  common  coun* 
f*il  shall  reassess  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  upon  the  lands 
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originally  assessed  for  such  improvement,  apportioning  the  same 
to  the  several  parcels  pro  rata  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  of 
such  original  assessments.  The  city  clerk  shall  enter  such  as- 
sessment of  deficiency  in  the  minutes  of  the  common  council,  and 
shall  deliver  a  list  of  the  same,  with  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  by 
which  the  same  was  made  and  determined,  duly  certified,  to  the 
commissioner  of  finance,  with  the  proper  warrant  attached 
thereto,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  for  the  collection 
of  such  assessments  for  deficiency  as  are  hereinbefore  authorized 
to  be  taken  for  the  collection  of  the  first  assessment,  with  the 
same  rights,  powers  and  eflfect  in  every  respect. 

§  160.  City  share;  how  paid.  The  remainder  of  said  expense 
not  collected  by  local  assessments  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
be  paid  from  the  highway  fund,  or  the  common  council  may,  in 
its  discretion,  add  such  remainder  to  the  annual  tax  budget  of 
the  year  in  which  such  expense  shall  have  been  incurred,  and 
collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses 
of  the  city;  or,  to  pay  such  deficiency,  the  common  council  may 
issue  notes  of  the  city  payable  not  later  than  the  first  day  of 
April  next  succeeding  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such  work  is  com- 
pleted, and  the  common  council  may  issue  bonds  as  provided  in 
this  act. 

§  151.  Establishment  and  alteration  of  grades  and  names  of 
streets.  The  conmion  council  shall,  by  ordinance,  establish  the 
grade  of  any  street,  and  may,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  its 
members,  change  the  grade  of  any  street  theretofore  established 
whenever,  in  its  opinion,  the  public  interests  will  be  promoted  by 
such  change,  but  where  such  change  shall  involve  the  raising  or 
lowering  of  any  walk  or  curb  which  shall  have  been  placed  on  the 
former  grade,  the  expense  incident  to  such  change  shall  be  borne 
by  the  city  and  paid  from  the  highway  fund.  The  common  coun- 
cil shall  not  alter  the  name  of  any  street,  except  by  ordinance, 
and  unless  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  abutting  on  such 
street  shall  petition  therefor,  in  which  case  a  majority  vote  shall 
be  sufficient 

§  152.  Discontiniiance  of  streets.  Whenever  the  common  council 
shall  contemplate  the  discontinuance  of  any  street,  it  shall  cause 
a  notice  to  be  published  for  ten  days  in  the  official  newspaper 
of  the  city  of  its  intention  so  to  do,  and  that  all  persons  inter- 
ested may  be  heard  in  reference  thereto  at  a  time  stated  in  such 
notice.     If  it  shall  be  determined  to  discontinue  the  street,  and 
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any  peTson  shall  claim  to  be  damaged  by  such  discontinuance, 
such  alleged  damages,  unless  agreed  to  by  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  and  approved  by  the  common  council,  must  be  as- 
certained and  determined  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  ascer- 
taining damages  for  lands  taken  for  the  opening  of  streets.  An 
ordinance  discontinuing  any  street  shall  require  the  affinnative 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council. 

§  153.  Sidewalka;  curbs;  how  to  be  built  and  maintained.  The 
building  and  maintaining  in  good  order  of  all  sidewalks  and  curbs, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  grading  and  trestling  there- 
for, and  the  building  of  necessary  retaining  walls  to  prevent  the 
earth  from  caving  from  underneath  said  walks,  and  piers  for  the 
support  thereof,  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  premises  in 
front  of  which  they  are  required,  or  at  the  expense  of  the  owners 
thereof. 

§  154.  Commissioner  of  public  works  to  order  work  to  be  done. 
Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  any 
of  the  work  specified  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  necessary  to 
be  done,  he  shall  order  the  same  to  be  done  within  a  specified  time, 
and  in  case  said  premises  shall  be  in  actual  occupation  of  any  per- 
son, such  person,  or  the  owner  of  the  premises,  shall  be  served  with 
a  notice  in  which  shall  be  stated  in  general  terms  what  has  been 
ordered  to  be  done  and  the  time  within  which  it  has  been  required. 

§  166.  Notice  and  service;  proof  of  service.  The  notice  specified 
in  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  signed  by  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  and  shall  be  served  personally  or  by  leaving  it  with 
some  person  of  suitable  age  at  the  place  of  residence  of  such  occu- 
pant or  owner,  or  it  may  be  served  by  depositing  it  in  the  post- 
office  with  the  postage  prepaid  thereon,  properly  folded  and 
directed  to  such  occupant  or  owner,  at  his  place  of  residence,  if 
known,  or  if  not,  then  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  An  affidavit 
stating  the  time  and  manner  of  the  service  of  such  notice  shall  be 
made  by  nny  person  having  knowledge  thereof,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  which  affidavit,  when  so 
filedy  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  of  the  facta 
therein  contained. 

§  156.  If  owner  fails,  commissioner  of  public  works  to  cause  work 
to  be  done.  If  any  work  shall  not  be  done  within  the  time  limited 
therefor,  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall,  by  contract  or 
otherwise,  cause  it  to  be  done,  and  shall  forthwith  make  a  state- 
ment of  the  expense  thereof,  with  a  description  of  the  premises 
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in  front  of  which,  the  work  shall  have  been  done  and  shall  assess 
the  expense  of  said  work,  with  ten  per  centum  additional;^  upon 
said  premises,  or  upon  the  owner  thereof,  and  in  case  said  prem- 
ises shall  not  be  in  actual  occupation  of  any  person  said  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  may  cause  said  work  to  be  done  forthwith, 
and  without  notice,  and  the  expense  thereof  to  be  assessed  in  the 
same  manner. 

§  157.  Expense  thereof;  how  collected.  The  commissioner  of 
public  works  shall  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises  assessed,  a  brief 
description  of  said  premises  and  the  amount  of  such  assessment, 
and  a  bill  or  statement  of  the  amount  of  such  assessment  shall  be 
sent  by  mail  or  be  presented  personally  to  such  owner  or  occu- 
pant, if  his  address  be  known,  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  mailed 
to  such  owner  or  occupant,  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  Any 
person  or  the  owner  of  any  premises  so  assessed  may  pay  such 
assessment,  together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  from  the  time  such  assessment  was  made,  and  upon 
such  payment  the  record  of  such  assessment  shall  be  canceled. 

§  158.  Assessment  roll;  when  made  up;  notioe  of  completion  of 
roll;  filing;  delivery  to  council;  warrant.  During  the  month  of 
January  in  each  year  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall 
make  up  an  assessment  roll  of  all  unpaid  assessments  to  the  time 
of  the  making  of  said  roll,  adding  to  each  of  such  assessments 
interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
shall  thereupon  give  public  notice  in  the  official  newspaper  for  one 
week  of  the  completion  of  said  roll,  and  that- the  same  will  remain 
in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  for  the  term  of 
ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice,  during  which  time  any  per- 
son interested  may  examine  said  roll;  and  at  the  expiration  of 
said  ten  days,  and  on  a  day  and  hour  and  at  a  place  to  be  speci- 
fied in  said  notice,  the  conunissioner  of  public  works  will  attend 
and  hear  any  objections  to  said  assessment,  and  shall  decide  upon 
all  objections,  and  shall,  if  need  be,  alter  and  correct  said  roll, 
and  when  complete,  the  said  commissioner  of  public  works  shall 
sign  said  roll  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk,  who  shall 
place  the  same  before  the  common  council,  and  said  common 
council  shall  thereupon  cause  the  proper  warrant  to  be  attached 
and  the  roll  delivered  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  assessments  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
assessments  for  local  improvements  are  directed  to  be  collected 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Every  assessment  made  as 
aforesaid  upon  lands  or  buildings,  together  with  the  fees  for  col- 
lection thereof  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  and  charge  on  such 
lands  or  buildings  on  which  or  in  respect  to  which  such  assess- 
ments shall  have  been  made  from  the  time  of  the  confirmation  of 
the  assessment  roll  provided  for  in  the  last  preceding  section,  by 
the  common  council. 

§  169.  Contract  work  on  streets.  The  cleaning  and  keeping  clean 
of  streets,  alleys,  public  squares,  crosswalks  and  gutters  may  be 
done  by  contract,  if  the  commissioner  of  public  works  deems 
proper,  in  which  case  the  work  shall  be  let  annually;  and  when- 
ever the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  order  any  material  to 
be  furnished,  or  work  to  be  done  in  grading,  excavating,  filling  up 
or  graveling  streets  or  public  places,  the  same  may  be  done  by 
contract,  except  in  cases  of  temporary  repairs.  Such  contract,  if 
made,  shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  in 
pursuance  of  advertisements  for  sealed  proposals.  The  grade 
shall  be  established,  and  in  all  cases  an  estimate  furnished,  of  the 
number  of  yards  of  grading,  excavating  or  filling  up  to  be  done, 
or  earth  or  gravel  to  be  furnished. 

§  160.  Cleaning  snow  and  ioe  from  walks.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  lot  fronting  upon  any  public  street, 
alley,  park,  or  place  within  the  city,  to  clean  and  keep  free  from 
snow  and  ioe  in  such  manner  as  the  ordinances  of  the  city  shall 
provide,  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  premises  of  such  owner,  and 
upon  failure  so  to  do,  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  done  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  shall  charge 
such  expense,  with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  centum  additional  thereon 
to  such  owner,  and  a  bill  or  statement  thereof  shall,  on  or  before 
May  first  in  each  year,  be  personally  presented  or  mailed  to  such 
owner  at  White  Plains,  New  York.  If  payment  of  such  bill  shall 
not  be  made  on  or  before  June  first  of  such  year,  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  shall  make  a  list  of  all  unpaid  accounts, 
alphabetically  arranged,  and  file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  give 
public  notice  of  such  filing  by  publication  in  the  official  paper, 
two  insertions,  that  said  .list  has  been  made  and  filed  and  that 
for  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  said  notice 
said  list  may  be  examined  by  any  person  interested  therein,  and 
that  upon  a  day  and  hour  stated  in  such  notice,  and  at  least  ten 
days  after  the  first  publication  thereof,  he  will  attend  at  his  office 
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to  hear  any  objections  to  said  list,  and  pass  upon  all  objections, 
and,  if  need  be,  alter  and  correct  said  list  After  said  hearing  and 
making  of  the  necessary  corrections,  if  any,  he  shall  attach  thereto 
his  certificate  that  such  hearing  has  been  had  and  that  said  list 
is  now  complete,  and  file  the  same  with  the  commissioner  of 
finance,  whereupon  the  several  sums  mentioned  in  said  list  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  assessed  against  the  several  persons  named  therein, 
and  the  commissioner  of  finance  shall,  when  extending  the  next 
general  tax  upon  the  city  assessment  roll,  place  such  amount*) 
thereon  as  against  the  property  of  the  person  named  in  said  list, 
and  such  amounts  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time,  in  the  same 
manner  and  by  the  same  proceedings  as  other  taxes  on  said  roll. 

§  161.  Sewers;  preliminary  ordinance  for  construction;  power  of 
city  to  enter  private  lands.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall, 
by  ordinance,  declare  its  intention  to  construct  a  sewer  or  sewers, 
it  shall  specify  in  such  ordinance  the  size  and  points  between  which 
the  same  is  or  are  intended  to  be  made,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
sewering  or  draining  any  street  or  streets  in  said  city,  whether  said 
street  or  streets  have  been  dedicated  to  the  city  or  accepted  or 
not,  it  shall  have  the  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  sewered,  and 
the  said  council  is  empowered  and  authorized,  when  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  sewering  or  draining  any  street  or  streets,  to  con- 
struct a  sewer  upon  and  through  the  land  of  any  owner  in  said 
city,  and  for  that  purpose  the  common  council,  and  those  acting 
by  its  direction,  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any  grounds  in 
said  city. 

§  102.  Survey  and  estimate.  By  direction  of  the  common  council, 
the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  make  a  survey  and  plan 
for  the  proposed  sewer,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  each 
kind  of  material  and  also  the  amount  of  excavation,  the  damages 
to  land,  together  with  the  total  cost  of  the  same,  which  survey,  plan 
and  estimate  shall  be  filed  witli  the  city  clerk. 

§  163.  Notice  of  intention.  The  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  in  the  ofiicial  newspaper  of  the  intention  to  construct  such 
sewer  or  sewers,  and  of  the  size,  length  and  estimated  cost  of  the 
same.  The  first  publication  of  such  notice  shall  be  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  work  shall  be  ordered. 

§  164.  Objections;  hearing;  order  for  construction.    At  any  time 

after  the  first  publication,  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section, 
any  person  interested,  aggrieved  or  liable  to  be  assessed  for  the 
construction  of  said  sewer,  may  present,  in  writing,  objections  to 
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the  common  oomicil  against  the  consti-uction  of  such  sewer  or 
sewers.  The  common  council  shall  hear  all  objecftions  so  presented 
with  the  evidence  which  may  be  oflFered,  and  after  such  hearing, 
if  it  shall  dismiss  such  objections,  or  if  no  objections  are  presented, 
it  may  order  the  construction  of  such  sewer  or  sewers,  with  all 
necessary  connections,  to  the  curb  line. 

§  165.  Advertisement  for  proposals.  The  city  clerk  shall  deliver 
a  copy  of  the  ordinance  of  the  common  council  determining  to 
construct  such  sewer,  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  who 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  such  sewer,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  166.  Council  may  temporarily  borrow  funds.  In  case  there  . 
shall  not  be  sufficient  of  said  funds  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
then  the  common  council  may  temporarily  borrow,  upon  the  notes 
of  said  city,  the  necessary  moneys,  said  notes  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  moneys  raised  in  the  annual  tax  budget  for  paying  deficiencies 
on  sewers  or  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds  to  raise  such 
deficiencies. 

§  167.  Frontage  tax;  amount;  lien  of.  Upon  the  acceptance  .of 
any  proposal  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  or  sewers,  or  when 
the  common  council  shall  determine  to  construct  any  sewer  or 
sewers  by  days'  work,  where  such  sewer  or  sewers,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  shall  be  constructed  along  any  street,  the  lands  fronting 
upon  such  street  and  which  are  provided  with  sewage  facilities 
by  the  construction  of  such  sewer  or  sewers  shall  be  subject  to  a 
frontage  tax  of  eighty  cents  per  lineal  foot  upon  the  line  of  such 
street  upon  which  said  sewer  or  sewers  shall  be  constructed,  ex- 
cept the  comer  lots  shall  be  subject  to  a  frontage  tax  of  forty 
cents  per  lineal  foot  upon  the  line  of  said  street  upon  which  said 
sewer  or  sewers  shall  be  constructed,  and  the  further  frontage 
tax  of  forty  cents  per  lineal  foot  upon  the  intersecting  streets, 
a  distance  of  not  exceeding  the  number  of  feet  front  of  such  lot 
upon  the  line  of  the  street  upon  which  said  sewer  shall  be  con- 
structed; and  where  lands  fronting  upon  any  street  are  fur- 
nished with  sewer  facilities  by  the  construction  of  a  sewer  through 
private  lands,  the  said  lands  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  frontage 
tax  upon  the  street  upon  which  said  lands  front,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  construction  of  a  sewer  along  such  street  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  said  lands ;  but  only  one  frontage  tax  shall  be  levied  upon 
any  lands,  except  that  corner  lots  wliicli  have  not  been  assessed 
the  full  distance  upon  both  streets  shall,  upon  the  construction 
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of  a  sewer  upon  the  intersecting  street,  be  subject  to  a  frontage 
tax  of  forty  cents  per  lineal  foot  upon  the  portion  of  the  frontage 
not  previously  assessed,  and  except  that  any  lot  extending  through 
from  street  to  street  and  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  depth 
shall  be  subject  to  a  frontage  tax  of  eighty  cents  per  lineal  foot 
upon  each  street  The  frontage  tax  above  provided  for  shall 
form  the  acceptance  of  the  proposal  for  the  work,  or  from  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  determining  to  build  by  days' 
work,  be  a  lien  upon  such  lands  until  paid. 

§  168.  Assessment  roll  and  prooeedings  thereon.  The  commis- 
sioner of  finance  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the  common  council, 
proceed  to  make  out  an  assessment  roll  of  said  frontage  tax,  in  the 
same  form,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  for  opening  streets,  and  shall 
file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  shall  thereupon  give  public  notice 
in  the  official  paper  for  one  week,  that  the  same  has  been  filed  in 
his  office,  and  will  remain  in  his  office  for  the  term  of  ten  days 
from  the  date  of  such  notice,  during  which  time  any  persons  in- 
terested may  examine  said  roll,  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  ten 
days,  and  on  a  day  and  hour  and  at  a  place  to  be  specified  in 
said  notice,  he  shall  attend  and  hear  any  objections  to  said  assess- 
ment, and  shall  decide  upon  all  objections,  and  shall,  if  need  be, 
alter  and  correct  said  roll,  and  when  complete  the  said  commis- 
sioner of  finance  shall  sign  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk ; 
whereupon  and  within  one  week  any  party  deeming  himself  ag- 
grieved may  file  with  the  clerk  a  written  appeal  therefrom  to 
the  common  council  briefly  stating  therein  the  grounds  of  such 
appeal.  Whereupon  the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  hear 
and  determine  such  appeal  or  appeals  and  affirm  or  reverse  the 
assessment.  In  case  of  affirmance,  the  proceedings  to  collect  the 
said  tax  or  assessment  shall,  thereafter,  be  the  same  as  if  no 
appeal  had  been  taken;  in  case  of  reversal,  said  commissioner 
of  finance  shall  proceed  to  make  out  a  new  assessment  roll  of  said 
frontage  tax,  in  accordance  with  the  determination  of  the  com- 
mon council,  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk,  which  shall  be 
conclusive  upon  all  parties. 

§  169.  Payment  of  assessment.  The  city  clerk  shall  deliver  a 
copy  of  such  assessment  roll,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  ordinance 
of  the  common  council  confirming  the  same,  each  duly  certified 
by  him  with  the  proper  warrant  attached  thereto,  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance,  and  such  certified  copy  of  report  and  ordinance 
of  confirmation  shall  be  deemed  the  assessment  roll  for  said  im- 
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provement,  and  the  amount  stated  therein  as  chargeable  to  the 
respective  persons  or  properties  shall  be  collected  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance  in  the  same  manner  as  other  local  assessments 
are  directed  to  be  collected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  relating 
to  the  collection  of  local  assessments. 

§  170.  DisposltioiL  of  exoess  of  assessment;  city  to  pay  deflciency. 
In  case  the  assessments  so  collected  shall  exceed  the  total  cost  of 
the  sewer  or  sewers  with  connections  for  which  the  assessments 
are  made,  the  excess  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  sewer  fund 
of  said  city.  In  case  the  assessment  so  collected  shall  fall  short 
of  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  total  cost  of  constructing 
such  sewer  or  sewers  with  connections,  the  deficiency  shall  be 
paid  by  the  city  from  the  general  sewer  fund,  and  the  common 
council,  subject  to  the  limitations  in  the  next  section  contained, 
is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  there  is  not  sufficient  moneys  in 
the  general  sewer  fund  to  pay  such  deficiency,  to  add  such  de- 
ficiency, or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  annual  tax  budget  of  the  year 
in  which  such  deficiency  shall  occur,  or  of  the  succeeding  year, 
and  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  city  are  collected. 

§  171.  May  issue  bonds;  when;  limitation  of  amount.  When- 
ever in  the  opinion  of  the  common  council  the  public  interests 
require,  or  will  be  promoted  by  the  expenditure  of  a  greater 
amount  of  money  in  any  one  year  for  the  construction  of  sewers, 
than  it  is  expedient  to  raise,  by  direct  taxation,  in  said  year,  it 
may  issue  bonds  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  in  this  act 

§  172.  Amount  famnff  due  to  be  included  in  tax  levy.  Said 
bonds,  principal  and  interest,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  the  taxable 
property  of  said  city,  real  and  personal,  and  such  property  is 
hereby  pledged  for  their  payment;  and  to  pay  the  principal  and 
mterest  coming  due  in  any  year  upon  said  bonds  the  common 
council  shall  have  power  to  add  the  necessary  amount  to  the  annual 
tax  budget  as  required. 

§  173.  Sewer  through  private  lands ;  cost  of,  how  paid.  When,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  common  council,  it  shall  become  necessary  in 
order  to  abate  a  nuisance,  or  the  public  interests  require,  said 
council  may  make  a  sewer  or  sewers  through  the  private  lands  of 
any  person,  persons,  corporations  or  associations,  upon  the  assess- 
ment and  payment  of  damages,  as  in  the  case  of  taking  of  private 
lands  for  streets,  and  where  such  sewer  or  sewers  do  not  furnish 
sewage  facilities  for  street  lots  along  its  routes,  the  whole  expense 
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of  the  construction  of  such  sewer  shall  be  borne  by  the  city,  and 
shall  be  paid  from  the  general  sewer  fund,  or  from  the  proceeds 
of  bonds  issued  as  provided  in  this  act. 

§  174.  Proceedings  to  obtain  right  of  way.  Whenever  the  com- 
mon council  shall  order  a  public  sewer  to  be  made  through  the 
lands  of  any  person,  corporation  or  association,  such  proceedings 
shall  be  had  to  appoint  commissioners  to  ascertain  and  assess  the 
damage  to  the  parties  interested  as  is  prpvided  by  the  sections  of 
this  title  relating  to  the  taking  of  private  lands  for  streets,  and 
said  sections  are  hereby  declared  to  apply  to  proceedings  under 
tliis  section,  and  by  such  proceedings  tiie  city  of  White  Plains 
shall  acquire  a  permanent  right  of  way  for  a  sewer  of  any  size 
or  depth,  with  the  right  to  repair  or  relay  such  sewer  at  any  time. 

§  175.  Contract  price;  when  due;  may  borrow  funds  for  portion  of 
cost  not  paid  by  frontage  tax.  The  contract  price  of  any  sewer  con- 
structed under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  due  and  payable 
within  sixty  days  after  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  work, 
and  for  the  portion  not  to  be  paid  by  frontage  tax,  the  common 
council,  in  case  funds  are  not  available  for  its  payment,  may  tem- 
porarily borrow  the  same  upon  the  notes  of  the  city,  or  may  issue 
to  the  contractor  certificates  of  indebtedness  therefor,  such  notes 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  however,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
moneys  raised  in  the  annual  tax  budget  for  paying  the  deficiency 
of  such  sewer,  or  from  the  proceeds  of  bonds  issued  to  raise  such 
deficiency. 

§  176.  City's  share;  how  paid.  The  remainder  of  said  expense 
not  collected  by  local  assessments  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall 
be  paid  from  the  sewer  fund,  or  the  common  council  may,  in  its 
discretion,  add  such  remainder  to  the  annual  tax  budget  of  the 
year  in  which  such  expense  shall  have  been  incurred,  and  collect 
the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses  of  the 
city;  or,  to  pay  such  deficiency,  the  common  coimcil  may  issue 
the  notes  of  the  city  payable  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  April 
next  succeeding  the  fiscal  year  in  which  said  work  is  completed, 
or  the  common  council  may  issue  bonds  as  provided  in  this  act. 

§  177.  Council  may  compel  counection.  The  common  council 
may,  whenever  deemed  expedient,  order  any  person  whose  prop- 
erty has  been  provided  with  sewage  facilities,  by  the  construction 
of  any  sewer,  to  make  connections  of  such  property  with  such 
sewer,  and  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  do  any  such  work, 
the  common  coimcil  shall  order  it  done  within  a  time  specified 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
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department  of  health,  and  in  case  said  premises  shall  be  in  the 
actual  occupation  of  any  person,  such  person,  or  the  owner  of  che 
premises,  shall  be  served  with  a  notice  in  which  shall  be  stated  in 
general  terms  what  has  been  ordered  to  be  done,  and  the  time  in 
which  it  has  been  required;  such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the 
eity  dark,  and  shall  be  served  personally  or  by  leaving  it  with 
some  person  of  suitable  age  at  the  place  of  residence  of  said  occu- 
pant or  owner,  or  it  may  be  served  by  depositing  it  in  the  post- 
office,  with  the  postage  prepaid  thereon,  properly  folded  and 
directed  to  such  owner  or  occupant  at  White  Plains,  New  York. 

§  178.  Frooedure  to  compel  connection.  An  affidavit  stating  the 
time  and  manner  of  the  service  of  such  notice  shall  be  made  by  any 
person  having  knowledge  thereof,  and  filed  with  the  clerk,  which 
affidavit,  when  so  filed,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts 
of  the  facts  therein  contained*  If  any  work  shall  not  be  done 
within  the  time  limited  therefor,  the  commissioner  of  public 
works  shall,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  cause  the  same  to  be  done, 
and  for  that  purpose  he  or  the  person  employed  by  him  shall 
have  the  right  to  enter  such  premises. 

§  179.  Proeednre  to  collect  expense  of  connection.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  work  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  shall  forthwith  present  a  statement 
of  the  expense  thereof,  with  a  description  of  the  premises  upon 
which  the  work  was  done,  to  the  common  council,  which  shall 
assess  the  expense  of  said  work,  with  ten  per  centum  additional, 
upon  said  premises,  or  upon  the  owner  thereof ;  and  in  case  said 
premises  shall  not  be  in  actual  occupation  of  any  person,  the 
common  council  may  direct  the  commissioner  of  public  works  to 
cause  such  work  to  be  done  forthwith,  and  without  any  notice  and 
expense  thereof  to  be  assessed.  The  assessment  roll  shall  be  made 
and  the  same  proceedings  as  to  objections,  appeals  and  collection 
of  said  assessments  thereon  shall  be  had  as  in  this  act  provided, 
in  the  case  of  assessments  for  the  construction  of  sewers. 

§  180.  Pavements;  common  council  may  direct  construction.  The 
common  council  may,  by  ordinance,  direct  and  require  any  street 
or  public  ground  in  said  city,  or  any  part  of  either  of  them,  to  be 
graded,  paved  or  macadamized,  or  to  be  regraded,  repaved  or  re- 
surfaced, or  otherwise  improved  or  repaired,  at  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land  adjacent  to  the 
street,  or  public  ground,  or  part  thereof,  so  graded,  paved, 
macadamized,  repaved  or  resurfaced,  improved  or  repaired  and 
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of  the  public  at  large,  which  cofit  and  expense  shall  be  appor- 
tioned, assessed  and  collected  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  181.    Ordinance  and  notice  to  be  published;  hearing;  action 

thereon.  The  common  council  shall  cause  the  proposed  ordinance 
for  an  improvement  specified  in  the  last  preceding  section  to  be 
published  for  at  least  five  successive  days  in  the  official  newspaper 
with  a  notice  that  at  the  time  and  place  to  be  stated  therein,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  days  from  the  first  publication  thereof, 
it  will  meet  to  consider  such  ordinance,  and  that  at  such  meeting 
all  parties  interested  may  be  heard.  The  common  council  at  the 
time  and  place  stated  in  such  notice,  or  at  such  other  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  then  appointed  for  such  purpose,  shall  hear  all 
parties  interested  in  the  matter  of  such  ordinance  who  shall  desire 
to  be  heard,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  members  then  present  may 
adopt,  modify  or  reject  such  proposed  ordinance. 

§  182.  Sewer  and  water  mains,  pipes,  conduits  and  street  railways 
in  streets  to  be  paved.  When  the  conamon  council  shall  determine 
to  pave,  repave  or  resurface  one  or  more  streets,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  title,  it  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  for 
five  days  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  city,  particularly  speci- 
fying the  street  or  streets,  or  part  thereof,  intended  to  be  paved, 
repaved  or  resurfaced,  and  requiring  all  persons,  corporations  and 
companies,  and  city  departments,  within  the  time  limited  in  said 
notice,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  days,  to  do  such  exca- 
vating in,  lay  such  new  mains,  pipes  and  tracks,  and  make  such 
repairs  to,  and  connections  with,  existing  gas  and  water  mains, 
sewers,  pipes  and  tracks  as  may  be  necessary  or  liable  to  be  re- 
quired, within  a  period  of  two  years  next  thereafter,  in  and 
through  the  street  or  streets,  or  parts  thereof,  to  be  paved,  repaved 
or  resurfaced,  and  the  paving  thereof  shall  not  be  commenced 
until  the  expiration  of  the  time  stated  in  such  notice.  Copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  served  by  mail,  within  five  days  from  the 
date  of  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  upon  all  companies 
and  municipal  departments  owning  or  having  charge  of  pipes, 
mains,  conduits  or  tracks  laid  in  said  street  or  streets,  or  parts 
thereof,  to  be  paved,  repaved  or  resurfaced.  After  such  paving, 
repaving  or  resurfacing  is  completed,  the  conmion  council  shall 
not,  nor  shall  any  other  city  department,  person,  corporation  or 
company,  be  authorized,  permitted  or  allowed,  for  the  period  of 
two  years,  to  excavate  for  any  purpose  whatever  in  the  street  or 
streets,  or  part  or  parts  thereof,  so  paved,  repaved  or  resurfaced, 
except  that  if  existing  mains,  sewers,  pipes,  tracks  or  connections 
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therewith  shall  leak,  become  broken  or  in  such  condition  from  anj 
cause  as  to  require  immediate  repair,  that  could  not  have  been 
made  prior  to  such  paving,  repaving  or  resurfacing  being  done, 
such  repairs  may  be  permitted  by  the  commissioner  of  public 
works,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  upon  written  application 
therefor,  at  such  times  and  under  such  conditions  and  restrictions 
as  the  common  council  may  provide  by  ordinance  or  otherwise. 
§  183.  Expense  of  paving;  how  appcnrtioned  and  assessed.    When 

the  total  expense  of  any  pavement  constructed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  aoty  including  assessing,  printing,  surveying, 
engineering,  inspecting  and  superintending,  and  any  increased 
cost  of  such  payment  incident  to  guaranty,  shall  be  ascertained, 
the  commissioner  of  finance  shall  deduct  from  such  total  expense 
the  amount  which,  by  law,  is  chargeable  to  any  public  corporation, 
having  and  operating  a  franchise  through  said  street  so  paved,  re- 
paved  or  resurfaced,  and  the  balance  shall  be  divided,  rated  and 
assessed  between  the  city  at  large  and  the  adjacent  property 
owners  as  follows:  One-half  thereof  shall  be  charged  to  the  city 
at  large,  and  one-half  shall  be  assessed  by  the  commissioner  of 
finance  upon  and  among  the  owners  of  real  estate  fronting  upon 
such  street,  or  part  of  streets,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  feet 
front  which  each  owns  thereon.  And  where  a  street,  or  part  of  a 
street,  is  graded  and  paved,  or  repaved,  macadamized  or  re- 
surfaced, upon  the  foundation  of  a  pavement  already  constructed 
which  is  intersected  by  a  street  or  streets,  alley  or  land  used  as  a 
public  highway,  one-half  of  the  expense  of  grading  and  paving, 
repaving,  macadamizing  or  resurfacing,  upon  the  foundation  of  a 
pavement  already  constructed,  the  number  of  feet  of  the  inter- 
section as  aforesaid,  shall  be  equalized  among  the  owners,  or  the 
real  estate  fronting  upon  such  street  so  graded  and  paved,  re- 
paved,  macadamized  or  resurfaced. 

§  184.  Assessment  roll  to  be  made.  The  commissioner  of  finance 
shfldl  make  out  an  assessment  roll,  and  when  so  made  out  shall  give 
public  notice  in  the  official  paper  for  one  week  that  the  same  is  on 
file  in  his  office  and  will  remain  with  him  for  the  term  of  ten 
days,  during  which  time  any  persons  interested  may  examine  said 
roll,  and  at  the  aspiration  of  said  ten  days,  and  on  a  day  and 
hour  and  at  a  place  to  be  specified  in  said  notice,  said  commis- 
sioner of  finance  will  hear  any  objections  to  said  assessment  and 
shall  decide  upon  all  objections,  and  shall,  if  need  be,  alter  and 
correct  said  roll,  and  when  complete  shall  si^  the  same  and  file 
it  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  the  same  proceedings  as  to 
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objectians  and  appeals  and  collection  of  said  assessm^its  thereon 
shall  be  had  as  in  this  act  provided  in  the  case  of  assessments  for 
the  construction  of  sewers. 

§  185.  City^ft  share;  how  paid.  The  remainder  of  said  expense 
not  collected  by  local  assessments  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall 
be  paid  from  the  pavement  fund,  or  the  common  council  may,  in 
its  discretion,  add  such  remainder  to  the  annual  tax  budget  of  the 
year  in  which  such  expense  shall  have  been  incurred,  and  collect 
the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses  of 
the  city ;  or,  to  pay  such  deficiency,  the  common  council  may  issue 
the  notes  of  the  city  payable  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  April 
next  succeeding  the  fiscal  year  in  which  said  work  is  completed, 
or  the  common  council  may  issue  bonds  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  186.  Bonds  may  be  issued;  limitation  of  amount.    Whenever, 

in  the  opinion  of  the  common  council,  the  public  interests  require, 
or  will  be  promoted  by  the  expenditure  of  a  greater  amount  of 
money  in  any  one  year  for  the  paving,  repaving,  resurfacing  or 
macadamizing  of  any  street  or  streets,  than  in  its  opinion  it  is 
expedient  to  raise  by  direct  taxation  in  said  year,  it  may  issue 
bonds  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  in  this  act.  Said  bonds, 
principal  and  interest,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  city,  real  and  personal,  and  such  property  is  hereby 
pledged  for  the  payment;  and  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
coming  due  in  any  year  upon  said  bonds  the  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  add  the  necessary  amount  to  the  annual  tax  budget 
as  required. 

§  187.  Contract  price,  when  due;  city  may  temporarily  borrow  on 
notes,  or  issue  certificates.  The  contract  price  for  any  pavement 
constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  due  and  pay- 
able within  sixty  days  after  the  acceptance  of  the  work,  and  if 
sufiicient  funds  are  not  on  hand  applicable  to  the  payment  of  such 
contract  price,  the  common  council,  within  the  limitation  of  this 
act,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  to  the  contractor  a  certificate 
of  indebtedness  for  any  deficiency,  or  borrow  the  same  upon  tlic 
notes  of  the  city,  payable  out  of  assessments  collected  or  the  pro- 
ceeds of  bonds  issued  for  such  payment. 

§  188.   Water  works;  powers  of  commissioner  of  publio  works 

The  commissioner  of  public  works,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  the  other  laws  of  the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
common  council,  has  the  direction  and  control  of  the  operation, 
construction^  maintenance,  extension  and  repair  of  the  city  water 
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works;  he  shall  see  that  the  city  has  abundant  supply  of  pure 
and  wholesome  water  for  public  and  private  use;  he  shall  devise 
the  plans  and  sources  of  water  supply,  plan  and  supervise  the 
distribution  of  water  through  the  city,  protect  it  against  contam- 
ination and  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  its  use,  which, 
when  ratified  and  approved  by  the  common  council,  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  ordinances  enacted  by  the  common 
•Miiuicil. 

§  189.  Extension  or  improvement  of  water  works  system;  increase 
in  supply.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  may  adopt  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  extension  or  improvement  of  the  water 
works  system,  or  for  the  acquisition  of  an  additional  supply  of 
water  for  public  and  private  use.  A  plan  so  adopted  by  him  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  common  council  for  its  approval.  If  such 
plan  is  approved  by  the  common  council,  the  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic works  shall  cause  such  work  to  be  done,  and  necessary  lands 
and  water  rights  to  be  acquired,  in  accordance  therewith.  The 
contracts  for  such  work  shall  be  let  in  accordance  with  such  plan, 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  contracts  for  public  improvements. 

§  190.  Issue  of  bonds.  Upon  the  adoption  and  approval  of  a 
plan  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  the  water  works  sys- 
tem, or  for  the  increase  in  the  supply  of  water,  if  there  is  in- 
sufficient money  in  the  treasury  applicable  to  such  purpose,  the 
common  council  may  cause  bonds  to  be  issued  and  sold  as  here- 
inbefore provided  in  this  act,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  used 
for  paying  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  work. 

§  191.  Acquisition  of  lands  and  water  rights.  The  commissioner 
of  public  works  may  enter  into  or  upon  any  land  or  water  for  the 
purpose  of  making  surveys.  The  commissioner  may  agree,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  with  the  owner  of  any 
property  which  in  his  judgment  may  be  required  for  such  exten- 
sion, improvement  or  increase  in  supply,  or  which  may  be  in- 
juriously affected  by  such  work  connected  with  such  improvement, 
as  to  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  such  owner.  If 
the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  agree  with  any  owner  for 
the  purchase  of  any  lands  or  easement  in  the  same,  or  for  the 
taking  of  any  water  or  water  rights,  all  such  agreements  and  con- 
veyances shall  be  made  and  taken  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  White 
Plains.  When  any  lands  are  required  for  such  improvement,  for 
the  purchase  of  which  no  contract  shall  be  made,  as  provided 
herein,  the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire 
title  to  the  same  by  condemnation. 
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§  192.  Use  of  fltreets  and  highways.  The  commissioner  of 
public  works  may  use  the  grounds  or  soil  under  any  street,  high- 
way or  road,  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  for  the  purpose  of  lay- 
ing pipes,  conduits  and  introducing  water  in  and  through  any 
portion  of  the  city  of  White  Plains,  on  condition  that  he  shall 
cause  the  surface  of  said  street,  highway  or  road  to  be  restored  to 
ita  former  state,  or  to  such  state  as  shall  not  unnecessarily  have 
impaired  its  usefulness. 

§  193.  Eztension  of  mains  in  streets.  Whenever  there  is  money 
in  the  treasury  applicable  to  such  purpose,  or  the  issue  of  bonds 
for  such  purpose  has  been  authorized,  the  oonmion  council  may, 
by  ordinance,  direct  the  commissioner  of  public  works  to  cause 
the  line  of  water  mains  or  pipes  for  the  city  water  works  to  be 
extended  in  any  street  in  such  city. 

§  194.  Wilful  injury  to  water  works  system  a  misdemeanor.    Any 

person  who  shall  wilfully  do  or  cause  to  be  done  any  act  whereby 
any  work,  material  or  property  erected  or  used  by  the  said  city  or 
by  the  conunissioner  of  public  works  or  by  any  person  acting 
under  his  authority,  for  tibe  purpose  of  procuring  or  furnishing 
water,  shall  in  any  way  be  injured,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

§  196.  Hydrants.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  pro- 
cure and  set  hydrants  for  the  supply  of  water  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  of  such  kind,  in  sudi  manner  and  at  such  places 
in  the  public  streets  of  said  city  as  the  common  council  shall  direct 

§  196.  Connecting  of  supply  pipes.  The  connecting  of  supplv 
pipes  leading  from  the  mains  or  distributing  pipes  to  dwellings 
or  other  private  property  shall  be  inserted  and  kept  in  repair  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  premises  and  shall 
not  be  inserted  or  connected  with  the  main  pipe  until  a  permit 
therefor  shall  be  obtained  from  the  conmiissioner  of  public  works. 
All  such  connecting  or  supply  pipes  and  fixtures  shall  be  con- 
structed and  placed  under  and  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works. 

§  197.  Establishment  of  water  rents.  The  conmiissioner  of 
public  works,  with  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  and 
by-laws  in  relation  to  the  use  of  water  as  he  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  to  be  necessary,  and  shall  have  the  rights  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  common  council,  to  fix  and  determine  the  price  to 
be  paid  by  the  consumer  for  water  and  the  time  and  manner  of 
such  payment;  and  the  said  commissioner  of  public  worksy  with 
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the  approval  of  the  common  council,  shall  have  full  power  to 
establish  all  charges  for  the  nse  of  water  and  stop  the  use  thereof 
upon  any  premises  when  the  use  of  the  water  shall  not  have  beeoa 
paid  for  and  when  any  rules  or  by-laws  provided  in  this  section 
have  not  been  complied  with,  and  the  common  council  shall  have 
the  power,  upon  the  reconmiendation  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  to  enforce  the  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  established,  as  provided  in  this 
section. 

§  198.  Perm  of  assessinent  roll.  The  commissioner  of  public 
works,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  dates  fixed  for  the  collection 
of  water  assessments,  as  fixed  in  the  rules,  regulations  or  by-laws 
passed  or  adopted  in  pursuance  of  the  last  section,  shall  make  out 
and  deliver  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  of  the  city  an  assess- 
ment roll,  on  which  shall  be  set  down  in  three  separate  oolnmns, 
according  to  his  best  information : 

1.  In  the  first  column  the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
any  building  or  lot  chargeable  with  water  rent  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act 

2.  In  the  second  column  the  street,  number,  if  any,  and  the 
luunber  of  the  ward,  number  of  the  lot  and  number  of  the  block 
of  the  building  or  lot  to  be  assessed  for  such  water  taxes  as  sub- 
divided into  lots  and  blocks  and  so  designated  upon  the  town  tax 
maps  last  adopted  before  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  town  boards 
of  the  towns  of  White  Plains,  Qreenburgh  and  North  Castle,  or 
upon  any  city  map  hereafter  adopted  by  the  city  of  White  Plains 
by  the  common  council,  or  the  number  of  the  lot  or  farm  lot  if  not 
subdivided  into  blocks  and  lots  and  so  designated,  but  if  the  land 
be  not  so  numbered  then  the  name  of  the  street  on  which  it  fronts 
and  a  brief  description  of  the  premises  sufficient  to  identify  the 
same  shall  be  given. 

3.  In  the  third  column  the  amount  of  water  rent  assessed  upon 
such  building  or  lot,  and  all  special  rates  that  may  from  any  cause 
be  then  unpaid  thereon. 

§  199.  Warrants  for  collection  of  water  rents;  when  rents  to  be 

paid.  The  commissioner  shall  annex  to  such  assessment  roll  a 
warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance,  commanding  him  to  collect  from  the  several  persons  and 
corporations  named  in  sucli  assessment  roll,  within  thirty  days 
after  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  him,  the  several  sums  men- 
tioned in  the  last  column  of  such  roll  opposite  their  respective 
names.     AH  water  rents  may  be  paid  to  the  conmiissioner  of 
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finance  of  said  city,  without  any  diarge  for  collecting  the  same 
for  thirty  days  after  said  commissioner  of  finance  shall  have  given 
public  notice  of  receiving  the  assessment  roll  in  the  official  news- 
paper, which  notice  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give  inmiediately  after 
receiving  the  said  assessment  roll.  At  the  expiration  of  the  said 
thirty  days,  the  said  assessment  roll,  with  the  warrant  to  collect 
the  same,  shall  be  delivered  over  by  the  said  commissioner  of 
finance  to  the  city  marshal  who  shall  collect  and  pay  over  all  the 
unpaid  water  rents  therein  contained  to  the  conmiissioner  of 
finance,  within  the  time  required  by  law,  and  may  charge  and 
collect  for  his  fees  for  the  use  of  the  city  in  addition  to  the  said 
water  rents  so  collected  by  him,  five  per  centum  of  the  amount 
collected  by  him  of  any  one  person  or  corporation.  The  city 
marshal  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  and  he  shall  have  the 
same  power  and  authority  for  the  collection  of  water  rents  as  is 
prescribed  by  law  for  the  collection  of  taxes  by  him. 

§  200.  Enforcemeat  of  collection  of  water  rents.    All  water  rents 

which  shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from 
the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  aforesaid  notice  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  finance  of  his  receipt  of  the  assessment  roll  shall  have 
added  to  them  five  per  centum  of  such  amount  and  in  addition  one 
per  centum  of  the  amount  for  each  month  or  part  of  a  month  that 
the  same  shall  remain  unpaid  after  the  said  sixty  days,  the  collec- 
tion of  which  shall  be  enforced  with  the  original  assessment.  All 
water  rents  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  lien  from  the  date  whan 
the  water  is  furnished  and  a  tax  upon  the  premises  in  connec- 
tion with  which  said  water  is  used,  and  water  rents  which  shall 
remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  or  manners  as  are  provided  herein  for  the  col- 
lection of  a  general  tax,  and  all  preceding  remedies  herein  provided 
for  the  collection  of  such  general  tax  shall  be  applicable  and  apply 
to  the  collection  of  water  rents.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
missioner of  finance  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each 
year  to  make  out  a  list  or  roll  in  which  he  shall  set  out  the  amount 
of  water  rents  accrued  or  chargeable  upon  each  lot,  part  of  lot 
or  building  and  which  shall  not  have  been  paid  or  collected  in  a 
preceding  like  list  or  roll,  and  file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  he 
shall,  in  the  preparation  of  the  next  tax  roll  for  the  general  <aty 
taxes,  in  a  separate  column  thereof,  assess  such  amount  upon  such 
property,  and  the  same  shall  be  levied,  enforced  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner,  by  the  same  proceedings,  at  the  same  time,  under 
the  same  penalties  and  having  the  same  lien  upon  the  property 
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nfiseesed  as  the  general  city  tax  and  as  a  part  thereof.  The  com- 
missioner of  finance  at  such  other  times  as  he  may  be  requested, 
shall  report  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works  all  water  rents 
and  special  rates  uncollected. 

§  201.  Disposition  of  water  rents.  The  water  rents  collected  as 
hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  kept  a  separate  account  of  the  rents 
so  received  and  all  payments  made  in  each  year  for  operating  the 
city  water  works,  and  making  repairs  or  alterations  to  the  same, 
and  the  extension  of  the  water  mains,  and  the  salaries  and  wages 
of  officers,  agents  and  employees,  and  other  expenses  connected 
with  the  water  works  system.  The  coiomissioner  of  finance  shall 
make  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  so  received  to  the  com- 
mon council.  The  common  council  shall  apply  the  surplus  remain- 
ing after  making  such  payments  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  bonds  issued  lor  the  construction,  extension 
and  improvement  of  the  water  works  system,  and  the  increase  in 
the  water  supply,  as  they  become  due.  The  conmion  council  shall 
cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  upon  the  property  within  said  city  in 
the  mode  provided  by  law  for  the  raising  of  money  by  taxing  for 
the  payment  of  the  general  expenses  of  said  city,  all  such  sums 
ns  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  as 
they  become  due,  after  deducting  all  moneys  on  hand  applicable 
thereto. 

§  202.  Establishment  of  boundaries  of  water  courses;  publication 
of  description;  hearing.  The  common  council  may,  by  ordinance, 
determine,  fix  and  establish  the  boundaries,  limits  and  grade  at 
the  bed  thereof,  of  the  natural  streams  or  water  courses  within  said 
city,  or  of  any  part  of  such  streams  or  water  courses.  Whenever 
any  such  boundaries,  limits  or  grade  of  such  stream  or  water 
course  shall  be  so  fixed  or  established,  the  common  council  shall 
make  such  description  thereof  as  shall  definitely  describe  and 
locate  the  boundaries  and  grade  as  so  fixed  and  established,  and 
enter  the  same  at  length  in  tlieir  minutes,  and  cause  the  same  to  he 
published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  city  for  at  least  five 
successive  days,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted,  which  publication 
shall  be  due  and  sufficient  service  upon  the  owners,  occupants  and 
other  persons  interested  therein,  of  all  the  lands  through  which 
such  stream  shall  pass  or  which  abut  thereon.  If  such  owner, 
occupant,  or  other  person  interested,  shall  within  fifteen  days  after 
the  first  publication  of  such  ordinance,  file  with  the  city  clerk  his 
objections  thereto  in  writing,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  by 
and  before  said  common  council  at  its  next  regular  meeting  after 
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the  filing  of  such  objections  or  at  such  other  time  as  the  common 
council  may  api)oint  in  reference  to  such  ordinance  or  the  deter- 
mination therein  stated,  or  the  facts  upon  which  it  was  based. 
Upon  such  hearing,  the  common  council  shall  receiye  such  legal 
evidence  as  may  be  offered  which  is  relevant  to  the  matter.  The 
common  council  shall  thereupon  pass  upon  the  objections  so  filed, 
and  may  confirm  the  ordinance  previously  adopted,  or  modify  or 
rescind  the  same.  The  ordinance  as  confirmed  or  modified  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  interested  therein,  and 
the  boundaries,  limits  and  grade  of  such  stream  as  thereby  and 
therein  described  and  designated  shall  thereafter  be  the  legal 
boundaries,  limits  and  grade  of  said  stream  or  water  course,  but 
none  of  the  riparian  rights  of  any  of  the  owners  of  lands  abutting 
on  such  water  course  or  stream  shall  be  impaired  or  affected. 

§  203.  Manner  of  acquisition  of  lands  when  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided. Whenever  any  real  estate  or  interest  therein  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  city  of  White  Plains  for  any  municipal  purpose, 
when  the  manner  of  the  acquisition  is  not  otherwise  provided  for 
in  this  act,  the  commissioner  of  public  works  may  acquire  for  the 
city  the  necessary  lands  and  real  estate  by  gift  or  by  purchase  at 
a  price  approved  by  the  common  council,  or  if  no  contract  for 
the  purchase  of  the  same  shall  be  made,  the  city  of  White  Plains 
shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  title  to  the  same  by  condemna- 
tion. 

§  204.  Correction  of  errors  in  assessments.  Every  assessment  au- 
thorized by  this  title  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  notwithstanding 
any  irregularity,  omission  or  error  in  any  of  the  proceedings  re- 
lating to  the  same,  and  the  conmion  council  may,  in  its  discre- 
tion, correct  any  such  irregularity,  error  or  omission,  or  any 
error  or  mistake  in  the  description  of  the  lands  assessed,  or  in- 
tended to  be  assessed,  or  in  the  designation  of  the  owners  or 
oooiipants  thereof;  and  the  original  assessment  upon  such  lands, 
after  such  corrections  are  made,  may  be  enforced  and  collected  in 
tlie  same  manner  as  though  no  error,  irregularity  or  mistake  had 
been  made. 

§  205.  Evidence  of  assessments  generally.  Every  assessment  au- 
thorized by  the  common  council  under  this  title  or  a  copy  of  the 
ordinance  making  the  same,  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  or  the 
minutes  of  the  common  council  containing  such  ordinance,  or  a 
printed  copy  of  such  minutes,  published  under  authority  of  the 
common  council,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places  that  such  assessment  was  legally  imposed,  and  that  all  the 
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notices  and  proceedings  required  for  such  assessment  were  duly 
given  and  taken^  and  that  the  lands  thereby  assessed  are  legally 
subject  to  the  lien  of  such  assessment. 

§  206.  lien  of  assessments.  Every  assessment  made  as  pro- 
vided in  this  article  upon  lands  or  buildings,  together  with  the 
fees  for  the  collection  thereof  and  interest  thereupon,  shall  be 
and  remain  a  lien  and  charge  on  such  lands  or  buildings  on 
which  or  in  respect  to  which  such  assessment  shall  have  been 
made,  from  the  time  the  confirmation  of  the  assessment  report 
or  roll  shall  become  final  and  conclusive  until  the  same  shall  be 
paid,  unless  otherwise  herein  provided. 

§  207.  Condemnation;  when  title  vests;  interest  on  awards.  In 
any  case  in  which  the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  begin  a  pro- 
ceeding for  the  condemnation  of  any  lands  or  easement  therein, 
the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  upon  the  filing  of  the  oaths  of  the 
commissioners  appointed  in  any  such  condemnation  proceeding 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Westchester  be  and  be- 
come seized  of  all  such  parcels  of  real  estate  and  easements  and 
the  said  city  of  White  Plains  may  immediately  or  at  any  time 
thereafter  take  possession  of  the  same,  or  of  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  and  the  said  city  or  any  officer  or  employee  thereof  may 
enter  upon  and  use  and  occupy  in  perpetuity  all  the  parcels  of 
real  estate  described  in  the  proceedings  for  the  acquisition 
thereof.  Interest  upon  any  award  made  for  the  acquisition  of 
real  estate  or  any  easement  therein  shall  be  computed  from  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  oaths  of  such  commissioners  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  Westchester  county,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  real  estate  when  the  award  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  land  or  easement  shall  be  paid. 

§  208.  Elimination;  preparing  of  assessment  map  for  special  assess- 
ments. Whenever  any  assessment  is  to  be  levied  upon  the  city 
of  White  Plains  at  large,  or  upon  one  or  more  wards  of  said  city, 
a  separate  assessment  map  shall  not  be  required  to  be  made,  not- 
withstanding any  provisions  of  this  charter,  but  in  such  case,  the 
official  city  map  shall  be  and  be  construed  as  being  such  assess- 
ment map  and  such  assessment  shall  be  made  according  to  the 
ward,  block  and  lot  numbers  shown  upon  said  official  city  map. 

§  209.  Plans  and  specifications  for  public  work  to  be  adopted. 

Before  any  contract  for  the  paving,  repaving  or  resurfacin/r  of 
any  street,  or  part  of  a  street  or  public  place,  or  for  the  building 
of  sewers,  reservoirs,  public  buildings  or  bridges  shall  be  made, 
the  common  council  shall  cause  plans  and  specifications,  or  specifi- 
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cations  only,  as  the  work  may  require,  to  be  prepared  and  filed 
with  the  city  clerk ;  and,  in  case  of  pavements,  may  include  in  the 
specifications  a  provision  requiring  the  contractor  to  keep  and 
maintain  such  pavement  in  good  repair  for  a  certain  specified 
period;  and,  after  said  common  council  shall  have  determined 
upon  and  adopted  such  plans  and  specifications,  the  same  shall  be 
referred  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall  advertise 
for  proposals,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  210.  Certificate  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works;  certificate 
not  to  bind  city.  Before  the  claim  of  a  contractor  for  the  doing  of 
any  public  work  for  the  city  of  White  Plains,  or  any  portion  of 
such  claim,  shall  be  audited,  duplicate  certificates  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  works,  stating  that  said  work  has  been  properly 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  contract,  must  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk  and  conmiissioner  of  finance,  but  such  certificate 
shall  not,  in  any  way,  conclude  or  bind  the  city,  nor  shall  the 
acceptance  of  the  work  by  the  city  and  full  payment  of  the  same 
preclude  the  city  from  recovering  against  the  contractor  or  his 
sureties  any  damages  which  the  city  may  suffer  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  the  contractor  to  do  the  work  according  to  contract. 

§  211.  Council  may  pay  daring  progress  of  work.  The  common 
council,  if  it  deem  expedient,  upon  the  certification  of  the  com 
missioner  of  public  works  of  the  value  of  the  work  done  from 
time  to  time  during  the  construction,  pay  the  contractor,  to  apply 
upon  the  contract  price  of  the  work,  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  per 
centum  of  the  value  of  the  work  done,  but  such  payment  shall  not 
be  used  as  evidence  against  the  city  that  the  work  already  done 
has  been  completed  according  to  contract,  nor  shall  it  preclude 
the  city  from  contesting  the  claims  of  the  contractor  that  the 
work  has  been  completed  according  to  contract 

§  212.   Performance  of  public  work  to  be  certified.    All  public 

work  performed  pursuant  to  contract  under  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall,  before  it  is 
accepted,  be  certified  to  by  him  to  the  effect  that  such  work  has 
been  performed  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner  with  the  ma- 
terials required,  of  the  quality  and  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  terms  of  the  contract  under  which  the  same  was  done.  Within 
ten  days  after  the  completion  of  any  such  work,  the  commissioner 
shall  file  a  certificate  of  such  completion  with  the  commissioner 
of  finance  and  with  the  city  clerk,  to  be  reported  by  him  to  the 
common  council.  Such  certificate  shall  state,  in  substance,  that 
said  work  has  been  duly  examined  by  the  commissioner  of  public 
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works  and  that  the  same  has  been  fully  performed  and  completed 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  therefor,  but  such 
certificate  shall  in  no  wise  conclude  and  bind  the  city  in  any 
action  or  proceedings  against  the  contractor  or  his  bondsmen,  to 
recover  any  damages  on  account  of  the  failure  to  perform  said 
contract  according  to  its  true  intent  and  meaning. 

§  213.    Duties  of  commissioner  of  public  works  as  purchasing 
agent;  contracts  to  be  let.     Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  after 
public  notice,  and  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  general  ordinances  of  the  common  council,  to  let  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  who  will  give  adequate  security 
for  the  performance  of  his  contract,  all  contracts  for  the  per- 
formance of  any  work,  or  for  the  supply  of  any  materials  for 
the  department  of  public  works,  department  of  public  safety, 
department  of  finance,  and  all  other  boards  and  officers  of  the 
city,  and  for  the  construction  of  all  public  improvements,  in  the 
cases  where  the  work  and  materials  will  cost  to  exceed  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  unless  by  an  ordinance  passed  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  common  council,  it  is  determined  to  be  imprac- 
ticable to  procure  the  work  or  materials  by  contract,  or,  unless  in 
case  of  accident  or  other  injury,  by  which  the  heating  or  plumbing 
system  of  any  of  the  public  buildings,  or  by  which  any  of  the 
fire  engines  or  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  or  any  machinery  used 
in  connection  with  the  department  of  public  works,  shall  become 
disabled,  in  which  emergency  the  commissioner  of  the  appropriate 
department  shall  cause  such  repairs  thereto  to  be  made,  upon 
filing  with  the  commissioner  of  public  works  a  certificate,  ap- 
proved by  the  mayor,  showing  such  emergency  and  the  necessity 
for  such  repairs.     The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have 
power  to  reject  all  bids,  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  lowest  bid  is  ex- 
cessive.   Should  the  commissioner  of  public  works  deem  bids  for 
the  construction  of  public  improvements  excessive  he  may  rcad- 
vertise  or,  if  he  deems  it  best  for  the  interests  of  the  city  to  reject 
all  bids  offered  and  undertake  said  work  by  day  labor,  he  shall 
withhold  action  on  said  bids  and  refer  the  matter  to  the  common 
council  for  further  consideration,  and  in  case  said  common  coun- 
cil shall  deem  it  best  for  the  interests  of  the  city  that  said  bids 
be  rejected  and  the  work  done  by  day  labor,  it  may  do  so,  and  in 
such  case  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the  commissioner  of  public 
works.     The  public  notice  above  mentioned  must  describe  the 
work  and  materials  for  which  contracts  will  be  let,  and  the  day, 
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hour  and  place  of  such  letting.  Specifications  for  every  public 
improvement  must  be  prepared  and  set  forth  with  such  detail  as 
will  adequately  inform  all  persons  proposing  to  bid,  of  the  nature 
of  the  work  to  be  done  and  of  the  materials  to  be  supplied,  and 
the  same  shall  be  printed  or  typewritten,  and  copies  thereof  shall 
be  delivered  to  applicants  therefor.  All  materials  and  supplies 
required  in  any  office,  court,  board  or  department,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  called  for  in  writing  and  shall 
be  contracted  for  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  in  the 
manner  above  provided,  but  where  any  work  or  repairs  needed  to 
be  done  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  cost,  the  commissioner  of  public 
works  may  authorize  the  head  of  the  department,  or  officer,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  give  written  orders  therefor,  and  the  bills  so 
incurred  shall  be  presented  to  the  commissioner  of  fijiance  for 
examination  and  audit  accompanied  with  such  orders.  But  no 
work  or  repairs  to  be  done  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished 
as  above  provided  shall  be  subdivided  so  as  to  make  the  cost  not 
to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  if  the  total  of  such  work 
or  repairs  needed  to  be  done  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  fur- 
nished shall  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  cost. 

§  214.  Contracts  to  be  based  upon  estimates.  Every  contract  for 
public  improvement  within  the  city  shaU  be  based  upon  estinfiates 
of  the  whole  cost  of  such  improvement  furnished  by  the  proper 
officer,  board  or  department  having  charge  of  the  improvement. 
No  contract  shall  be  let  except  after  the  receipt  of  bids,  and 
unless  they  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  conamissioner  of  public 
works  and  the  general  ordinances  of  the  conmion  council.  All 
bids  must  in  addition  be  indorsed  with  the  title  of  the  work  to 
which  they  relate,  the  name  of  the  bidder  and  his  residence. 

§  215.  Bids  to  be  accompanied  by  security.  All  bids  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  certified  check.  New  York  draft  or  cash,  in  the 
amount  which  shall  be  specified  in  the  advertisement  therefor, 
and  which  check,  draft  or  cash  shall  be  held  by  the  city  as  a 
security  that  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  contract  shall  be 
awarded  will  enter  into  a  contract  therefor  and  give  security 
required  for  the  performance  thereof. 

§  216.  Opening  of  bids.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  to  be  present  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in 
the  public  notice  required  by  this  act  After  all  the  bids  have 
been  presented,  but  not  until  a  half  hour  after  the  time  stated  in 
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the  public  notice  for  holding  the  meeting,  all  bids  shall  be  opened 
by  the  oonunissioner  of  public  works  in  the  presence  of  the  bidders, 
and  an  abstract  of  all  of  them,  with  the  prices  and  security  offered, 
shall  be  copied  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  without  any  chaDge, 
correction  or  addition  whatever.  All  bidders  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  being  present  when  the  bids  are  opened.  The  commis- 
sioner of  public  works  may  refuse  all  bids  received  and  may  ad- 
vertise again  for  new  bids  to  be  received  at  another  date  as  above 
provided.  Neither  the  principal  nor  sureties  on  any  bid  or  bond 
«hall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  or  cancel  the  same  until  the 
commissioner  of  public  works  shall  have  let  the  contract  for  which 
such  bid  is  made  and  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  executed. 

§  217.  Bond  for  performance  of  contract.  The  bond  to  be  given 
for  the  performance  of  any  contract  for  any  public  work  awarded 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  in  such  amount  as  shall 
have  been  specified  by  the  common  council  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  party  to  whom  the  work  is  awarded,  and  by  two 
or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  mayor. 

§  218.  Contracts  for  lighting.  AH  the  oil,  gas  and  electric  lights 
of  the  city  shall  be  supplied  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  under 
and  pursuant  to  contracts  to  be  let  by  the  commissioner  of  public 
works,  which  contracts  shall  cover  and  include  the  lighting  and 
supplying  of  the  lamps  and  the  oil,  gas,  electric  currents,  the 
cleaning  of  the  lamps  and  all  the  materials  required  in  the  use 
and  repair  thereof.  The  specifications  for  the  care,  maintenan?,e 
and  lighting  of  the  city  electric  lamps  shall  provide  for  the  care 
and  lighting  thereof  for  periods  not  exceeding  three  years.  He 
shall  require  each  bidder  to  furnish  with  his  bid  a  certified  check, 
payable  to  the  order  of  the  city,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  city  in  case  the  bidder 
depositing  the  same  shall  be  awarded  the  contract  and  shall  not 
execute  the  same  and  furnish  the  bond  required,  which  bond  shall 
be  in  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars.  In  case 
the  contract  be  not  awarded  to  the  bidder,  or  if  awarded,  the 
contract  and  bond  shall  be  duly  executed,  such  check  shall  be 
returned  to  him.  If  at  the  time  any  contract  for  lighting  is  to  l»e 
let,  there  is  only  one  person  or  corporation  authorized  to  furnish 
such  light,  then  and  in  that  event,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
common  council  and  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  of  said  city,  the  requirement  of  this  act  for  adver- 
tisement for  bids  may  be  dispensed  with.

§  219.  Commissioner  of  public  safety.  The  conmoiissioner  of 
public  safety  shall  have  charge  and  supervision  of  the  fire,  police, 
sanitary,  health,  charity  and  correction  departments  of  the  said 
city  and  shall  provide  in  all  ways  possible  for  the  safety,  health, 
care,  comfort  and  protection  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  of 
their  property;  he  shall  be  the  inspector  of  building  and  plumb- 
ing, sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  health  officer  shall  be 
under  his  authority;  he  shall  have  such  further  powers  and 
duties  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council. 

§  220.   Powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety. 

The  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  have  cognizance,  juris- 
diction, supervision  and  control  of  the  government^  administra* 
tion,  disposition  and  discipline  of  the  members  of  the  fire 
department    and     of   the   officers    and   members   thereof;    and 
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shall  possess  and  exercise  fully  and  exclusively  all  powers  and 
perform  all  duties  pertaining  to  the  govemment,  maintenance  aud 
direction  of  the  fire  department,  and  the  apparatus  and  property 
thereof,  and  buildings  furnished  theref or^  and  shall  have  the  gen- 
eral direction  and  supervision  of  the  expenditure  of  all  moneys 
appropriated  to  said  department     He  shall  have  authority  to 
administer  oaths  and  take  evidence,  affidavits  and  acknowledg- 
ments in  all  matters  and  proceedings  pertaining  to  the  depart- 
ment.    He  shall  have  the  power  to  make  rules  and  regulations, 
approved  by  the  conamon  council  in  regard  to  the  government, 
administration,  disposition  and  discipline  of  the  fire  department 
He  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the  records  of  the  depart- 
ment and  its  officers  and  shall  possess  such  other  powers  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  by  reso- 
lution of  the  common  council.    The  commissioner  of  public  safety 
shall  also  have  the  power  to  organize  and  maintain  additional  fire, 
hose^  protective  and  hook  and  ladder  companies  whenever  in  his 
judgment  the  public  interests  require,  by  appointing  a  sufficient 
number  of  suitable  persons  as  members  tiiereof  respectively,  such 
action  to  be  approved  and  the  members  of  such  respective  com- 
panies to  be  fixed  by  an  ordinance    of  the  common  council    He 
shall  also  have  the  power  when  authorized  by  the  conmion  council 
to  appoint  a  paid  chief  of  the  fire  department  and  duty  or  "  call 
men  "  and  fix  their  duties.    The  compensation  of  such  paid  chief 
and  such  duty  or  "  call  men  "  shall  be  fixed  by  the  common  council 
before  their  appointment.     He  shall  also  have  the  general  care, 
manageoneint,   administration  and  supervision  of  the  charities, 
almshouses,  house  of  correction,  orphan  asylums  and  all  other 
similar  institutions,  the  control  or  government  of  which  belongs 
or  is  intrusted  to  the  city.     He  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the 
common  council  and  commissioner  of  finance,  make  r^ulations 
for  the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  for  the  support  or 
relief  of  the  poor  and  for  the  general  supervision  of  such  ex- 
penditures.    He  shall  investigate  fully  the  circumstances  of  all 
persons  alleged  to  be  destitute  or  without  proper  means  of  support, 
or  without  proper  guardianship,  or  who  are  in  danger  of  becoming 
or  are  a  public  burden  upon  said  city ;  and  also  the  circumstances 
of  their  relatives  or  other  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  relieve  or 
maintain  them  or  contribute  to  their  support;  also  to  institute 
and  prosecute  any  and  all  actions  and  proceedings  authorized  by 
law  to  compel  any  and  all  persons  liable  for  the  care,  maintenance, 
education  or  support  of  any  such  destitute  or  dependent  persons 
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to  contribute  thereto,  and  to  indemnify  the  city  and  public  against 
any  expenditures  on  account  thereof.  He  shall  also  prosecute  any 
and  all  bonds,  undertakings  or  recognizances  given  for  any  of  the 
purposes  herein  mentioned  or  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 
Any  and  all  moneys  recovered  in  any  such  suit,  action  or  proceed- 
ing or  otherwise  paid  to  be  received  by  the  said  commissioner  on 
account  of  the  care,  maintenance,  relief,  education  or  support  of  any 
such  persons,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  commissioner  with  the  com- 
missioner of  finance  as  a  trust  fund,  and  the  same  shall  be  applied 
and  expended  by  the  said  commissioner  for  the  purpose  on  account 
of  which  the  same  was  paid.  Any  surplus  remaining  in  said  fund 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  treated  as  an  unexpended 
balance  of  money  appropriated  for  such  department  The  com- 
missioner shall  furnish  to  and  file  with  the  coraimissioncr  of 
finance  a  monthly  statement  in  detail  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, including  the  aid  and  relief  granted  by  him,  with  the 
name  and  address  of  all  recipients.  He  shall  possess  all  the  power 
and  authority  of  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  several  towns  of  the 
county  of  Westchester,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obliga- 
tions and  liabilities.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  examine,  under 
oath,  any  person  applying  for  relief.  He  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  sealers  of  weights  and 
measures  in  counties. 

§  221.  Confltitution  of  the  fire  departmeiLt.  The  officers  and 
members  of  the  fire  department  of  the  village  of  White  Plains, 
as  now  constituted,  shall  be  and  remain  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  White  Plains  under  this  act 

§  222.  Appointment  of  the  chief  of  the  fire  department.  When- 
ever a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  the  chief  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, the  fire  department,  as  constituted  in  the  passage  of  this 
act,  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  shall 
have  the  power  to  elect  a  chief  engineer  and  one  or  more  assistant 
engineers,  to  be  elected  from  the  several  companies;  to  elect  a 
captain  and  as  many  assistants  as  are  necessary  and  a  secretary 
for  each  of  the  respective  companies,  and  to  select  members  to 
fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  ranks,  providing  that 
no  engine  or  other  company  shall  exceed  the  number  of  members 
which  may  be  fixed  by  an  ordinance  of  the  common  council,  who 
shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  number  of  the  members  of  each 
company.  They  may  adopt  by-laws,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  commissioner  of  public  safety  for  the  government  of  their 
respective  coiripanios,  and  may  impose  fines  and  forfeits  for  the 
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violation  of  the  same.  They  may  expel  any  member  from  their 
ranks  for  improper  conduct  or  neglect  of  duty,  but  no  expulsion 
shall  be  made  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  company 
concur  in  the  same  and  the  commissioner's  approval  thereof. 
During  the  time  such  companies  shall  remain  duly  organized  they 
shall  have  the  custody  of  the  apparatus  pertaining  to  the  fire  de- 
partment, subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  paramount  possession,  au- 
thority and  control  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  and  the 
common  council  of  the  city.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  effective  only  so  long  as  the  members  and  officers  of  the  fire 
department  and  the  several  companies  thereof  receive  no  salary 
or  compensation  from  the  city,  and  upon  any  office  in  said  fire 
department  being  made  a  salaried  office  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  such  office,  but  shall  apply  only  to  officers 
and  members  of  the  fire  department  receiving  no  compensation. 

§  223.  Powers  and  duties  of  the  chief.  The  chief  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety,  shall  have  the  supervision  and  management  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  department.  He  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  by  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioner or  by  ordinance  of  the  common  council. 

§  224.  City  not  liable  for  acts  or  omissions.  The  chief  of  the  fire 
department,  assistant  chief  and  members  of  the  fire  department 
are  not  officers  or  agents  of  the  municipal  corporation  known  as 
the  city  of  White  Plains,  for  whose  acts  or  omissions  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  held  liable  in  a  civil  action  for  injuries  to 
person  or  property. 

§  226.  Destruction  of  buildings  to  prevent  spread  of  fire.  Any 
two  councilmen,  with  the  engineer  in  charge  at'  a  fire,  or  the  com- 
missioner of  public  safety  and  such  engineer,  or  the  mayor  and 
such  engineer,  may  cause  to  be  pulled  down  or  destroyed  any 
building  which  they  shall,  in  relation  to  such  fire,  deem  hazardous 
or  likely  to  communicate  fire  to  any  other  building  or  buildings, 
and  no  action  shall  be  maintained  against  the  city  of  White 
Plains,  or  against  any  person  therefor,  but  the  owner,  or  any 
person  interested  in  any  building  so  pulled  down  or  destroyed, 
or  in  any  personal  property  therein,  may,  within  three  months, 
but  not  tiiereafter,  apply  to  the  common  council  by  petition,  stat- 
ing the  interest  of  the  petitioner  in  said  building,  or  the  per- 
sonal property  therein  destroyed,  with  a  particular  description 
of  the  property  destroyed  and  its  value. 
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§  226.  Orders  for  relief  of  poor  to  be  in  writing.  All  orders  for 
relief  of  a  poor  person,  issued  by  the  commissioner,  shall  be  in 
writing,  and  any  order  for  such  relief,  any  part  of  which  is  paid, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  shall 
be  void  and  uncollectible. 

§  227.  Temporary  employment.  The  commissioner  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  common  council,  when  practicable,  furnish 
temporary  employment  to  indigent  persons  applying  for  relief, 
who  are  chargeable  to  the  city  of  White  Plains,  and  agree  with 
such  person  on  the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  the  same 
shall  be  paid  in  money. 

§  228.  Audit  of  claims.  All  claims  against  the  city,  on  aecoimt 
of  any  poor  relief,  authorized  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  conunissioner  of  finance,  accompanied 
by  the  written  order  of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  and 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims  are 
audited  and  paid,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 

§  229.  City  owner  of  supplies.  The  city  shall  continue  to  be 
the  owner  of  all  articles  or  supplies  furnished  to  any  poor  person 
or  applicant  until  the  same  are  consumed.  If  any  person  to  whom 
the  same  shall  be  furnished  shall  sell  or  exchange  them  for  money 
or  intoxicating  liquor,  or  in  any  way  dispose  thereof,  other  than 
in  the  manner  directed,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  230.  Power  of  common  council  as  to  public  health.  The 
common  council  may,  by  ordinance: 

1.  Take  such  measures  as  it  shall  deem  effectual  to  prevent  the 
entrance  of  any  pestilential  or  malignant  disease  into  the  ci^. 

2.  Stop,  detain  and  examine  for  the  purpose  every  person  com- 
ing from  any  place  infected  with  such  a  disease. 

3.  Establish,  maintain  and  regulate  a  hospital  at  some  place 
within  the  city,  and  cause  any  person  not  being  a  resident  of  the 
city,  and  who  shall  be  infected  with  any  such  disease,  to  be  sent 
to  such  hospital. 

4.  Remove  from  the  city  or  destroy  any  furniture,  wearing  ap- 
parel, or  other  property  of  any  kind,  which  shall  be  tainted  or  in- 
fected with  any  pestilential  disease. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  supersede  the  pow- 
ers of  the  board  of  health  in  making  such  orders  and  regulations 
as  he  deems  necessary  and  proper  for  the  preservation  of  life  and 
health,  and  the  execution  and  enforcement  of  the  public  health 
law  of  the  state. 
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§  231.  Powers  of  common  conneil  as  to  removal  of  dangerous 
buildings  and  fences.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  common 
conncily  any  building,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  liable  to  fall  down, 
whereby  persons  or  property  may  be  endangered,  it  may  order 
any  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises  on  which  such  buildings 
fence  or  other  erection  stands,  to  take  down  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  order, 
or  immediately,  as  the  case  might  require;  or  may  immediately, 
in  case  the  order  is  not  complied  with,  cause  the  same  to  be  taken 
down  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  premises,  which  ex- 
pense may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  of  such  owner  or  occu- 
pant, and  shall  be  a  lien  and  charge  until  paid  on  the  lot  on  which 
such  erection  stood.  Such  order  shall  be  served  on  the  owner  or 
occupant  personally,  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  residence,  if  he  re- 
sides in  said  city;  if  he  does  not  reside  in  said  city,  then  in  such 
manner  as  the  common  council  may  direct. 

§  232.  Public  health  law  applicable.     The  public  health  law,, 
so  far  as  it  pertains  to  cities,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  city  of 
White  Plains,  except  as  herein  expressly  modified. 

§  233.  Appointees.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
the  chief  of  police,  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  shall  appoint 
a  person  deemed  by  him  to  be  suitable  and  competent  to  fill  the 
same.  He  shall  also  appoint,  as  vacancies  in  the  department 
occur,  all  officers  and  members  thereof.  He  may  also  appoint 
special  officers  for  such  purposes  and  upon  such  occasions  as  may 
seem  to  him  proper  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  law  of  this  act. 
The  chief  of  police  shall  hold  office  during  good  behavior  or 
until  permanently  incapacitated  or  unfit  to  discharge  his  duties. 
He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  and  determined  by 
the  commissioner  of  public  safety  with  the  approval  of  the  common 
council  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereinafter  made  there- 
for. Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  the  commissioner  and  the  chief  of  police  shall 
each  execute  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  an  official  undertaking  in 
such  penal  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council. 

§  234.  Rules  and  regulations.  The  commissioner  of  public  safety 
shall  make,  adopt  and  enforce  such  reasonable  rules,  orders  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect 
a  prompt  and  efficient  exercise  of  all  the  powers  conferred  and  the 
performance  of  all  the  duties  imposed  by  law  upon  him  or  the 
department  under  his  jurisdiction.     He  is  authorized  and  em- 
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powered  to  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  enforce  reasonable  rules, 
orders  and  regulations  for  the  government,  discipline,  administra- 
tion and  disposition  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  police 
department,  and  for  the  hearing,  examination,  investigation,  trial 
and  determination  of  charges  made  or  prepared  against  any 
officer  or  member  of  said  department  for  neglect  of  official  duty 
^or  incompetency  or  incapacity  to  perform  his  official  duties,  or 
some  delinquency  seriously  affecting  his  general  character  or  fit- 
ness for  the  office,  and  may,  in  his  discretion,  punish  any  officer 
or  member  found  guilty  thereof  by  reprimand,  imposition  of  fines 
or  by  the  forfeiture  and  withholding  pay  for  a  specified  time,  sus- 
pension during  a  fixed  period  or  dismissal  from  office;  but  no 
officer  or  member  of  said  department  shall  be  removed  or  otherwise 
punished  for  any  other  cause,  nor  until  specified  charges  in  writing 
have  been  preferred  against  and  served  upon  him  and  he  shall 
have  been  found  guilty  thereof,  after  reasonable  notice  and  upon 
due  trial  by  the  aforesaid  commissioner  of  public  safety  in  the 
form  and  manner  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
department 

§  235.  Constitution  of  police  department.  There  shall  be  a  chief 
of  police  appointed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  lieutenant  or 
lieutenants,  a  sergeant  or  sergeants,  and  such  number  of  patrol- 
men as  the  common  council  may  determina  The  conunon  council 
shall  not  have  the  power  to  diminish  the  number  of  the  officers 
or  members  of  said  department  as  now  fixed.  The  present  chief 
of  police  shall  be  and  become  the  chief  of  police  under  this  act; 
the  present  lieutenant  or  lieutenants  shall  be  and  become  the  lien- 
tenant  or  lieutenants,  the  present  sergeant  or  sergeants  shall  be 
and  become  the  sergeant  or  sergeants,  and  the  present  patrolmen 
shall  be  and  become  the  patrolmen  under  this  act  The  salaries  of 
the  said  members  of  the  department  shall  be  fixed  at  the  discretion 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  common  council,  but  no  salary  shall  be  fixed  at  less  than  the 
salary  now  paid  for  corresponding  grades  in  said  department  No 
person  shall  be  appointed  a  chief  of  police,  lieutenant,  sergeant, 
patrolman  or  special  policeman  by  said  commissioner  of  public 
safety,  or  shall  continue  to  hold  office  as  such,  who  is  not  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  nor  who  has  ever  been  convicted  of  crime, 
or  who  cannot  understand  English  or  read  and  write  the  English 
language,  or,  with  the  exception  of  chief  of  police,  lieutenant,  ser- 
geant and  specials,  who  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  is  over  the 
age  of  thirty-two  years. 
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§  236.  Oonunitment  to  police  station;  account  of  criminal  expenses 
ehargeable  to  connty.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  or  the  chief 
of  police  or  in  case  the  city  judge  or  chief  of  police  cannot  be 
found,  then  the  officer  arresting  such  offender,  may  commit  any 
person  charged  with  crime  and  pending  examination  for  trial 
therefor  to  the  police  station  in  said  city,  and  the  officer  in  charge 
of  said  police  station  is  authorized  and  required  to  receive  any  such 
person  so  committed  and  retain  him  in  custody  in  accordance  with 
such  commitment,  or  may  commit  him  or  her  to  the  Westchester 
county  jail  for  safe  keeping.  The  couMnissioner  of  public  safety 
shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  of  Westchester,  render  to  said  board  of  supervisors  an 
itemized  account  of  such  criminal  expenses  as  shall  be  properly 
chargeable  to  the  county  of  Westchester.  Such  expenses,  which 
shall  include  a  proportional  part  of  the  lighting,  heating,  cleaning 
and  rent  of  station  house,  board  of  prisoners,  traveling  expenses 
and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  apprehension  of  criminals  and 
expenses  of  transportation  of  prisoners  under  sentence  to  place  of 
confinement,  and  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  transient 
poor  lodger  sent  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  of  the  city 
of  White  Plains  to  such  station  house  shall  be  audited  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  and  provided  for  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as 
all  other  coimly  charges.  Said  moneys  shall  be  received  by  the 
commissioner  and  paid  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  for  the  credit 
of  the  police  department 

§  237.  Station  honses.  The  common  council  may  provide  such 
station  houses,  lockups  and  other  necessary  accommodations  as 
shall  be  required  for  the  use  of  said  police  department  These 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  shall  be  kept  in  order  by  the 
conmiissioner  of  public  safety.  The  said  conamissioner  of  pub- 
lic aafety  may  also  employ  some  suitable  and  competent  person 
to  aerve  as  janitor  of  said  station  houses  and  lockups,  at  a  com-i 
pensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  common  council.  Necessary  accom- 
modations therein  shall  be  made  for  the  lodging  and  care  of  such 
transient  poor  persons  as  shall  be  sent  thereto  by  the  commis^ 
sioner  of  public  safety  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  238.  Police  to  aid  corporation  connsel.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  member  of  the  police  force  of  the  city,  obsen^ing  or 
having  any  knowledge  of  any  accident  from  which  a  cause  of 
action  might  arise  against  the  city,  to  forthwith  report  the  facts 
of  such  accident  in  writing  to  the  corporation  counsel ;  and  upon 
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the  request  of  the  corporation  counsel,  the  commissioner  of  pul)- 
lic  safety  shall  detail  some  member  of  the  force  to  aid  the  cor- 
poration counsel  in  the  investigation  of  claims  against  the  city 
for  injuries  to  person  or  property.

§  239.  City  court.  There  shall  be  within  the  city  of  White 
Plains  a  court  known  and  designated  as  the  city  court  of  White 
Plains,  presided  over  by  the  city  judge,  appointed  as  herein- 
before provided,  with  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  city  judge  may,  when  authorized  by  the  common 
council,  appoint  a  probation  oiBcer  or  probation  officers,  whose 
salaries  shall  be  fixed  bv  the  common  council.

sessions  the  city  judge  shall  have  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction, 
except  as  herein  provided,  to  hear,  try  and  determine  all  charges 
of  misdemeanors  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  defined  by  law, 
including  bastardy  proceeding,   in  which  latter  proceeding  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  city  judcre  to  associate  with  himself 
another  magistrate,  alleged  to  have  been  committed  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  city,  except  such  violations  of  the  liquor  tax 
law  as  are  denominated  misdemeanors,  and  are  by  said  law  re- 
quired to  be  prosecuted  by  indictment.     The  city  judge  shall 
have  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  civil  suits  and  crim- 
inal actions  and  proceedings  brought  on  account  of  violations 
of  this  act  and  of  the  regulations,  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the 
city  or  of  any  public  board  thereof,  and  shall  have  power  to

each  month  shall  deposit  with  the  commissioner  of  finance  the 
amount  thereof  received  in  the  last  preceding  month  with  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  items  thereof,  verified  bv  the  affidavit  of 
the  city  marshal  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  correct  and  that  it

§  255.  Processes  and  mandates;  by  whom  served;  fees.     All 

processes  and  mandates  in  criminal  proceedings  issued  by  the  city 
judge  or  the  acting  city  judge  requiring  service,  shall  be  served 
by  the  city  police  or  by  officers  authorized  by  the  law  of  this  state 
to  serve  such  processes  and  mandates,  and  when  served  by  the 
city  police  they  shall  be  served  without  fees  for  their  own  benefit, 
but  they  shall  demand  and  receive  for  all  process  served  by  them 
properly  chargeable  to  the  county  the  same  fees  as  are  provided 
by  law  for  constables,  sheriffs  and  deputy  sheriffs,  for  like  services.

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§  256.  Ssmng  clause.  All  actions,  special  proceedings  and

§  257.  City  one  school  district.  The  territory  included  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  constitute  and 
be  one  union  free  school  district.  Such  school  district  shall  be

§  259.  Meetings  of  board  and  appointment  of  president  and  clerk. 
1.  Upon  the  appointment  of  said  members  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
board  to  be  held  at  the  rooms  usually  occupied  by  the  board  of 
education  by  giving  at  least  three  days'  written  notice  to  each 
member  thereof,  and  stating  the  hour  at  which  the  meeting  will 
be  held.  At  such  meeting  the  board  shall  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers president  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  usually  incident 
to  such  office.

2.  The  annual  meeting  of  said  board  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April  at  which  time  the  board  shall  select  its  president 
and  secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  Said  board  shall  also  fix  a  time  for  holding  regular  board 
meetings  and  shall  prescribe  a  method  for  calling  special  meetings 
of  such  board. 

§  260.  Powers  and  dnties  of  board  of  edncation.    The  board  of 

education  shall  possess  the  following  powers  and  be  charged  with 
the  following  duties : 

1.  To  perform  any  duty  imposed  upon  boards  of  education  or 

*  So  in  original 
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truBtees  of  common  schools  under  the  education  law  or  other 
general  statutes^  or  the  regulations  of  the  Universitj  of  the  State 
of  New  York  or  the  commissioner  of  education,  relating  to  public 
education  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable  to  the  schools  of  a  city 
of  such  classes  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act 

2.  To  appoint  a  qualified  person  other  than  a  member  thereofi 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  determine  the  salary  of  such  super- 
intendent. 

8.  To  appoint  from  time  to  time,  as  required  by  law,  such 
teachers,  medical  inspectors,  nurses,  attendance  officers,  janitors, 
and  such  other  experts  in  educational  work,  and  such  other  em- 
ployees, as  said  board  shall  determine  necessary  for  the  efficient 
management  of  the  schools,  and  to  fix  their  compensation. 

4.  To  have  the  care,  custody  and  safekeeping  of  all  school  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  to  pre- 
scribe rules  and  regulations  for  the  preservation  and  protection  of 
such  property, 

6.  To  provide  su<jh  school  apparatus,  maps,  globes,  furniture 
and  other  equipment  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  and 
efficient  management  of  such  schools,  and  also  to  provide  free 
text-books  and  other  supplies  to  all  the  children  attending  the 
schools  of  such  city. 

6.  To  provide  such  free  elementary  schools,  high  schools,  night 
schools,  open-air  schools,  vocational  and  industrial  schools,  part 
time  or  continuation  schools,  vacation  schools,  schools  for  the 
mentally  and  physically  defective  children,  and  schools  for  adults 
as  such  board  shall  determine  necessary. 

7.  To  provide  school  libraries  which  may  be  open  to  the  public, 
and  to  establish  and  equip  playgrounds,  athletic  centers,  social 
centers,  lecture  courses,  and  reading  and  recreation  rooms  when- 
ever financial  provision  shall  be  made  therefor  by  the  municipal 
authorities. 

8.  To  determine  the  general  courses  of  study  which  shall  be 
given  in  the  schools  and  to  approve  the  context  of  such  courses 
before  they  become  operative. 

9.  To  determine  and  adopt  the  text-books  to  he  used  in  the 
schools,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent  of  schools* 

10.  To  prescribe  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  and  for  the  general 
management,  control  and  discipline  of  the  schools. 
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11.  To  make  all  ordinary  repairs  of  buildings  and  grounds 
where  no  single  item  of  such  repairs  exceeds  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

§  261.  Pnrohases  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.    All 

supplies  or  material  purchased  for  the  school  system,  the  pur- 
chase price  of  which  exceeds  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  shall 
be  made  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion and  approval  of  the  board  of  education. 

§  262.  Superintendent  of  schools.  1.  No  person  who  is  not 
employed  as  a  superintendent  of  schools  in  a  city  in  this  state 
at  the  time  this  law  goes  into  effect  shall  1^  eligible  to  the  posi- 
tion of  superintendent  of  schools  who  is  not  a  graduate  of  a  col- 
lege approved  by  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
who  has  not  had  at  least  five  years'  successful  experience  in  teach 
ing  or  in  the  supervision  of  schools. 

2.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  hold  office  for  a  period 
of  six  years.  Charges  of  incompetency,  maladministration  or  mis- 
conduct in  office  may  be  preferred  in  writing  against  the  superin- 
tendent. Thereupon  the  board  shall  proceed  to  hear  such  charges 
and  if  such  charges  are  sustained  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board,  the  superintendent  shall  be  dismissed  from 
his  office. 

§  263.  Powers  and  duties  of  superintendent  of  schools.     The 

superintendent  of  schools  shall  possess  the  following  powers  and 
be  charged  with  the  following  duties: 

1.  To  enforce  all  provisions  of  law  and  all  rules  and  r^ulations 
relating  to  the  management  of  the  schools  and  to  be  the  chief  ex- 
ecutive officer  of  the  school  system. 

2.  To  prepare  an  outline,  and  the  scope  of  the  work  to  be  in- 
cluded therein,  for  each  of  the  courses  of  study  authorized  by  the 
board  of  education,  and  to  submit  the  same  to  such  board  for 
its  approval,  and,  when  thus  approved,  to  see  that  such  courses 
of  study  are  used  in  the  grades  and  schools  for  which  they  are 
authorized. 

3.  To  recommend  to  the  board  of  education  suitable  text-books 
to  be  used  in  the  various  grades  and  subjects  taught  in  the  car- 
riculums  of  the  schools. 

4.  To  transfer  teachers  from  one  school  to  another,  or  from  one 
grade  to  another. 

6.  To  have  general  supervision  over  all  the  teachers  employed 
in  the  schools,  and  over  all  other  employees  of  the  board  of  edu- 
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cation,  and  to  report  to  said  board  violations  of  regulations  and 
cases  of  insubordination,  and  to  suspend  a  teacher  or  other  em- 
ployee until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  when  all  facts 
relating  to  the  case  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  for  determina- 
tion. In  such  cases  the  accused  party  shall  have  the  right  to  ap- 
pear before  the  board. 

6.  To  have  general  supervision  and  direction  over  the  enforce- 
ment and  observance  of  the  courses  of  study,  and  the  examination 
and  promotion  of  pupils. 

7.  To  have  general  supervision  and  direction  over  the  work  of 
all  special  experts  employed  in  the  school  system  and  over  matters 
pertaining  to  playgrounds,  medical  inspection,  athletic  and  social 
center  work,  libraries,  and  all  the  educational  activities  under  the 
management  of  the  board  of  education. 

§  264.  Appointment  of  teachers.  1.  The  principal  of  each  school, 
directors,  supervisors  and  other  educational  experts,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  education,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  superintendent  of  scliools,  and  shall  hold  their  positions  during 
good  behavior  and  shall  be  removable  for  cause  only,  after  a  hear- 
Jiigi  l>y  ^hie  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board. 

2.  All  other  teachers  shall  be  appointed,  on  recommendation 
of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  for  a  probationary  period  of  not 
to  exceed  two  years.  At  the  expiration  of  such  term,  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  shall  make  a  written  report  to  the  board  of 
education  recommending  for  regular  appointment  those  teachers 
whom  he  has  found  competent  and  efficient.  The  board  of  educa- 
tion may  thereupon  appoint  to  the  teaching  force  of  the  city  those 
teachers  for  whom  satisfactory  reports  are  submitted  by  the 
superintendent  of  schools.  Thereafter,  such  teachers  shall  hold 
their  positions  during  good  behavior  and  shall  be  removable  for 
cause  only,  after  a  hearing,  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  board. 

3.  No  teacher  shall  be  appointed  to  the  teaching  force  of  any 
such  city  who  does  not  possess  the  qualification^  prescribed  under 
the  education  law  and  under  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
commissioner  of  education  for  the  certification  of  teachers  em- 
ployed in  the  schools  of  the  cities  of  the  state. 

4.  On  and  after  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
the  minimum  annual  salary  of  teachers  employed  in  all  ele- 
mentary schools  shall  be  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  in  all 
secondary  schools  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.    The  superin- 
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tendent  of  schools  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to  the 
board  of  education  stating  the  names  of  those  teachers  whom  he 
has  found  to  be  competent  and  to  have  rendered  efficient  service. 
The  salary  of  each  elementary  teacher  included  in  such  report 
shall  thereupon  be  increased  annually  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
for  each  year  of  such  employment,  until  the  annual  salary  of  each 
such  teacher  shall  equal  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  and  the 
salary  of  each  secondary  teacher  shall  be  increased  annually  in 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  year  of  such  employment  until 
the  annual  salary  of  each  such  teacher  shall  equal  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars. 

5.  A  teacher  whose  name  is  not  included  in  the  report  of  the 
superintendent  of  schools  as  doing  eflicient  work  for  two  suc- 
cessive years  shall  be  discontinued  as  a  member  of  the  teaching 
force  of  the  city  unless  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board 
of  education  shall  vote  to  retain  such  teacher. 

6.  The  common  council  shall  have  authority,  on  the  reccHii- 
mendation  of  the  board  of  education,  to  increase  the  salaries  to 
be  paid  the  teachers  of  such  city  above  the  amount  expressed  in 
the  preceding  subdivision. 

§  265.  New  sites  and  new  buildings.  1.  Whenever,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  board  of  education,  the  needs  of  the  city  require  a 
new  school  building,  or  whenever  one  of  the  present  buildings 
should  be  repaired,  remodeled  or  enlaiged,  such  board  shall  pass 
a  resolution  specifying  in  detail  the  necessities  therefor,  and  shall 
estimate  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for  such  purpose,  and 
shall  forward  such  resolution  and  estimate  to  the  mayor  and  the 
common  council. 

2.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  education,  it  is 
necessary  to  select  a  new  site,  or  to  enlarge  a  present  site,  or  to 
designate  a  playground,  or  athletic  center,  such  board  shall  pass 
a  formal  resolution  stating  the  necessity  therefor  and  describing 
by  metes  and  bounds  the  grounds  or  territory  desired  for  each  of 
these  purposes.  JSuch  resolution,  when  adopted,  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  mayor  and  the  common  council. 

3.  The  common  council  shall  thereupon  consider  such  reso- 
lutions and  may  call  for  such  additional  information  from  the 
board  of  education  as  appears  necessary.  The  common  council 
may  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  raise  funds  to  meet  the 
expenses  to  be  incurred  for  any  of  such  purposes.  If  a  bond 
issue  is  authorized  for  such  purpose,  the  city  authorities  shall 
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issue  such  bonds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  in  the  form 
for  which  bonds  are  issued  for  all  city  purposes. 

4.  The  plans  and  specifications  for  repairing,  remodeling,  or 
enlarging  a  school  building,  and  for  the  construction  of  new  school 
buildings  shall  be  prepared  by  the  engineering  department  of  the 
city.  The  common  council  may,  however,  obtain  such  plans  and 
specifications  through  competition  or  such  board  may  authorize 
the  employment  of  an  architect  to  prepare  such  plans  and  speci- 
fications. 

5.  No  school  building  shall  be  constructed,  no  grounds  shall  be 
improved  or  otherwise  changed,  and  no  school  building  shall  be 
remodeled,  repaired,  or  enlarged  until  the  plans  and  specifications 
therefor  are  submitted  to  the  board  of  education  and  approved  by 
a  majority  vote  of  that  body. 

6.  The  construction,  repairing  and  remodeling  of  school  build- 
ings and  the  construction,  repairs,  purchase  or  improvements  of 
buildings,  sites  and  other  property  authorized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  the  awarding  of  contracts  therefor  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  governing  the  con- 
struction, repairs,  and  improvements  of  public  works  and 
mimicipal  buildings  in  said  city. 

§  266.  School  bndi^et.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each 
year  the  board  of  education  shall  prepare  a  budget  for  the  ensuing 
calendar  year,  of  such  sums  of  money  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  following  purposes,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  amount 
anticipated  in  the  next  apportionment  of  school  funds  from  the 
state: 

1.  The  salary  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  of  all  teachers, 
of  all  professional  experts,  of  all  medical  inspectors  and  nurses, 
of  truant  officers,  of  janitors,  and  of  all  other  employees  of  the 
school  system,  appointed  or  employed  by  the  board  of  education. 

2.  All  other  necessaiy  incidental  and  contingent  expenses  in- 
eluding  the  ordinary  repairs  of  buildings,  the  purchase  of  fuel 
and  light,  supplies,  textbooks,  repairs  and  purchases  of  school 
apparatus,  books,  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  other  articles  and 
service  necessary  for  the  maintenance,  operation,  and  support  of 
the  school  system  of  the  city. 

§  267.  Preparation,  revision  and  approval  of  budget.     1.  The 

board  of  education  shall  give  the  mayor  official  notice  of  its  meet 
ing  at  which  the  aforesaid  budget  is  prepared,  and  the  mayor  may 
attend  such  meeting  and  shall  be  accorded  the  right  of  inquiry 
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into  any  item  of  such  budget,  and  all  the  privileges  in  said  meet- 
ing of  the  members  of  said  board  except  the  privilege  of  voting. 
When  the  board  of  education  shall  have  finally  determined  on  the 
statement  of  expenses  for  the  items  indicated  in  the  preceding 
section,  it  shall  present  the  same  to  the  mayor,  or  the  acting 
mayor,  of  the  city.  If  the  mayor,  or  acting  mayor,  approves  such 
statement  he  shall  sign  it  and  immediately  file  it  with  the  city 
clerk. 

2.  If  the  mayor  disapproves  the  same,  or  any  item  therein,  he 
shall  within  five  days  return  such  budget  to  the  president  of  the 
board  of  education  with  his  objections  thereto  indorsed  thereon. 
The  board  shall  then  proceed  to  reconsider  said  budget  and  if  five 
of  the  members  of  said  board  vote  in  favor  of  said  budget  it  shall 
stand  as  if  it  had  been  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  shall  imme- 
diately be  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  If  five  of  the  members  of 
said  board  do  not  vote  for  the  adoption  of  such  budget,  it  shall  be 
modified  so  as  to  conform  to  the  views  expressed  by  the  mayor  in 
his  objection,  or  the  board  shall  present  to  the  mayor,  as  in  the 
first  instance,  a  new  budget. 

3.  If  the  mayor  approves  such  new  budget,  he  shall  sign  it  and 
file  it  with  the  city  clerk,  but  if  the  mayor  does  not  approve  any 
item  therein  he  shall  within  three  days  return  the  same  with  his 
objections  as  before.  The  board  of  education  shall  continue  to 
present  budgets  as  aforesaid  until  the  mayor's  approval  is  ob- 
tained, or  until  five  of  the  members  of  said  board  vote  in  favor 
of  such  budget  over  the  mayor's  objection.  Such  budget,  when 
thus  approved  or  passed,  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  If 
tlie  mayor  fails  to  sign  a  statement  of  the  budget  required  as 
herein  provided,  or  fails  to  return  the  same  with  his  objections 
thereto  to  the  board  of  education  within  five  days  after  its  sub- 
mission to  him,  such  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  approved. 

4.  When  such  statement  is  finally  filed  with  the  city  derk,  the 
common  council  for  said  city  shall  include  in  the  annual  tax  and 
assessment  roll  for  such  year  the  amount  specified  in  such  finjil 
statement,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  by  the  oommissioner 
of  finance,  who  shall  credit  it  to  the  school  funds  of  the  depart- 
ment of  public  instruction. 

§  2G8.  School  funds.  1.  Public  moneys  apportioned  to  said  city, 
or  belonging  to  said  city  and  received  from  any  source  what- 
soever, and  all  funds  raised  or  collected  by  the  autliorities  of 
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citj,  for  school  purposes  or  to  be  used  by  the  board  of  education 
for  any  purpose  authorized  in  this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  com- 
missioner of  finance  of  such  city,  who  shall  keep  the  same  separate 
from  the  general  fimds  of  the  city  and  shall  credit  all  such  funds 
to  the  department  of  public  instruction. 

2.  Such  funds  shall  be  disbursed  by  a  vote  of  the  board  of 
education  and  upon  written  orders  drawn  on  the  commissioner  of 
finance,  which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  education.  Such  orders 
shall  be  numbered  consecutively  and  shall  specify  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  drawn  and  the  person  or  corporation  to  whom  they 
are  payable.  All  purchases  made  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion two  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the 
board  of  education,  after  such  purchases  have  been  delivered  to 
and  accepted  by  such  board,  and  when  the  bills  therefor  are  sub- 
mitted in  itemized  form  and  approved  by  the  board  or  body  au- 
thorized to  make  such  purchase.  All  claims  shall  be  audited  by 
the  commissioner  of  finance. 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  commissioner  of  finance  of  said 
city  to  permit  the  use  of  such  funds  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  for  which  they  are  authorized.  The  commissioner  of  finance 
shall  render  to  the  board  of  education  a  monthly  statement  show- 
ing the  amount  of  funds  available  and  the  specific  purposes  for 
which  they  may  be  expended.

§  269.  City  to  form  a  public  library  district.  The  said  city  shall 
form  a  permanent  library  district  and  the  public  library  or  libra- 
ries therein  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights,  powers,  privileges,  public 
moneys  and  other  benefits  conferred  upon  public  libraries  by  law 
or  other  state  authority  and  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
m  this  acty  be  subject  to  all  the  niles,  regulations,  powers  of  in- 
spection and  superintendence  prescribed  by  law,  applicable  to 
public  libraries  in  the  state  of  New  York. 
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§  270.  Board  of  library  truiteei.  The  affairs  of  the  White 
Plains  public  library  shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  seven  mem- 
bers, six  of  whom  are  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  act,  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  to  be  ex  officio  a  membei 
thereof,  which  board  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the  '^  board 
of  trustees  of  White  Plains  public  library."  Said  board  and 
its  successors  shall  possess  all  the  powers  conferred,  and  discharge 
all  the  duties  imposed,  by  this  act  or  by  any  general  law  of  this 
state  relating  to  public  libraries  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
pjovisions  of  this  act 

§  271.  Genera}  powers  of  library  tnuteei.  The  present  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  White  Plains  public  library  shall  oon- 
tiinie  to  constitute  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  White  Plains  public 
library  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act.  All  moneys  and  funds  belonging  to  said  public 
library  shall  be  paid  over  and  delivered  to  the  commissioner  of 
finance,  and  credited  by  him  to  the  library  fund  of  said  city.  AD 
the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  obligations  and  liabilities  of  said 
White  Plains  public  library  shall  remain  vested  in  and  imposed 
upon  said  board  of  library  trustees  as  hereby  continued,  and  the 
riirhts  and  privileges  of  all  persons  that  may  have  arisen  or  ao- 
crued  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  remain  and  be  enforced 
by  or  against  said  board  of  library  trustees,  and  its  successors,  in 
the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  the  same  might  have  been 
enforced  by  or  against  the  board  of  trustees  of  White  Plains  pablio 
library  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed;  subject,  however^  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  272.  Appointment  of  library  tnuteei.  The  common  council 
shall  in  the  month  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  ap- 
point six  citizens  of  said  city  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
^^'hite  Plains  public  library,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  term  of  one  year  from  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen,  two  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years 
from  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  two  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  January 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  thereafter  shall  annually 
in  the  month  of  January  appoint  two  citizens  of  said  city  as  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  trustees  of  White  Plains  public  library  and 
shall  also  appoint  a  citizen  of  said  city  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the 
membership  of  said  board  caused  by  death  or  otherwise,  whenever 
such  vacancy  shall  occur.  Each  person  so  appointed  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  January 
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preceding  such  appointment,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
section,  and  except  when  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  and  in  suuli 
case  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  caused  by  such  vacancy. 

^  273.  Organization  and  specified  powers  of  trustees.  Said  board 
of  library  trustees  shall  have  power  to  elect  one  of  their  members 
president  and  one  of  said  members  to  act  as  secretary,  and  each 
shall  perform  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  their  respective 
offices,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  to  laws  and 
regulations  pertaining  to  public  libraries  in  the  state  of  New 
York,  said  board  of  library  trustees  shall  have  power  and  it  shall 
be  its  duty: 

1.  To  have  the  exclusive  care,  custody,  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  public  library  of  said  city  and  of  all  property  pertain- 
ing thereto. 

2.  To  provide,  with  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  suit- 
able rooms  or  buildings  for  said  library  and  to  appoint  a 
librarian  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
proper  care  and  maintenance  of  said  library. 

3.  To  purchase,  sell  or  exchange,  improve  and  repair  books 
for  said  library,  library  appurtenances  and  fixtures. 

§  274.  Annual  report  of  library  trnstees.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  of  library  trustees  to  make  such  reports  to  the  educa- 
tional department  of  the  state  of  New  York  as  shall  be  required 
by  law  and  shall  also  report  to  the  common  council  whenever  so 
required. 

ARTICLE  XII.

Section  275.  Municipal  civil   service  commission,   appointment 

and  term. 
276.  Organization  and  duties. 

§  275.  Appointment  of  mimicipal  civil  service  commisiion.  The 
common  council  shall  in  the  month  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen,  appoint  three  suitable  persons  as  members  of  the 
municipal  civil  service  commission,  one  for  the  term  of  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
one  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen  and  one  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and 
thereafter  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  January  appoint  one 
member  of  said  commission  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the 
first  day  of  January  preceding  such  appointment. 
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§  276.  Organization  and  duties.  The  municipal  civil  service 
oommission  shall  be  constituted  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law 
and  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  president  and  one  of  its 
members  secretary  thereof  and  it  has  powers  and  shall  per- 
form such  duties  as  may  be  conferred  and  imposed  by  or 
pursuant  to  law.

§  277.  Actioni  for  damages  or  injuries  to  person  or  property.  No 
civil  action  shall  be  maintained  against  the  city  for  damages  or 
injuries  to  person  or  property  sustained  in  consequence  of  the 
existence  of  snow  or  ice  upon  any  sidewalk,  crosswalk  or  street, 
unless  written  notice  thereof,  relating  to  the  particular  place, 
was  actually  given  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and  there 
was  a  failure  or  neglect  to  cause  such  snow  or  ice  to  be  removed, 
or  the  place  otherwise  made  reasonably  safe  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice.  Any  person  intending  to 
make  any  claim  against  the  city  for  personal  injuries  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  such  injuries  shall  have  been  received,  give 
to  the  corporation  counsel  a  notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to 
claim  damages,  and  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  the  injuries 
were  received  and  the  nature  and  extent  of  such  injuries.  All 
claims  against  the  city  for  damages  or  injuries  to  person  or  prop- 
erty alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  the  misfeasance  or  negligence 
of  the  city,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees,  shall  be  presented 
to  the  commissioner  of  finance  in  writing,  within  ten  days  after 
the  happening  of  the  accident  or  injury  out  of  which  the  claim 
arose.  Such  writing  shall  describe  the  time  when,  the  particular 
place  where  and  the  circumstances  under  which  the  damages  or 
injuries  were  sustained  and  the  cause  thereof;  it  shall  also  state, 
so  far  as  it  is  then  practicable,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
damages,  or  injuries ;  it  shall  also  state  the  place  of  residence  of 
the  claimant  by  street  and  number,  and,  if  there  be  no  street  or 
number,  it  shall  contain  such  statement  as  will  disclose  the  place 
of  residence;  and  all  such  claims  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of 
the  claimants.  The  omission  to  serve  upon  the  corporation  coun- 
sel the  notice  hereinbefore  provided,  or  the  omission  to  present 
such  claim  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  within  ten  days,  or  to 
commence  an  action  thereon  within  six  months,  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  claim  or  action  therefor  against  the  city;  but  no  action  shall 
be  brought  upon  any  such  claim  until  three  months  have  elapsed 
after  the  presentation  of  the  claim  to  the  commissioner  of  finance. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be    held    to    repeal    or 
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modify  any  existing  requirement  or  statute  of  limitations  which 
is  applicable  to  this  class  of  actions,  but,  on  the  contrary,  shall  be 
held  to  be  an  additional  requirement  to  the  right  to  maintain 
such  action;  nor  shall  anything  herein  contained  be  held  to 
modify  any  existing  rule  of  law  relative  to  the  question  of  con- 
tributory negligence,  nor  to  impose  upon  the  city  any  greater 
duty  or  obligation  than  that  it  shall  keep  its  streets  and  public 
places  in  a  reasonably  safe  condition  for  public  use  and  travel 
The  place  of  trial  of  all  actions  or  proceedings  against  the  city  or 
any  of  its  officers,  boards  or  departments,  shall  be  the  county  of 
Westchester. 

§  278.  Judgments  against  city.  The  amount  of  any  judgment 
recovered  against  the  city,  and  payable  by  it  and  remaining  un- 
paid, with  the  interest  due  thereon,  in  case  no  appeal  is  intended 
to  be  taken,  or  in  case  such  judgment  is  finally  affirmed  on  an 
appeal  taken,  shall  be  reported  by  the  corporation  counsel  inune- 
diately  after  the  same  shall  have  become  payable  to  the  conunon 
council ;  and  such  amount  shall  be  raised  in  the  next  levy  of  taxes 
for  the  expenses  of  the  city,  unless  execution  upon  such  judgment 
shall  be  stayed*  Such  judgments  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys 
paid  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  on  account  of  such  levy,  in 
the  order  of  their  recovery.  Until  the  money  so  raised  shall  l)C 
paid  to  the  conmiissioner  of  finance  and  payment  of  judgments 
refused,  no  execution  shall  issue  against  the  city,  unless  the 
amount  of  such  judgments  shall  not  have  been  included  in  the  tax 
levy ;  provided,  nevertheless,  if  there  be  any  moneys  in  the  treas- 
ury to  the  credit  of  a  fund  derived  from  the  revenues  of  the  city 
other  than  taxation  not  otherwise  appropriated  sufficient  to  satisfy 
such  judgments,  the  common  council  shall  direct  the  payment 
therefrom  of  such  judgments  in  the  order  of  their  recovery. 

§  279.  Additional  allowances.  No  allowance  or  compensation, 
in  addition  to  the  salary  or  compensation  prescribed  by  law  or 
authorized  by  this  act  or  otherwise  by  law,  shall  be  paid  by  any 
officer  or  employee  of  the  city  or  to  any  person  paid  out  of  city 
funds,  nor  shall  any  amount  in  excess  of  the  sum  payable  under 
any  contract  be  paid  on  account  thereof. 

§  280.  Books  and  papers  to  be  public  record.     All  books  and 

papers  and  documents  filed  with  or  constituting  a  part  of  the 
records  of  proceedings  of  any  officer,  board  or  department  of  the 
city,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  records  and  shall,  during  office 
hours,  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

§  281.  luhabitanti  not  incompetent.    Upon  the  trial  of  any  issue 
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or  the  prosccation  of  any  proceeding,  or  upon  the  taking  or  mak- 
ing of  any  inquisition,  appraisal  or  award,  or  upon  the  judicial 
investigation  of  any  fact  whatever,  to  which  issue  proceedirigs, 
inquest,  investigation  or  award  the  city  is  a  part,  or  in  whicli  the 
city  may,  in  any  way,  be  interested,  no  person  shall  be  deemed 
incompetent  as  a  judge,  referee,  commissioner,  witness  or  juror 
by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant,  freeholder  or  taxpayer  of 
the  city. 

§  282.  Witnesses  not  to  be  exonsed  from  testifying.  [N^o  witness 
shall  be  excused  from  testifying  in  any  criminal  proceeding  or 
in  any  investigation  or  inquiry  before  the  common  council,  or 
any  committee  thereof,  or  before  any  officer  conducting  an  investi- 
gation, touching  the  knowledge  of  such  witness  as  to  any  offense 
committed  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  law 
of  the  state  or  ordinance  of  the  city,  but  such  testimony  shall 
not  be  used  against  such  witness  in  any  criminal  prosecution  or 
proceeding  whatever. 

§  283.  City  boundaries  may  be  marked;  no  adverse  title  obtained 
by  encroachments.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
cause  the  boundaries  of  the  city  to  be  surveyed  and  permanent 
monimients  to  be  placed  to  indicate  the  same,  and  a  map  to  be 
made  thereof.  No  encroachment  on  any  sidewalk,  alley,  street, 
highway  or  public  grounds  in  said  city  shall  operate  to  confer 
any  right  upon  any  person  or  corporation  adverse  to  the  city,  but 
such  encroachment  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance,  and  the  city  may^ 
at  any  time,  cause  the  same  to  be  removed. 

§  284.  Hotice  to  one  owner,  notice  to  all.    Whenever  any  real 

estate  in  said  city  shall  be  owned  by  two  or  more  persons  jointly, 
or  as  tenants  in  common,  a  notice  served  on  one  of  such  persons 
shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  all,  for  any  purpose  requiring  a  notice 
under  this  act 

§  285.  City  to  be  regarded  as  a  town  for  certain  purposes.    The 

city  shall  be  regarded  as  a  separate  town,  of  the  county  of  West- 
chester for  the  purpose  of  selecting  and  procuring  the  attendance 
of  trial  jurors.  The  assessor,  the  city  clerk  and  the  supervisors 
or  a  majority  of  them  shall  perform  the  duties  of  supervisor, 
town  clerk  and  assessors  of  a  town  as  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
purpose  of  selecting,  drawing  and  procuring  the  attendance  of 
such  jurors.  A  duplicate  of  the  return  made  by  them  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  such  list  shall  be  the  jury 
list  of  said  city  and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city  clerk  to  the  city 
judge  and  civil  justices  and  used  by  them  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  by  law  for  jury  lists  in  towns. 
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§  286.  Eefnsal  of  officer  to  deliyer  property  to  raooessor;  penalty. 
If  any  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  offioe  under  this  act 
shall  refuse  on  request  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  property, 
books,  papers  and  effects  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control, 
belonging  to  the  city  or  appertaining  to  his  office,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  city  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
besides  all  damages  caused  by  such  refusal.  And  the  person  so 
refusing  may  be  compelled  to  make  such  delivery  by  an  order  to 
be  made,  upon  affidavit,  by  the  county  judge,  or  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  court,  and  may  be  punished  as  for  a  contempt  for  dis- 
obeying such  order  by  the  judsre  or  justice  granting  it. 

§  287.  Annual  reports  of  departments.  The  several  heads  of 
departments  shall  present  to  the  mayor,  annually,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  of  February,  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  such 
department  during  the  preceding  year,  and  he  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  common  council  with  any  recommendation  he  may 
think  proper  to  make.  But  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  relieve  such  heads  of  departments  from  fur- 
nishing information  required  by  the  mayor  or  common  council  at 
any  other  time. 

§  288.  Officers,  trustees  of  public  property.  The  common  council 
and  the  several  members  thereof,  and  all  officers  and  employees  of 
the  city  are  hereby  declared  trustees  of  the  property,  funds  and 
effects  of  said  city  respectively,  so  far  as  such  property,  funds 
and  effects  are  or  may  be  committed  to  their  management  or  con- 
trol, and  every  taxpayer  residing  in  said  city  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  cestui  que  trust  in  respect  to  the  said  property  funds  and 
effects,  respectively;  and  any  co-trustee  or  any  cestui  que  trust 
shall  be  entitled  as  against  said  trustee  and  in  regard  to  said 
property,  funds  and  effects  to  all  the  rules,  remedies  and  privi- 
leges provided  by  law  for  any  co-trustee  or  cestui  que  trust;  to 
prosecute  and  maintain  an  action  to  prevent  waste  and  injury  to 
any  property,  funds  and  estate  held  in  trust;  and  such  trustees 
are  hereby  made  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  im- 
posed by  law  on  trustees,  and  such  duties  and  responsibilities  may 
be  enforced  by  the  city  or  by  any  co-trustee  or  cestui  que  trust 
aforesaid.  The  remedies  herein  provided  shall  be  in  addition  to 
those  now  provided  by  law. 

§  289.  Creation  of  debt.  No  person  shall  have  power  to  make 
any  purchase  or  contract  any  debt  on  the  part  of  the  city,  unless 
especially  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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§  290.  PubUo  aot.  This  act  is  intended  to  be  and  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  in  all  courts  and  jurisdictions  to  be  a  public  act, 
of  which  the  courts  shall  take  judicial  notice.  This  act  shall  be 
construed  not  as  an  act  in  derogation  of  the  powers  of  the  state, 
but  as  one  intended  to  aid  the  state  in  the  execution  of  its  duties^ 
arid  shall  be  liberally  construed  so  as  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  and  purposes  thereof. 

§  291.  Bonded  debt  of  villagre  and  town  of  White  Plaint.    The 

city  of  White  Plains  shall  be  liable  for  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
Tillage  and  town  of  White  Plains,  and  shnll  pay  and  discharge  the 
principal  as  the  same  shall  fall  due,  and  the  annual  interest  accru- 
ing thereon. 

§  292.  Apportionment  of  state  and  county  taxes.  The  board  of 
supervisors  of  Westchester  county  shall,  at  its  first  annual  session 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  fix  and  determine  the  proportional 
amounts  of  the  state  and  county  and  town  charges  to  be  equitably 
paid  by  the  city  of  White  Plains,  and  also  the  proportional  shares 
or  amounts  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and 
Greenburgh,  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  said  city.  Said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  also,  at  their  first  annual  session  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  fix  and  determine  the  proportional  share 
or  amount  of  the  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  towns 
of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh,  incurred  and  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  be  chargeable  upon  the  city  of 
White  Plains,  and  the  proportional  share  or  amount  thereof  to  be 
chargeable  to  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh,  not 
included  within  the  boundaries  of  said  city.  Said  board  of 
supervisors  in  (determining  the  proportion  which  shall  be  paid 
by  said  city  and  towns  respectively,  shall  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
portion of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  of  said  city  and 
towns,  and  the  amount  chargeable  to  the  city  of  White  Plains 
shall  bear  such  proportion  to  the  whole  amount  of  such  floating 
and  bonded  indebtedness  as  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property 
formerly  in  such  town  but  now  in  said  city  of  Wliite  Plains  upon 
the  assessment  roll  of  the  city  of  White  Plains  for  that  year,  as 
equalized  by  said  board  bears  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the 
assessment  roll  of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh 
respectively,  for  that  year  as  equalized  by  said  board  and  the 
assessment  roll  of  said  city  so  equalized.  Said  board  of  super- 
visors, shall  also,  at  their  first  annual  session  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  fix  and  determine  the  proportional  share  or  amount  of 
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the  floating  and  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  several  school  districts, 
part  of  which  are  included  in  said  city,  incurred  and  existing  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  be  chargeable  upon  the  city 
of  White  Plains,  and  the  proportional  share  or  amount  thereof 
chargeable  to  the  part  of  each  of  such  several  school  districts,  not 
included  in  the  boundaries  of  said  city. 

Said  board  of  supervisors,  in  determining  the  proportion  which 
shall  be  chargeable  to  said  city  and  school  districts  not  included  in 
the  boundaries  of  said  city,  shall  be  governed  by  the  proportion  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  of  said  city  and  several 
school  districts  not  included  in  the  boundaries  of  said  city,  and  the 
amount  chargeable  to  the  city  of  White  Plains  shall  bear  such 
proportion  to  the  whole  amount  of  such  floating  and  bonded  in- 
debtedness as  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  property  in  said  city  of 
White  Plains,  formerly  in  such  school  district,  bears  to  the  abro- 
gate amount  of  the  assessment  roll  of  such  school  districts,  respec- 
tively, on  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll  of  such  school  district 
The  portion  of  the  indebtedness  so  apportioned  shall  become  a 
charge  for  principal  and  interest  upon  the  city  of  White  Plains 
and  the  respective  towns  and  school  districts  as  though  the  same 
had  been  incurred  by  said  city,  towns  and  school  districts  sepa- 
rately. After  the  passage  of  this  act  the  said  city  of  White  Plains, 
shall,  for  all  purposes  relating  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
taxes,  be  and  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  township  in  said 
county  of  Westchester. 

§  293.  Adjustment  of  leases  and  certilloates  of  sales.  Inmiediately 
after  the  appointment  of  a  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  White  Plains, 
as  herein  provided,  the  town  clerk,  town  receiver  of  taxes  and  the 
supervisor,  of  the  town  of  White  Plains  shall  deliver  all  books, 
papers  and  other  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  town 
of  White  Plains  to  the  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  White  Plains,  and 
upon  such  delivery  of  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  town  of 
White  Plains  in  and  to  tax  leases,  tax  sales  and  tax  certificates 
of  sales,  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  of  White  Plains  with  the  same 
purpose  and  effect  as  though  they  had  been  actually  assigned  by 
the  town  of  White  Plains  to  the  city  of  White  Plains.  The  super- 
visors of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh,  shall  con- 
tinue to  keep  the  record  of  tax  sales  and  retain  the  custody  and 
ownership  of  tax  leases  and  certificates  of  sale  for  taxes  within  that 
portion  of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh  hereby 
included  within  the  city  of  White  Plains,  as  though  such  portions 
had  not  been  incliiHod  within  the  city  of  White  Plains,  and  upon 
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the  payment  of  any  tax  now  due  upon  land  lying  within  such 
portiona  of  said  towns  the  same  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of 
such  towns.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Westchester  county 
shall,  at  its  first  annual  session  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  fix 
and  determine  the  proportionate  amount  of  back  taxes  so  collected 
to  be  retained  by  each  town  and  the  proportionate  amount  to  be 
paid  by  each  of  said  towns  to  the  said  city  of  White  Plains.  Such 
apportionment  shall  be  made  by  said  board  of  supervisors  on  a 
basis  of  the  assessment  roll  in  effect  when  this  act  takes  effect,  and 
the  supervisors  of  the  several  towns  shall  annually,  upon  a  basis 
or  proportion,  fixed  as  aforesaid,  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  in  this  year  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  of  the  city 
of  White  Plains  the  part  or  proportion  of  taxes  to  which  said 
city  ifl  entitled. 

§  294.  Enforoement  of  taxes  and  assessments  already  levied.    All 

proceedings  taken  or  which  shall  be  taken  prior  to  the  time  this 
act  takea  effect,  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  ten  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  and  chapter  six  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
shall  be  concluded  under  the  provisions  of  thos^  acts,  and  all  acts 
required  to  be  done  and  performed  by  the  supervisor  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  conunissioner  of  finance  and  all  acts  required  to 
be  done  and  performed  by  the  town  clerk  shall  be  performed  by 
the  city  clerk«  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  such  acts 
had  been  done  and  performed  by  such  supervisor  and  town  clerk, 
and  the  collection  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  which  have  b^en 
or  shall  have  been  imposed  before  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be 
concluded  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  at  the  time  such  taxes 
and  assessments  were  imposed  by  the  commissioner  of  finance. 

§  295.  Collection  of  taxes.  This  act  shall  in  no  wise  apply  to  or 
affect  the  collection  of  the  town,  county  or  state,  village  or  school 
taxes,  the  warrant  for  collection  of  which  may  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  receiver  of  taxes  of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Green- 
burgh,  and  all  steps  and  means  now  provided  by  the  statute  for 
the  collection  of  said  taxes  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  taken 
and  enforced  as  is  now  provided  by  statute  for  delinquent  taxes, 
and  when  the  same  shall  be  collected  they  shall  be  disposed  of  in 
the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  not  become  a  law,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act. 

§  296.  Village   ordinances,  et  cetera,  continued.     The  existing 

ordinances,  by-laws,  resolutions  and  regulations  of  the  trustees  of 
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the  village  of  White  Plains  as  the  same  shall  be  in  force  when 
this  act  takes  effect,  shall  be  and  continue  in  force,  and  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  over  the  entire  limits  of  the  city  of 
White  Plains,  as  in  and  by  this  act  established,  and  shall  be  and 
continue  in  force  and  effect  over  the  whole  city  as  if  duly  adopted, 
passed  and  published  by  the  common  council  of  said  city  until 
the  same  shall  be  repealed  by  the  common  council  of  said  city. 

§  297.  Towns  of  North  Castle  and  Oreenburgh,  and  school  districts 
continued.  The  balance  of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Green- 
burgh,  not  included  within  the  bounds  of  the  city  of  White  Plains, 
shall  be  separate  and  distinct  towns  with  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  a  town  as  provided  by  law  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
towns  of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh ;  and  the  portions  of  the 
several  school  districts  not  included  in  the  boundaries  of  ;?aid 
city  shall  be  separate  and  distinct  school  districts  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  school  district  as  provided  by  law;  all 
officers  of  said  towns  and  school  districts  who  shall  be  residents 
of  the  same  as  hereby  altered  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices 
for  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ;  all  officers  hold- 
ing office  either  by  election  or  appointment,  who  shall  cease  to  be 
residents  of  the  towns  of  North  Castle  and  Greenburgh,  or  of  the 
several  school  districts,  in  consequence  of  the  alteration  of  said 
towns  and  school  districts  hereby  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated 
their  offices  from  the  day  when  this  act  shall  take  effect,  as  if 
they  had  removed  from  the  towns  or  school  districts,  except  as  in 
this  act  otherwise  provided.  All  vacancies  caused  as  above  stated 
shall  be  filled  by  the  respective  town  board  and  school  districts  as 
provided  by  law. 

§  298.  Village  and  town  corporations  dissolved.  The  corporations 
known  as  the  village  of  White  Plains  and  the  town  of  White 
Plains,  and  included  in  the  boundaries  hereinbefore  described, 
are  hereby  dissolved,  and  all  offices  elective  and  appointive,  exist- 
ing under  the  government  of  the  village  and  town  of  White 
Plains,  are  hereby  abolished,  and  all  such  village  and  town  officei*s 
shall  immediately  deliver  and  turn  over  all  books,  papers,  money 
and  property  of  every  description  to  the  city  of  White  Plains,  and 
the  title  thereto  and  also  the  title  of  said  town  and  village  of,  in 
and  to  any  and  all  real  estate,  leases,  tax  leases  and  any  interest  in 
real  estate  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  village  or  town 
of  White  Plains  is  hereby  vested  in  the  city  of  White  Plains. 

§  299.  State  insurance  law  to  apply.  The  provisions  of  section 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  con- 
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solidated  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  known  as  the  insurance  law  of  the  state  of  New  York,  shall 
apply  to  the  city  of  White  Plains  and  be  a  portion  of  this  act. 

§  300.  Tmstees  of  police  pension  fund.  The  common  council 
of  the  city  of  White  Plains  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of 
trustees  of  the  police  pension  fund  created  by  this  act.  The  com- 
missioner of  finance  shall  be  the  treasurer  of  such  board  of  trus- 
tees. Such  board  of  trustees  shall  have  charge  of  and  administer 
said  fund,  and  from  time  to  time  invest  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  as  the/  shall  deem  most  beneficial  to  said  fund,  and  are 
empowered  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  and  take  all  necessary 
and  proper  actions  and  proceedings  in  the  premises,  and  to  maKo 
payments  from  said  fund  of  pensions  granted  in  pursuance  of 
this  act  And  the  fund  now  in  the  possession  of  the  board  of 
police  conmaissi oners  as  trustees  of  the  police  pension  fund  of 
the  village  of  White  Plains  shall  be  transferred  to  the  trustees  of 
the  police  pension  fund  hereby  created.  The  said  trustees  shall 
from  time  to  time  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  police  pension  fund  as  they  may  deem  best. 
The  commissioner  of  finance  shall  report  in  detail  to  the  common 
council  of  the  city  of  White  Plains  annually  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  August,  in  which  report  shall  be  stated  the  condition  of  the 
police  pension  fund,  how  invested  and  the  items  of  their  receipts 
and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same.  No  payments  what- 
ever shall  be  allowed  or  made  by  said  trustees  as  reward,  gratuity 
or  compensation  to  any  person  for  salary  or  services  rendered  by 
or  for  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  301.  Police  pension  fund;  how  constitnted.  The  police  pension 
fund  shall  consist  of: 

1.  The  police  pension  fund  now  in  the  possession  of  the  board 
of  police  commissioners  of  the  village  of  White  Plains  as  trus- 
tees of  the  police  pension  fund. 

2.  All  fines  imposed  by  the  board  of  police  upon  members  of 
the  police  force. 

3.  All  rewards,  fees,  gifts,  testimonials  and  emoluments  that 
may  be  presented,  paid  or  given  to  any  member  of  the  police 
force  for  account  of  police  services,  except  such  as  shall  be 
allowed  by  the  board  of  police  to  be  retained  by  said  member. 

4.  All  lost  or  stolen  money  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
lioard  of  police  for  the  space  of  one  year,  and  for  which  there 
shall  be  no  lawful  claimant,  and  moneys  arising  from  the  sale 
of  unclaimed  property,  which  the  board  of  police  are  hereby  au- 
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thorized  to  sell  after  said  property  shall  have  been  without  law- 
ful claimant  for  the  space  of  one  year. 

6.  A  sum  of  money  equal  to  one  day's  pay  per  month,  or  any 
fractional  part  of  a  day  for  each  member  of  the  police  force 
having  lost  time  to  be  deducted  monthly  from  the  pay  of  mem- 
bers of  said  force  on  account  of  lost  time. 

6.  Two  per  centum  of  the  salary  of  each  of  the  members  of 
said  police  force,  who  may,  by  their  consent  in  writing  to  be 
filed  with  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  police  pension  fund,  con- 
sent to^  its  being  taken  for  the  police  pension  fund.  Twenty-five 
per  centum  of  all  license  money. 

7.  All  fees  received  and  paid  for  the  inspection  and  testing  of 
combustible  and  dangerous  materials  by  the  police,  as  shall  be 
provided  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  city. 

8.  The  sum  of  money  annually  equal  to,  but  not  greater  than 
five  per  centum  of  all  excise  moneys,  after  deducting  rebates  or 
returns  received  by  the  city  of  White  Plains,  from  or  on  account 
of  the  issuing  of  liquor  tax  certificates,  permitting  traffic  in 
liquor  as  defined  by  the  liquor  tax  law,  and  of  any  moneys  paid 
for  tax  upon  the  business  of  trafficking  in  or  selling  or  delivering 
any  such  liquors,  and  twenty-five  per  centum  of  all  the  fines  col- 
lected by  the  city  judge  of  the  city  of  White  Plains  in  criminal 
actions  and  proceedings,  after  deducting  therefrom  all  expenses 
incurred  in  collecting  the  same. 

§  302.  Pensions,  to  whom  p'anted.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the 
police  pension  fund  created  by  this  act  shall  have  power  to  grant 
pensions  as  hereinafter  provided  to  any  member  of  the  police 
force  of  said  village  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  to 
any  person  who  may  hereafter  become  a  member  of  the  police 
force  who  may  have  signed  the  consent  in  writing  as  herein- 
before provided  as  follows : 

T.  To  the  widow  of  any  member  of  the  police  force  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  who  may  hereafter  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  police  force,  who  shall  have  been  killed  while  in  the 
actual  performance  of  police  duty,  or  shall  have  died  from  the 
eflFects  of  any  injury  received  while  in  the  actual  discharge  of 
such  duty,  provided  such  death  shall  not  have  been  caused  by 
misconduct  on  his  part,  such  sum  per  annum  as  may  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  fund  be  deemed  proper. 

2.  To  any  child  or  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  of  such 
member  of  the  police  force  killed  or  dying  as  aforesaid,  but  leav- 
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ing  no  widow,  or  if  a  widow,  then  after  her  death  to  such  child 
or  children  being  yet  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  such  sum  as  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  fund  may  deem  proper. 

3.  To  any  such  member  of  the  police  force  who,  while  in  the 
actual  performance  of  police  duty,  and  by  reason  of  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  and  without  fault  or  misconduct  on  his  part, 
shall  have  become  permanently  disabled  physically  or  mentally 
so  as  to  be  unfitted  to  perform  full  police  duty,  such  sum  per 
annum  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  of  the  pension  fund  shall 
deem  proper. 

4.  Any  such  member  of  the  police  force  who  has  or  shall 
have  performed  police  duty  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  or 
upwards  upon  his  own  application  or  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
surgeon  of  said  police  force  certifying  that  such  member  is 
permanently  disabled  so  as  to  be  unfit  for  police  duty  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  common  council  with  the  approval  of  the 
conmussioner  of  safety,  be  retired  from  service  and  placed  upon 
the  police  pension  roll,  and  therefrom,  shall  be  awarded,  grautcd 
and  paid  from  said  police  pension  fund  by  the  trustees  thereof 
an  annual  sum  during  his  lifetime,  not  exceeding  one-half  or  less 
than  one-fourth  the  full  pay  of  a  member  of  said  police  force  of 
the  rank  of  the  member  so  retired.  Pensions  granted  under  this 
section  shall  be  for  the  natural  life  of  the  ofiicer,  and  shall  not  be 
revoked,  repealed  or  diminished.  In  case  any  retired  member  of 
said  police  force  shall  die  leaving  a  widow,  such  widow  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  during  her 
life.  In  case  such  retired  member  shall  leave  a  minor  child,  or 
children,  and  no  widow,  then  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  pen- 
sion fund  shall  pay  to  the  guardian  of  such  minor  child  or  chil- 
dren such  pension  per  annum  as  the  board  may  deem  proper,  not 
to  exceed  in  all  three  hundred  dollars. 

5.  Pensions  to  widows  shall  terminate  when  the  widow  shall 
remarry  and  pensions  to  children  shall  terminate  whenever  the 
children  shall,  respectively,  arrive  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 
The  common  council  may,  in  its  discretion,  order  any  pension 
granted  or  any  part  thereof  to  cease,  except  to  members  of  the 
police  force  retired  after  twenty  years'  service,  as  hereinbefore 
provided;  but  in  all  such  cases  Uie  said  common  council  shall 
file  with  the  trustees  of  the  pension  fund  a  written  statement  of 
the  causes  which  determined  them  in  ordering  any  pension  to  so 
t^ase,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  render  the  granting  or 
payment  of  such  pension  obligatory  on  the  common  council,  or 
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upon  the  trustees  of  the  police  pension  fund,  except  as  herein- 
before provided. 

6.  No  member  of  the  police  force  shall  be-  awarded,  granted  or 
paid  a  pension  on  account  of  physical  or  mental  disability  or 
disease  unless  upon  the  certificate  of  a  competent  surgeon  who 
shall  have  been  assigned  by  the  commissioner  of  public  safety, 
which  shall  set  forth  the  cause,  nature  and  extent  of  the  dis- 
ability, disease  or  injury  of  each  member  of  the  police  force  who 
may  be  placed  upon  the  pension  roll,  and  said  certificate  shall 
distinctly  state  whether  or  not  such  disability,  disease  or  injury 
was  incurred  or  sustained  by  said  member  of  the  police  force  in 
the  performance  of  police  duty,  and  such  certificate  shall  in  each 
case  be  filed  with  and  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  common 
council. 

7.  No  member  of  the  said  police  force  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
benefits  of  this  act  in  any  way  whatever  unless  he  shall  have 
signed  a  consent  in  vnriting  to  the  effect  that  two  per  centum  of 
his  salary  shall  be  taken  for  the  benefit  of  the  police  pension  fund, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  nor  unless  he  shall  continue  to  permit 
the  same  to  be  taken  so  long  as  he  shall  remain  an  active  member 
on  said  force.  The  time  for  the  commencement  of  the  two  per 
centum  to  run  shall  be  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act  as  to 
members  then  on  the  force,  and  as  to  those  members  who  may 
subsequently  be  appointed  it  shall  commence  on  the  date  of  their 
appointment. 

§  303.  liability  of  oity  and  tmsteet.  Nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  render  the  city  of  White  Plains  liable 
for  the  payment  of  any  moneys  whatever.  Nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  as  in  any  manner  binding  or  holding  the 
common  council  for  any  pension  or  other  moneys  to  be  paid  under 
this  act  beyond  the  income  which  shall  be  derived  from  the  said 
police  pension  fund.  No  pension  shall  be  paid  to  any  member  of 
said  police  force  except  from  the  income  to  be  derived  from  the 
said  police  pension  fund. 

§  304.  Expense  of  preparing  charter.  The  commissioner  of 
finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  audit  and  pay  such  sum  or  sums 
as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred in  preparing  and  presenting  this  charter  to  the  legislature 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars;  and  such  sums 
as  are  necessarily  incurred  in  conducting  the  election  provided  for 
in  section  twenty-five,  and  the  expenses  of  such  election  shall  not 
be  a  legal  charge  against  the  village  of  White  Plains. 
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§  805.  Knt  bndget  —  how  prepared  and  adopted.  In  the  month 
of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  the  com- 
mon council  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  revenues  and 
expenses  of  the  city,  including  schools,  for  the  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  con- 
taining all  of  the  items  prescribed  by  sections  sixty,  sixty-one  and 
two  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  this  act,  and  shall  adopt  the  same 
and  when  the  same  shall  have  been  adopted  it  shall  be  the  tax 
budget  of  said  city  for  such  fiscal  year,  with  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  though  prepared  and  adopted  as  provided  in  section  sixty 
of  this  act,  any  provision  of  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

§  306.  First  assessment  roll  —  how  prepared.  The  assessor  of 
the  city  of  White  Plains  shall,  on  or  before  the  twenty-second  day 
of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  make  up  an  assessment 
roll  of  the  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  in  the  said  city  by 
copying  so  much  of  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll  of  the  towns 
of  White  Plains,  Greenburgh  and  North  Castle  as  relate  to  persons 
residing  in  and  property  included  and  taxable  within  the  city  of 
White  Plains.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  said  assessment  roll 
the  said  assessor  shall  annex  thereto  a  certificate  under  his  hand 
that  the  said  assessment  roll  contains  so  much  of  the  assessment 
rolls  of  the  aforesaid  towns  of  White  Plains,  Greenburgh  and 
North  Castle  as  relates  to  persons  residing  in  and  property  in- 
cluded and  taxable  within  the  said  city  of  White  Plains  and  shall 
deposit  the  same  in  his  office.  He  shall  immediately  have  pub- 
lished the  notice  and  perform  the  duties  required  by  section 
seventy-four  of  this  act,  except  that  such  assessment  roll,  as  cor- 
rected and  completed  shall  be  filed  by  said  assessor  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  on  or  before  the  twelfth  day  of  February,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen.  On  or  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
February,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  the  city  clerk  shall  deliver 
said  assessment  roll  to  the  commissioner  of  finance  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extending  the  tax  thereon.  The  filing  of  such  roll  with 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Westchester  shall  not 
be  required.  The  sums  adopted  by  the  conunon  council  in  the 
tax  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  be  assessed  on  all  real  and  personal 
estate  in  the  city  (except  city  property  and  property  exempt  by 
law)  according  to  the  valuation  of  the  same  in  the  assessment 
roll  for  said  year,  and  shall  be  extended  by  the  commissioner  of 
finance.    The  amount  thus  extended  shall  be  regarded  and  known 
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in  all  proceedings  as  "  tax  "  and  become  due  in  one  installment  on 
the  first  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen.  The  com- 
missioner of  finance  shall  complete  the  roll  and  deliver  it  to  the 
city  clerk  on  or  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sixteen.  The  city  clerk  shall  redeliver  said  roll  to 
the  commissioner  of  finance  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  with  a  warrant  in  the  form 
and  executed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  section  eighty-four 
of  this  act  All  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  col- 
lection and  enforcement  of  taxes  shall  apply,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  section. 

§  307.  Acts  Bepealed.    Except  for  the  purposes  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  act  the  following  acts  are  hereby  repealed :

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Subdivision  f,  as  added  by  chapter  three  hundred  l.  imi. 
and  eighty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  i  u, 
to  subdivision  two  of  section  eight-a  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  >ubd!  tl  u 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  u  wm.  ch. 
labor,  constituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  am«n4«d. 
as  added  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirteen  and  amended  by  chapters  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight  and  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,^  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

(f )  Employees  in  dairies,  creameries,  milk  condensaries,  milk  Em- 
powder  factories,  milk  sugar  factories,  milk  shipping  stations,  exempts 
butter  and  cheese  factories,  ^"and  milk  bottling  plants.*  Employees  cation  of 
in  ice  cream  manufacturing  plants  in  which  not  more  than  seven 
persons  are  employed.^ 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  aides. 

Became  a  law  April  26,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows:

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§  237.  Apportionment  of  local  assessment  for  constraction.    The

The 
commissioners  shall  report  to  the  town  hoard  the  amount  of  the 
cost  of  construction  of  such  sewer  system  as  determined  under  the 
foregoing  provisions  hereof.  The  town  board  shall  direct  the  issue 
and  sale  of  bonds  for  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  construction  as  so 
reported  to  said  board  by  the  said  commissioners,  which  said 
bonds  shall  be  redeemable  in  such  equal  yearly  instalments,  the 
interest  thereon  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  as  said  town  board  shall 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  a  town  charge.  In  the  month  of  July  in 
each  year  the  town  board  shall  notify  the  sewer  conmiissioners  of 
the  amount  to  become  due  for  principal  and  interest  during  the 
ensuing  year  on  the  bonds  so  issued.  The  sewer  conmiissioners 
shall  forthwith  proceed  to  assess  such  amount  on  the  lands  within 
such  district,  or  extension  of  an  existing  district,  in  proportion 
as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  benefit  which  each  lot  or  parcel  will 
derive  therefrom.  After  making  such  apportionment,  said  com- 
missioners shall  forthwith  serve  ^on  each  land  owner  a  notice  of  at 
least  ten  days.^of  the  completion  thereof  and  of  the  filing  of  such 
map  and  plan,  and  that  at  a  specified  time  and  place  a  hearing  will 
be  had  to  consider  and  review  the  same.  Such  notice  must  be 
served'  upon  said  land  owners  personally  or  by  mailing  the  same  to 
their  last  known  respective  addresses  or  by  publishing  die  same 
once  each  week  for  two  weeks,  in  a  newspaper  which  circulates  in 
said  district,  or  by  either  or  any  of  said  methods.

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  chapter  thirty-  l.  1909, 
three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  ( iso ' 
in  relation  to  insurance  corporations,  constituting  chapter  twenty-  *"*° 
eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  130.  Guaranty  and  speeial  reserve  funds.    Any  domestic  fire 

insurance  corporation  may  create  a  guaranty  surplus  fund  and  a 
special  reserve  fund  upon  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  its  board 
of  directors  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  upon  filing  with  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  a  copy  thereof,  declaring  their  desire  and 
intention  to  create  such  funds  and  to  do  business  under  this  and 
the  two  following  sections.

herein,  or  who  shall  buy,  sell  or  fraudulently  obtain  any  veterinary 
medical  diploma,  license,  record  or  r^stration,  or  who  shall  aid 
or  abet  such  buying,  selling  or  fraudulently  obtaining,  or  who  shall 
practice  veterinary  medicine  under  the  cover  of  a  diploma,  or 
license  illegally  obtained,  or  signed  or  issued  unlavrfuUy  or  under 
fraudulent  representation,  or  mistake  of  fact  in  material  regard, 
or  who,  after  conviction  of  a  felony,  shall  attempt  to  practice 
veterinary  medicine,  and  any  person  who  shall,  without  having

corporations,  constituting  chapter  twenty-four  of  the  consolidated  l.  i9io, 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  theAniended. 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
foUows: 

§  10.  Eegistry  erf  mnnicipal  bonds.  Each  municipal  corporation 
shall  keep  in  the  office  of  its  clerk  suitable  books,  in  which  shall 
be  entered  a  full  description  of  the  amount,  rate  of  interest,  class, 
number,  date  of  issue,  pursuant  to  what  law,  and  maturity  of  all 
bonds  issued  by  any  of  its  officers,  and,  if  such  statement  is  not 
already  entered,  of  all  bonds  converted  from  coupon  into  registered 
bonds.  A  bond  to  which  no  coupons  are  attached  may  be  regis- 
tered, at  the  request  of  the  payee,  in  the  books  so  kept  in  the  office 
of  such  clerk,  and  a  certificate  of  such  registry  shall  be  indorsed 
upon  the  bond  by  such  clerk,  and  attested  by  his  seal,  if  he  has 
one.  The  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  bond  so  registered.  The  principal  and  interest  of  a  registered 
municipal  bond  shall  be  payable  only  to  the  payee,  his  legal  rep- 
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resentatives,  successors  or  assigns^  and  shall  be  transferable  only 
upon  presentation  to  such  clerk,  with  a  written  assignment  duly 
acknowledged  or  proved.  The  name  of  the  assignee  shall  be  al- 
tered upon  such  bond  so  transferred  and  the  books  so  kept  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  or  other  c&eer 
having  charge  of  the  office  where  such  registry  is  kept,  to  transmit 
a  statement  of  such  indebtedness  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  office  is  situated,  annually, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November.

relating  to  labor,  constituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  consolidated  l.  mo. 
laws,"  aa  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  L*  mi, 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  chapter  eight  hundred  and  urns! 
sixty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  chapter  four  ank  l,  wii 
hundred  and  ninety-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  andam«nM. 
thirteen  and  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  161.  Honn  of  labor  of  minors  and  women;  time  for  meals. 

1.  No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be  employed,  per- 
mitted or  suffered  to  work  in  or  in  connection  with  any  mercantile 
establishment,  business  office,  telegraph  office,  restaurant,  hotel, 
apartment  house,  theater  or  other  place  of  amusement,  bowling 
alley,  barber  shop,  shoe-polishing  establishment,  or  in  the  distribu- 
tion or  transmission  of  merchandise,  articles  or  messages,  or  in  the 
distribution  or  sale  of  articles  more  than  six  days  or  forty-eight* 
hours  in  any  one  week,  or  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  day, 
or  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after  six  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  any  day.  The  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
any  employment  prohibited  or  regulated  by  section  four  hundred 
and  eighty-five  of  the  penal  law. 

2.  No  female  employee  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be 
required,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in  or  in  connection  with 
any  mercantile  establishment  more  than  six  days  or  fifty-four  hours 
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in  any  one  week,  or  more  than  nine  honrs  in  any  one  day,  except 
that  one  day  in  each  week  may  be  longer  than  nine  houra^  for  the 
purpose  of  making  one  or  more*  shorter  work  days  in  the  week  ;*  or 
before  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after  ten  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  any  day.  This  section  does  not  apply  to  the  employ- 
ment of  persons  sixteen  years  of  age  or  upward  between  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  December  and  the  following  twenty-fourth  day  of 
December,  both  inclusive,  *or  to  such  employment  for  two  addi- 
tional days  at  any  time  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  stock- 
taking. 

8.  Not  less  than  forty-five  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  the 
noonday  meal  of  the  employees  of  any  establishment  specified  in 
subdivision  one  hereof,  unless  the  commissioner  of  labor  shall 
permit  a  shorter  time.  Such  permit  shall  be  kept  conspicuously 
posted  in  the  main  entrance  of  the  establishment,  but  it  may  be 
revoked  at  any  time.  Whenever  any  employee  is  employed  or 
permitted  to  work  after  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  such  employee 
shall  be  allowed  at  least  twenty  minutes  to  obtain  lunch  or  supper 
between  five  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section   1,  SeGtf;ion  sixty-f our  of  chapter   five  hundred  and  ^  "JJ- 
seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  entitled  "An  « " 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Salamanca/'  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows  :^ 

§  64.  Sewer  extenaion  and  issnins  bonds  therefor;  rights  for 
constmctian  and  maintenance  of  sewers.  If  the  board  of  public 
works  of  the  city  of  Salamanca,  by  resolution  or  resolutions

specified  it  will  meet  to  make  final  determination  thereof.  Such 
notice  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  character,  location 
and  expense  of  proposed  construction  or  extension.

sewers  are  laid  or  extended. 

2.  If  the  board  of  public  works  shall  finally  determine  to  make 
the  extension  or  construct  such  sewer  it  shall  record  an  order 
therefor  in  its  minutes,  shall  ascertain  the  whole  cost  thereof 
and  shall  apportion  the  same  upon  all  the  real  estate  benefited 
thereby  or  fronting  upon  said  street,  section  of  street  or  public 
square  upon  which  or  in  which  said  sewer  is  to  be  laid  or  extended 
in  proportion  to  the  frontage  of  the  respective  lots  or  parcels 
thereof  and  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  which  each  owner  of  said 
real  property  may  be  deemed  to  receive,  first  deducting  the  share 
thereof  imposed  upon  the  city  and  the  share  of  any  proportion 
thereof  which  any  street  or  other  railroad  company  may  be  liable 
to  pay.

And  thereupon,  if  said  common  council  ap- 
prove, said  board  of  public  works  may  build  and  construct 
said  sewer  by  contract  therefor  duly  advertised  and  let  to  the 
lowest  bidder  in  all  things  as  provided  in  section  twenty-four 
of  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  thereupon  upon  the  completion 
of  such  sewer,  or  extension  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  public  works  to  certify  the  total  cost  and  expense  thereof, 
including  all  labor  and  materials  therefor,  cost  of  engineering, 
printing  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  connected  therewith,  or 
incidental  thereto,  including  all  interest  on  such  sums  of  money 
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as  have  been  borrowed  for  such  purpose,  to  the  common  council 
of  said  city,  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  assess  the  cost  thereof 
as  herein  provided. 

4.  The  common  council  shall  assess  upon  any  railway  company 
liable  to  assessment  hereunder  its  share  of  the  costs  of  such  sewer 
construction  and  the  said  assessment  shall  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  assessments  are  collected  by  the  comptroller  as 
provided  in  said  charter.  The  common  council  shall  assess  the 
residue  of  such  expenses  upon  all  the  real  estate  fronting  upon 
said  street  or  section  of  street,  public  place  or  square  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  and  shall  make  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  of 
the  amount  so  fixed  by  it  against  the  said  owners  and  occupants 
and  upon  such  land  deemed  to  be  benefited  as  herein  provided, 
assessing  each  parcel  as  near  as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  benefit 
which  each  owner  of  real  property  may  be  deemed  to  receive  there- 
from and  shall  thereupon  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  the 
official  papers  of  said  city,  that  the  assessment  roll  has  been  filed 
with  the  city  derk  and  that  the  common  council  would  on  a  certain 
day  and  place  to  be  therein  specified,  which  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  days  from  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  proceed  to  con- 
firm said  assessment  at  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  notice, 
or  at  any  other  time  or  place  to  which  the  common  council  may 
from  time  to  time  adjourn  said  hearing,  any  person  interested  may 
appear  before  the  common  council  and  apply  to  have  said  special 
assessment  roll  altered  or  corrected  as  he  may  deem  just.  After 
hearing  all  such  applications  the  common  council  may  proceed  to 
make  such  alterations  and  corrections  in  said  special  assessment 
roll  as  it  may  deem  just,  and  by  resolution  confirm  the  same ;  the 
said  assessments  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  final  and  conclu- 
sive upon  all  the  parties  interested.  Within  ten  days  after  said 
assessment  shall  become  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  the  parties 
interested,  the  property  owners  against  whom  assessment  has  been 
made  may  pay  the  amount  so  assessed  to  the  city  comptroller.  At 
the  expiration  of  said  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  funds 
for  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  said  sewer  construc- 
tion or  extension  so  remaining  unpaid  and  the  whole  or  any  part 
thereof  as  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  as  hereinbefore  provided,  said 
common  council  shall  issue  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
said  city  and  thereby  pledge  the  faith  and  credit  of  said  city  to 
the  extent  that  said  city  is  authorized  by  law  to  issue  bonds  and 
certificates  of  indebtedness,  and  which  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
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debtedness  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  per  centum 
per  annum,  and  shall  be  for  such  amount  and  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  determined  by  said  common  council,  but  all  of  said  bonds 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  become  due  and  payable  i^^^thin 
thirty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  Such  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  when  issued,  shall  be  binding  upon  said  city,  and 
shall  contain  a  recital  that  they  are  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  such  recital  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  in  any  court  of  the  validity  thereof  and  of  the 
regularity  of  their  issue.  Each  of  said  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  of  said  city,  and  they  may  be  issued,  in  the  discretion  of 
said  common  council  of  said  city,  directly  to  pay  for  the  costs  of

If  tlie  proceeds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  exceed  the  amount  of  the  actual 
cost  and  expense  of  such  work  to  be  paid  by  the  city  at  large  as 
herein  provided,  such  surplus  of  said  funds  shall  be  used  to  retire 
or  pay  off  the  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  or  interest 
thereon,  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable. 

6.  The  board  of  public  works  of  said  eity,  for  the  purposes 
herein  spet*ified,  may,  at  any  time  after  said  board  has  deter- 
mined to  make  such  sewer  extension  or  extensions,  by  resolution 
direct  and  authorize  the  comptroller  of  said  city  to  borrow  such 
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sums  of  money  therefor  as  said  board  shall  determine  necessary, 
provided  the  common  council  by  resolution  duly  passed  shall  ap- 
prove thereof,  prior  to  the  issuing  of  bonds  therefor  by  the  com- 
mon council  as  above  provided,  and  thereupon  the  comptroller 
of  said  city  shall  borrow  the  same  and  said  city  shall  be  obligated 
therefor,  and  shall  repay  the  same,  with  interest  thereon  out  of 
the  avails  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  therefor  as  above  provided. 
The  board  of  public  works  shall  have  power  to  acquire  for  and

prevent  the  overflow  of  natural  water  sources  and  protect  public 
health  and  property  and  shall  not  be  liable  therefor  unless  some 
unnecessary  damage  shall  have  been  done  and  then  only  for 
actual  damage,  provided  that,  in  all  cases  involving  an  expendi- 
ture of  money,  it  shall  have  first  submitted  to  the  common  council 
its  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  real  estate  and  that  the  conmaon 
council  shall  have  approved  the  same  and  authorized  the  ex- 
penditures proposed,  or  that  the  same  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  taxpayers  at  a  special  election.  And  on  acquiring  the 
same  either  by  agreement  or  appraisal,  or  by  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings, as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  said  city  of  Salamanca 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  therefor  said  agreed  price,  or  appraisal 
value  thereof.

AN"  ACT  to  amend  the  navigation  law,  in  relation  to  sanitary  and 

other  regulations  affecting  Lake  George. 

Became  a  law  April  28,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  (Governor.     Paaaed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fifty-two  of  chapter  forty-two  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  naviga- 
tion, constituting  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  consolidated  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  :* 

§   52.   Deposit  of  dead  animals  and  rafting  in  Lake   George 

prohibited.  No  person  or  persons  shall  drain,  deposit  or  cast  any 
dead  animal,  carrion,  offal,  excrement,  garbage  or  other  putrid 
or  offensive  matter  into  the  waters  of  Lake  George  or  Schroon 
lake  in  this  state;  nor  moor  nor  store  logs  or  rafts  in  any 
bay  of  or  inlet  to  such  lakes.     This  section  shall  not  be  con- 
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strued  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  the  usual  waste  or  drainage  from 
factories,  or  the  storage  of  logs  or  rafts  by  adjacent  owners  in 
front  of  their  own  uplands,  or  the  rafting  or  floating  of  logs 
through  Schroon  lake  in  the  usual  manner,  or  the  erection  of 
booms  prior  to  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  each  year  to  se- 
cure and  prevent  the  separation  of  logs  in  such  lake  for  such  time 
as  is  required  to  float  them  through  the  outlet  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  interfere  with  its  navigation  by  any  party  employing  steam- 
boats to  carry  freight  or  passengers.  Logs  or  timber  or  lumber 
of  any  kind  shall  not  be  moored  or  stored  or  rafted  or  floated 
through  the  waters  of  Lake  George  at  any  time  from  the  first  day 
of  July  until  the  first  day  of  October  of  any  year.  All  rafts  of  logs 
or  timber  or  lumber  and  all  logs  or  timber  or  lumber  rafted  or 
intended  to  be  rafted  or  floated  through  the  waters  of  Lake 
George  during  the  remainder  of  any  year  shall  be  so  secured  and 
fastened  together  that  the  same  shall  not  separate,  and  each  such 
log  or  piece  of  lumber  or  timber  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  iden- 
tify the  owner.  Every  person  violating  any  provision  of  this 
section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  penitentiary  or 
county  jail  for  not  more  than  two  months,  or  by  both,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  for  each  oifense,  and  the  district  attorney  of 
the  county  in  which  the  offense  is  committed  or  exists,  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  prosecute  the  offender  or  offenders  hereunder  and 
directed  to  pay  the  fine  or  fines  collected  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  in  which  the  offense  is  committed  or  exists  to  be  applied  in 
reduction  of  the  annual  county  taxes.  The  owner  of  any  log  or  logs 
or  timber  or  lumber  at  large  in  the  waters  of  Lake  George,  shall 
also  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  log  or  piece  of

Jj  *•**  Section  1.    Section  three  of  chapter  forty-eight  of  the  laws  of 

Imandcd.  ^^iii^teon  huudrcd  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  public 
buildings,  constituting  chapter  forty-four  of  the  consolidated 
laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  :^ 

§  3.  Powers  and  duties  of  tnutees.  The  trustees  of  public  build- 
ings shall  : 

1.  Allot  to  the  legislature  and  the  different  departments,  com- 
missions, boards  and  officers  of  the  state  government  such  space 
and  room  in  the  capitol  and  other  buildings  under  their  custody 
or  in  buildings,  rooms  or  premises  held  by  such  trustees  by  lease, 
as  such  departments,  commissions,  boards  or  officers  may  be  en- 
titled to  by  law  and  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees  shall  be 
adequate  and  suitable  and  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  fur- 
nished. Where  a  statute  provides,  in  terms  or  effect,  that  a  de- 
partment, commission,  board  or  officer  of  the  state  government 
shall  have  space  or  rooms  in  the  state  capitol  assigned  by  the  trus- 
tees of  public  buildings,  or  in  a  building  in  the  city  of  Albany 
under  their  custody,  such  trustees  may,  if  space  in  the  capitol  or 
in  any  such  building  be  not  adequate  or  available  therefor,  assign 
space  or  rooms  therefor  in  buildings,  rooms  or  premises  in  such 
city  held  by  the  trustees  by  lease. 

2.  Purchase  furniture  and  equipment  and  other  necessary 
personal  property  for  use  in  the  capitol  or  in  any  building  under 
the  custody  of  the  trustees,  or  in  any  building  or  part  of  a  build- 
ing held  by  the  trustees  by  lease  from  the  funds  appropriated  to 
each  department  or  commission  for  such  purpose  and  take  all 
necessary  measures  for  the  careful  preservation  of  furniture* 
equipment  and  other  personal  property  therein  belonging  to  the 
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state.  The  furniture,  other  personal  property  and  fixtures  in 
such  buildings,  purchased  with  money  appropriated  by  the  state, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  such  trustees,  and 
shall  not  be  sold,  exchanged,  given  away  or  removed  from  any 
such  building,  except  with  the  consent  of  such  trustees,  or  with 
the  consent  of  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings,  acting 
under  their  direction.  No  repairs,  additions  or  alterations  shall  be 
made  to  such  public  buildings  without  the  consent  of  such  trustees 
or  of  such  superintendent  acting  imder  their  direction. 

3.  Appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure  a  superintendent  of  public 
buildings. 

4.  Fix  the  salary  of  all  employees  in  the  maintenance  depart- 
ment under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  public  buildings. 

5.  Beport  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January  in  each  year  an  estimate  of  the  sum  necessary  for  ex- 
penses of  the  maintenance  department  of  the  public  buildings  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  transmit  therewith  a  copy  of  the  inventory 
of  movable  property  delivered  to  them  by  the  superintendent. 

6.  Have  power  to  accept  and  receive  for  erection  or  location  in 
any  of  the  public  buildings  or  grounds  such  statues,  monuments, 
memorials  or  tablets  having  reference  to  historical  events  in  the 
history  or  acts  of  the  citizens  or  soldiers  of  the  state  of  New  York 
as  shall  meet  their  approval,  provided  that  such  gifts  are  erected 
or  located  without  expenditure  from  the  state  treasury. 

7.  Have  power  to  lease  from  time  to  time  buildings,  rooms  or 
premises  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  elsewhere  in  the  state,  for  pro- 
viding space  for  departments,  commissions,  boards  and  officers  of 
the  state  government,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  trus- 
tees deem  most  advantageous  to  the  state.  Any  such  lease  shall, 
however,  be  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  but  may  provide 
for  an  optional  renewal,  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  for  a  term  of 
five  years  or  less.

The  office  of  collector  in  the  village  of  Frankfort  is 
hereby  abolished,  but  the  collector  now  in  office  shall  continue  in 
office  for  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

§  2.  The  clerk  of  the  village  of  Frankfort  shall  possess  all  the 
powers  and  perform,  in  addition  to  such  other  duties  as  are  al- 
ready imposed  upon  him  by  law,  the  duties  imposed  by,  and  be 
subject  to,  all  the  provisions  of  the  village  law,  in  reference  to  the

H.  P.  Faunce,  James,  Cardinal  Gibbons,  John  J.  Qlennon,  David

Hamilton  Holt,  William  I.  Hull,  Charles  E.  Jefferson,  Jenkin 
Lloyd  Jones,  William  Lawrence,  Frederick  Lynch,  Charles  S*

(f )  To  collect  and  to  maintain  a  library  or  libraries  and  bibliog- 
raphy on  the  subject  of  international  peace,  and  to  encourage 
literature  and  propaganda  upon  the  subject  generally,  either  by 
the  distribution  of  prizes  or  awards  or  in  such  other  manner  as 
to  the  association  may  seem  fitting  and  proper.

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§  138.  Duties  of  physician.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  physician 
at  each  of  said  prisons  to  ^attend  daily  during  the  proper  business 
hours  of  such  prison,  and  at  all  times  hold  himself  in  readiness  to 
discharge  his  duties  as  such  physician  whenever  directed  by  the 
agent  and  warden,  unless,  by  the  direction  of  the  superintendent 
of  state  prisons,  he  is  otherwise  engaged  in  transacting  business  on 
account  of  the  prison ;  to  examine  weekly  the  cells  of  the  convicts 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  they  are  kept  in  a  proper 
state  of  cleanliness  and  ventilation,  and  report  the  same,  weekly,  to 
the  agent -and  warden  in  writing;  to  examine  daily  into  the  quality 
and  state  of  the  provisions  delivered  to  the  prisoners,  and  whenever 
he  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  of  such  provisions  are 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners,  he  shall  immediately 
make  a  report  thereof  to  the  agent  and  warden  of  the  prison  in 
writing ;  to  have  charge  of  the  hospital,  to  attend  at  all  times  to  tlie 
wants  of  the  sick  convicts  whether  in  the  hospital  or  in  their  cells : 
to  prescribe  the  diet  of  sic'c  convicts,  whether  in  the  hospital  or  in 
their  cells  or  elsewhere,  and  his  directions  in  relation  thereto  shall 
be  followed  by  the  agent  and  warden ;  to  keep  a  daily  record  of  all 
admissions  to  the  hospital,  indicating  the  color,  nativity,  age,  occu- 
pation, habit  of  life,  crime,  time  of  entrance  and  discharge  from 
the  hospital,  date  of  admission  to  the  prison,  time  in  county  prison 
before  conviction,  disease,  if  afflicted  with  scrofula  before  admis- 
sion, scrofula  during  the  first,  second  and  third  six  months  after 
admission  to  prison,  and  of  the  prescriptions  and  treatment  of 
each  case ;  to  report  monthly  to  the  agent  and  warden  the  number 
of  patients  received  into  the  hospital  during  the  last  preceding 
month,  stating  their  respective  ages,  color,  disease  and  occupations 
in  prison,  the  quality  and  kind  of  medicine  administered  during 
the  month,  the  number  of  those  discharged,  their  condition  when 
discharged,  the  time  they  shall  have  remained  in  the  hospital,  the 
number  of  deaths,  stating  cause  of  such  deaths ;  and  it  shall  be  his 
further  duty  to  state  in  such  report,  the  number  of  sick  convicts 
not  received  into  the  hospital,  for  whom  he  shall  have  prescribed 
during  the  last  preceding  month,  and  the  quantity  and  kind  of 
medicine  so  prescribed,  and  the  number  of  days  during  which  such 
convicts,  in  consequence  of  sickness,  shall  have  been  relieved  from 
labor;  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  agent  and  warden  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  of  the  sanitary  con-

Upon  such  an  order  or  requirement  by  the  board  of  supervisors 
the  town  board  of  each  town  shall  prepare  and  file  such  assessment 
map. 

§  2.  Dittriots  and  parcels  to  be  deaignated.  The  assessment 
map  shall  show  every  separate  parcel  of  land  in  each  town,  incor- 
porated village,  school  district,  and  in  each  lighting,  fire,  water 
and  sewer  district  now  created  or  hereafter  to  be  created 
therein,  on  a  scale  of  not  less  than  six  inches  to  the  mile  as  to 
farm  lands,  and  with  the  separate  sheets  whenever  necessary  on 
a  scale  of  not  less  than  fifty  feet  to  the  inch  as  to  villages,  incoT- 
porated  and  unincorporated,  lot  subdivisions  and  closely  settled 
portions  of  the  towns,  on  which  map  shall  be  shown  each  road, 
railroad,  bridge,  lake,  pond,  river,  water  course,  marsh  and  other 
physical  characteristics  so  far  as  is  practicable. 

§  3.  Special  requirements  of  map.  The  map  when  so  prepared 
shall  show  the  boundaries  of  each  village,  school  district,  and  each 
lighting,  fire,  water  and  sewer  district  therein,  or  tlie  portion 
thereof  within  said  town,  and  so  far  as  practicable  each  building 
or  group  of  buildings. 

§  4.  Ens^eer  to  be  employed.  The  town  board  of  each  town 
may  employ  a  competent  engineer  to  aid  and  assist  in  preparing 
such  assessment  map  and  corrections  thereof,  with  authority  to 
make  and  prepare  as  many  copies  thereof  as  they  may  need,  in  one 
or  more  sheets,  of  the  size  of  not  less  than  twelve  inches  by  eighteen 
inches. 

§  6.  Payment  for  maps.  The  town  board  of  each  town  is  hereby 
authorized  to  raise  by  taxation  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  the  making  and  preparing  of  such  assessment 
maps,  and  such  sum  may  be  raised  and  collected  by  taxation  in 
one  sum  or  in  such  annual  installments  as  the  town  board  may 
prescribe,  and  when  raised  shall  be  expended  for  the  purpose  of 
making  and  preparing  such  maps,  and. shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
supervisor  of  such  town  upon  the  voucher  or  draft  usually  used 
and  employed  in  such  town  for  the  payment  of  funds  after  the 
expenses  shall  have  been  properly  approved  by  the  board  of  audit 
of  said  town. 

§  6.  Description  of  parcels.  The  board  of  assessors  of  each 
town  shall  assist  the  engineer  employed  by  the  town  board  to 
prepare  such  assessment  map  as  to  the  manner  of  designating 
the  various  parcels  set  forth  on  such  map,  and  shall  assist 
such  engineer,  within  their  respective  towns,  to  enter  upon  each 
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map  the  boundary  lines  of  each  farm  or  lot  separately  assessed  by 
them,  giving  each  lot  or  parcel  separately  assessed  by  them 
a  distinct  and  separate  assessment  number  showing  thereon, 
as  nearly  as  they  can  learn  or  ascertain,  the  area  of  each  farm  or 
lot,  with  the  name,  wherever  practicable,  as  nearly  as  they  can 
learn  or  ascertain  it,  of  the  owner  or  the  reputed  owner  thereof, 
and  also,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  distance  in  feet  of 
the  frontage  of  each  separately  assessed  lot,  parcel  or  farm  of  land 
on  the  highway.  In  case  any  municipality  or  district  situated  in 
whole  or  in  part  within  the  town  has  adopted  an  assessment  map, 
such  map  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  state  tax  commission, 
be  adopted,  so  far  as  it  describes  the  taxable  parcels  in  such 
municipality  or  district,  as  the  official  map  of  such  part  of  the 
town.  The  map  or  maps  prepared  for  each  township  shall  be 
corrected  and  rectified  by  such  town  board  and  the  board  of 
assessors  from  time  to  time,  and  the  several  town  boards  are 
hereby  authorized  to  incur  the  necessary  expense  therefor  as  a 
town  charge. 

ARTICLE  2. 

Prepabatioit  of  Assessment  Eolls. 
§  10.  Board  of  assessors,  compensation,  clerks  and  expenses. 
There  shall  be  a  board  of  assessors  in  each  town  of  Nassau 
county,  composed  of  three  electors  of  said  town,  who  shall  be 
elected  or  appointed  from  time  to  time  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law,  for  the  election  or  appointment  of  town  assessors,  which 
board  of  assessors  shall  make  and  prepare  all  assessment  rolls 
for  the  purpose  of  taxation  in  all  districts  and  municipal  sub- 
divisions within  their  respective  towns  where  taxes  are  levied 
and  raised,  whether  for  state,  county,  town,  village,  school  and 
other  district  purpose  or  purposes,  and  said  assessors  shall  hold 
office  as  prescribed  by  law,  from  time  to  time,  with  respect  to 
town  boards  of  assessors.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties  such 
boards  of  assessors  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number 
chairman,  and  shall  also  appoint  a  sef'.retary  who  need  not  be  an 
assessor.  The  compensation  of  such  assessors,  not  exceeding  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  each,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  town  board 
of  each  town  within  the  county,  and  such  town  board  shall  fi^  the 
compensation  of  such  secretary,  not  exceeding,  however,  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Such  compensation  and  salaries  shall 
be  in  full  compensation  and  in  lieu  of  all  foes  of  any  kind  or  char-' 
acter  and  shall  be  a  town  charpje.    The  town  board  may  also  allow 
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and  order  paid  as  town  charges  the  reasonable  and  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  assessors^  including  car  fare,  telephone^  postage, 
vehicle  hire  and  traveling  expenses,  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  and  the  town  board  may  also  designate  or  rent  an 
office  for  the  board  of  assessors,  which  rent  shall  be  a  town  charge. 
The  assessors  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the 
town  board,  employ  as  many  clerks  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  may  from  time  to 
time  remove  any  of  such  clerks  at  pleasure;  the  salaries  of  said 
clerks  shall  be  a  town  charge  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  supervisor 
of  the  town. 

§  11.  Form  of  assessment  roU.  The  assessment  roll  to  be  pre- 
pared by  the  boards  of  assessors  in  the  towns  in  Nassau  county, 
shall  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  tax  law,  with  respect  to  the 
preparation  of  assessment  rolls,  but  there  shall  be  additional 
columns  or  additional  books,  as  the  assessors  may  decide,  for  the 
designation  of  assessments  of  property  exempt  from  taxation  and 
of  property  situated  in  incorporated  villages  and  school  districts, 
and  the  extension  and  collection  of  the  taxes  collected  thereon,  and 
the  property  assessed  shall  be  designated  or  described  in  the  same 
manner  that  the  propei'ty  assessed  is  described  or  designated  on 
the  tax  maps,  if  any,  as  prescribed  in  article  one  hereof.  Any  in- 
correct statement  of  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
property  described  on  said  assessment  roll  shall  not  in  any  way 
affect  the  validity  of  said  assessment  roll,  and  the  property  of  non- 
residents shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  property  of 
residents.  All  real  estate  exempt  from  taxation,  shall  be  assessed 
in  the  same  manner  as  taxable  property. 

§  12.  Special  franchise  assessment.  When  the  town  clerk 
shall  have  received  from  the  state  tax  commission  the  statement 
of  the  equalized  valuation  of  a  special  franchise  as  fixed  by  said 
state  tax  commission  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  tax 
law,  he  shall  within  five  days  after  such  receipt  by  him,  deliver 
a  copy  of  such  statement  to  the  assessors  of  the  town.  The  assess- 
ors shall  enter  upon  the  assessment  roll  the  valuation  of  the  special 
franchise  in  each  village  in  their  towns  as  fixed  and  determined 
by  the  state  tax  commission,  and  shall  proceed  to  apportion  the 
valuation  of  the  special  franchise  among  the  several  lighting,  fire, 
water  and  sewer  districts  within  the  town  according  to  their  best 
judgment,  and  shall  indicate  such  apportioned  valuations  upon 
their  assessment-roll. 
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§  13.  Town  assessment-roll  official.  The  assessment-roll  pre- 
pared by  the  board  of  assessors  of  each  town  shall  be  the  official 
assessment-roll  for  the  town  and  for  every  village,  school  district, 
lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  district  lying  within  the  town 
for  which  such  assessment-roll  was  prepared,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
property  lying  within  the  limits  of  such  village,  school  district  or 
other  district  The  assessment-roll  shall  be  prepared  in  duplicate 
and,  after  revision  and  correction,  one  copy  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  town  derk  and  the  other  copy  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town. 

§  14.  Assessment  in  separate  tax  district  to  be  shown.  The 
board  of  assessors  in  addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  the 
tax  law  shall,  whenever  necessary,  make  an  apportionment  of  the 
assessment  of  the  property  between  or  among  the  districts  in  which 
such  property  is  located. 

§  15.  Completion  of  assessment-roll.  The  assessors  shall  com- 
plete the  assessment-roll  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
year  and  make  a  copy  thereof  to  be  left  in  the  office  of  the  board 
of  assessors,  and  forthwith  cause  a  notice  to  be  conspicuously 
posted  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  the  town,  and  published 
in  three  newspapers  published  in  each  town  designated  by  the  town 
board,  stating  they  have  completed  the  assessment-roll  and  that  a 
copy  thereof  has  been  left  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  assessors 
where  it  may  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  person  until  the  third 
Tuesday  of  July  in  each  year,  and  that  on  that  day  they  will  meet 
at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice,  to  review  their  assess- 
ment. They  shall  also  between  the  first  and  fifth  days  of  July  in 
each  year,  mail  a  notice  to  each  corporation  and  person  nonresi- 
dent of  their  town  who  has  filed  with  the  town  clerk  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  May  each  year  a  written  demand  therefor. 
Such  notice  shall  specify  each  parcel  of  land  assessed  to  such  cor- 
poration or  nonresident  and  the  assessed  valuation  thereof.  Dur- 
ing the  time  specified  in  such  notice,  posted  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, the  board  of  assessors  shall  submit  such  roll  to  the  inspeo- 
tion  of  every  person  applying  for  that  purpose. 

§  16.  Hearings  of  complaints.  The  assessors  shall  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice,  and  hear  and  determine 
all  complaints  in  relation  to  such  assessments  brought  before  them, 
and  for  that  purpose  they  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  Such 
complainants  shall  file  with  the  assessors  a  statement,  under  oath, 
specifying  the  respect  in  which  the  assessment  complained  of  is  in- 
correct, which  verification  must  be  made  by  the  person  assessed  or 
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whose  property  is  assessed,  or  by  some  person  authorized  to  make 
such  statement,  and  who  has  knowledge  of  the  facts  stated  therein. 
The  assessors  may  administer  oaths,  take  testimony  and  hear  proofs 
in  regard  to  any  such  complaint  and  the  assessment  to  which  it  re- 
lates. ,  If  not  satisfied  that  such  assessment  is  erroneous,  they  may 
require  the  person  assessed,  or  his  agent  or  representative,  or  any 
other  person,  to  appear  before  them  and  be  .examined  under  oath 
concerning  such  complaint,  and  to  produce  any  papers  relating  to 
such  assessment  with  respect  to  his  property  or  his  residence  for 
the  purpose  of  taxation.  If  any  such  person,  or  his  agent  or  r^ 
resentative,  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  and  be  so  ex- 
amined, or  to  answer  any  material  question  put  to  him,  such  per- 
son shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  reduction  of  his  assessment  Min- 
utes of  the  examination  of  every  person  examined  by  the  assessors 
upon  the  hearing  of  any  such  complaint  shall  be  taken  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk.  The  assessors  shall,  after  said  ex- 
amination, fix  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  complainant  and 
for  that  purpose  may  increase  or  diminish  the  assessment  thereof. 
§  17.  Correction  and  verification  of  tax  roll.  When  the  aa- 
sessors  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  have  completed  their  roll,  they 
shall  severally  appear  before  any  officer  of  their  county  authorized 
by  law  to  administer  oaths  and  shall  severally  make  and  subscribe 
before  such  officer  an  oath  in  the  following  form:  "We,  the 
undersigned,  do  severally  depose  and  swear  that  we  have  s^  down 
in  the  foregoing  assessment  roll  all  the  real  estate  situated  in  the 
tax  district  in  which  we  are  assessors,  according  to  our  best  in- 
formation; and  that,  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  in  which 
the  value  of  the  said  real  estate  has  been  changed  by  reason  of 
proof  produced  before  us,  and  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  in 
which  the  value  of  any  special  franchise  has  been  fixed  by  the 
state  tax  commission,  we  have  estimated  the  value  of  the  said  real 
estate  at  the  sums  which  a  majority  of  the.  assessors  have  decided 
to  be  the  full  value  thereof;  and,  also,  that  the  said  assessment 
roll  contains  a  true  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  tax- 
able personal  estate  of  each  and  every  person  named  in  such 
roll  over  and  above  the  amount  of  debts  due  from  such  persona, 
respectively,  and  excluding  such  stocks  as  are  otherwise  taxable, 
and  such  other  property  as  is  exempt  by  law  from  taxation,  at 
the  full  value  thereof,  according  to  our  best  judgment  and  belief," 
which  oath  shall  be  written  or  printed  on  said  roll,  signed  by  the 
assessors  and  certified  by  the  officer. 
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§  18.  Final  completion  and  filing:  of  assessment  roll.  The 
assessment  roll  shall  be  thua  completed  and  verified  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  and  filed  in  the  oflSce  of 
the  board  of  assessors  on  or  before  the  said  first  day  of  September 
in  each  year,  and  shall  thereupon  become  a  public  record* 

ARTICLE  3. 

Collection  of  Taxes  and  Assessments. 

§  25.  Offices  of  receivers  of  taxes  and  collector  of  taxes  abolished. 
The  offices  of  receiver  of  taxes  in  the  towns  of  Hempstead  and 
Oyster  Bay  and  the  office  of  collector  of  taxes  in  the  town  of  North 
Hempstead,  in  the  county  of  Nassau,  are  hereby  each  abolished 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen. 

§  26.  Connty  receiver  of  taxes.  There  is  hereby  created  in  the 
county  of  Nassau  the  office  of  county  receiver  of  taxes.  There 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  county  judge,  county  clerk  and  county 
comptroller  of  Nassau  county  for  a  term  commencing  August 
first^  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  a  county  receiver  of  taxes  for 
the  county  of  Nassau  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day  of 
August,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen.  If  said  county  judges 
county  clerk  and  comptroller  cannot  all  agree  on  the  person  to 
be  appointed  such  county  receiver  of  taxes,  then  the  person  selected 
and  appointed  by  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  such  county  re- 
ceiver of  taxes  for  said  term  ending  August  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen.  The  successor  to  said  county  receiver  of  taxes 
shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  prescribed  or  shall  here- 
after be  prescribed  by  law  for  the  election  of  county  officers,  and 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years  commencing  August 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen.  A  county  receiver  of  taxes 
shall  thereafter  be  elected  in  Nassau  county  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  officers  are  elected  and  shall 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years  conunencing  on  the  first  day 
of  August  next  succeeding  his  election. 

§  27.  Duties  of  county  receiver  of  taxes.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  receiver  of  taxes  to  collect  all  state,  county,  town, 
village,  school  district  and  other  taxes  and  assessments  levied  or 
assessed  upon  any  taxable  property  within  such  county  for  the 
state,  county,  town,  incorporated  village,  school  district  or  other 
district  or  part  thereof  therein.     Such  county  receiver  of  taxes 
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shall  be  a  resident  of  the  county  of  Nassau*  and  shall  hold  no  other 
elective  office.  The  receiver  of  taxes  shall  keep  the  records  of  un- 
paid taxes  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  county  comptroller. 

The  county  receiver  of  taxes  shall  appoint  one  deputy  receiver  of 
taxes  from  each  of  the  towns  in  the  county  of  Nassau ;  each  deputy 
shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town  in  and  for  which  he  is  appointed  and 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars,  payable 
monthly,  as  a  county  charge,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county 
officers  are  paid,  which  salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation  and  in 
lieu  of  all  fees.  The  county  receiver  of  taxes  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  county  comptroller  appoint,  and  at  pleasure  ramove, 
such  clerks  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  such  clerks  shall  receive  such  salaries  as  the  board 
of  supervisors  may  prescribe. 

§  28.  Bond  required.  Before  entering  upon  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  such  receiver  of  taxes,  he  shall  make  and  file  in  the 
samo  manner  as  is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  collector  of  taxes,  an 
undertaking  the  amoimt  thereof  and  the  sureties  thereon  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Nassau,  and 
such  board  of  supervisors,  or  the  members  thereof,  shall  indorse 
their  approval  upon  such  bond,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  such  county  and  become  a  lien  in  the  samo 
manner  and  to  the  extent  now  provided  with  respect  to  the  lien  of 
a  collector's  undertaking  or  bond.  After  the  filing  of  such  bond  the 
county  shall  be  responsible  for  the  payment  to  each  village,  and 
each  school  district  and  other  district  therein,  of  the  amount  col- 
lected by  the  receiver  of  taxes  for  such  village,  school  district  and 
other  district  The  bond  of  any  county  receiver  of  taxes,  after  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  when  such  board  is  satisfied  that  he  has  fully  accounted 
for  and  duly  paid  over  all  moneys  received  by  him ;  and  such  bond 
shall  be  cancelled  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  upon  the  filing 
in  such  office  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  cancelling  such  bond. 

§  29.  Compensation  of  receiver  of  taxes.  The  receiver  of  taxes 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, payable  monthly,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  officers 
are  paid,  which  salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation  and  in  lieu 
of  all  fees. 

§  30.  Receipts  and  payments  by  receiver.  Such  receiver  of 
taxes  shall  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  county  all  taxes,  assessments 
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and  penalties  collected  and  received  by  him  in  a  bank  or  banks  to 
be  designated  by  him  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  county  comp- 
troller. Such  deposits  shall  be  made  daily  and  shall  be  withdrawn 
by  him  only  on  the  countersignature  of  the  county  comptroller. 
Such  receiver  shall  file  with  the  comptroller  of  the  countj'  duplicate 
deposit  slips  or  receipts  showing  the  amount  of  each  of  such  de- 
posits. He  shall  on  the  first  business  day  of  each  month  file  a 
report  with  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  a  copy  thereof  with  the 
county  comptroller,  showing  the  amount  of  state,  county,  town, 
village,  school  district,  lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  dis- 
trict taxes  collected  and  received  by  him. 

§  31.  Tax  receiver  to  have  an  office.  The  board  of  supervisors 
shall  provide  a  suitable  office  for  the  receiver  of  taxes  in  the  county 
seat,  with  the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures,  which  shall  be 
open  for  the  collation  of  taxes  and  assessments  each  day  in  the 
year  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  from  nine  o'clock  in  tlie 
morning  until  four  o^clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  one-half  day  wich 
Saturday,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  twelve  o'clock 
noon. 

§  32.  Notice  of  collectioB  of  taxes.  Any  person  or  corporation, 
who  is  the  owner  of,  or  liable  to  assessment  on  an  interest  in  real 
property  in  the  county,  may  file  with  the  coimty  receiver  of  taxes 
a  notice  stating  his  name,  residence  and  post-office  address,  or  in 
case  of  a  corporation,  its  principal  office,  a  description  of  the  prem- 
ises with  its  niunber  or  other  designation  on  the  tax  map,  which 
notice  shall  be  valid  and  continue  in  effect  until  cancelled  by  such 
person  or  corporation.  The  receiver  of  taxes  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  receiving  any  warrant  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  mail 
to  each  person  or  corporation  filing  such  notice  at  the  post-office 
address  therein  stated,  a  duplicate  tax  bill  for  all  taxes  upon  such 
real  property  included  in  such  warrant.  The  county  receiver  of 
taxes  shall  add  to  the  amount  of  such  taxes  the  sum  of  ten  cents 
for  the  expense  of  stationery  and  postage,  which  sum  shall  be 
collected  with  such  taxes.  The  failure  of  the  county  receiver  of 
taxes  to  mail  such  duplicate  bill  shall  not  invalidate  such  tax  nor 
prevent  the  accrual  of  any  interest  or  penalty  imposed  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes,  nor  prevent  the  sale  of  such  property  for  the 
nonpayment  of  taxes  as  provided  by  law,  but  the  county  receiver 
of  taxes  shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  person  or  corporation 
filing  such  notice  for  any  damages  sustained  by  such  person  or  cor- 
poration by  reason  thereof.  No  further  notice  than  that  herein 
nKjuired  shall  be  deemed  necessary  either  in  the  case  of  property 
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owned  by  a  resident  or  a  nonresident  The  board  of  supervisors 
may,  however,  direct  the  receiver  to  mail  to  each  taxpayer  in  such 
county,  whose  address  is  known  to  such  receiver,  a  tax  bill  for  all 
taxes  and  assessments,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  a  county  charge. 

§  33.  Bcoeipt  for  taxes.  Every  county  receiver  of  taxes  shall 
deliver  a  receipt  wholly  written  in  ink,  or  partly  printed  and 
filled  out  in  ink  or  indelible  pencil,  to  each  person  paying  any  tax 
or  assessment,  specifying  the  date  of  such  payment,  the  name  of 
such  person,  a  description  of  the  property  as  shown  on  the  assess- 
ment roll  and  the  assessed  valuation  thereof,  and  for  personal 
property  or  special  franchise  tax  the  amount  thereof,  the  name  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  assessed,  the  amount  of  such  tax 
and  the  date  of  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  assessment  roll  on 
account  of  which  such  tax  is  paid.  For  the  purpose  of  giving 
such  a  receipt,  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall  have  a  book  of  blank  re- 
ceipts so  arranged  that  when  a  receipt  is  torn  therefrom  a  corre- 
sponding stub  or  receipt  will  remain.  The  board  of  supervisors 
shall  prescribe  the  form  of  such  receipts,  stubs  and  books  and  they 
shall  be  furnished  to  the  coimty  receiver  of  taxes  by  the  county  at 
the  expense  of  the  county.  On  the  back  of  such  receipt  shall  be 
printed  a  statement  showing  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  real 
estate,  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  personal  property,  the  total 
assessed  valuation  of  special  franchises,  the  total  assessed  valua- 
tion of  all  property  taxable  or  exempt  within  the  county  and 
town  or  other  tax  district,  the  tax  rate  and  the  total  taxes,  to- 
gether with  a  summary  of  the  tax  budget  and  the  rate  for  each 
district  for  which  taxes  are  separately  raised. 

§  34.  Bcports  by  receiver  of  taxes.  The  receiver  of  taxes 
shall,  at  any  time  upon  ten  days'  written  notice  by  the  board  of 
supervisors,  the  town  board  of  any  town,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
any  village  or  the  board  of  education  or  trustees  or  trustee  of  any 
school  district  in  the  county,  file  a  report  with  such  board  of  su- 
pervisors, town  board,  village  board,  board  of  education,  trustees 
or  trustee,  which  report  shall  show  every  item  of  state,  county, 
town,  village,  school  or  other  district  tax  and  assessment,  as  the 
case  may  be,  uncollected  by  him  during  the  current  fiscal  year, 
and  on  demand  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  village  or  board  of 
education,  trustees  or  trustee  of  any  school  district,  such  reports 
shall  show  the  total  amount  of  taxes  and  assessments  of  such  vil- 
lage or  school  district  uncollected  by  him  during  the  current  fiscal 
year.  Such  reports  shall  be  verified  by  such  tax  receiver  before 
an  ofiicer  authorized  to  take  oaths  and  affirmations.

AKTICLE  IV. 

Levying  of  Taxes. 

§  40.  CSertificatioB  of  villages  and  school  districts.  As  soon 
as  the  assessors  have  finally  completed  the  assessment  roll  of  the 
town  and  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each 
year,  they  shall  certify  to  the  trustees  of  each  incorporated  village 
and  of  each  school  district  therein  the  total  assessed  value  of  the 
real  and  personal  property,  including  special  franchises,  in  said 
incorporated  village  and  school  district,  as  the  same  appear  upon 
their  assessment  roll. 

§  41.  Certification  of  taxes  and  rates  by  village  and  school  dis- 
tricts. After  the  lawful  authorities  in  each  incorporated  village 
and  in  each  school  district  shall  have  adopted  their  budget  and 
fixed  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  therein  for  such  village  or 
school  district  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  the  board  of 
trustees  of  such  village  and  the  board  of  education,  trustees  or 
trustee  of  such  school  district  shall  determine  and  fix  the  rate  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  of  property  therein, 
necessary  to  raise  the  total  amount  of  said  budget,  and  shall  direct 
the  amount  of  said  budget  to  be  raised  by  tax  therein,  and  shall, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  in  each  year,  certify 
to  and  file  with  the  board  of  assessors  of  the  town  and  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  the  said  budget  and  the  tax  rate, 
together  with  copies  of  all  resolutions  in  connection  therewith. 

§  42.  Certification  of  board  of  assessors  to  board  of  supervisors. 
The  boards  of  assessors  shall  also  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday 
of  September  in  each  year  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty, including  and  separately  stating  the  value  of  special  fran- 
chises in  their  respective  towns,  as  the  same  appear  upon  their 
assessment  roll.  Thereupon  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
shall  equalize  or  cause  to  be  equalized  the  assessments  of  real  prop- 
erty in  each  town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  article 
three  of  the  tax  law.  After  making  such  equalization  the  said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  adopt  the  budgets  for  the  county,  in- 
cluding the  state  tax,  and  for  each  town  therein,  including  light- 
ing, fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  districts  in  said  towns,  and  shall 
levy  the  tax  for  the  county,  including  the  state  tax,  upon  the  val- 
uations as  equalized  by  it,  and  shall  levy  the  taxes  for  the  towns, 
including  the  tax  for  lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  districts 
!n  said  towns,  and  shall  fix,  determine  and  confirm  the  amounts 
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of  said  taxes  to  be  raised,  and  shall  direct  the  same  to  be  raised 
by  tax  as  provided  by  law,  and  shall  also  determine  and  fix 
the  rate  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  of  prop- 
erty in  said  towns  necessary  to  raise  the  amounts  of  said  budgets 
for  town,  county  and  state  purposes  (the  said  rates  to  be  based  upon 
the  valuations  as  equalized  by  it  for  the  purposes  of  raising  the 
county  and  state  tax),  and  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  also 
determine  and  fix  the  rate  necessary  to  raise  the  amounts  necessary 
for  lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  districts  in  each  town. 

§  43.  Extension  of  taxes  by  supervisorg.  The  supervisor  of  each 
town  shall,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  extend 
or  cause  to  be  extended  on  the  assessment  roll  of  his  town  then  in 
the  possession  of  the  board  of  assessors,  the  taxes  fixed  and  deter- 
mined by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  state,  county  and  town  pur- 
poses and  also  for  lighting,  fire,  water  and  sewer  district  purposes. 

§  44.  Extension  of  taxes  by  board  of  assessors.  As  soon  as  the 
board  of  assessors  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  the  lavrful  au- 
thorities of  incorporated  villages  and  school  districts  therein  the 
tax  rates  fixed,  determined  and  certified  as  hereinabove  provided, 
they  shall  extend  or  cause  to  be  extended  on  their  assessment-roll 
the  tax  as  so  certified  to  them  for  village  and  school  district  pur- 
poses,  setting  dovm  such  taxes  in  separate  columns. 

§  45.  Filing  assessment-rolli  with  board  of  supervisors.  The 
board  of  assessors  and  the  supervisor  of  each  town  shall  complete 
the  said  extensions  of  taxes  as  hereinbefore  provided,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  and  on  or  before  the  said 
first  day  of  November  shall  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  the  said  assessment-rolls  with  the  extensions  of  taxes 
included  therein.  Such  assessment-rolls  shall,  when  the  warrant 
is  annexed  thereto,  become  the  tax  roll  of  the  said  districts. 

§  46.  Tax  roll  and  receiver's  warrant.  On  or  before  the  fifth 
day  of  November  in  each  year  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  shall  annex  to  the  tax  roll  a  warrant  under  the  seal  of  the 
county,  signed  by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board,  command- 
ing the  county  receiver  of  taxes  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  di- 
rected, to  collect  from  the  several  persons  and  on  the  properties 
named  and  described  in  said  tax  roll,  the  several  sums  mentioned 
therein  for  state,  county,  town,  village,  school  district,  lighting, 
fire,  water,  sewer  district  purposes,  opposite  the  respective  prop- 
erties, and  to  pay  the  same  from  time  to  time  when  so  collected 
as  follows,  and  in  the  following  order: 
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!•  To  the  treasurer  or  fiscal  officer  of  the  several  school  dis^ 
tricts  such  sum  as  shall  have  been  raised  for  school  district  pur- 
poses^ as  follows:  One-half  thereof  as  soon  after  the  delivery  of 
said  warrant  to  said  county  receiver  of  taxes  as  sufficient  ni(ftieys 
have  been  collected  to  enable  such  payment,  and  the  balance 
thereof  as  soon  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  following  May  as 
sufficient  moneys  have  been  collected  to  enable  said  payments. 

2.  To  the  treasurers  of  the  several  incorporated  villages  in  the 
said  county  such  sums  as  shall  have  been  raised  for  the  purposes 
of  such  village,  as  follows:  One-half  thereof  as  soon  after  the 
delivery  of  said  warrant  to  said  county  receiver  of  taxes  as  suf- 
ficient moneys  have  been  collected  to  enable  said  payment  after 
making  payment  to  the  treasurers  of  the  school  districts  as  here- 
inabove provided,  and  the  balance  thereof  as  soon  after  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  the  following  May  as  sufficient  moneys  have  been 
collected  to  enable  such  payment  after  making  payment  to  the 
treasurers  of  the  school  districts  as  hereinabove  provided. 

8.  To  the  supervisor  of  each  town  such  sums  as  shall  have  been 
raised  for  town  purposes  and  for  lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and 
other  district  purposes  as  follows :  One-half  thereof  as  soon  after 
the  delivery  of  said  warrant  to  said  county  receiver  of  taxes  as 
sufficient  moneys  have  been  collected  to  enable  such  payment  after 
making  the  payments  to  the  treasurers  of  school  districts  and  vil- 
lages as  hereinabove  mentioned  and  the  balance  thereof  as  soon 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  following  May  as  sufficient  money 
has  been  collected  to  enable  such  payments  after  making  the  pay- 
ment to  the  treasurers  of  school  districts  and  villages,  as  herein- 
above provided. 

4.  To  the  treasurer  of  the  county  the  residue  of  the  money  so 
collected,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  47.  Bcceiver  of  taxes  to  give  public  notice.  The  receiver  of 
taxes  shall,  immediately  after  he  shall  have  received  the  tax  rolls, 
give  public  notice,  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  published  in 
the  several  towns  as  may  be  designated  by  the  county  comptroller, 
that  said  tax  rolls  have  been  delivered  to  him  and  that  all  taxes 
shall  be  due  and  payable  at  his  office  at  the  county  seat  as  follows : 

All  taxes  upon  personal  property  and  one-half  of  all  taxes  upon 
real  estate  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
November  and  the  remaining  and  final  one-half  of  taxes  on  real 
estate  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May.  All 
taxes  shall  be  and  become  liens  on  the  real  estate  affected  thereby 
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on  the  respective  days  when  they  hecome  due  and  payable  as  here- 
inbefore provided  and  shall  remain  such  liens  until  paid. 

The  second  half  of  the  tax  on  real  estate  which  is  due  as  here- 
inbefore provided  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following  the  pay- 
ment of  the  first  half,  may  be  paid  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
November,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  providing  the  first  half  shall 
have  been  or  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  time,  and  on  such  payments 
of  the  second  half  as  may  be  made  in  such  manner  prior  to  May 
fifteenth,  a  discount  shall  be  allowed  from  the  date  of  payment  to 
May  fifteenth  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per  annum. 

§  48.  Penalties.  The  following  scale  of  penalties  is  hereby 
prescribed  for  neglect  to  pay  the  state,  county,  town,  village, 
school  district  and  other  district  taxes  after  the  levy  thereof. 

(1)  Penalties  on  taxes  due  November  fifteenth:  if  paid  on  or 
before  December  fifteenth,  no  penalty;  if  paid  after  December 
fifteenth  and  on  or  before  January  fifteenth,  two  per  centum; 
if  paid  after  January  fifteenth  and  on  or  before  March  fifteenth, 
five  per  centum ;  if  paid  after  March  fifteenth  and  before  Novem- 
ber fifteenth,  seven  per  centum ;  thereafter  interest  shall  be  added 
at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum  per  annum  to  be  calculated  from 
the  day  on  which  such  taxes  or  part  thereof  became  due  and  pay- 
able as  provided  by  section  forty-seven  of  this  act  to  the  date  of 
payment  or  time  of  sale  as  provided  by  law. 

(2)  Penalties  on  taxes  due  May  fifteenth,  if  paid  on  or  before 
June  fifteenth,  no  penalty ;  if  paid  after  June  fifteenth  and  on  or 
before  July  fifteenth,  two  per  centum ;  if  paid  after  July  fifteenth 
and  on  or  before  September  fifteenth,  five  per  centum;  if  paid 
after  September  fifteenth  and  before  May  fifteenth,  seven  per 
centum ;  thereafter  interest  shall  be  added  at  the  rate  of  eight  per 
centum  per  annum  to  be  calculated  from  the  day  on  which  such 
taxes  or  part  thereof  became  due  and  payable  as  provided  by 
section  forty-seven  of  this  act  to  the  date  of  payment  or  time  of 
sale  as  provided  by  law. 

§  49.  Eetnm  by  county  receiver  of  taxes.  The  county  receiver 
of  taxe^  shall  make  his  return  of  imcollected  taxes  to  the  county 
treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  following  the 
delivery  to  him  of  his  warrant,  in  Ae  same  manner  as  now  re- 
quired for  returns  by  collectors  of  taxes. 

§  50.    Sales  by  county  treasurer  for  unpaid  taxes.     All  taxes 

returned  to  the  county  treasurer  of  taxes  as  unpaid  and  which 
are  not  collected  or  received  by  the  county  treasurer  shall  be 
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collected  by  the  county  treasurer  by  tax  sales  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

§  61.  LeTying  of  back  school  taxes  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  county 
treasurer  from  extending  on  the  tax  rolls  delivered  to  the  county 
receiver  of  taxes  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen  all 
unpaid  back  school  taxes  as  now  authorized  by  law. 

§    62.    Nothing   herein   contained   shall    prevent   the   proper    " 
village  authorities  from  levying  and  collecting  village  taxes  for 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  under  the  present  law. 

§  53.  Borrowing  money.  Upon  the  receipt,  after  February  first 
in  any  year,  of  a  request  or  requests  from  the  lawful  authorities 
in  one  or  more  school  districts,  villages  or  towns,  for  payment  of 
the  amount  due  such  several  districts  and  municipalities,  re- 
spectively, on  account  of  taxes,  if  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall  de- 
termine that  the  requests  represent  a  sufficient  total  amount  to 
justify  action  in  the  matter,  he  shall  certify  to  the  county  treas- 
urer the  total  amount  of  taxes  levied  in  each  such  tax  district  and 
municipality  and  the  total  amount  paid  on  account  thereof, 
and  the  amount  uncollected  of  taxes  payable  on  May  fifteenth 
following. 

The  county  treasurer  shall  thereupon  pay  to  each  such  dis- 
trict and  municipality  the  unpaid  balance  of  taxes  levied  therein 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  county  treasury  raised  for  contingent 
expenses  or  raised  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  so  certified  as  unpaid,  or  if  there  be  no  such  moneys  in  the 
county  treasury  or  if  the  county  treasurer,  having  regard  for  other 
obligations  and  expenses  of  the  county,  deems  it  inadvisable  to 
apply  aU  of  such  moneys  to  such  purpose,  he  shall  set  aside  for  the 
payment  of  such  unpaid  taxes  such  portion  of  such  moneys  as  he 
may  deem  proper,  and  shall  provide  the  balance  necessary  to  pay 
such  unpaid  taxes  by  borrowing  the  necessary  amount  upon  temr 
porary  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  county,  executed  by  him 
and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller  under  the  seal  of  the  county. 
Such  certificates  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  be  In  amounts  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  ma- 
ture not  longer  than  eight  months  from  the  date  thereof.     Such 
certificates  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  county  treasurer  at  not  less 
than  par.    Moneys  collected  for  any  school  district,  town  or  vil- 
lage making  any  such  request  and  receivinfi^  payment  of  taxes  in 
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full  hereunder,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  receiver  to  the  county 
treasurer,  who  shall  place  the  same  in  a  fund  to  be  applied  to  the 
redemption  of  such  certificates  when  dua  If  the  moneys  so  col- 
locted  and  set  aside  shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  such  certificates 
in  full,  the  balance  shall  be  included  in  the  county  tax  levied  next 
following  the  maturity  of  such  certificates. 

From  the  amount  advanced  to  each  school  district,  village  or 
town  on  account  of  the  instalment  of  taxes  due  and  payable  on 
May  fifteenth  following,  the  county  treasurer  shall  deduct  four 
per  centum  thereof  and  apply  the  same  to  the  redemption  of  such 
certificates.  The  amount  of  state  and  county  taxes  levied  in  any 
such  town  shall  be  retained  from  the  moneys  payable  to  the  town 
under  this  section. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Miscellaneous 

§  60.  Applications,  scope  and  saving  clanse.  The  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  levying  and  collection  of  taxes  in  the 
county  of  Nassau,  but  the  tax  law  shall  apply  hereto  except 
where  inconsistent  with  the  provision  of  this  act. 

§  61.  Apportionment  of  taxes.  After  the  levy  of  any  tax 
upon  any  lands  or  premises,  any  person  or  persons  claiming  any 
divided  or  undivided  part  thereof  may  pay  such  part  of  the 
money  so  taxed  and  of  the  charges  and  interest  due  thereon  as  the 
receiver  of  taxes  may  deem  to  be  just  and  equitable.  The  assess- 
ors of  the  town  in  which  said  premises  are  situated  shall  appoi^ 
tion  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  lands  or  premises  when 
requested  by  the  receiver  of  taxes  so  to  do  and  certify  the  appoi^ 
tionmcnt  to  him.  The  determination  of  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall 
be  based  on  such  apportionment  so  certified.  The  remainder 
of  the  sum  of  money  so  taxed  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  residue  of  the 
lands  and  premises  only.  After  the  county  receiver  of  taxes  shall 
have  made  his  return  of  uncollected  taxes  to  the  county  treasurer 
as  herein  provided,  any  such  tax  which  has  been  returned  as 
unpaid  may  be  *  apportioned  in  like  manner  by  the  county 
treasurer.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  town  law,  in  relation  to  filing  certificates 
of  nomination  and  printing  names  of  candidates  on  ballots  in 
certain  towns. 

Became  a  law  April  28,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fiftha  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assemhly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  five  hundred  and  seventy  of  chapter  sixty-  ij-  i^^. 
three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  '^An  act  s  & 
relating  to  towns,  constituting  chapter  sixty-two  of  the  consoli- 
dated laws/'  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  570.  Time  of  meeting;  oertifloates  of  nomination.    The  next 

town  meeting  at  which  town  officers  shall  be  elected  in  any  county 
of  the  state  having  a  population  of  over  fifty  thousand  inhabitants 
and  less  than  fifty-four  thousand  inhabitants,  according  to  the 
federal  enumeration  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred,  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  and  biennially  thereafter,  at  the 
same  places  as  general  elections  in  such  towns  are  held.  No  per- 
son shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  such  town  meeting  or  election 
unless  he  is  registered  and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  general  elec- 
tion held  at  the  same  time  that  such  town  meeting  is  held.  All 
elective  town  officers  shall  he  elected  at  such  general  election  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  officers  who  may  be  elected  thereat. 
Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  a  town  office  in  any 
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«uch  towns  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town,  and  the 
board  of  elections  of  the  county,*  and  if  nominated  by  a  political 
party,  at  least  twenty  days  and  not  more  than  thirty  days  before 
such  town  meeting  and  election  is  held,  or,  if  independent  nomi- 
nations, at  least  fifteen  days  and  not  more  than  thirty  days  prior 
thereto.  ^The  names  of  candidates  for  town  office  shall  be  printed 
on  the  same  ballot  as  the  names  of  candidates  for  other  oSiadf 
voted  for  in  such  towns  at  such  general  election* 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senair 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

vh  'S*'  Section  1.  Section  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  penal 

5 1420*       law,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1420.  Damaging  building  or  vessel  by  ezplouon.  A  person 
who  unlawfully  and  maliciously,  by  the*  explosion  of  gunpowder, 
or  any  other  explosive  substance,  destroys  or  damages  any  build* 
ing  or  vessel,  is  punishable  as  follows: 

1.  If  thereby  the  life  or  safety  of  a  human  being  is  endangered, 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  twenty-five'  years;

United  States,  or  the  body  of  the  wife  or  widow  of  any  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  married  to  him  previous  to  nineteen  hundred 
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and  ten,  who  shall  die  such  widow,  and  who  shall  hereafter  die 
without  leaving  sufficient  means  to  defray  his  or  her  funeral  ex- 
penses, but  such  expenses  shall  in  no  case  exceed  fifty  dollars.  If 
the  deceased  has  relatives  or  friends  who  desire  to  conduct  the 
burial,  but  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  the  charge  therefor, 
such  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  to  the  per- 
son so  conducting  such  burial  upon  due  proof  of  the  claim, 
made  to  such  person,  or  commission  of  the  death  and  burial 
of  the  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  the  wife  or  widow 
of  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  and  audit  thereof.  Such 
interment  shall  not  be  made  in  a  cemetery  or  cemetery  plot  used 
exclusively  for  the  burial  of  poor  persons  deceased,  *and  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  each  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  purchase  and  acquire  lands,  or  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
purchase  and  acquisition  of  lands,  for  a  cemetery  or  cemetery  plot 
for  the  burial  of  any  such  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors 
or  marines  and  their  wives  and  widows  and  also  to  provide  for 
the  care,  maintenance,  or  improvement  of  any  cemetery  or  plot 
where  such  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  and 
their  wives  and  widows  are  buried  or  may  hereafter  be  buried.

The  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  shall 
have  general  supervisory  power  over  all  recording  officers  in

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respect  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  article  and  they  may  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  recording  ofiBcers 
in  respect  to  the  matters  provided  for  in  this  article  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  provided  that  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be 
inconsistent  with  this  or  any  other  statute.  Whenever  a  duly 
verified  application  for  a  refimd  of  mortgage  taxes,  erroneously

inadvertence  or  otherwise  upon  the  recording  of  a  mortgage  which 
shall  have  been  discharged  without  any  advancement  having  been 
actuallv  made  or  secured  thereunder,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
erroneously  collected,  provided  the  state  board  of  tax  commis- 
sioners shall  determine  such  facts  after  verified  application  made 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  within  ninety  days  after  such 
discharge.

fund  of  an  organization. 

Became  a  law  April  28,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: . 

Section  1.   Section  one  hundred  and  forty-two  of  chapter  forty- -J'^  !*>•• 
one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  8  i**.  "^ 
in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  ^^  ww, 
consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  *mandid. 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,   is  hereby   further 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  142.    Payment  of  fines  and  disposition  thereof.     Fines  may 

be  paid  to  the  president  of  a  court  or  to  a  marshal  thereof,  and  in 
a  delinquency  court  the  president  shall  record  the  fact  in  the 
records  of  the  court.  The  amount  of  any  such  fine  may  be  noted 
upon  any  roll  or  account  for  pay  of  the  delinquent  and  deducted 
from  any  pay  or  allowance  due  or  thereafter  to  become  due  him, 
until  said  fine  is  liquidated.  Any  sum  so  deducted  from  any  state 
pay  or  allowance  shall  be  turned  into  the  delinquency  court  which 
imposed  the  fine  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  officer  receiving  the 
same  in  like  manner  as  provided  for  other  fines  and  moneys  col- 
lected under  a  sentence  of  a  delinquency  court.  Any  sum  so  de- 
ducted from  any  United  States  pay  or  allowance  shall  He  dis- 
posed of  as  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the 
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regulations  issued  thereunder.  A  fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  a 
military  court  upon  an  enlisted  man  shall  be  paid  by  the  officer 
collecting  the  same  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  within  which 
the  organization,  detachment  or  corps  of  which  the  person  paying 
the  same  is  a  member  or  to  which  he  is  detailed  or  attached  is 
located  within  thirty  days  after  the  collection  thereof  and  shall 
form  a  part  of  and  be  credited  to  the  military  fund  of  such  or- 
ganization, corps  or  detachment,  ^except  that  in  the  case  of  a  head- 
quarters company,  a  machine  gun  company  and  a  supply  company 
the  fines  and  penalties  imposed  upon  enlisted  men  serving  therein 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  within  which  the 
headquarters  of  the  regiment  of  which  such  company  is  a  part  is 
located  and  shall  form  part  of  and  be  credited  to  the  military  fund 
of  such  regiment.  A  fine  or  penalty  imposed  on  an  enlisted  man 
of  the  coast  artillery  corps  or  a  man  attached  or  detailed  thereto 
or  serving  therewith  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  county  in  which  the  artillery  district  in  which  the  pw^ 
son  paying  the  fine  serves  is  located  and  shall  be  credited  to  the 
military  fund  of  such  artillery  district.

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  twenty-five  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
ig«'       and  nine,   entitled  "An  act  relating  to  general  business,  con- 
stituting chapter  twenty  of  the  consolidated  laws,"   is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  article,  to  be  article  seven-a, 
to  read  as  follows: 

AKTICLE  7-A. 

Registered  Architects, 

Section  77.     Registered  architects. 

78.  Board  of  examiners. 

79.  Qualifications;  examinations;  fees. 
79-a.  Certificates.

§  77.  Ecgistcred  architects.  Any  person  residing  in  or  having 
a  place  of  business  in  the  state,  who,  before  this  article  takes  effect, 
shall  not  have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  architecture  in 
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New  York  state,  under  the  title  of  architect,  shall,  before  being 
styled  or  known  as  an  architect,  secure  a  certificate  of  his  quali- 
fication to  practice  under  the  title  of  architect,  as  provided  by 
this  article.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  architecture  under  the  title  of  architect,  before  this 
article  takes  effect,  may  secure  such  certificate,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  this  article.

The  board  of  examiners  may  accept  satis- 
factory diplomas  oi>  certificates  from  approved  institutions  cover- 
ing the  course  required  for  examination.  Upon  complying  with 
the  above  requirements,  the  applicant  shall  satisfactorily  pass  an 
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examination  in  such  technical  and  professional  courses  as  are 
established  by  the  board  of  examiners.  The  board  of  examiners 
in  lieu  of  all  examinations  may  accept  satisfactory  evidence  of 
any  one  of  the  qualifications  set  forth  under  subdivisions  one  and 
two  of  this  section. 

1.  A  diploma  of  graduation  or  satisfactory  certificate  from  a 
recognized  architectural  college  or  school,  together  with  at  least

3.  The  board  of  examiners  in  lieu  of  all  examinations  shall 
accept  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  the  applicant's  character,  com- 
petency and  qualifications,  and  that  he  has  been  continuously 
and  exclusively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  architecture  for  more 
than  two  years  next  prior  to  the  date  when  this  article  shall  take 
effect;  or  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  applicant  has  been  actu- 
ally and  exclusively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  architecture  on  his 
own  account  or  as  a  member  of  a  reputable  firm  or  association 
for  more  than  one  year  prior  to  the  date  when  this  article  shall 
take  effect;  providing  the  application  for  such  certification  shall 
be  made  within  one  year  of  such  date.

The  officers  with  whom 
such  first-mentioned  contracts  are  filed  shall  enter  the  future  con- 
tingency or  event  required  to  occur  before  the  ownership  of  said 
goods  and  chattels  shall  pass  from  the  vendor  to  the  vendee,  the 
amount  due  upon  such  contract  and  the  time  when  due.

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provisions  apply  to  the  indorsement,  entry,  refiling  and  discharge 
thereof.  The  above-named  officers,  with  whom  such  contracts  are 
directed  to  be  filed,  shall  enter  the  future  contingency  or  event 
required  to  occur  before  the  ownership  of  said  goods  and  chattels 
shall  pass  from  the  vendor  to  the  vendee,  the  amount  due  upon 
such  contract,  and  the  time  when  due,  and  shall  file  every  such 
contract  presented  to  them  for  that  purpose,  and  indorse  thereon 
its  number  and  time  of  receipt;  they  shall  enter  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  in  separate  columns,  the  names  of  all  the 
parties  to  each  contract  so  filed,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order, 
under  the  head  of  "  vendees  "  and  "  vendors ",  the  number  of 
such  contract  and  the  date  of  the  filing  thereof,  and  under  a 
column  headed  "  property  ",  they  shall  enter  a  brief  description 
sufficient  for  identification  of  the  land  upon  which  said  building 
stands,  and  if  in  a  city  or  village,  its  location  by  street  and  num- 
ber, if  known,  and  if  in  a  city  or  county  where  the  block  system  of 
recording  and  indexing  conveyances  is  in  use,  the  section  and 
block  in  which  the  said  land  is  situated.  The  said  officers  shall 
also  keep  an  index,  so  as  to  afford  correct  and  easy  reference 
to  the  books  containing  the  entries  in  regard  to  such  last-named 
contracts.  In  all  cities  and  counties  where  the  block  system  of 
recording  and  indexing  conveyances  is  in  use,  the  index  shall  be 
arranged  according  to  the  block  numbers.  A  contract  for  the 
conditional  sale  of  goods  and  chattels,  attached  or  to  be  attached 
to  a  building,  shall  be  invalid  as  against  creditors  of  the  condi- 
tional vendee  and  against  subsequent  purchasers  or  mortgagees  in 
good  faith  of  such  goods  and  chattels  or  of  the  premises  upon 
which  the  said  building  stands,  after  the  expiration  of  the  first 
or  any  succeeding  term  of  one  year,  reckoning  from  the  time  of 
the  first  filing,  unless:  (1)  within  thirty  days  preceding  the  ex- 
piration of  such  term  a  statement  containing  a  description  of 
such  contract,  the  names  of  the  parties,  the  time  when  and  place 
where  filed,  the  interest  of  the  conditional  vendor  or  of  any  person 
who  has  succeeded  to  his  interest  in  the  property,  claimed  by 
virtue  thereof;  or  (2)  a  copy  of  such  contract  and  its  indorse- 
ments, together  with  a  statement  attached  thereto  or  indorsed 
thereon,  showing  the  interest  of  the  conditional  vendor  or  of  any 
person  who  has  succeeded  to  his  interest  in  the  contract,  is  filed 
in  the  office  where  the  contract  was  originally  required  to  be  filed ;

read  as  follows: 

§  184-a.  Farm  products  of  penal  institutions  to  be  furnished 
to  other  institutions.  Farm  products  used  by  any  state  charitable 
institution  or  state  hospital,  in  excess  of  those  produced  by  such 
institution  or  hospital,  shall  be  obtained  from  state  prisons,  re- 
formatories and  penitentiaries  having  or  producing  a  surplus  of 
such  products,  unless  it  be  more  advantageous  to  the  state  to 
obtain  such  products  elsewhere,  regard  being  had  to  prices,  qual- 
ity, distance  and  to  the  time  and  manner  of  transportation  and 
delivery.  Such  products  shall  be  furnished  on  the  requisition 
of  the  purchasing  authorities  of  the  institution  or  hospital,  paid 
for  as  other  supplies  for  such  institution  or  hospital  and  the 
moneys  received  and  applied  by  the  prison,  reformatory  or  peni- 
tentiary where  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  moneys  for  other 
products  of  convict  labor.  The  superintendent  of  state  prisons 
and  state  superintendents  of  reformatories  and  penitentiaries, 
where  farm  products  are  purchased,  shall  from  time  to  time  trans- 
mit to  the  managers  or  trustees  of  the  several  state  hospitals  and 
state  charitable  institutions  statements  of  surplus  farm  products 
available  for  sale,  together  with  prices  therefor  and  conditions  of 
transportation  and  delivery.

The  state 
hospital^  commission,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  in 
writing  of  the  governor,  secretary  of  state  and  comptroller,  shall 
fix  the  annual  salaries  of  the  resident  officers  of  the  state  hos- 
pitals, which  shall  be  uniform  for  like  service.  They  shall  classify 
the  other  officers  and  employees  into  grades,  and,  except  as  pro- 
vided by  section  fifty  of  this  chapter,  shall  determine  the  salaries 
and  wages  to  be  paid  in  each  grade,  which  shall  be  uniform  in  all 
the  hospitals.  The  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  included  in  the 
estimates  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  expenses  of  the 
state  hospitals.  Food  supplies  shall  be  allowed  to  officers  and 
employees  and  the  families  of  the  superintendent,  first  assistant 
physicians,  directors  of  clinical  psychiatry,  pathologists  and 
stewards,  and  where  quarters  are  available  in  the  judgment  of  the 
superintendent,  such  maintenance  may  also  be  allowed  senior 
assistant  physicians,  ^assistant  physicians  and  assistant  stew- 
ards, at  state  hospitals  having  not  less  than  four  thousand 
patients,*  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission.    Such  fam-

The  assessors  of  the  city  shall 
between  March  first  and  May  first  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen  and  January  first  and  March  first  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen  and  November  first  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen,  and  January  first  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  May  first  and  July  first  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  thereafter  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  ascertain  by  diligent  inquiry  all  of  the  property 
and  the  names  of  all  of  the  persons  taxable  therein.    The  asaeeaors

personal,  in  such  city,  not  exempt  by  law  from  taxation,  shall

§  4.  Description  of  premises.  In  making  out  the  assessment- 
rolls  and  describing  the  real  estate  intended  to  be  assessed,  it 
shall  be  sufficient  to  refer  to,  or  to  describe  any  lot,  parcel  or  tract 
as  is  provided  in  existing  general  laws,  or  in  addition  thereto,  or 
instead  thereof,  by  referring  to  any  lot,  parcel  or  tract  as  the 
same  is  shown  and  numbered  or  lettered  on  Barton's  map  of  such 
city,  made  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  or  any 
other  map  of  such  city  or  part  thereof  which  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  Rensselaer  county,  or  on  any  map  or  maps  which 
may  be  in  general  use  by  the  assessors,  and  mentioning  in  ad- 
dition to  the  number  or  letter  the  street,  avenue,  alley,  square  or 
highway  and  the  side  of  such  street,  av^iue,  alley,  square  or 
highway  on  which  such  lot  or  tract  may  be.  If  there  be  two  or 
more  lots  on  any  one  block  which  are  known  by  the  same  number 
or  letter,  or  if  the  land  assessed  be  not  known  on  either  of  such 
maps  by  any  number  or  letter,  then  the  assessors  shall  describe 
such  lots  or  parcels  of  land  by  metes  and  bounds  in  such  manner 
as  fully  to  indicate  and  identify  the  particular  lots  and  parcels 
of  land  intended  to  be  assessed. 

§  5.  Notice  of  completion  of  assessment-rolls.  Upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  assessment-rolls  the  assessors  shall  deposit  them  in 
their  office.  They  shall  then  immediately  cause  a  notice  to  be 
published  in  the  official  newspapers  in  such  city  for  a  period  of 
ten  days,  stating  that  they  have  completed  such  rolls  and  where 
the  same  may  be  examined;  they  shall  also  state  in  such  notice 
tliat  they  will  meet  in  the  common  council  chamber  in  such  city, 
or  at  such  other  place  as  the  assessors  may  appoint,  on  the  five 
days,  Sunday  excluded,  succeeding  the  expiration  of  said  notice, 
to  review  the  assessments  and  to  hear  any  persons  who  feel  them-

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selves  aggrieved.  They  shall  be  in  attendance  at  such  place  on 
each  of  such  five  days  from  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  one 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  from  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  assessors  shall  hear  all  griev- 
ances and  complaints  which  may  then  and  there  be  presented  to 
them.  During  the  time  the  assessors  are  reviewing  such  rolls 
they  may  make  such  corrections  as  may  be  proper  on  application 
of  any  person  aggrieved,  and,  upon  giving  three  days'  personal 
written  notice  to  any  person  interested  and  upon  giving  such  per- 
son an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  they  may  add  to  the  asaessment- 
rolls  any  real  property,  or  the  name  of  the  owner  of  any  personal 
property  that  may  have  been  omitted  from  the  assessmentrrolls 
and  may  increase  the  assessed  valuation  of  any  real  or  personal 
property  therein. 

§  6.  Verifloation  of  assessment-rolls.  When  the  assessors  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  have  completed  their  rolls,  chey  shall 
severally  appear  before  any  officer  of  their  county  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths  and  shall  severally  make  and  subscribe 
before  such  officer  an  oath  in  the  form  now  required  of  assessors 
by  section  thirty-eight  of  the  tax  law,  which  oath  shall  be  written 
or  printed  on  such  rolls,  signed  by  the  assessors  and  with  the  signed 
jurat  of  such  officer. 

§  7.  Filing  of  rolls  and  notice  thereof.  When  the  assessors 
shall  have  completed  and  verified  the  assessmentrrolls,  they  shall, 
on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  the  month  on  the  first  day 
of  which  they  are  by  section  three  of  this  title  required  to  have 
completed  the  assessment-rolls,  file  them  in  the  office  of  the  city 
comptroller  there  to  remain  until  the  taxes  are  extended  therein 
and  to  be  open  for  public  inspection  for  fifteen  days  after  the 
date  of  filing.

§  9.  Certiflcation  by  the  board  of  snpemson  of  the  amonnt  of 
ftate  and  coanty  tax  apportioned  to  the  city.  The  board  of  saper- 
visors  of  the  county  of  Bensselaer  shall,  in  each  of  the  years  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen  and  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen, 
after  equalizing  the  valuations  contained  in  the  city  assessment- 
rolls  with  those  of  the  other  cities  and  towns  of  the  county,  assess* 
levy  and  direct  the  collection  of  the  state  and  county  taxes  appor- 
tioned to  the  city  of  Troy  as  is  now  provided  by  law.  In  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen  and  in  each  year  thereafter  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  Kensselaer  county,  at  its  annual  meeting, 
after  receiving  copies  of  such  assessment-rolls,  shall  equalize  the 
valuations  therein  contained  with  those  of  the  other  cities  and  the 
several  towns  of  the  county,  as  provided  by  law,  and  shall,  by  reso- 
lution, ascertain  and  direct  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied  in  the 
city  of  Troy  for  state  and  county  purposes,  and  shall  not  cause  the 
state  and  county  tax  apportioned  to  such  city  to  be  spread  upon 
any  assessment-rolls  or  tax-rolls  of  property  within  the  city,  nor 
issue  its  warrant  for  the  collection  thereof,  but  shall,  on  or  before 
December  fifteenth  in  each  year,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered 
duplicate  copies  of  the  resolution  fixing  the  amount  of  state  and 
county  tax  apportioned  to  such  city,  to  the  city  clerk  and  city 
comptroller  of  the  city  of  Troy,  duly  certified  by  the  chairman 
and  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors.  Of  the  amount  so  certi- 
fied, one-half  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  county  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February  and  the  remainder  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  August^  next  succeeding  the  date  of  such  certification,  by 
warrant  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city,  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
county  treasurer. 

§  10.  levy  of  taxes  for  years  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  and  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighteen.  Immediately  upon  the  delivery  to  the  city  comptroller 
of  the  assessment-rolls,  as  provided  in  section  seven  of  this  title, 
he  shall,  in  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  seventeen,  and  upon  the  rolls  required  to  be  delivered  to 
him  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen,  apportion  and  extend  opposite  the  several 
valuations  of  real  and  personal  property  appearing  in  the  assess- 
ment-rolls the  amount  of  the  annual  estimate  adopted  by  the  com- 
mon council  and  provided  to  be  levied  by  general  taxation,  to- 
gether with  such  other  sums  as  may,  by  existing  laws,  be  de- 
termined to  be  80  apportioned  and  extended.     The  comptroller 
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shall  also  extend,  in  separate  columns,  any  unpaid  water  rents,  any 
unpaid  assessments  or  reassessments,  for  local  improvements,  or 
otherwise,  with  percentages  added  thereto  as  may  be  provided  by 
law.  When  such  apportionment  and  extensions  are  completed  such 
aasessment-roUs  shall  constitute  the  tax-roll  and  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  shall  by  resolution  confirm  the  same  and 
levy  and  assess  the  taxes  extended  therein.  The  clerk  of  such 
board  shall  enter  in  its  minutes  the  date,  hour  and  minute  of  such 
confirmation,  and  from  the  time  of  such  confirmation  the  taxes, 
including  all  water  rents,  assessments  or  reassessments,  shall  be 
a  lien  on  real  property  against  which  the  same  are  levied  superior 
to  all  other  liens  and  incumbrances.  After  the  confirmation  of  the 
tax-roll  there  shall  be  annexed  warrants  signed  by  the  mayor,  or 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment, under  the  seal  of  the  city  commanding  the  city  treasurer, 
to  whom  the  same  are  directed,  to  collect  from  the  several  persons 
named  in  such  tax-roll  the  several  sums  set  opposite  their  respective 
names;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  delivered  by  the  city  comp- 
troller to  the  city  treasurer. 

§  11.  Levy  of  taxes  in  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  and  eaoh 
year  thereafter.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  and  in 
each  year  thereafter,  the  city  tax  and  the  state  and  county  tax  shall 
be  included  in  one  levy.  Commencing  with  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
make  and  submit  to  the  common  council,  on  or  before  its  first  meet- 
ing in  November  in  each  year,  the  itemized  statement  of  estimated 
revenues  and  expenditures  for  the  next  succeeding  year  in  the 
manner  now  provided  in  section  seventy-five  of  the  second  class 
cities  law  witii  a  statement,  in  writing,  of  such  reasons  for  such 
estimate  as  it  may  deem  proper.  The  common  council  shall,  as 
provided  by  the  second  class  cities  law,  convene,  consider,  give  a 
public  hearing  upon,  revise  and  adopt,  or  adopt  as  revised,  such 
estimate  so  submitted  within  thirty  days  after  it  shall  have  been 
received.  The  tax  budget  determined  as  provided  by  law  shall  be 
certified  by  the  common  council  to  the  city  comptroller  over  the 
signatures  of  its  president  and  clerk.  Such  comptroller  shall  im- 
mediately upon  the  delivery  to  him  of  such  certificate  add  to  the 
amount  of  the  tax  budget  the  state  and  county  tax  together  with 
such  other  sums,  if  any,  as  may,  by  existing  laws,  be  determined  to 
be  levied  and  shall  apportion  and  extend  opposite  the  several 
valuations  of  real  and  personal  property  appearing  in  the  assess- 
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ment-rolls  the  amount  thereof.  The  comptroller  shall  also  extend, 
in  separate  columns,  any  unpaid  water  rents,  any  unpaid  assess- 
ments or  reassessments  for  local  improvements,  or  otherwise,  with 
percentages  added  thereto  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  In  a  column 
next  after  those  in  which  appear  the  general  tax,  the  unpaid 
water  rents,  and  the  impaid  assessments  or  reassessments,  shall 
be  entered  the  total  of  all  taxes,  rents,  assessments  and  reassess- 
ments levied  against  each  separate  assessment  of  real  or  personal 
property.  Such  total  sums  appearing  in  such  column  shall  be  re- 
garded and  known  in  all  proceedings  as  ^^  tax  '^  and  shall  become 
due  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year.  Such  tax  shall  be 
payable  in  two  installments ;  the  first  installment  shall  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  and  the  second  installment 
shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  July  following ;  the  relative  pro- 
portions of  the  installments  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  and  certified  to  the  city  comptroller  on  or  before 
December  fifteenth  in  each  year ;  but  the  January  installment  shall 
not  be  less  than  fifty  per  centum  nor  more  than  sixty  per  centum 
of  the  whole  tax.  In  columns  provided  in  the  assessment-rolls  for 
that  purpose  the  city  comptroller  shall  apportion  the  total  tax 
levied  against  each  separate  assessment  and  set  down,  in  separate 
columns,  the  amount  of  each  installment  Columns  shall  also  be 
provided  in  such  rolls  in  which  to  enter  the  date  of  payment  of 
each  installment.  When  such  apportionment  and  extensions  are 
completed  such  assessment-rolls  shall  constitute  the  tax-roU  and  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  by  resolution  confirm 
the  same  and  levy  and  assess  the  taxes  extended  therein.  The 
clerk  of  such  board  shall  enter  in  its  minutes  the  date,  hour  and 
minute  of  such  confirmation ;  and  from  the  time  of  such  confirma- 
tion the  taxes,  including  all  water  rents,  assessments  or  reassess- 
ments, shall  be  a  lien  on  real  property  against  which  the  same  are 
levied  superior  to  all  other  liens  and  incumbrances.  After  the 
confirmation  of  the  tax-roll  there  shall  be  annexed  warrants  signed 
by  the  mayor,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment,  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  commanding 
the  city  treasurer  to  whom  the  same  are  directed  to  collect  from 
the  several  persons  named  in  such  tax-roll  the  several  sums  set 
opposite  their  respective  names ;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  delivered 
by  the  city  comptroller  to  the  city  treasurer. 

§  12.   All  items  of  the  tax-roU  become  part  of  the  ammal  tax. 

All  unpaid  water  rents,  any  unpaid  assessments  or  reassessm^its, 
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and  all  other  items,  including  the  additions  thereto,  inserted  in  the 
annual  tax-roll  against  real  property,  become  part  of  the  annual 
tax  upon  the  respective  lots  or  parcels  of  land  against  which  such 
items  are  charges,  and  the  whole  thereof  becomes  one  tax  and  must 
be  collected  as  such.  The  inclusion  of  unpaid  water  rents,  unpaid 
assessments  or  reassessments,  and  other  items,  or  any  one  of  them, 
in  the  general  tax  shall  not  release  or  in  any  measure  affect  the 
lien,  if  any,  of  that  item  or  items  existing  at  the  time  of  its  in- 
clusion in  the  annual  tax. 

§  12-a.  Common  ooimeil  may  correct,  cancel  or  remit  any  tax. 
Upon  the  verified  application  of  a  person  claiming  to  be  ag- 
grieved, the  common  council,  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment,  may  correct,  cancel  or  remit  any 
tax,  or  part  of  a  tax  or  any  item  of  unpaid  water  rents,  or  as- 
sessment or  reassessments,  or  other  items,  including  the  additions 
thereto,  believed  by  it  to  have  been  erroneously  assessed,  and  may 
remit,  cancel  or  adjust  the  interest  or  penalty  on  any  such  tax, 
but  it  shall  have  no  power  to  alter  valuations  made  by  the  as* 
sessors. 

§  12-b.  Time  of  delivery  of  tax-roll  to  city  treasurer.  The  tax- 
roll  with  the  warrants  attached  shall  be  delivered  to  the  city  treas- 
urer, in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  on  or  before  July 
twenty-fifth ;  in  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  on  or  before  May 
twenty-fifth;  in  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  on  or  before 
March  twenty-fifth;  and  again  in  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen, 
and  in  each  year  thereafter,  on  or  before  December  twenty-fourth, 
and  he  shall  proceed  to  receive  and  collect  the  taxes  levied  in 
such  tax-roll  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  12-c  Collection  of  taxes.  Upon  receiving  the  tax-roll  the 
city  treasurer  shall  forthwith  give  notice  by  publishing  in  the 
official  newspaper,  or  newspapers,  twice  each  week  for  six  weeks 
tfiat  the  same  have  been  left  with  him  for  collection ;  that  he  will 
collect  and  receive  such  taxes,  or  in  nineteen  hundred  and  nine- 
teen and  in  each  year  thereafter,  the  first  installment  of  such  taxes, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  month  (naming  the  month)  next  succeeding 
the  delivery  of  the  tax-roll  to  him,  except  that,  if  the  first  day  of 
the  month  falls  on  Sunday  or  a  public  holiday,  then  on  the  second 
day  of  the  month ;  that  for  fifteen  days  thereafter  the  taxes,  or 
commencing  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  the 
first  installments,  may  be  paid  to  such  treasurer  without  an  addi- 
tional charge;  that  for  the  month  succeeding,  one  per  centum  fees 
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will  be  collected;  thereafter  for  each  month  or  fraction  thereof 
such  tax  remains  unpaid  one  additional  per  centum  shall  be  ex- 
acted and  collected  by  the  treasurer  with  such  tax.  In  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  the  treasurer  shall  publish  in  the 
same  manner  a  similar  notice  of  the  time  of  payment  and  the 
fees  attached  to  the  second  installment  of  tax^  which  fees  shall  be 
the  same  as  upon  the  first  installment.  The  treasurer  shall  pro- 
cure and  file  in  his  office  proper  proof  of  the  publication  of  such 
notice  or  notices.  Such  publication  or  publications  shall  be  deemed 
a  demand  upon  each  and  every  person  named  in  such  rolls  of  the 
payment  of  hi%  her  or  its  taxes  and  be  a  compliance  with  pro- 
visions of  the  general  laws  requiring  every  collector  to  call  at 
least  once  on  the  person  taxed  and  demand  payment  of  the  taxes 
charged  to  him  on  his  property.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
treasurer  to  collect  and  receive  the  amount  of  any  tax  or  install- 
ment thereof  levied  in  such  tax-roll  in  accordance  with  the  notice, 
or  notices,  published  as  aforesaid  when  tendered  to  him  at  his 
office.  All  fees  shall  belong  to  the  city  of  Troy.  The  treasurer 
may  receive  the  second  installment  of  any  tax  if  tendered  to  him 
in  advance  of  the  date  when  it  becomes  due  and  payable. 

§  12-d.  Collection  by  distress  and  sale.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  treasurer,  upon  the  taxes  levied  or  imposed  for  or  on  ac 
count  of  the  personal  property  of  any  person  and  when  directed 
by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  for  taxes  levied  or 
imposed  on  real  property  and  remaining  unpaid  for  the  period  of 
ninety  days  after  the  same  shall  have  become  due,  to  issue  his 
warrant  under  his  hand  and  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Rensselaer  or  to  any  marshal  of  the  city  commanding  him  to  levy 
the  amount  of  such  taxes  and  the  fees  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  besides  the  fees  of  such  sheriff  or  marshal  on  the  property 
which  such  person  may  own,  by  distress  and  sale  of  goods  and  chat- 
tels of  such  person  against  whom  such  warrants  shall  be  issued, 
or  any  goods  or  chattels  in  his  possession  wheresoever  the  same 
shall  be  found  within  the  city,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  city 
treasurer,  except  his  fees,  and  return  such  warrant  within  thirty 
days  after  the  date  thereof;  and  no  claim  of  propertj'  made  to 
such  goods  and  chattels  so  found  in  the  possession  of  such  person 
shall  be  available  to  prevent  a  sale.  Such  sheriff  or  marshal  shall 
levy  such  tax,  and  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
sale  of  the  property  levied  upon  by  him  at  least  five  days  previous 
to  the  sale^  by  posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in 
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such  city.  The  sale  shall  be  by  public  auction.  In  addition  to  the 
amount  of  the  tax  and  the  fees  provided  in  the  preceding  sections  to 
be  collected  and  paid  to  the  city,  there  shall  be  collected  under 
such  warrant  five  per  centum  of  such  amount,  with  disbursements, 
which  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  the  cost  of  levy  and  sale,  and 
which  the  sheriff  or  marshal  making  the  sale  shall  retain  as  full 
compensation  for  his  services.  Where  several  sums  are  assessed  to 
the  same  person  on  the  same  tax  list,  such  sums  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  one  tax  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  the 
sheriff's  or  marshal's  fees.  In  addition  to  the  fees  and  penalties 
above  provided,  such  sheriff  or  marshal  shall  have  the  right  to 
demand  and  receive  of  the  delinquent  taxpayer  five  per  centum 
upon  each  dollar  of  delinquent  tax  collected  by  him  without  levy 
and  sale,  which  amount  shall  be  in  f uU  for  his  services  in  making 
such  collection. 

§  12-e.  SherifF  or  marshal  to  give  a  bond.  Before  the  city 
treasurer  shall  deliver  a  warrant  to  the  sheriff  or  to  a  marshal,  the 
sheriff  or  marshal  shall  make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  treasurer 
a  bond  in  such  penal  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  treasurer 
may  direct  and  approve  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties.  The  treasurer  shall,  forthwith,  indorse  his  approval 
upon  said  bond  and  file  it  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  12-f.  Setnm  by  sheriff  or  marshal  of  unpaid  taxes.  Imme- 
diately upon  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  named  in  the  war- 
rant, the  sheriff  or  marshal  shall  return  and  deliver  to  the  city 
treasurer  his  warrant  and  list  of  taxes,  indicating  thereon  which 
have  been  collected  and  which  remain  unpaid,  verified  by  his  affi- 
davit, that  the  sums  mentioned  therein  as  unpaid  remain  unpaid, 
and  that  he  has  not,  upon  diligent  inquiry,  been  able  to  discover 
any  personal  property  out  of  which  the  same  could  be  collected  by 
levy  and  sale. 

§  12-g.  Failure  of  sheriff  or  marshal  to  return  warrant.  If  a 
sheriff  or  marshal  fail  to  return  a  warrant  issued  to  him  as  therein 
required,  or  fail  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys  collected 
or  received  by  him,  or  to  render  a  full  and  true  accounting  thereof, 
the  supreme  coUrt,  or  any  justice  thereof,  on  the  application  of  the 
treasurer  or  the  corporation  counsel,  shall,  on  proof  by  affidavit  or 
otherwise,  summarily  enforce  such  return,  payment  or  accounting 
by  attachment  proceedings  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such 
collector  were  a  sheriff  or  officer  of  that  court  If  any  collector 
appointed  under  this  act  n^lect  or  refuse  to  pay  over  any  such 
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money  collected  by  him  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

§  12-h.  IKsposition  of  snrpliu  funds.  If  the  property  dis- 
trained by  the  sheriff  or  a  marshal  shall  be  sold  for  more  than  the 
amount  of  the  tax  and  percentage  or  fees  and  the  costs  of  such  dis- 
tress and  sale,  the  surplus  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  in  whose 
possession  such  property  was  when  distress  was  made,  if  there  be 
no  claim  to  such  surplus  by  any  other  person.  If  any  such  person 
claim  such  surplus  on  the  ground  that  the  property  sold  belonged 
to  him,  and  such  claim  be  admitted  by  the  person  for  whose  tax  the 
same  was  distrained,  the  surplus  shall  be  paid  to  such  owner ;  but 
if  such  claim  be  contested  by  the  person  for  whose  tax  the  property 
was  distrained  the  surplus  moneys  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  or 
marshal  into  the  city  treasury  and  there  held  until  the  rights  of 
the  parties  shall  be  determined  by  due  course  of  law. 

§  12-i.    Corporation  oounsel  to  collect  personal  taxes.     Upon 

the  return  to  him  by  the  sheriff  or  marshal  of  a  list  of  unpaid  taxes, 
as  aforesaid,  the  city  treasurer  shall  examine  the  same,  and,  if  he 
finds  that  a  tax  or  taxes  levied  on  a  personal  property  valuation  or 
valuations  remains  or  remain  unpaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty,  forth- 
with, to  send  or  cause  to  be  sent  to  the  corporation  counsel  a  list  of 
personal  property  taxes,  or  installments  thereof,  embraced  in  the 
tax-roll  remaining  unpaid ;  and  the  corporation  counsel  shall  there- 
upon apply  to  the  city  court  of  Troy,  to  the  county  court  of  Rens- 
selaer county,  or  to  the  supreme  court,  by  petition  on  at  least  ten 
days'  notice,  to  enforce  the  payment  of  such  tax.  Such  notice  and 
a  copy  of  the  petition  shall  be  served  upon  the  person,  or  upon  any 
officer  of  the  corporation,  against  whom  such  application  may  be 
made,  and  the  court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  same 
in  a  summary  manner,  and  without  unnecessary  delay ;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  that  such  application  ought  to  be  granted,  judgment 
shall  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city  for  the  amount  of  such  tax 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum  from  the 
date  of  the  first  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  section 
twelve-a  of  this  title  with  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  proceedings, 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court ;  and  transcripts 
thereof  may  be  filed  and  executions  thereon  issued  and  supplemen- 
tary proceedings  thereon  had  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by 
the  code  of  civil  procedure  and  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  courts 
in  other  judgments.  All  suits  or  proceedings  for  the  collection  of 
personal  taxes  sent  to  the  corporation  counsel  by  the  city  treasurer 
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must  be  commenced  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  first  pub- 
lication of  the  notice  provided  for  in  section  twelve-c  of  this  title. 

§  12-j.  Setnmed  unpaid  taxes  paid  to  treasurer.  Taxes,  or  in- 
stallments thereof,  remaining  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  sheriff's  or 
marshal's  return  may  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  at  any  time  be- 
fore the  tax  sale  is  held.  The  treasurer  shall  collect  and  receive 
upon  any  tax  so  paid  the  fees  provided  in  section  twelve-c  of  this 
title.  If  paid  after  the  property  against  which  the  tax  is  levied 
has  been  advertised  as  provided  in  the  next  section,  the  treasurer 
shall  also  collect  in  addition  to  the  sums  aforesaid  all  expenses 
incident  to  such  advertisement  properly  chargeable  against  the 
parcel  or  parcels  so  advertised  upon  which  the  tax  is  paii 

§  12-k.  When  lands  to  be  sold  for  unpaid  taxes.  Whenever 
any  tax  levied  and  assessed  upon  any  real  estate,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  title,  in  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  or  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen, 
shall  remain  unpaid  for  seven  months  next  after  the  same  became 
due  and  payable,  or,  in  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen  and  any 
year  thereafter,  on  October  fifteenth  next  after  the  date  when  the 
second  installment  became  due,  the  city  treasurer  shall  advertise 
and  sell  such  real  estate  as  herein  provided  for  the  payment  of 
such  tax,  fees  and  expenses  of  such  sale.  He  may  include  in  such 
advertisement  and  sale  any  unpaid  assessments  or  reassessments 
with  percentages  added  thereto,  which  under  existing  laws  may  be 
provided  to  be  so  included. 

§   12-1.    Sesoriptions  famished  by  assessors.     If  any  of  the 

lands  to  be  advertised  are  not  completely,  accurately  and  properly 
described  in  the  tax-rolls,  the  assessors  shall,  forthwith,  upon  the 
request  of  the  city  treasurer,  make  a  proper  description  of  each 
such  parcel  and  deliver  it  to  him. 

§  12-m.  Advertisement  and  sale.  In  the  years  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  sixteen,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen  and  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighteen,  at  the  expiration  of  the  seven  months  period 
mentioned  in  section  twelve-k  of  this  title,  and  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  nineteen  and  each  year  thereafter,  on  October  fif- 
teenth, the  city  treasurer  shall  cause  to  be  published  once  in  each 
week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  the  ofiicial  newspaper  or  news- 
papers of  the  city  a  list  or  statement  of  the  real  estate  so  liable  to  be 
sold,  giving  the  description  of  each  parcel  as  described  in  the  tax- 
roll,  or  the  corrected  description  furnished  to  him  by  the  assessors, 
showing  separately  the  amount  of  each  tax  or  assessment  and  the 
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interest,  penalties  and  expcns(*s  of  the  sale,  and  a  notice  that  such 
real  estate  will  on  a  day  specified,  not  less  than  three  weeks  from 
the  date  of  the  first  publication,  and  on  sncceedings  days,  be  sold 
at  public  auction  at  the  office  of  such  treasurer  for  the  lowest  term 
of  years  at  which  any  person  shall  offer  to  take  the  same  in  consid- 
eration of  advancing  such  taxes,  assessments,  penalty,  interest  and 
expense  of  advertising  which  may  be  due  thereon  at  the  time  of 
sale.  On  the  day  mentioned  in  such  notice  the  city  treasurer  shall 
begin  the  sale  of  such  real  estate  and  continue  the  same  from  day 
to  day  until  all  parcels  advertised  shall  be  sold. 

fi  n  aAf««  §  2.  Title  seven  of  such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  a  new  section,  to  be  section  twenty-three,  to  read  as 
follows :

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  the  Audit  «Bd 
City  of  New  York  is  herebv  authorized  and  empowered,  in  its  «np«M 
discretion,  to  audit  and  allow  to  Minnie  E.  O'Sullivan,  widow  tion  au- 
of  Thomas  C.  O'Sullivan,  late  judge  of  the  court  of  general  ses- 
sions of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  New  York,  who  died 
in  Monmouth  county,  state  of  New  Jersey,  on  July  twenty-ninth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirt^n,  while  in  the  active  periormanco 
of  his  judicial  duties,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  and  three  dollars

Section  1.  Sections  six  and  seven  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  l.  imw. 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  «*  ef^T 
to  legislation,  constituting  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  consolidated  '"*°**^ 
laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  6,  Officers  and  employees  of  the  senate.  The  president  and 
temporary  president  of  the  senate  may  each  appoint  a  clerk,  a 
stenographer  and  messenger.  The  senate  may  choose  a  clerk,  a 
sergeant-at-arms,  an  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  a  stenographer, 
a  principal  doorkeeper  and  first  assistant  doorkeeper.

in  matters  pertaining  to  that  position,  an  index  clerk,  two  assistant 
index  clerks,  an  assistant  clerk  to  the  committee  on  engrossed  bills, 
a  financial  clerk,  an  assistant  financial  clerk,  a  messenger  to  the 
financial  clerk,  a  superintendent  of  the  wrapping  department,  five 
assistants  to  the  superintendent  of  the  wrapping  department,  a 
mail  and  document  carrier,  a  superintendent  of  documents,  five 
assistant  superintendents  of  documenta^  a  tally  clerk.  The  assem- 
bly shall,  by  rule,  provide  for  such  other  general  and  committee 
clerks,  stenographers,  messengers  and  pages  as  may  be  needed,  and 
the  method  of  their  appointment,  amount  of  compensation  and 
assignment  to  duty.

may  make  settlement  of  any  such  claim  in  any  case  where  the

The  commissioner  of  street  cleaning  and  the  presidents  of  the 
boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond  may  require  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  desiring  to  deposit  garbage,  ashes,  rubbish,  street 
sweepings  or  waste  of  any  kind,  at  the  said  dumping  boards, 
transfer  stations,  disposal  works  or  other  property  controlled  by 
the  department  or  ofiice,  to  pay  for  the  removal  and  disposal 
of  said  garbage,  ashes,  rubbish,  street  sweepings  or  waste  of  any 
kind,  at  the  rates  fixed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment The  commissioner  of  street  cleaning  and  the  presidents  of 
the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Richmond  are  also  empk)wered  to 
collect,  remove  and  dispose  of  garbage,  ashes,  rubbish,  street 
sweepings,  and  all  wastes,  including  trade  waste  from  business, 
industrial,  manufacturing,  or  other  establishments  conducted  for 
profit,  and  to  charge  for  such  collection,  removal  and  disposal 
at  the  rates  fixed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.

§  231.  State  board  of  pharmacy;  appointments;  nominations; 
examiners;  secretary;  expenses.  The  state  board  of  pharmacy  in 
oflice  when  this  section  takes  effect  shall  remain  in  office  until 
August  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten«  On  and  after  that  date 
such  board  shall  consist  of  nine  examiners,  four  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  the  city  of  New  York.  At  the  annual  trieeting  of  the 
association  held  in  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  there  shall  be  twenty- 
five  licensed  pharmacists  nominated  by  ballot  whose  names  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  regents,  imjnediately  thereafter. 

Appointments.  From  the  number  thus  submitted  or  from  the 
other  licensed  pharmacists  of  the  state  the  regents  may  appoint 
nine  persons,  who  shall  constitute  the  board  of  pharmacy,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  Ix^n  on  August  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
ten,  three  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one  year,  three 
for  a  term  of  two  years  and  three  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The 
successors  of  the  members,  whose  terms  of  office  have  expired,  shall 
be  appointed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  any  member,  caused  otherwise  than  by 
expiration  of  term,  shall  be  filled  by  the  regents  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  such  member. 

Nominations.  Thereafter,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  as- 
sociation, nine  licensed  pharmacists  shall  be  nominated  by  ballot, 
whose  names  shall  be  submitted  to  the  regents  in  writing  under  the 
seal  of  the  association  by  the  president  and  secretary  thereof, 
promptly  after  the  adjournment  of  such  meeting.  From  the  num- 
ber thus  submitted  or  from  the  other  licensed  pharmacists  of  the 
state  the  regents  may  appoint  three  persons  to  succeed  the  mem- 
bers whose  terms  of  office  expire  on  the  following  July  tiiirty- 
first 

Examiners.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  as  an  examiner  un- 
less he  is  a  licensed  pharmacist,  and  has  legally  practiced  as  such 
for  at  least  ten  years  in  this  state.  Each  of  the  candidates  shall 
present  proof  of  such  qualifications  to  the  regents.  The  regents 
may  remove  any  examiner  for  misconduct,  incapacity  or  neglect  of 
duty.     Each  examiner  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  appointment 
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from  the  regents,  and  before  beginning  his  term  of  office  shall  take 
and  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  the  constitutional  oath  of  office. 
The  board  or  any  conmiittee  thereof  may  employ  counsel,  may 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  may  take  testimony  and 
proofs  concerning  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction.  The  board

8.  Has  the  preliminary  and  professional  education  required 
by  the  rules. 

4.  Has  had  three  years'  experience  in  a  registered  pharmacy 
or  drug  store  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a  pharmacist  or 
druggist,  one  year  of  which  experience  within  five  years  of  the 
date  of  application  must  have  been  in  a  pharmacy  or  dnig  store 
of  the  United  States. 

Examinations.  The  board  shall  submit  to  the  regents  as  re- 
quired suitable  questions  for  thorough  examination  in  pharma* 
oology,  both  written  and  practical,  as  outlined  in  the  syllabus. 
From  these  questions  the  secretary  shall  prepare  question  papers 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  which  at  any  examination  shall  be 
the  same  for  all  candidates.  Examinations  for  license  shall  be 
given  in  at  least  three  convenient  places  in  the  state  and  at  least 
four  times  annually  in  accordance  with  the  rules.  The  practical 
examii^tions  shall  be  conducted  by  the  examiners,  the  written  by 
the  regents.  On  receiving  from  the  board  an  official  report  that 
an  applicant  has  successfully  passed  the  examinations  and  is 
recommended  for  license,  the  regents  shall  issue  to  him  a  license 
to  practice  according  to  the  qualifications  of  the  applicant    Every 
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license  shall  be  issued  by  the  regents  under  seal  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  commissioner,  each  examiner  and  by  the  secretary. 
Every  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  board  subject  to  rule  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary.  Applicants  examined  and 
licensed  by  other  state  examining  boards  registered  by  the  regents 
as  maintaining  standards  not  lower  than  those  provided  by  this 
article  may  without  further  examination,  on  payment  of  twenty-

1.  For  the  certification  and  registration  of  apprentices  and 
storekeepers.

3.  For  the  acceptance  of  licenses  from  other  licensing  boards 
issued  prior  to  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  in  lieu  of 
a  diploma. 

4.  For  the  accomplishment  of  the  trusts  reposed  in  them  by 
this  article  and  bv  any  other  law  of  the  state. 

All  licenses  and  certificates  of  examination,  issued  to  licensees 
by  former  boards  of  pharmacy,  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
in  perpetuity  for  the  section  of  the  state  for  which  they  were 
issued,  and  all  certificates  of  registration  issued  during  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ten  shall  be  valid  until  January  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven. 

§  235.  Apprentices  and  employees.  -^Every  person  over  fifteen 
years  of  age  that  shall  enter  a  pharmacy  or  drug  store  with  the 
intention  of  becoming  a  pharmacist  or  druggist,  shall  pay  the 
r^stration  fee  of  one  dollar,  and  receive  a  certificate  as  a  res- 
tored apprentice  in  accordance  with  the  rules.

Apprentices  may  prepare  or  dispense  receipts  or  prescriptions, 
may  sell  or  fumiA  medicines  or  poisons  in  the  presence  of  and 
under  the  immediate  personal  supervision  of  a  pharmacist  or 
druggist  who  must  be  either  the  proprietor  or  in  the  actual  em- 
ploy of  the  proprietor.  The  proprietor  as  principal  shall  be  equally 
liable  for  violations  of  this  article  by  his  ^employees. 

Other  unlicensed  assistants  may  be  employed  in  registered 
pharmacies  and  drug  stores  for  other  purposes  than  the  practice 
of  pharmacology  and  the  dispensing,  compounding  or  retailing 
of  drugs,  chemicals,  medicines,  prescriptions  or  poisons. 

§  288."  Poison  schedulei;  register.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son to  sell  at  retail  or  to  furnish  any  of  the  poisons  of  schedule  A 
and  B  without  affixing  or  causing  to  be  affixed  to  the  bottle,  box, 
vessel  or  package,  a  label  with  the  name  of  the  article  and  the 
word  poison  distinctly  shown  and  virith  the  name  and  place  of 
business  of  the  seller  all  printed  in  red  ink  together  virith  tixe  name 
of  such  poisons  printed  or  written  thereupon  in  plain,  legible 
characters. 

Wholesale  dealers  in  drugs,  medicines,  pharmaceutical  prep- 
arations, chemicals  or  poisons  shall  affix  or  cause  to  be  affixed 
to  every  bottle,  box,  parcel  and  outer  indosure  of  any  original 
package  containing  any  of  the  articles  of  schedule  A  a  suitable 
label  or  brand  in  red  ink  with  the  word  poison  upon  it. 

K^ster.  Every  person  who  disposes  of  or  sells  at  retail  or 
furnishes  any  poisons  included  in  schedule  A  shall  befoie  deliver- 
ing the  same  enter  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  the  date  of 
sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  the 
quantity  of  the  poison,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  purchased  and 
the  name  of  the  dispenser.  The  poison  register  must  be  always 
open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities  and  must  be  pre- 
served for  at  least  five  years  after  the  last  entry.  He  shall  not 
deliver,  any  of  the  poisons  of  schedule  A  or  B  until  he  has  satis- 
fied himself  that  the  purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  char- 
acter and  that  the  poison  is  to  be  used  for  a  legitimate  purpose. 
The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  do  not  apply  to  the  dispensing 
of  medicines  or  poisons  on  physicians'  prescriptions.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  J^J^ 
and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  towns,  constituting  chapter  J'^^gf 
sixty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by  insert-

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ing  therein  at  the  end  of  article  eleven-a,  as  added  by  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eighty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
leuy  a  new  section,  to  be  section  two  hundred  and  fifty-five^  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  255.  Proceedings  for  oonstmeting  sidewalks  not  constmoted 
under  the  preceding  sections.  If  the  town  board  of  any  town 
shall  determine  that  any  sidewalks  should  be  constructed  outside 
of  a  sidewalk  district  or  within  a  sidewalk  district  and  upon  a 
street  or  portion  of  street  as  to  which  no  petition  is  filed  under 
the  provisions  of  section  two  hundred  and  fifty-one,  of  stone, 
cement,  brick  or  similar  substance,  it  may  cause  such  sidewalk  to 
be  so  constructed  along  the  front  of  one  or  more  parcels  of  real 
property  at  the  joint  and  equal  expense  of  such  property  and  of 
the  town.  The  board  shall  allow  to  each  land  owner  an  oppoi^ 
tunity  to  appear  and  object  to  such  proposed  action,  upon  five 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing.  If  the  town 
board  shall  finally  determine  to  construct  such  sidewalk,  it  may 
cause  the  same  to  be  constructed.  The  board  shall  assess  fifty  per 
centum  of  the  cost  of  such  construction  upon  the  land  in  front  of 
which  the  sidewalk  is  constructed.  The  other  fifty  per  centum 
of  such  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  town,  and  moneys  provided 
therefor  by  taxation  in  the  same  manner  as  other  town  charges. 
The  entire  expense  shall  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  town. 
Such  expense  may  be  raised  in  an  entire  amount  or  in  small 
amounts  from  time  to  time  as  the  town  board  may  determine. 
Bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  town  may  be  issued, 
if  the  town  board  deem  it  necessary,  to  provide  for  such  expense. 
The  board  may  apportion  the  part  to  be  assessed  upon  adjcnning 
land  and  assess  the  same  as  a  whole  or  by  installments.  Where 
one  parcel  of  land  only,  owned  by  the  same  party,  is  affected  by 
the  improvement,  the  share  to  be  paid  by  such  land  owner  shall  be 
one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement;  otherwise,  the  proportion 
payable  by  the  several  land  owners  shall  be  determined  according 
to  the  linear  feet  of  sidewalk  in  front  of  each  parcel.  Notice  of  an 
assessment  shall  be  given  to  the  land  owner  or  land  owners,  who 
may  pay  the  amounts  assessed  within  ten  days  after  such  notice. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  town  bonds  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness may  be  issued  for  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  assess- 
ment then  remaining  unpaid. 

The  town  board  shall  include  in  its  annual  budget  reported  to 
the  board  of  supervisors,  of  taxes  to  be  levied  in  the  town,  the 
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principal  or  interest  accruing  during  the  same  fiscal  year  upon 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  on  account  of  de- 
fault in  the  payment  of  local  assessments  under  this  section,  and 
the  board  of  supervisors  shall  levy  the  same  upon  the  lots  or 
parcels  in  default.  Such  principal. shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  lots  or  parcels  in  default  in  such  manner  that  the  tax  thereon 
will  be  the  same  as  if  an  equal  portion  of  the  assessment  were 
then  to  be  paid.  Interest  on  an  unpaid  assessment  shall  be  added 
to  such  tax  at  the  rate  payable  by  the  bond  or  certificate  of  in-

reviewing  assessor,  of  said  city,  for  the  term  corresponding  to  the 
term  of  office  of  the  mayor.    Such  rating  assessor  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  and  shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  city  of  Ogdensburg  and  of  the  consoli- 
dated school  districts  of  which  the  city  of  Ogdensburg  is  a  part» 
that  is  now  devolved  upon  or  possessed,  or  may  hereafter  b^ 
devolved  upon  or  possessed,  by  assessors  of  the  several  towns  of 
the  state,  except  as  herein  limited  and  provided.    It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  rating  assessor,  between  the  first  day  of  February  and 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in  each  year,  to  proceed  to  ascertain  by 
diligent  inquiry  the  names  of  all  the  taxable  inhabitants,  and  of  aU 
persons  liable  to  taxation,  in  said  city  and  consolidated  school 
districts  lying  without  the  city  limits,  and  also  all  the  property, 
real  and  personal,  taxable  within  the  same.    He  shall  make  a  care* 
ful  itemized  appraisal  of  all  such  property,  and  shall  make  dupli- 
cate lists  of  the  same  and  of  all  such  persons,  respectively,  and 
shall  file  one  of  such  lists  with  the  city  clerk  in  his  office  on  or 
before  said  fifteenth  day  of  March  in  each  year.    It  shall  be  the

of  the  rating  assessor,  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  nting  and 
annum.

the  rate  of  four  dollars  per  diem,  but  for  not  more  than  thirty  days 
in  any  one  calendar  year.

lation to  the  inferior  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  defining  their  powers  and  jurisdiction  and  provid- 
ing for  their  officers,''  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :

Such  desig- 
nation shall  be  for  a  term  of  five  years,  except  that  when  the 
vacancy  occurs  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  the  desig- 
nation shall  be  for  the  unexpired  residue  of  the  term.  If  from 
any  disability  any  of  the  justices  so  designated  shall  be  tem- 
porarily unable  to  perform  his  duty  the  board  of  justices  may 
assign  any  other  justice  to  sit  in  the  children's  court  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  one  month.  If  such  disability  shall  continue  for 
more  than  one  month  the  mayor  may  assign  any  other  justice 
of  the  court  of  special  sessions  to  take  the  place  of  such  justice  of 
the  children's  court  during  such  disability.  Whenever  a  justice 
designated  for  service  in  the  children's  court  shall  cease  to  be  a 
justice  of  the  court  of  special  sessions,  whether  from  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  or  otherwise,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a 
justice  of  the  children's  court. 

§  34-e.  Additional  justices.  Upon  a  certificate  signed  by  three- 
fifths  of  the  justices  of  the  children's  court  that  in  their  opinion 
the  business  of  the  children's  court  is  such  as  to  require  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  justices  of  such  court,  the  mayor  may 
make  one  or  more  additional  designations  from  among  the  justices 
of  the  court  of  special  sessions,  each  such  designation  to  be  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  or  may  make  temporary  designations  for  terms 
of  not  exceeding  six  months. 

§  34-f.  Duties  of  justices.     The  justices  of  the  children's  court 
shall  during  such  service  be  relieved  of  all  duties  imposed  upon 
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them  other  than  those  required  of  them  by  this  article.  At 
least  once  in  each  year  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justices  to 
cause  each  institution  to  which  a  child  shall  have  been  committed 
by  the  children's  court  during  the  year  to  be  visited  and  inspected 
by  at  least  one  of  the  justices. 

§  84-g.  Duties  of  presiding  justioe.  The  presiding  justice,  in 
addition  to  his  other  duties  as  a  justice  of  the  children's  court, 
shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  business  of  the 
court,  and  shall  preside  and  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  meetings  of 
the  justices.  He  shall  assign  the  justices  to  duty  in  the  several 
parts  of  the  court  from  time  to  time  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  prompt  disposition  of  th^  business  thereof.  He  shall,  so 
far  as  practicable,  make  such  assignments  so  that  one  justice 
shall  be  assigned  to  each  of  the  parts  of  the  court  located  in  the 
counties  of  New  York  and  Kings  for  at  least  six  months  during 
the  year.  The  presiding  justice  shall  prescribe  the  hour  for  the 
opening  of  the  various  parts  of  the  court,  and  for  the  attendance 
of  the  justices,  clerks  and  employees  thereat,  and  shall  establish 
and  supervise  a  system  for  keeping  the  records  of  the  said  court 

§  34rh.  Meetings.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  justice 
and  the  justices  to  meet  together  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
except  the  months  of  July  and  August  in  each  year,  at  such  hour 
and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  presiding  justice,  for  the 
consideration  of  such  matters  concerning  the  administration  of 
justice  in  the  court  as  may  be  brought  before  them.  At  such 
meetings  they  shall  receive  and  investigate,  or  cause  to  be  inves- 
tigated, all  complaints  presented  to  them  pertaining  to  the  court, 
or  to  the  justices,  officers  or  employees  thereof,  and  shall  take 
such  steps  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  in  respect  thereof, 
and  they  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  at  such  meet- 
ings, from  time  to  time  to  make,  alter  and  amend  rules  regulating 
the  practice  and  procedure  of  the  court  which  shall  be  uniform, 
so  far  as  practicable,  in  all  parts  of  the  court.  All  rules  shall  be 
printed  within  a  reasonable  time  after  their  adoption.  All  ap- 
pointments which  the  majority  of  the  justices  have  power  to  make 
shall  be  made  at  such  meetings.  The  term  "majority  of  the 
justices  "  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  a  majority  of  all  the  justices 
of  the  children's  court  then  iD  office,  including  the  presiding  jus^ 
tice.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  justices  to  meet  for  the  purposes  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  presiding  justice, 
within  ten  days  after  his  appointment 
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§  34-i.  Chief  olerk,  employees  and  probation  officers;  appointment. 
There  shall  be  a  chief  clerk  and  at  least  four  clerks  of  the  chil- 
dren's court,  and  such  additional  clerks,  deputy  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers, interpreters,  attendants,  a  chief  probation  officer,  deputy 
chief  probation  officers,  and  probation  officers,  and  other  em- 
ployees as  the  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  court  may  deem 
necessary,  and  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  board  of  aldermen 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment. The  term  of  office  of  the  chief  derk,  clerks  and  deputy 
clerks  shall  be  four  years.  The  clerks,  deputy  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers, interpreters,  attendants,  and  probation  officers,  and  other 
employees  serving  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifteen,  in  the  parts  of  the  court  of  special  sessions  then 
known  as  the  children's  court,  shall  be  continued  in  office  in  like 
capacity  as  (^cers  and  employees  of  the  children's  court  during 
good  behavior.  Their  successors,  the  chief  clerk,  the  chief  proba- 
tion officer,  the  deputy  chief  probation  officers,  and  all  other  offi- 
cers and  employees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  majority  of  the 
justices.  Upon  the  appointment  of  the  chief  clerk,  or  any  clerk, 
or  deputy  clerk,  the  presiding  justice  shall  issue  three  certificates 
of  appointment  to  be  signed  by  him,  each  of  which  shall  state  the 
term  for  which  the  appointment  is  made  and  when  it  will  expire, 
and  shall  deliver  one  of  such  certificates  to  the  person  so  appointed 
and  shall  cause  the  other  certificate  to  be  filed,  one  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
in  which  the  person  so  appointed  resides. 

§  34-j.  Duties  of  chief  clerk;  reports,  custody  of  records  and  seal. 
The  chief  clerk  of  the  children's  court  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a 
complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in  said  court 
and  of  all  moneys  received  or  fines  imposed,  in  tie  manner  and 
to  the  extent  directed  by  the  presiding  justice,  and  shall  prepare 
such  other  records  and  perform  such  other  and  further  duties  as 
the  presiding  justice  may  direct.  The  chief  clerk  shall  report  in 
writing  to  the  presiding  justice  each  month  the  number  of  days 
each  part  of  said  court  was  open  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
the  hours  at  which  each  part  opened  and  closed  each  day,  the 
number  of  cases  disposed  of,  and  the  character  thereof,  and  such 
other  information  as  the  presiding  justice  may  require;  the  chief 
clerk  shall  require  each  clerk  to  file  with  him  such  report  or  re- 
ports as  may  be  necessary.  The  presiding  justice  shall  cause  suit- 
able blanks  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  the  chief  clerk  and 
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clerks  for  such  purpose.  On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  Jan- 
uary of  each  year  the  chief  clerk  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to 
the  presiding  justice  of  the  business  of  the  court  and  the  attend- 
ance and  proceedings  of  the  justices  thereat  in  such  form  as  the 
presiding  justice  may  prescribe.  Upon  the  approval  of  such  an- 
nual report  by  the  presiding  justice,  duly  authenticated  copies 
thereof  shall  be  filed,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in 
each  year,  with  the  secretary  of  state,  and  with  the  mayor,  comp- 
troller and  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the 
report  shall  be  printed  promptly.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the 
chief  clerk  to  keep  the  seal  of  the  court,  and  affix  it,  or  cause  it  to 
be  affixed,  to  the  certi'ficate  of  the  transcript  of  the  docket  of  a 
judgment,  or  to  any  other  certificate  when  required  so  to  do.  He 
shall  file  papers  delivered  to  him  for  that  purpose  in  any  action 
or  proceeding  and  safely  keep  them  and  shall  authenticate  by  a 
certificate  of  exemplification,  as  may  be  required,  the  records  of 
proceedings  of  the  court,  or  any  otiier  paper  pertaining  thereto 
filed  with  him.  The  records  of  the  children's  court  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  the  courts  of  the  state  to  the  same  extent  as  now  provided 
by  law  concerning  courts  of  special  sessions. 

§  34-k.  Clerks'  offices.  The  chief  clerk  of  the  chUdren's  court 
shall  maintain  a  principal  office  and  such  branch  offices  as  the 
presiding  justice  may  require,  where  he  shall  keep  such  records 
as  the  presiding  justice  may  direct,  and  each  office  shall  be  kept 
open  for  the  transaction  of  business  for  such  hours  and  during 
such  days  as  the  presiding  justice  shall  order.  There  shall  be 
maintained  in  the  principal  office  a  bureau  of  information  for  the 
public,  conducted  in  accordance  with  such  rules  as  the  presiding 
justice  may  prescribe. 

§  34-1.  Duties  of  clerks.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the 
rules  of  the  children's  court  the  clerk  of  each  part  of  such  court 
Bhall  be  required  to  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  coor 
coming  every  child  brought  before  the  court,  which  record  shall 
contain,  so  far  as  possible,  (a)  a  complete  identification  of  the 
child,  including  its  name,  date  and'place  of  birth,  addrees,  names 
and  addresses  of  parents  and  of  guardians,  if  any,  race,  and  re- 
ligion ;  (b)  any  previous  court  record  of  the  child  or  of  members 
of  its  immediate  family,  except  such  portion  thereof  as  the  jviar 
tice  before  whom  the  case  is  heard  may,  in  the  interests  of  the 
future  of  the  child,  order  eliminated  from  the  record;  (c)  the 
school  record  of  such  child,  and  its  employment  record,  if  any;

(d)  a  brief  statement  of  the  home  conditions  and  environment  of 
the  child;  (e)  a  report  of  the  medical  examination  ol  sucn  child, 
if  any,  and  (f )  such  other  facts  as  the  court  may  requira  The 
probation  officers  hereinafter  provided  for  shall,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, furnish  each  clerk  with  such  information  as  he  may  require 
for  the  completion  of  such  records.  Each  clerk  of  the  children's 
court  shall  keep  an  accurate  minute  of  all  fines  imposed  and  re- 
ceived at  the  time  of  receiving  the  same.  He  shall  report  in 
writing  to  the  chief  clerk  at  least  once  in  each  month  the  fines  im- 
posed and  received.  Each  clerk  shall  pay  over  the  amount  of 
all  fines  received  by  him  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month,  and  at  the  same 
time  file  with  the  chamberlain  and  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of 
New  York  a  copy  of  such  statement  of  fines  received. 

§  34-m.  Service  of  subpoenas.  The  chief  clerk  shall  cause  to  be 
served  all  subpoenas  on  behalf  of  the  people  for  appearance  before 
the  children's  court. 

§  34-n.  Duties  of  probation  oi&oers.  The  chief  probation  officer 
is  a  probation  officer.  The  probation  officers  of  the  children's 
court  shall  be  subject  to  rules  prescribed  by  the  majority  of  the 
justices.  The  presiding  justice  shall  assign  the  various  probation 
officers  to  the  various  parts  of  the  court  and  to  such  territorial 
districts  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  part  of  the  court  as  may 
be  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  justices,  provided  that  when  a 
probation  officer  has  once  been  assigned  to  a  certain  part  he  shall 
continue  to  serve  in  the  said  part  until  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  justices  he  is  transferred  to  another  part.  One  of  the  proba- 
tion officers  in  each  of  the  parts  of  the  court  shall  be  designated  as 
the  probation  officer  in  charge  of  that  part  of  the  court  and  shall 
exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  probation  service  in  that 
district 

§  34-0.  Bemoval  of  clerks  and  employees.  A  majority  of  the 
justices  of  the  children's  court  may  remove  for  cause  the  chief 
clerk  or  any  clerk  of  such  court  after  due  notice  and  an  oppor- 
tunity of  being  heard,  and  may  remove  the  chief  probation  officer 
or  any  probation  officer  or  any  other  officer  or  employee  of  such 
court  after  giving  an  opportunity  of  making  an  explanation. 

§  34-p.  Seal  of  court.  The  children's  court  shall  have  an 
official  seal,  on  which  shall  be  engraved  the  arms  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  and  the  words,  "  Children's  Court  of  the  City  of  New 
YorL"    All  process  issued  by  the  court  shall  be  sealed  with  such 
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seal  and  signed  by  the  chief  clerk  of  the  court,  or  such  other  derk 
or  clerks  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  designated  by  the  pre- 
siding justice. 

§  34rq.  Parts  of  court.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  August, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  as  often  thereafter  as  the  pre- 
siding justice  may  deem  advisable,  the  presiding  justice  and  the 
justices  of  the  children's  court  shall  meet,  fix  and  publish  in  the 
City  Record  the  boundaries  of  the  children's  court  districts  in  the 
city,  in  each  of  which  districts  there  shall  be  one  or  more  sepa- 
rate parts  of  the  court,  and  each  of  which  courts  shall  be  held  in 
some  building  separate  and  apart  from  one  used  for  the  trial  of 
adults,  except  that  in  the  borough  of  Richmond  the  children's 
court  may  be  held  in  the  same  building,  but  in  a  room  separate 
and  apart  from  that  used  for  the  trial  of  adults. 

§  34-r.  Custody  of  child  pending  disposition  by  the  court.  When- 
ever a  child  is  brought  before  the  children's  court,  the  court  may 
continue  the  hearing  from  time  to  time  and  may,  except  in  cases 
of  children  who  have  been  subjects  or  witnesses  of  crimes  com- 
mitted by  adults,  pending  such  hearing,  allow  such  child  to  remain

The  court  shall  have  power  upon  the  hearing 
of  any  case  involving  any  child,  to  exclude  the  general  public  from 
the  room  wherein  the  said  hearing  is  held,  admitting  thereto  such 
persons  as  may  have  a  direct  interest  in  the  case.  The  records 
of  any  case  may,  by  order  of  the  court,  be  withheld  from  in- 
discriminate public  inspection,  but  such  records  shall  be  open  to 
inspection  by  the  parents  or  guardians  or  attorneys  of  the  child 
involved. 

§  34-t.  Discharge  on  recommendation  of  probation  officer.     The 

justice  presiding  in  any  part  may,  on  the  written  recommenda- 
tion of  the  probation  officer  in  charge  of  that  part,  setting  fortli 
the  reasons  therefor,  to  be  filed  with  the  records  in  such  case,  dis- 
miss without  a  hearing  any  case  against  any  child  over  which  he 
has  jurisdiction,  except  whore  the  child  is  charged  with  an  offense 
which,  if  committed  bv  an  adult,  would  be  a  felony,  and  may  order 
the  discharp:e  of  such  child  from  the  custody  in  which  it  has  been 
,  placed  pending  the  hearing,  and  such  discharge  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  justice,  be  ordered  without  bringing  the  child  into 
court

§  43.  Power  of  city  magistrates.  A  court  of  special  sessions  may 
be  held  in  the  city  of  New  York  by  any  one  city  magistrate  where 
the  offense  charged  is  one  of  the  following  classes  of  misde- 
meanor: 

a.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  any  code,  rule  or  order  enacted 
or  issued  by  any  department,  bureau,  board  or  commission  of  the 
state  or  of  the  city  of  New  York. 

b.  Any  misdemeanor  enumerated  in  article  sixteen  of  the 
penal  law  entitled  ^'Animals." 

c.  Any  of  the  misdemeanors  enumerated  in  section  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  of  the  penal  law  entitled  "  Frauds  on  hotel 
keepers." 

d.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six  of  the  penal  code  entitled  "  Street  railroad  transfer 
tickets  not  to  be  given  away  or  sold." 

e.  Any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  labor  law. 

f.  Any  violation  of  article  eleven  of  the  highway  law. 

g.  Any  violation  of  any  provision  of  the  tenement  house  law. 
h.  Any  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  city  of  New  York 

which  is  punishable  as  a  misdemeanor. 

i.  Any  misdemeanor  which  is  by  statute  made  punishable  by 

r>o 
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a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

§  44.   Procedure.    Whenever  a  defendant  is  arraigned  before  a 
city  magistrate  for  an  oflFense  which  may  be  tried  by  a  court  of 
special  sessions  held  by  a  city  magistrate,  such  city  magistrate 
after  taking  the  information  and  depositions  and  the  statement 
of  the  defendant  in  relation  thereto,  or  his  waiver,  may,  with  the 
consent  of  the  defendant,  after  informing  him  of  his  right  to  be 
tried  by  three  justices  at  the  court  of  special  sessions  provided 
for  in  articles  two  and  three  hereof,  unless  objection  is  made  in 
behalf  of  the  department  in  charge  of  the  prosecution  for  a  vio-

and  may  from  time  to  time  adjourn  such  triaL     In  any  case 
where  the  magistrate  holds  a  court  of  special  sessions  the  action 
shall  be  tried  and  finally  disposed  of  by  him,  or  if  the  depart- 
ment in  charge  of  the  prosecution  or  the  district  attorney,  as  the 
ease  may  be,  and  the  defendant  consent,  may  be  tried  by  a  court 
of  special  sessions  to  be  held  by  the  next  magistrate  sitting  in  the 
same  magistrate's  district  court  or  be  remitted  with  the  papers 
to  the  court  of  special  sessions  provided  for  in  articles  two  and 
three  hereof  for  trial  there  by  three  justices.    At  any  stage  of  the

any  county,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  title  eight  of  part  six  of 
the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  provided,  however,  that  any  such 
proceedings  instituted  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan,  the  Bronx 
or  Brooklyn  shall  be  instituted  and  brought  in  the  domestic  rela- 
tions courts  of  such  boroughs  respectively,  and  all  prosecutions 
under  chapter  six  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ten  in  said  boroughs  respectively  shall  be  prose- 
cuted in  said  domestic  relations  courts  aforesaid.      The  com- 
missioner of  public  charities  shall  establish  and  maintain  an  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  outdoor  poor  in,  or  convenient  to,  the 
building  in  which  is  situated  any  domestic  relations  court.    Serv- 
ice of  warrants,  summons  and  all  process  issued  from  said  courts 
or  any  magistrate  presiding  therein,  may  be  made  at  any  time, 
when  so  ordered  by  the  magistrate  issuing  the  same,  or  presiding 
therein.     Whenever  a  warrant  is  issued  for  the  arrest  of  a  de- 
fendant and  the  whereabouts  of  defendant  is  unknown,  the  derk 
of  the  said  courts  may  issue  a  certificate  evidencing  the  issuance 
thereof  to  the  complainant,  which,  if  presented  to  any  police 
officer,  and  the  person  named  in  the  said  certificate  is  identified 
by  the  complainant  as  the  defendant,  the  said  officer  must  cause 
the  arrest     The  derk  of  the  said  court  is  empowered  to  take 
acknowledgments  of  bonds  in  all  abandonment  and  non-support 
cases,  and  subpoenas  and  summonses  issued  by  the  said  courts 
shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  courts,  or  such  clerk  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  chief  city  magistrate. 
If,  for  any  reason,  the  person  charged  cannot  be  arraigned  before 
the  magistrate  presiding  in  said  domestic  relations  court,  then 
said  arraignment  may  be  made  before  the  most  accessible  magis- 
trate, and  the  production  of  the  warrant  directing  the  arrest  of 
said  person  aforesaid  before  the  said  magistrate  shall  be  presump- 
tive evidence  to  said  magistrate  of  the  filing  of  a  proper  informa- 
tion for  the  issuance  of  said  warrant,  and  said  magistrate  shall 
thereupon  admit  to,  fix  and  accept  bail,  or  parole  the  defendant 
for  trial  before  said  domestic  relations  court,  and  in  default  of 
giving  such  bail,  or  in  case  said  defendant  is  not  paroled,  the 
said  magistrate  shall  hold  the  said  defendant  for  examination 
before  the  magistrate  presiding  in  said  domestic  relations  court 
respectively;  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  in  said  proceeding 
shall  be  had  before  the  magistrate  presiding  in  said  domestic

relations  court.  All  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  so 
far  as  possible  to  any  domestic  relations  court  organized  in  any

§  95-a.  Oi^^anization  of  the  muHicipal  term.  On  the  first  day  of 
July,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  the  chief  city  magistrate  shall  designate  one  or  more 
city  magistrates  to  hold  the  municipal  term  and  the  committee  of 
ten,  appointed  as  provided  in  section  fifty-one  of  this  act,  shall 
fix  the  times  and  places  for  the  holding  of  such  court,  one  part 
of  which  shall  be  held  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  but  no  magisr 
trate  shall  be  assigned  to  sit  in  a  borough  other  than  the  one  in 
which  he  resides,  except  temporarily  to  help  out  in  some  emer- 
gency and  except  that  a  magistrate  residing  in  Manhattan  or  the 
Bronx  may  be  assigned  to  sit  in  either  of  said  borougha.  Each 
municipal  term  shall  be  held  by  one  magistrate.  The  chief  city 
magistrate  shall  designate  one  or  more  clerks  and  such  other 
deputy  clerks,  officers  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for 
service  in  such  court  He,  with  the  conmiittee  of  ten,  appointed 
as  provided  in  section  fifty-one  of  this  act,  may  establish  addi- 
tional parts  of  such  municipal  terms  and  shall  fix  and  publish,  as 
provided  in  section  seventy  hereof,  the  boundaries  of  ttiQ  4irtiict

§  1.  The  citizens  of  this  state  who  may,  from  time  to  time,  Municipal 
reside  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  city  of  Olean,  as  specified  ermx»A. 
in  this  act,  are  hereby  created  a  municipal  corporation  in  perpe- 
tuity to  be  known  as  city  of  Olean.    It  may  take  and  hold  in  trust  o«T>»rmto 
real  or  personal  property  for  any  public  purpose,  upon  such  terms  pow«.

The  fifth  ward  shall  comprise  all  that  part  of  said  city  bounded 
east  by  the  center  line  of  Union  street ;  north  by  the  north  line  of 
town  one,  range  four  of  the  Holland  Land  Company's  survey; 
west  by  the  center  line  of  Seventh  street  and  south  by  the  center 
line  of  Sullivan  street. 

The  sixth  ward  shall  comprise  all  that  part  of  said  city  bounded 
east  by  the  center  line  of  South'  Sixth  street  and  a  continuation 
thereof  south  to  the  south  bank  of  the  Allegheny  river  and  the 
center  line  of  North  Seventh  street,  north  by  the  center  line  of 
Washington  street  and  the  center  line  of  State  street  between 
South  Sixth  street  and  North  Seventh  street ;  west  by  the  center 
line  of  Eleventh  street  and  a  continuation  of  the  center  line  of 
South  Eleventh  street  to  the  south  bank  of  the  Allegheny  river; 
south  by  the  south  bank  of  the  Allegheny  river. 
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The  seventh  ward  shall  comprise  all  that  part  of  said  city 
bounded  east  by  the  center  line  of  Eleventh  street  and  a  continua-

The  tenth  ward  shall  comprise  all  that  part  of  said  city  bounded 
east  and  north  by  the  east  and  north  bounds  of  said  city ;  west  by 
the  west  bank  of  the  Olean  creek,  and  south  by  the  center  line  of 
Division  street  extended  westerly  to  west  bank  of  Olean  creek. 

The  eleventh  ward  shall  comprise  all  that  part  of  said  ci^ 
bounded  east  by  the  east  bounds  of  said  city ;  north  by  the  center 
line  of  Division  street  continued  to  intersect  the  east  bounds  of 
said  city  and  the  west  bank  of  Olean  creek ;  west  and  south  by 
the  west  bank  of  Olean  creek  and  the  south  bank  of  the  Alle^eny 
river.

I  5,  The  elective  officers  of  the  city  of  Olean  shall  be  a  mayor, 

appointiTo    a  police  justice,  four  justices  of  the  peace,  three  assessors  and  four 

offloera.      constables,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  at  large,  eleven 

supervisors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  die  wards

hereinbefore  described.  One  alderman  shall  be  elected  from  each 
ward.  The  appointive  officers  shall  be  a  clerk,  a  deputy  clerk,  a 
superintendent  of  streets,  an  attorney,  an  auditor,  an  overseer  of 
the  poor,  a  physician,  a  board  of  healtii,  a  chief  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, an  assistant  chief  of  the  fire  department,  a  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures,  one  chief  of  police,  a  captain  of  police,  a  sergeant  of 
police,  and  such  number  of  policemen  and  special  policemen  as 
the  common  council  may  deem  necessary,  and  such  other  appointr 
ive  officers  as  are  or  may  be  specified  by  the  general  statutes  of 
this  state.  The  appointive  officers  shall  be  appointed  in  the  man- 
ner herein  provided. 

§  6.  The  term  of  office  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  supervis-  ^Sart-

Duties  of  Officebs;  Mayob. 

§  16.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city.  Maror; 
He  shall  see  that  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  the  ordinances  and  f^d  ^ui 
the  by-laws  passed  by  the  oonmion  council,  are  faithfully  executed 
in  said  city  and  cause  the  arrest  of  all  persons  violating  the  same. 
He  shall  exercise  supervision  over  the  conduct  of  all  subordinate 
mtinicipal  officers,  and  shall  nominate,  and,  with  the  consent  of 
the  common  council,  appoint  all  appointive  cheers,  unless  herein 
otherwise  specifically  provided.  No  person  shall,  however,  be 
again  nominated  by  the  mayor  for  the  same  office  after  being  re- 
jected by  the  common  council,  during  the  same  municipal  year 
in  which  the  common  council  refused  to  confirm  such  nomination 
unless  the  conmion  council  shall  request  such  nomination  to  be 
made.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  communicate  to  the  common  council 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  January  in  each  year,  a  general  statement 
of  the  affairs  of  said  city  in  relation  to  its  finances,  government 
and  improvements,  with  such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  and  to  recommend  to  the  common  council  from  tipie  to 
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time  fluch  measures  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  foi  it 
to  take  in  order  to  eocpedite  or  carry  into  effect  any  order,  resolu- 
tion, ordinance  or  act  which  it  shall  have  passed.     Every  such 
order,  ordinance,  resolution  and  act  of  which  the  mayor  approves 
shall  have  its  approval  in  writing  on  a  transcript  thereof  signed  by 
him  o£Scially.     The  transcript  of  every  such  order,  resolution, 
ordinance  and  act  of  which  he  disapproved  shall  be  returned  by 
him  to  the  common  council  or  clerk,  with  his  objection  in  writing 
thereon  or  thereto  attached,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  and 
the  common  council  shall,  at  its  next  r^ular  meeting  after  such 
^     return,  proceed  to  reconsider  such  order,  resolution,  ordinance  or 
act;  and  if  the  same  be  passed  by  a  concurring  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council  then  in  office,  it  shall 
have  full  force  and  effect,  but  if  not  so  passed  by  such  concurring 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  m^oibers  of  the  common  council  then  in 
ofSce,  such  order,  resolution,  ordinance  or  act  so  disapproved  by 
the  mayor  shall  have  no  force  or  effect    If  any  order,  resolution, 
ordinance  or  act^  a  transcript  of  which  shall  be  presented  to  the 
mayor,  shall  relate  to  special  and  distinct  matters,  or  to  one  or 
more  items  of  appropriation  or  payment  of  money,  the  mayor  may 
approve  such  order,  resolution,  ordinance  or  act,  and  sign  the 
transcript  thereof  as  to  one  or  more  of  said  matters  or  items  speci- 
fied, and  disapprove  it  as  to  the  others.     In  such  case  he  shaU 
attach  to  the  transcript  a  statement  of  the  items  of  which  he  does 
not  approve,  with  his  objections  thereto,  and  such  matters  and 
items  shall  not  take  effect  unless  reconsidered  and  passed  by  the 
common  council  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  the  mayor 
refusing  to  approve  of  an  entire  order,  resolution,  ordinance  or 
act.    If  such  transcript  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  mayor  to  the 
common  council  or  clerk  within  ten  days  after  it  shall  have  been 
passed  by  the  common  council,  Sunday  excepted,  such  order, 
resolution,  ordinance  or  act  shall  be  of  like  effect  and  force  as 
if  duly  approved  by  him,  unless  within  such  time  his  term  of 
office  shall  have  expired,  in  which  case  the  same  shall  have  no 
force.     The  mayor,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  the  meeting 
of  the  conmion  council,  and  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote  therein 
in  case  of  tie  on  every  question  submitted  to  the  common  council, 
except  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  a  concurring  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council  then  in  office 
is  necessary.     The  mayor  shall  have  the  power  summarily  to 
revoke  for  violation  thereof,  any  license  granted  by  the  oommoD 
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council,  until  its  next  regular  meeting,  when  the  common  council 
ehall  investigate  the  matter,  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  it  may 
see  fit.  He  shall  have  power  to  hear  and  entertain  any  complaint 
against  any  appointed  officer  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty, 
and  upon  charges  being  preferred  as  herein  provided,  to  suspend 
such  officer  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  within  which 
time  the  mayor  shall  investigate  such  charges  in  the  manner 
herein  provided^  and  upon  the  conclusion  of  such  investigation 
the  officer  or  officers  may  be  reinstated  or  suspended  for  such 
additional  time  as  the  mayor  may  deem  just  and  'proper,  or  re- 
moved, as  in  this  act  provided.  He  shall  sign  all  appointments 
to  office  made  by  the  common  council  and  all  permits  and  licenses 
granted  by  the  common  council;  and  when  authorized  so  to  do 
by  the  conmion  council,  he  shall  execute  in  behalf  of  the  city 
all  deeds,  contracts,  and  other  papers  to  be  executed  as  the  act* 
of  the  city.  He  is  also  empowered  to  enter  any  house  or  building, 
in  which  he  suspects  gambling  or  other  illegal  practices  to  be 
carried  on,  or  to  be  occupied  by  persons  of  ill-fame  or  persons 
of  dissolute  character.  He  shall  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested, 
or  held,  all  such  persons  found  therein  until  they  can  be  dealt 
with  before  some  proper  magistrate,  according  to  law.  He  shall 
have  the  power  within  said  city  to  administer  oaths  and  take 
affidavits;  and  on  filing  with  the  clerk  of  Cattaraugus  county  a 
certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  sighed  by  the  clerk,  of  his 
election,  and  on  filing  his  oath  of  office,  to  take  proof  and  acknowl- 
edgment of  deeds,  and  other  instruments  therein.  The  mayor 
shall  possess  all  powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  mayors  of 
cities  by  any  general  statute  of  this  state.  He  shall  have  the 
power  to  arrest  without  process  any  person  who  shall,  within  his 
view  in  said  city,  be  guilty  of  a  crime  or  conmiit  an  offense 
triable  summarily  before  a  magistrate,  or  who  shall  in  his  view 
violate  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  city.  He  may  also,  upon 
complaint  being  made  to  him  under  oath,  issue  a  warrant  directed 
to  the  chief  of  police  or  any  police  officer  of  the  city  of  Olean, 
or  other  peace  officer,  requiring  such  officer  forthwith  to  arrest 
the  person  charged  in  such  complaint  of  any  such  offense  or 
violation,  whether  conunitted  with  the  mayor's  view  or  otherwise, 
and  to  take  such  person  for  examination  or  trial  before  the  police 
justice,  of  said  city,  or  other  competent  court  or  magistrate.

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When  any  sach  person  shall  be  arrested  for  any  such  offense  or 
violation,  if  such  process  be  made  returnable  before  the  police 
justice  or  other  competent  court  or  magistrate,  such  police  justice, 
court  or  magistrate  shall,  upon  the  same  being  returned  to  him, 
or  the  person  arrested  by  virtue  thereof  being  brought  before 
him,  take  and  acquire  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  matter  thereof, 
and  of  the  person  or  defendant,  and  proceed  with  the  case  in 
the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent  in  all  respects  as  if 
such  process  had  been  originally  issued  by  said  police  justice, 
court  or  magistrate.     Any  warrant  issued  as  aforesaid  by  the 
mayor  may  be  executed  by  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  directed,  at 
any  place  within  this  state.

r«Ttew.       eral  character,  the  charge  must  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
mayor.    The  mayor  must  thereupon  designate  the  time  and  place 
when  he  will  hear,  try  and  determine  such  charge.    A  copy  of  the 
charge  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  thereon 
must  be  served  upon  the  accused  officer  or  member  at  least  three 
days  prior  to  such  hearing.

§  19.  The  mayor  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services'"  compensa- 
annually  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  in  monthly  m^o?.

§  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  alderman  .to  attend  the 
regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  common  council,  and  to  serve 
upon  committees  when  thereunto  appointed ;  to  report  to  the  mayor 
or  common  council  all  subordinate  cheers  who  are  guilty  of  mis- 
conduct or  neglect  of  duty;  and  to  perform  or  assist  in  the  per- 
formance of  all  such  duties  aa  devolve  upon  the  aldermen  of  said 
city,  or  of  the  common  council  thereof.  They  shall  receive  as 
compensation  for  their  services  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  each 
meeting  of  the  common  council  which  they  shall  attend  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  in  each  year.

§  21.  The  supervisors  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  discharge  JJ[J!^^^ 
the  same  duties  as  supervisors  of  towns,  except  as  otherwise  pro-  ^^^^ 
vided  in  this  act,  and  shall  be  members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  ^'^b- 
of  Cattaraugus  county.    They  shall  receive  the  compensation  al- 
lowed by  law  to  supervisors  of  towns.     Each  of  the  respective  JJjJj^ 
wards  of  said  city  shall  be  regarded  as  a  town  of  Cattaraugus  ^  *j»™j^ 
county  for  the  purpose  specified  in  the  judiciary  law  as  to  the  i^nwaa*. 
mode  of  selecting,  drawing  and  procuring  the  attendance  of  trial 
jurors.     The  assessors  and  clerk  of  said  city  and  the  supervisor 
elected  from  each  of  the  respective  wards  shall  perform  in  each  of 
said  wards  the  duties  of  supervisor,  town  clerk  and  assessors  of  a 
town,  as  prescribed  by  said  article.     A  dtiplicate  of  each  list  of 
jurors  selected  by  them,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  said  city,  and  shall  be  furnished  to  the  police  justice  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  and  used  by  them  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vided by  law  for  jury  lists  in  towns. 

§  22.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  or  exist  in  the  office  of  ^^.  ^^. 
supervisor  of  said  city  the  mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  common  «"«i«* 
council,  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and 
the  person  appointed  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next  general 
election  in  said  city. 
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assbssobs. 

§  23.  The  assessors  shall  perform  all  duties  required  of  them 
by  this  act  in  relation  to  the  assessment  of  property  in  said  city, 
as  well  as  for  the  purpose  of  levying  taxes  imposed  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Cattaraugus  as  those  imposed  by 
the  common  council  of  the  city ;  and  to  that  end  they  shall  possess 
all  the  powers  and  authority,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  and 
proceed  in  the  same  manner  and  make  an  assessment  at  the  same 
time  as  town  assessors  in  said  county,  except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided.  The  assessors  of  said  city  shall  annually  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  July,  ascertain  by  dili- 
gent inquiry,  all  the  property,  and  the  names  of  all  the  persons 
taxable  therein.  When  the  assessors  have  completed  their  assess- 
ment and  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  July  in  each  year  they  shall 
furnish  the  clerk  with  all  the  necessary  matter  and  inf onnation  to 
enable  him  to  prepare  the  assessment-roll,  which  he  shall  complete, 
and  upon  completion  thereof  the  same  shall  be  compared  and  cor- 
rected by  the  assessors  and  thereafter  and  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  August  in  each  year  the  assessors  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  the  clerk  in  whose  custody  it  shall  remain  until  the  review  day. 
And  thereupon  the  assessors  shall  give  the  notice  prescribed  by 
law  for  assessments  in  towns,  except  that  the  notice  instead  of 
stating  that  the  assessment-roll  has  been  left  with  one  of  the 
assessors  shall  state  that  it  has  been  left  with  the  clerk.  Upon  the 
review  day  the  said  assessment-roll  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
assessors  and  they  shall  thereupon  proceed  as  is  provided  by  law 
for  reviewing  assessments  in  towns.  The  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  examine  and  correct  said  city  assessment-roll  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  board  of  supervisors  may,  by  law,  examine 
and  correct  town  assessment  rolls ;  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
in  relation  to  said  city  assessment-rolls  and  the  levying  of  city 
taxes,  that  boards  of  supervisors  have  by  statute  with  respect  to 
town  assessment-rolls,  and  the  levying  of  state  and  county  taxes. 
The  assessors  shall  each  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day  actually  and  necessarily 
employed  as  such  assessors.  And  their  claims  for  such  service 
shall  be  audited  by  the  common  council  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  claims  against  the  city. 

Police  Justice. 
j«ri»dict!oii      §  24.    The  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  police  justice  shall 
be  co-extensive  with  the  boundaries  of  the  city,  but  his  mandate 
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may,  upon  being  properly  endorsed,  be  executed  at  any  place 
within  the  state.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  and  jurisdiction 
for  the  arrest  and  examination  of  offenders,  of  sunmiary  trials 
and  convictions  and  of  special  proceedings  of  a  criminal  nature, 
except  proceedings  in  bastardy,  in  all  cases  arising  in  said  city, 
either  under  the  common  law,  the  statute  of  the  state  including 
this  act,  or  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  city,  as  is  conferred 
by  law  upon  justices  of  the  peace  of  towns,  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  magistrates,  not  oflScers  of  a  court  of  record  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  this  act.  He  shall  also  have  power  and  authority 
to  hear,  try  and  determine  all  charges  of  misdemeanors  alleged 
to  have  been  committed  in  said  city,  except  the  charge  of  con- 
spiracy. Such  trials  shall  be  conducted  in  like  manner  as  trials  Jf'jjjj^ 
in  courts  of  special  sessions,  and  such  criminal  actions  may  be 
removed  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  justice  in  the  man- 
ner now  provided  by  law  for  the  removal  of  actions  from  the  court 
of  special  sessions.  An  appeal  from  the  justice's  court  of  said  Appeals. 
city  may  be  taken  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  appeals, 
from  the  courts  of  justice  of  the  peace  and  from  courts  of  special 
sessions.  When  a  defendant  tried  by  or  before  said  police  justice  oonViotioos. 
for  any  offense  jurisdiction  of  which  is  not  conferred  upon  courts 
of  special  sessions  by  law,  shall  be  convicted,  such  police  justice 
shall  render  such  judgment,  and  inflict  upon  him  such  punish- 
ment as  a  court  of  record  may  render  and  inflict  in  a  like  case 
as  provided  by  law.  In  case  of  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the  SJ^*^'" 
police  justice,  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  city  designated  by  J^Srto ' 
the  mayor  for  that  purpose,  shall  perform  the  duties  and  receive  JJitwiSf 
the  salary  of  such  police  justice  during  the  absence  or  inability, 
and  the  same  shall  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  police 
justice;  but  such  justice  of  the  peace  shall  not  have  jurisdiction 
to  examine  or  try  any  person  for  an  offense  not  c(^nizable  by 
courts  of  special  sessions,  except  that,  in  case  of  any  warrant 
issued  by  said  police  justice  shall  be  returned  during  his  absence 
or  inability,  all  further  proceedings  thereon  may  be  had  before 
such  justice  of  the  peace.  In  signing  process,  such  justice  of  the 
peace  shall  add  to  his  official  title,  "Acting  as  Police  Justica" 
And  the  mayor  may  from  time  to  time  designate  any  justice  of  the 
peace  to  act  as  police  justice  in  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of 
the  justice  of  the  peace  theretofore  designated  by  him.  Except  as  commit- 
otherwise  provided  by  law  the  police  justice  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
acting  as  police  justice,  may  commit  any  person  convicted  by  or 
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before  him  of  a  criminal  offense,  to  imprisonment  in  the  Erie 
county  penitentiary  at  Buffalo,  and  all  fees  of  officers  for  executing 
such  commitment  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  city  of  Olean.  Said 
police  justice  shall  demand,  receive  and  impose  in  all  actions  and 
proceedings  before  him,  and  for  all  services  rendered  by  him,  the 
costs,  fees  and  fines  which  may  be  by  law  demanded,  received 
or  imposed  by  courts  of  special  sessions  and  by  justices  of  tiie 
peace  in  like  actions  and  proceedings  and  for  like  services; 
and  all  such  costs,  fines  and  fees,  as  well  as  all  other  moneys 
received  by  him  as  such  police  justice,  shall  belong  to  the  city 
of  Olean.  He  shall  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month  during 
his  official  term,  pay  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys  received  by 
him  during  the  previous  month  belonging  to  the  city,  and  take 
the  treasurer's  receipt  in  duplicate  therefor;  and  he  shall  at  the 
first  regular  meetiug  of  the  conmion  council  thereafter,  render 
and  present  to  it  an  itemized  account  of  all  such  moneys,  together 
with  one  of  said  duplicate  receipts.  He  shall  keep  a  separate 
account  of  all  services,  which,  if  performed  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  would  be  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Cattaraugus, 
and  shall  present  annually  to  the  board  of  supervisors,  of  said 
county  an  account  of  such  services  in  form  and  within  the  time 
required  to  have  the  same  audited  by  said  board  of  supervisors, 
and  the  same  shall  be  audited  by  it  to  the  city  of  Olean,  levied 
and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  coimty  charges,  and 
paid  to  the  treasurer  for  the  use  of  said  city,  who  shall  forth- 
with thereafter  deliver  to  the  conmion  council  and  file  with  the 
clerk  a  receipt  therefor.  For  any  n^lect  of  such  police  justice 
to  make  said  reports  or  pay  over  said  moneys,  as  required  by 
this  section,  without  showing  a  satisfactory  excuse  therefor  to  the 
conmion  council,  it  may  remove  him  from  office.  I^  addition 
to  the  powers  hereinbefore  conferred  upon  said  police  justice, 
he  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths 
and  to  take  affidavits,  and  on  filing  with  the  clerk  of  Cattaraugus 
county  a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  signed  by  the  city 
clerk,  of  his  election  and  the  filing  of  his  oath  of  office,  to  take 
the  acknowledgment  and  proof  of  deeds  and  other  instruments, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  receive  the  same  fees  there- 
for, except  for  persons  acting  for  or  in  the  business  of  said  city. 
Said  police  justice  shall  keep  his  office  in  the  city  police  office. 
It  shall  he  his  duty  to  attend  at  his  office  at  all  reasonable  hours 
of  the  day,  and  to  hear  all  matters  within  his  jurisdiction.    He 
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shall  enter  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  a  record  of  the  R^w*  of 
several  complaints  made  before  him,  upon  which  a  warrant  or 
other  process  for  the  arrest  of  any  person  accused  shall  be  granted, 
and  of  all  cases  in  which  the  offender  or  person  accused  shall  be 
brought  before  him  without  process,  which  record  shall  contain, 
under  the  proper  date,  the  names  of  the  parties,  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  of  the  offense  charged,  the  name  of  the  officer 
arraigning  the  accused,  the  action  of  the  police  justice  thereon, 
and  an  accurate  account  of  all  fines,  penalties  and  costs  imposed 
and  collected  by  him,  or  which  may  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  any 
offender.  Such  books  shall  be  open  for  inspection  to  the  public 
at  all  reasonable  hours,  and  the  contents  thereof  be  proved  in  any 
action  brought  in  any  court,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same 
effect  as  the  docket  kept  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  in  civil 
actions.  Said  police  justice  shall  not  receive  for  his  own  benefit  Sj^nf'""" 
any  fee  for  services  under  this  act,  but  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  monthly,  but  the  com- 
pensation to  which  a  justice  of  the  peace  is  entitled  while  acting 
as  police  justice,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  salary  of  the  police  justice.  He  shall  not  hold  any  Not^  ^^^ 
other  city  office  while  holding  the  office  of  police  justice.  c**y  «"«•• 

§  25.  Said  police  justice  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  actions  Jurisdiction 
and  proceedings  brought  to  recover  any  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  ll^^ 
for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any 
ordinance,  by-law  or  resolution  duly  enacted  by  the  common 
council  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

§  26.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  nothing  in  this  J{Jp^"JJ^**- 
act  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  said  police  justice  jurisdic-  J^JJJJ^J'^" 
tion   of  any  civil   action  or  proceeding.     No  person   shall  be  KiigibiiHy. 
eligible  to  the  office  of  police  justice,  or  acting  police  justice, 
unless  he  shall  be  a  practicing  attomey-at-law,  who  has  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  at  least  two  years;  or  a  person  who  has  here- 
tofore been  elected  and  served  a  term  of  three  years  as  police 
justice  of  said  city. 

JUBTICB  OF  THE  PbAOB. 

§  27.  The  justices  of  the  peace  elected  under  this  act  shall 
have  and  exercise  the  powers,  authority  and  jurisdiction,  dis- 
charge the  duties  and  be  entitled  to  the  fees  and  compensation  of 
justices  of  the  peace  for  the  several  towns  of  Cattaraugus  county, 
except  as  modified  by  this  act ;  and  all  laws  applicable  to  justices 
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of  the  peace  of  towns,  and  courts  held  hj  them,  and  appeals  there- 
from, and  their  official  acts,  duties  and  powers  shall  apply  to 
the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  city,  to  the  courts  held  by  them^ 
and  appeals  therefrom,  and  their  official  acts,  duties  and  powers^ 
except  as  modified  by  this  act 

Const  ABLXs. 

§  28.  The  powers,  duties,  compensation,  liabilities  and  fees 
of  the  constables  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  provided  for  constables  of  towns;  and  all  provisions  of  law 
applicable  to  town  constables  and  their  sureties  shall  apply  to  the 
constables  of  said  city  and  their  sureties  respectively,  except  so 
far  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this  act 

Insfectobs  op  Electiok. 

§  29.  Inspectors  of  election  shall  perform  the  duties  provided 
by  law,  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  duties 
imposed  thereby.  The  persons  appointed  and  serving  as  inspec- 
tors of  election  shall  each  receive  five  dollars  for  the  hours  fixed 
by  law  for  each  day  of  registration  and  of  revision  of  registration 
for  a  special  election,  and  six  dollars  for  the  hours  fixed  by  law 
for  the  election,  and  two  dollars  for  the  count  and  return  of  the 
votes.  The  poll  clerks  of  said  city  shall  each  receive  the  same 
compensation  as  inspectors  for  the  election  and  count  of  the  votesy 
and  the  ballot  clerks  shall  each  receive  six  dollars.

rit7  clerk;  §  30.  The  clcrk  of  said  city  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal 
duti^  *^  records,  books  and  papers  thereof,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
by  this  act.  He  shall  be  present  at  all  meetings,  and  act  as  clerk 
of  the  common  council;  and  he  shall  record  all  by-laws,  rules, 
ordinances,  resolutions  and  proceedings  of  the  common  council 
and  the  results  of  the  elections,  and  meetings  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  city.  He  shall  also  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  passage 
by  the  common  council  of  any  order,  resolution,  ordinance,  act  or 
proceeding  of  the  common  council  requiring  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  deliver  to  him  a  transcript  of  the  same,  either  personally 
or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  office,  plaoe  of  business  or  residence, 
certified  by  him  to  be  a  transcript  thereof  with  the  date  of  the 
passage  thereof  by  the  common  council.     He  shall  under  the  di- 
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rection  of  the  common  council,  correct  all  clerical  errors  in  asr 
sessment-rolls  of  said  city  relating  to  the  description  or  valuation 
of  property.    The  books  and  papers  in  his  office  shall  be  produced 
on  reasonable  demand  for  public  inspection.    And  upon  like  de- 
mand and  tender  of  fees  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  folio  therefor, 
he  shall  furnish  a  copy  of  any  paper  kept  by  him  as  such  clerk.

therefor  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  required  by  the  com- 
mon council.    He  shall  also  keep  such  other  books  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  this  act  or  by  the  common  council.     He  shall  possess 
all  powers  and  perform  all  duties  now  possessed  and  performed 
by  town  tax  collectors,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.    And 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  collect  and  receive  at  his  office  all  taxes  and 
assessments  levied  in  said  city,  and  to  retain  possession  of  all  war- 
rants and  the  assessment-rolls  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
delivered  to  him  by  the  auditor  for  collection.

§  33.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  moneys  of 
the  city  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  the  same  in  such  manner 
and  in  such  bank  or  banks  as  shall  be  determined  by  him. 

He  shall  not  receive  any  deposit  for  moneys  from  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  city  except  upon  a  deposit  statement  signed  by 
the  auditor.  He  shall  pay  out  money  only  upon  warrants  issued 
by  the  auditor  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk.  He  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  common 
council  and  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act. 

SUPEMNTENDBNT  OF  StBBBTS. 

§  84.  The  superintendent  of  streets  shall  be  a  civil  engineer 
with  at  least  three  years'  experience.  Except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided  the  superintendent  of  streets,  under  the  direction  of  the 
conmion  council,  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  streets,  avenues, 
highways,  sidewalks,  crosswalks,  areaways,  subways,  curbing, 
paving,  street  lights^  sewers,  drains  and  public  works  of  the  city, 
and  the  charge  and  supervision  of  all  work  therein,  and  the  em- 
ployment and  control  of  the  persons  employed  upon  such  work. 
He  shall  report  to  the  common  council  at  each  regular  meeting 
on  work  done  under  his  supervision,  and  the  condition  of  the 
streets,  avenues,  highways,  sidewalks,  crosswalks,  areaways,  sub- 
ways, curbing,  paving,  street  lights,  sewers,  drains  and  public 
works  of  said  city  under  his  charge,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
report  at  once  to  the  common  council  whenever  the  same  shall 
not  be  in  good  repair  or  proper  condition.  He  shall  certify  to 
the  correctness  of  the  payrolls  for  work  done  under  his  charge  and 
deliver  such  payrolls  to  the  auditor  for  inspection  and  approval 
before  the  same  are  presented  to  the  common  council.  He  shall 
at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  recommend  such 
changes  or  improvements  regarding  streets  or  other  public  works 
under  his  charge  as  he  shall  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
city.  Whenever  a  license  or  permit  to  connect  with  any  gas, 
water  pipe,  sewer,  or  to  dig  or  excavate  in  any  street,  or  to  do 
any  other  act  relating  to  the  streets  or  public  works  under  his 
charge  and  control,  such  license  or  permit,  after  being  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  delivered  to  him,  and  he  shall  return  the  same  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  common  council  to  the  clerk,  and  no 
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person  shall  be  permitted  to  connect  with  any  gas  or  water  pipes 
or  sewer,  or  to  dig  in  any  street,  or  do  any  act  in  or  upon  the 
streets  or  other  public  works  of  which  he  shall  have  charge  with- 
out having  such  permit  or  license,  and  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  delivered  to  him.  Upon  application  made  to  him  by  any 
lot  owner  of  the  city  of  Olean  he  shall  give  and  furnish  to  such 
owner  the  line  of  the  street  upon  which  his  lot  abuts  and  the 
grade  and  line  upon  which  sidewalks  in  the  street  abutting  upon 
said  property  shall  be  laid.  He  shall  also  perform  such  survey- 
ing and  engineering  work  and  discharge  such  other  duties  for  the 
city  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe.  He  shall  receive  such 
salary  as  the  common  council  may  fix  in  the  manner  herein 
provided. 

City  Attokney. 

§  35.  The  city  attorney  shall  be  an  attorney  at  law,  admitted  to 
practice  in  the  state  of  New  York.  He  shall  be  the  legal  adviser 
of  and  attorney  and  counselor  for  the  city  and  for  all  officers  and 
departments  thereof  in  matters  relating  to  their  official  duties. 
He  shall  prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
city  and  the  departments  thereof,  and  such  other  suits,  matters 
and  controversies  as  he  shall,  by  resolution  or  ordinance,  be  di- 
rected to  prosecute  or  defend,  and  shall  prepare  all  contracts^ 
bonds  and  other  instruments  in  writing  in  which  the  city  is  con- 
cerned, and  shall  indorse  on  each  his  approval  of  the  form  and 
correctness  thereof.  He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  common 
council  mav  fix. 

AUDITOE. 

§  36.  The  auditor  shall  prepare  all  tax  rolls  and  extend  all  taxes 
upon  the  assessment  rolls  which  are  authorized  to  be  levied,  and 
deliver  such  tax  rolls  to  the  clerk  for  collection.  He  shall  issue 
all  warrants  for  payment  of  money  by  the  city,  which  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  city  clerk.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  taxes  and  assessments,  of  all  moneys  due  to  or  received 
by  and  disbursed  by  the  city,  of  all  assets  and  liabilities,  and  of 
all  appropriations  made  by  the  common  council.  He  shall  pre- 
scribe forms  of  reports  to  be  rendered  to  him  and  the  method  of 
keeping  accounts  by  all  other  officers  and  departments,  and  shall 
require  a  daily  report  to  be  made  to  him  by  each  department  show- 
ing the  receipt  of  all  moneys  by  such  department  and  the  dispo- 
sition thereof.    He  shall  examine  all  accounts  and  claims  against 
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the  city,  and  the  city  pay  roUs^  and  approve  or  disapprove  the 
same  by  his  written  indorsement  thereon,  prior  to  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  same  to  the  common  council  for  action* 

At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  whenever  required  by  the 
common  council,  the  auditor  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  several 
departments  and  the  officers  of  the  city,  and  shall  audit  all  other 
accounts  in  which  the  city  is  interested.  Upon  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, removal  or  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  officer  or  employee 
the  auditor  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  such  officer  or  employee, 
and  if  such  officer  or  employee  shall  be  found  indebted  to  the  city 
he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  common  council 
and  to  the  city  attorney. 

The  auditor  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  common  council,  and  such  as  may  be  required  by  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  The 
auditor  shall  from  time  to  time  apportion  revenues  of  the  city  as 
the  same  are  collected,  among  the  various  funds  specified  in  the 
annual  appropriation.  Every  officer  or  employee  of  the  city  who 
shall  collect  or  receive  any  money  belonging  to  the  city  shall,  be- 
fore paying  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  report  the  amount  thereof 
and  die  source  from  which  it  was  received  to  the  auditor,  and  re- 
ceive from  him  a  deposit  statement  specifying  the  fund  or  funds 
to  which  said  sum  is  to  be  credited.  The  auditor  shall,  before 
issuing  any  statement  for  the  deposit  of  moneys  received  on  ac- 
count of  any  city  tax  or  assessment,  or  license  fees,  examine  the 
tax  roll  or  rolls  upon  which  said  taxes  are  levied,  or  the  book  of 
forms  of  licenses  or  other  record  on  account  of  which  such  fees 
are  collected,  and  indorse  upon  such  deposit  statement  the  amount 
theretofore  collected  upon  any  such  tax  roll,  record  or  license 
book,  and  paid  to  the  treasurer,  the  amount  remaining  uncollected 
thereof,  and  the  amount  for  which  such  deposit  statement  is  issued. 
The  auditor  and  his  bond  shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  city  of 
Olean,  for  the  amount  of  any  bill  or  claim  against  the  city,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  item  therein,  which  is  not  authorized  by  or  is  pro- 
hibited by  this  act,  and  which  he  shall  wilfully  or  negligently 
approve. 

Police  Force. 

§  37.  The  police  force  shall  be  composed  of  a  chief  of  police,  a 
captain  of  police,  a  sergeant  of  police,  and  such  patrolmen  and 
otiber  employees  as  the  common  council  shall  determine.    The 
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police  officers  and  policemen  shall  possess  the  power  and  authority 
of  constables  at  common  law  and  under  the  statutes  of  this  state, 
except  that  they  shall  not  have  the  power  to  serve  any  civil  process 
in  which  the  city  is  not  a  party.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  for  executing  commitments  as  constables.    All  such  fees  re- 
ceived by  them  shall  belong  to,  and  be  the  properly  of  the  city  of 
Olean  and  shall  be  accounted  for  to  the  common  council  of  said 
city  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  cily  immediately  upon 
their  receipt  by  said  police  officers.    The  chief  uf  police  shall  at 
least  once  each  month  make  a  d^iled  report  to  the  auditor  of 
said  city  of  the  moneys  received  hy  the  police  officers  and  the 
disposition  of  the  same.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  force 
to  see  that  the  police  regulations,  and  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  city  are  observed,"  and  to  discover  and  report  all  violations 
thereof.    The  chief  of  police  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  arrests  made 
by  him  and  by  the  policemen,  which  record  shall  state  the  name  of 
the  person  arrested,  the  hour  at  which  arrest  was  made^  for  what 
offense,  by  whom  arrested,  and  the  disposition  of  each  case,  and 
deliver  a  copy  of  such  record  daily  to  the  clerk.    They  shall  have 
power,  without  process,  to  arrest,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to 
law,  all  persons  guilty  in  their  presence  of  a  crime,  or  violating 
any  of  the  police  regulations,  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  city, 
and  all  disorderly  persons,  and  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  resolution,  order,  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  common 
council. 

Fiitx  Wabdbn. 

§  38.  The  chief  of  the  fire  department  shall  be  the  fire  warden 
of  the  city  of  Olean.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department  to  examine  buildings,  structures  and  premises  to  ascer- 
tain if  the  same  are  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition  against  fire, 
and  if  the  same  are  in  an  insecure,  unsafe  or  dangerous  condition^ 
to  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  to  put  the  same  in  a  safe  and 
secure  condition ;  and  after  giving  reasonable  notice  to  the  owner 
or  occupant,  if  the  owner  or  occupant  fail  to  make  the  same  safe 
and  secure  he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  or  occupant  thereof;  he  shall,  however,  be  subject  to  the 
by-laws,  regulations  and  ordinances  of  the  common  council  and 
to  its  discretion.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be 
prescribed  for  him  by  the  rules  and  regulations  made  and  estab- 
lished by  the  mayor  and  common  council  for  the  government  of 
the  fire  department.     The  assistant  chief  of  the  fire  deparbnetit; 
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shall  assist  the  chief  of  the  fire  department  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  perform  his  duties 
and  possess  his  powers  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
chief  of  the  fire  department  shall  perform  the  duties  thereof  until 
such  vacancy  is  filled. 

Sbaleb  of  Weights  and  Measubss. 

§  39.  The  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  perform  the 
same  duties  and  have  the  same  power  and  authority  conferred  by 
law  upon  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  in  towns,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided.  The  common  council  shall  fix  his  com- 
pensation. He  shall  make  a  report  monthly  to  the  auditor  show- 
ing the  services  he  has  performed. 

BoASD  OF  Health. 

§  40.  The  board  of  health  of  said  city  shall  have  the  powers 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  imposed  by  law  applicable  to  the 
city,  and  they  shall  proceed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

City  Physician. 

§  41.  The  mayor,  with  the  consent  of  the  common  council,  shall 
appoint  a  city  physician,  who  shall  perform  all  services  required 
by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  chief  of  police  or  chief  of  the  fire  de- 
partment in  their  respective  departments.  He  shall  monthly  ren- 
der a  report  to  the  city  clerk  showing  in  detail  the  services  per- 
formed by  him  for  the  city.  He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the 
common  council  may  fix. 

BOABD  OF    ChABITIBB. 

§  42.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  ovenMr 
be  liable  to  the  same  duties  as  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns,  ^wm  and 
except  as  modified  by  this  act    All  moneys  received  by  the  over-  "^  **" 
seer  of  the  poor  from  whatever  sources,  shall  be  paid  immediately 
to  the  treasurer,  who  shall  place  said  sums  to  the  credit  of  the 
poor  fund.    He  shall  pay  out  no  moneys  belonging  to  said  city  ex- 
cept upon  a  resolution  of  the  common  council.    He  may  from  time 
to  time  as  is  necessary  and  proper  issue  written  orders  to  indigent 
persons,  which  orders  shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  com- 
mon oouncil,  and  shall  be  subject  to  its  approval.    The  overseer  of 
the  poor  shall  render  monthly  to  the  common  council  an  itemized 
statement  in  writing  of  his  receipts  and  all  orders  issued  by  him, 
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and  all  expenses  incurred  by  him.  The  accounts  of  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  shall  be  audited  by  the  common  council  or  a  committee 
thereof  or  their  duly  authorized  agent,  or  by  the  mayor  or  his 
duly  authorized  agent  or  agents.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shaU 
render  to  the  common  council  at  its  last  regular  meeting  next  pre- 
vious to  the  annual  city  election  a  detailed  statement  showing  all 
receipts,  orders  issued,  and  disbursements  for  the  period  he  has 
held  the  office  of  overseer  of  the  poor,  but  not  exceeding  the  period 
of  the  preceding  twelve  months.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall 
give  a  bond  to  said  city  as  the  common  council  may  approve  in 
such  amount,  but  in  no  case  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  common  council,  conditioned  to 
account  for  and  for  the  payment  of  all  moneys  received  by  him  aa 
herein  provided,  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
such  overseer  of  the  poor.  He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the 
conmion  council  may  fix.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  not  be 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  or  the  purchase  or 
sale  of  any  supplies  connected  with  the  administration  of  his 
office.  A  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  deemed  a  misde- 
meanor. 

§  43.  The  mayor,  city  clerk  and  superintendent  of  streets  shall 
have  the  custody,  control  and  management  of  the  public  buildings 
belonging  to  said  city.  They  shall  each  six  months  file  with  the 
auditor  an  itemized  statement  signed  by  them  showing  tiieir  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  during  the  previous  six  months,  which 
statement,  or  a  sununary  thereof,  shall  be  published  with  the 
annual  statement  of  the  common  counciL 
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WAtBS  COMMISBIONEBS. 

§  44.  A  board  of  water  commissioners  conaisting  of  three  mem- 
bers shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act^  one 
of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  there- 
after their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  of  water  conmiissioners  shaU 
be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  act;  such  commissioiir 
ers  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  servioes. 

§  45.  The  said  water  commissioners  shall  annually  on  tlie  first 
day  of  February  of  each  year,  and  at  other  times  as  requested  by 
the  common  council,  deliver  to  the  auditor  a  detailed  statement  of 
all  their  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  ending  with  the 
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last  day  of  January  last  preceding ;  a  general  statement  of  all  their 
work,  and  condition  of  their  affairs  and.state  of  finances,  including 
a  full  detailed  account  of  the  money  expended  in  the  progress  of 
the  work,  and  extensions  of  the  same,  and  a  particular  statement 
of  any  deficiency  as  to  water  rents,  in  meeting  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  bonded  indebtedness,  for  supplying  water  to  said 
city;  also  the  quantity  of  water  raised  and  the  cost  per  thousand 
gallons  delivered  to  customers ;  said  report  to  be  published  by  the 
common  council ;  and  all  books  and  papers  of  every  description  Record!

Kept  by  said  commissioners  upon  which  are  entries  of  their  trans- iMp«Jtioii. 
actions  as  such,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  mayor,  auditor  or  common  council,  or  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  mayor  or  common  council  for  the  purpose  of  making  such 
inspection.    The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  water  Minut««. 
commissioners  shall  be  published  in  the  oflScial  paper. 

§  46.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  examine  and  o«n«rai 
consider  all  matters  relating  to  supplying  the  city  with  pure  and  <>«"«^ 
wholesome  water,  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  employ  engineers,  surveyors  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose;  and  they  shall  adopt  such  plans  as  in 
their  opinion  may  be  most  feasible  for  procuring  such  supply  of 
water,  and  which  shall  embrace  proper  distribution  pipes,  and 
supplies  for  all  streets  and  places  where  in  their  opinion  it  shall 
be  of  interest  to  the  city  for  domestic  purposes,  or  for  protection 
against  fire,  and  shall  ascertain  the  probable  amotmt  of  money 
necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect ;  and  for  that  purpose  they 
shall  have  power  to  contract  for  and  purchase,  and  take  by  deed 
or  other  instrument  under  seal  in  the  name  of  said  city,  all  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  rights  and  privileges  whatever,  and 
situate  at  any  place  within  the  county  in  which  said  city  may  be 
situated,  which  may  be  required  for  the  purpose,  and  to  contract 
for  the  execution  of  the  work,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  supply 
of  any  necessary  material ;  and  the  commissioners  and  their  agents 
and  employees  are  authorized  to  enter  upon  any  land  or  water  for 
the  purpose  of  making  surveys,  and  to  agree  with  the  owner  of 
the  property,  real  or  personal,  which  may  be  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  actj  as  to  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  such 
owner,  subject  to  a  revision  by  the  court  upon  the  application  by 
any  three  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  city.  Before  entering,  taking  snrvey  and 
or  usmfi:  any  lands  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the  said  water  com-  undi.

missioners  shall  cause  a  survey  and  map  to  be  made  of  tne  lanos  for  taking

nated,  which  map  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  said  water

missioners of  assessments  shall  receive  from  the  said  water  com- 
missioners the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day,  for  each  day  employed 
by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  above  stated,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  which  said  commissioners  of  assessmwits 
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shall  certify  as  correct  in  their  said  report  for  incidental  expenses 
connected  with  their  work^  including  the  preparation  of  their 
report. 

§  48.  Whenever  any  report  of  commissioners  of  assessments  Pft7m«at« 
shall  have  been  confirmed  by  said  supreme  court,  the  said  water  ^  "^•"*- 
commissioners  may  deposit  as  said  court  may  direct  or  pay  to  said

sioners  and  their  respective  employees  shall  be  authorized  at  all  aamm^r 
times  to  enter  into  any  building  or  place  where  "water  is  used  from  mSw. 
supply  pipes  to  examine  as  to  the  water,  quantity  of  water  used, 
and  manner  of  using  it. 

§  55.  The  connecting  or  supplying  pipes  leading  from  buildings  wat«r 
or  yards  to  the  distribution  pipe  shall  be  inserted  and  kept  in  insertion 
repair  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  building  repair.

All  ordinances  CTiacted  by  such 
commissioners  shall  be  published  and  recorded  as  provided  in  this

29.  To  order  and  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  building,  ^^^^^'^ 
fence,  bill  board,  sign,  flagstaff,  or  structure  of  any  kind,  or  any 
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tree  which  ahall  be  deemed  dangerous  or  likely  to  fall  down 
whereby  persons  or  property  may  be  endangered,  to  take  down, 
remove  or  properly  repair  the  same,  and  pending  the  execution 
of  the  order  of  the  common  council  to  close  said  building  or  stroc- 
ture,  or  the  premises  whereon  the  same  or  such  fence,  bill  board, 
sign,  flagstaff  or  either  thereof  is  situate,  to  the  public;  or  order 
the  same  properly  fenced  off  and  placarded  so  that  the  public  may 
be  warned  of  danger,  said  order  to  be  immediate  or  on  such  time 
as  may  be  reasonable  in  the  special  casa  In  case  the  owner  or 
occupant  shall  fail  or  neglect  properly  to  comply  with  any  order 
of  the  common  council  in  the  premises,  upon  being  served  with  a 
copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  clerk,  the  common  council  may  take 
down  or  remove  such  building,  fence,  bill  board,  sign,  fllagstaff  or 
structure,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  lot  or 
premises  whereon  the  same  shall  be  situate. 

30.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  in  said 
city  to  make,  maintain  and  repair  sidewalks  in  front  of  such 
premises,  including  the  space  between  the  walk  and  curbing  and 
to  clear  and  remove  snow,  ice,  dirt,  or  other  substance  or  material 
therefrom  and  out  of  the  gutter,  and  to  remove  snow  and  ice  from 
off  the  roofs  and  sides  of  buildings  or  structures  owned  or  occupied 
by  them,  and  in  case  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  owner  or 
occupant  so  to  do,  to  authorize  the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense 
of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

31.  To  keep  the  roads,  avenues,  streets,  lanes,  squares,  public 
buildings  and  public  places  in  good  order  and  repair  and  coiOr 
dition;  to  construct  culverts  and  drains;  to  regulate  and  prescribe 
the  width  and  line  of  grade  of  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  side- 
walks; to  construct  and  repair  sidewalks  and  crosswalks;  to  lay 
out  and  open  new  roads  and  streets ;  to  widen,  alter  or  change  or 
otherwise  improve  roads,  avenues,  streets,  lanes  and  sidewalks, 
crosswalks,  parks  and  public  places. 

32.  To  name  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  highways,  public  grounds 
\  niiinbering   aud  market  places,  and  change  the  names  thereof,  and  number  the 

lots,  tenements  and  buildings  in  said  city,  and  to  change  the  num- 
bers thereof,  and  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  to  number 
or  renumber  their  residences,  buildings  or  places  of  business  ac- 
cording to  such  plan  as  the  common  council  has  adopted  or  may 
from  time  to  time  adopt,  and  to  prescribe  the  size^  style  and 
material  and  the  place  and  manner  of  affixing  such  numbers  and 
the  figures  thereon. 
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88.  To  T^ulate  the  taking,  moving  op  propelling  through,  in 
or  upon  any  of  the  streets,  bridges  or  public  places  of  said  city,  any  thr^iiil* 
steam  op  other  engine,  threshing  machine,  hopsepower  op  othep  ttc.  on 
machine,  implement  or  vehicle  of  snch  kind  op  construction  as  in 

the  opinion  of  the  common  council  is  or  shall  be  likely  to  frighten 
horses,  or  injure  the  streets,  whethep  such  engine,  machine,  power, 
implement  op  vehicle  shall  be  ppopelled  op  moved  by  steam,  animal 
OP  other  power. 

84.  To  prevent  or  regulate  ball-playing,  coasting  or  any  other  Ban- 
game,  practice  or  amusement  which  the  common  council  may  coMting, 
deem  dangerous  to  persons  or  property. 

85.  To  prevent  the  throwing  of  glass,  nails  or  any  other  sharp  i>ans«raas 
pointed  or  dangerous  substances  in  the  streets.  ^^  •^^^■ 

36.  To  require  the  owners  or  occupants  of  lots  fronting  on  Jj^^j' 
streets  or  traveled  ways  to  erect  barriers  or  safeguards  along  the 't'*^- 
line  thereof  at  dangerous  places. 

87.  To  regulate  bathing  and  determine  the  time  and  place  of  B*t>»*ng. 
bathing  in  any  exposed  place  in  the  river,  canal  or  in  any  creek, 
basin,  raceway  or  other  public  place  in  said  city. 

38.  To  regulate,  restrain  and  prohibit  the  ringing  of  bells,  sf^ 
the  crying  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  or  other  conmiodities 
in  the  streets. 

89.  To  r^ulate  and  license  auction  stores,  auctions  or  public  Auction 
sales  of  merchandise,  and  all  personal  or  chattel  property,  and  to 
demand  and  require  for  such  license  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  day;  and  to  regulate  the  time,  mode,  manner  and  place  or 
places  of  holding  such  sales  and  to  regulate,  license  or  prohibit 
such  sales. 

40.  To  regulate  and  license  itinerant  vendors,  pawnbrokers,  J^^jj™* 
hucksters  and  hawking  and  peddling  upon  the  streets  of  said  ^^^^ 
city,  and  regulate  and  license  hacks,  stages,  omnibuses,  carriafires,  'tc. 
drays  and  public  conveyances,  bill  posting,  distributing  and  sign 
advertising. 

41.  To  establish   and   regulate  public  markets;  to  purchase pomic 
ground  and  erect  necessary  public  buildings  thereon ;  and  to  pur-  bundinga 
chase  ground  for  laying  out  and  maintaining  a  public  park  or 
parks,  provided  the  necessary  funds  for  such  purposes  shall  have 

been  voted  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting  of  taxpayers  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  but  not  otherwise. 

42.  To  establish  such  police  stations  and  watch-houses  within  poiie« 
said  city  aa  may  be  necessary ;  to  make  all  necessary  regulations 
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concjoming  the  same  and  the  custody  and  keeping  thereof ;  to  ap- 
point a  keeper  or  keepers  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  their  duties. 

43.  To  authorize  any  building  to  be  razed  in  case  of  an  exten- 
sive fire  or  conflagration  in  said  cily,  if  deemed  by  it  necessary 
in  order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  such  fire  or  conflagration, 
and  the  city  shall  be  liable  for  the  value  of  such  building,  and 
shall  make  compensation  therefor. 

44.  To  control  and  regulate  the  setting  of  poles  and  tiie  strings 
ing  of  wires  by  telegraph,  telephone,  railway  and  electric  light 
and  power  companies  in  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  to  build  con- 
duits or  direct  the  same  to  be  built  by  the  tel^raph  and  telephone 
companies  using  the  streets  of  the  city  with  their  wires  and  poles, 
and  to  compel  the  removal  of  poles  and  the  placing  of  wires  in  said 
conduits  on  such  terms  as  the  common  council  may  fix.  Provided, 
after  reasonable  notice  to  the  company  or  companies  affected,  and 
after  a  hearing,  it  shall  appear  that  public  necessity  and  c<m- 
venience  require  such  removal  and  under-ground  installation. 
The  determination  of  the  conmion  council  shall  be  subject  to 
review  by  certiorari. 

45.  To  license,  regulate,  restrain  or  suppress  the  public  use  of 
billiard  tables,  pool  tables,  bowling  alleys,  pistol  and  shooting 
galleries,  and  all  public  exhibitions  and  to  regulate,  restrain  or 
suppress  vocal  or  instrumental  music  in  any  room  in  hotels^ 
saloons,  restaurants  or  other  public  places  where  intoxicating 
beverages  are  sold  or  dispensed,  and  in  any  room  adjoining  such 
room  or  place. 

46.  To  prevent  vice  and  inmiorality,  preserve  the  public  peace 
and  order,  to  restrain  and  suppress  disorderly  houses  and  houses 
of  ill-fame  or  assignation,  or  using  houses  and  instruments  and 
devices  for  gambling. 

47.  To  apprehend  and  punish  common  prostitutes,  vagrants 
and  disorderly  persons,  and  persons  unnecessarily  congregated 
upon  the  sidewalks  or  comers  or  disturbing  a  public  assembly. 

48.  To  let  contracts  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  year,  and 
providing  for  the  payment  of  specified  annual  amounts  thereon, 
for  the  collection,  removing  and  disposing  of  ashes,  garbage  and 
dead  animals.  It  may  also  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  person, 
firm  or  corporation  for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of 
ashes  and  garbage  at  a  specified  sum  or  price,  to  be  paid  to  such 
collector  by  the  parties  for  whom  such  ashes,  garbage,  et  cetera, 
is  collected  or  disposed  of. 
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No  person  shall  collect  or  carry  on  the  business  of  scavenger 
or  collector  of  garbage  without  a  license  from  the  city.

city  in  which  shall  be  published  all  its  ordinances,  roles,  regula- 
tions, resolutions,  by-laws  and  official  notices.

ARTICLE  V. 

DisoBDssLY  Persons. 

§  81.  In  addition  to  the  persona  described  in  section  eight  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  as  disor- 
derly persons,  all  persons  found  intoxicated  in  the  streets  of  the 
city,  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  noisy,  riotous  or  tumultuous 
conduct,  disturbing  the  quiet  or  peace  of  the  city,  or  of  any  meet- 
ing or  assembly  therein ;  all  persons  who  shall  wilfully  give  a  false 
alarm  of  fire;  all  persons  who  shall  publicly  use  any  profane,  vul- 
gar or  obscene  language  or  conduct  in  any  street  or  public  place  in 
said  city;  all  persons  who  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  break, 
mar,  injure,  remove  or  deface  any  building,  fence,  awning,  sign- 
board, tree,  shrubbery,  or  other  ornamental  thing  in  said  city ;  all 
persons  who  shall  remove  or  pile  up  before  any  door  or  on  any 
sidewalk  or  street,  boxes,  casks,  or  other  things  for  the  purpose  of 
annoyance  or  mischief  or  who  shall  wilfully  tear  down,  destroy  or 
mutilate  any  notices  or  hand  bill  lawfully  posted  up  in  said  city; 
all  persons  who  shall  incite  or  induce  dogs  to  fight  in  any  streets 
or  public  places  in  said  city;  all  persons  who  at  the  time  of  any 
fire  in  said  city  shall  be  guilty  of  any  insubordination  or  of  any 
disorderly  conduct^  or  who  shall  attempt  to  obstruct  the  operation 
of  the  fire  department,  or  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to 
obey  or  attempt  to  prevent  or  obstruct  the  execution  of  the  orders 
of  the  common  council,  or  any  of  them ;  or  officers  of  tiie  fire  de- 
partment, shall  be  deemed  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  disorderly 
persons  under  this  act  and  under  any  rule,  by-law  or  ordinance 
adopted  in  pursuance  thereof,  for  the  punishment  of  disorderly 
persons. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sewebs  and  Dbains. 

8*w6n  and      §  82.  Thc  commou  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  sewers 
ciSSroc.     and  drains  to  be  constructed,  relaid  and  repaired  in  said  city  at 
JUiir"*     such  places  and  times,  in  such  manner  and  of  such  dimensions  and 
materials  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  and  prescribe. 
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§  83.  The  expense  of  constnictiiig  such  sewer  or  drain  along 
any  street  or  alley  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
land  and  real  property  lying  upon  or  adjoining  that  portion  of  any 
public  street  or  alley  through  which  such  sewer  or  drain  may  be 
constructed,  and  the  expense  of  constructing  such  sewer  or  d^ain 
across  any  street  or  alley,  and  over  or  through  any  land  not  within 
any  street  or  alley,  together  with  all  manholes,  catch  basins  and 
flush  tanks  located  at  the  intersection  of  streets,  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  and  paid  by  said  city  by  general  tax.  The  public  parks,  mar- 
ket place  and  all  other  land  and  properly  belonging  to  or  in  use  by 
said  city  shall  bear  and  be  charged  with  its  proportionate  share  of 
such  expense,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  said  cily  by  a  general 
tax.  The  expense  of  repairing  or  relaying  any  drain  or  sewer  in 
said  city  shall  be  paid  by  a  general  tax. 

§  84.  For  the  purpose  of  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  con-  Tempopan 
structing  such  sewer  the  common  council  may  make  temporary  payment, 
loans  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  of  such  construction  pro- 
gresses, and  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  improvement,  and  the  interest  paid  for  such  tem- 
porary loan  shall  be  added  to  and  be  considered  a  part  of  the  ex- 
penses of  such  improvement.  Such  temporary  loan  and  the  cer- 
tificates issued  therefor  shall  be  a  lien  to  the  same  extent  as  is 
herein  provided  regarding  the  lien  of  bonds  for  permanent  loans. 
The  certificates  for  such  temporary  loan  shall  be  signed  by  the 
mayor  and  auditor  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  be  pay- 
able within  one  year  from  the  date  of  issuing  same. 

§  85.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  purchase  andj^*°* 
hold  in  the  name  of  the  city  such  real  estate  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  necessary  for  drain  and  sewer  purposes,  in  case  it  should 
in  the  opinion  of  the  common  council  become  necessary  to  construct 
such  sewer  or  drain  over  or  through  lands  not  lying  in  any  street  or 
alley,  and  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  lands 
cannot  be  obtained  thereto,  the  right  to  use  such  lands  for 
such  purposes  shall  be  obtained,  and  compensation  to  the  owner 
ascertained  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  this  act  in  taking 
lands  and  making  compensation  to  the  owners  thereof,  laying  out 
and  opening  streets  where  the  same  in  laying  is  done  without  the 
consent  of  such  owner.  Such  right  may  be  obtained  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid  in  or  to  lands  taken  or  used  for  railroad  purposes 
as  well  as  other  lands. 

§  86.  Such  sewer  or  drain  may  be  discharged  into  Olean  creek  ^^e!7'dii. 
and  Allegany  river  or  either  of  them.  «h«rge«. 
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§  87.  Any  property  owner  of  such  dty,  whose  property  does 
not  lie  along  the  line  of  any  such  sewer,  may  be  allowed  to  con- 
nect any  private  sewer  with  snch  sewer  or  drain  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  and  prescribed  by  the  common 
council. 

§  88.  The  common  council  shall  ascertain  and  determine  the 
expense  of  the  construction  of  any  such  sewer  or  drain  along  such 
street  or  alley,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  proceed 
forthwith  and  assess  said  amount  upon  the  land  and  real  property 
lying  upon  or  adjoining  that  portion  of  street  or  alley  along  which 
such  sewer  or  drain  has  heen  constructed.  Each  lineal  foot  of  prop- 
erty shall  pay  its  proportion  of  the  total  cost  and  one  lineal  foot 
shall  not  be  assessed  a  greater  or  less  amount  than  another,  except 
that  as  to  a  comer  lot  abutting  upon  two  streets,  on  one  of  which  a 
sewer  has  been  laid  and  the  expense  thereof  heretofore  assessed 
upon  the  lot,  the  said  auditor  may  make  the  assessment  against 
said  comer  lot  in  accordance  with  the  benefits  to  it,  and  shall 
thereupon  cause  a  notice  to  be  posted  in  five  public  places  in  said 
city,  or  published  at  least  twice  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  city  that  an  assessment  for  sewerage  purposes  has  been  made, 
and  that  at  a  time  in  such  notice  to  be  specified,  which  shall  be  at 
least  ten  days  after  posting  such  notice,  or  the  first  publication 
thereof,  he  will  attend  at  his  office  in  said  city  for  the  purpose 
of  correcting  and  confirming  such  assessment,  which  he  shall  have 
power  to  do.  After  the  correction  and  confirmation  of  said  as- 
sessment the  same  shall  be  a  lien  and  charge  upon  the  property  so 
assessed  and  the  common  council  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  collection  of  other 
taxes  in  said  city. 

§  89.  The  common  council  shall  not  construct  any  drain  or  sewer 
when  coo-  oxcopt  upou  pctitiou  of  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  to  be 
assessed  therefor,  unless  for  an  outlet  to  a  drain  or  sewer  con- 
structed upon  the  aforesaid  petition,  and  then  the  shortest  prac- 
ticable route  shall  be  adopted,  or  except  upon  the  resolution  of  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  as  herein  provided,  or  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act.  All  drains  and  sewers  constructed  for  an 
outlet  to  a  sev^r  constructed  upon  petition  shall  be  paid  for  by 
the  city  by  general  tax,  and  shall  not  be  chargeable  to  abutting 
property  owners,  but  no  connection  shall  be  made  to  such  sewer 
without  the  consent  of  the  common  council,  and  no  perscoi  shiill 
be  permitted  to  connect  thereto  without  the  payment  of  a  reason- 


Seneral 
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able  charge  therefor,  to  be  determined  by  the  conunon  council, 
and  only  upon  complying  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
common  council  may  prescribe.    Provided,  however,  that  the  com-  ohum 
mon  council  may  adopt  a  general  plan  of  outlet  sewers  for  any  ■*^*** 
part  of  said  city  which  was  not  a  part  of  the  city  of  Olean  prior 
to  the  passage  of  this  act  and  which  is  not  already  provided  with 
outlet  sewers,  and  may  cause  the  same  and  any  additional  sewer 
required  on  account  of  the  deficiency  of  any  outlet  sewer  already 
constructed  in  said  city  to  be  constructed,  and  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  the  construction  of  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  general  tax. 
To  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  construct-  Bond  i»ae: 
ing  any  such  sewer  required  for  that  part  of  said  city  which  was  SUT  et?.' 
not  a  part  of  the  city  of  Olean  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  or 
required  on  account  of  any  deficiency  in  any  sewer  in  said  city, 
the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
city,  Which  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk  of  said  city,  which  shall  be  payable  not  more  than  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  per  centum  per  annum.    Said  bonds  shall  not  be  issued 
or  sold  until  after  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
such  sewer  or  sewers  shall  have  been  made  and  entered  into  by 
the  common  council,  and  shall  not  be  issued  to  an  amount  in  ex- 
cess of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  cost  of  constructing  such 
sewers,  as  set  forth  in  such  contracts.     Said  bonds  shall  be  sold 
for  not  less  than  par,  to  the  highest  bidder  upon  sealed  proposals, 
after  publishing  a  notice  for  the  time  and  place  of  sale  and  the 
amount  and  description  of  the  bonds  to  be  sold  in  the  official  paper 
once  a  week  for  at  least  two  successive  weeks  before  the  sale  and 
in  such  other  newspapers  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe. 
Provided,  however,  that  no  contract  shall  be  made  or  entered  Election, 
into  and  no  siich  bonds  shall  be  made  or  issued  as  provided  in  this 
section,  until  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  taxable  inhabitants 
of  said  city  authorized  to  vote  and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special 
election  called  for  that  purpose  be  first  obtained  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  sewer  or  sewers  and  the  issue  of  such  bonds. 
Such  election  shall  be  conducted,  notice  shall  be  given,  and  the 
qualifications  of  the  voters  thereat  shall  be  the  same  as  provided 
by  sections  one  hundred  and  six  and  one  hundred  and  eight  of  this 
act. 

§  90.  Whenever  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Olean  shall  Pro<»edingB

determine  by  resolution  that  the  public  health  will  be  promoted  •tnictioD 
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by  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in  any  public  street,  alley  or 
thoroughfare  of  the  city  it  shall  file  a  certified  copy  of  such  reso- 
lution with  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Olean,  and  thereupon  the 
common  council  shall  at  its  next  regular  meeting  thereafter  desig- 
nate a  time  and  place  when  it  will  meet  to  consider  said  resolution, 
and  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing.  The 
notice  must  describe  the  sewer  proposed  to  be  constructed  and 
contain  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  abutting  upon  the 
street  or  streets  in  which  said  sewer  is  to  be  constructed  providing 
same  are  known.  Such  notice  must  be  published  once  a  week 
for  two  successive  weeks  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  hear- 
ing and  a  copy  of  such  notice  must  be  served  personally  upon  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  lands  abutting  upon  the  street  or  streets 
through  which  the  sewer  is  to  be  constructed  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  hearing,  provided  such  owners  are  known.  If  such 
an  owner  is  a  non-resident  of  the  city  or  cannot  be  found,  after 
tlie  exercise  of  due  diligence,  such  notice  need  not  be  served  per- 
sonally but  may  be  served  by  posting  the  same  at  least  ten  days 
before  such  hearing  in  a  securely  dosed,  postpaid  wrapper  in  the 
post-office  of  the  city  of  Olean,  directed  to  the  said  owner  at  his 
last  known  place  ot'  rosidenoe.  Any  person  interested  may  be 
heard  and  introduce  testimony  before  the  conmion  council  upon 
such  hearing,  and  the  common  council  may  adjourn  such  hearing 
from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  The  common 
council  shall  hear  and  determine  the  matter  and  if  it  shall  de- 
termine to  make  such  improvements  it  shall  so  declare  by  resolu- 
tion entered  in  its  minutes.

ARTICLE  VIL 

Stbeets  and  Highways. 

§  91.  The  city  shall  constitute  a  separate  highway  district  and 
the  common  council  shall  have  the  superintendence  thereof  and 
tManc"*lf*  within  the  limits  thereof  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  commis- 
Md^  bridges  sioners  of  highways,  of  towns  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
JJd''tSwi».    ^  bridges  over  any  stream  or  river  which  forms  the  bQUftd^rj* 
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line  between  the  city  and  town  of  Olean  shall  be  built  and  main- 
tained at  the  joint  expense  of  snch  city  and  town,  and  each  shall 
bear  their  proportionate  share  thereof  as  hereinafter  stated.     The 
construction,   management,   care  and   maintenance   of   all   such 
bridges  shall  be  done  under  the  general  supervision  and  direction 
of  the  common  council  of  the  city  and  the  commissioners  of  high- 
ways of  the  town  of  Olean.     Any  difference  which  may  arise 
respecting  the  same  shall  be  adjusted  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  adjusting  differences  arising  out  of  bridges 
across  streams  forming  the  boundary  lines  between  towns  and 
counties.     And  as  regards  all  such  bridges  and  matters  arising 
out  of  or  concerning  the  same,  the  city  of  Olean  shall  be  consid- 
ered a  town.     The  expense  to  be  borne  respectively  by  the  city 
and  town  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  valuation  of  the  property 
of  such  city  and  town,  respectively,  as  equalized  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  of  Cattaraugus,  at  its  session  next  pre- 
ceding the  time  when  such  expense  shall  have  been  incurred. 
The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  discontinue  any  street  ^J^^,!;^ 
or  mapped  street,  and  to  lay  out,  widen,  narrow,  straighten,  open,  ^^\^^^ 
alter,  change  and  grade  or  otherwise  improve  roads,  avenues,  "*~*- 
streets,  public  parks  or  squares  and  lanes,  crosswalks  and  side- 
walks within  the  city,  and  for  that  purpose  may  receive,  accept, 
acquire,  take  and  appropriate  any  lands  within  the  city  including 
such  as  may  have  been  acquired  or  are  now  used,  held  or  owned 
for  cemetery,  railroad  or  other  public  use  or  purposes.     Lands  J^^* 
may  be  acquired  for  such  purposes  by  the  common  council  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  condemnation  law,  or  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided.   All  proceedings  heretofore  taken  by  the  village  of  Olean  proceedinga 
or  the  city  of  Olean  to  discontinue  or  abandon  any  mapped  streets  wped 
in  said  city  are  hereby  validated.  laudatea. 

§  92.  Ten  freeholders  residing  in  the  city  may  present  to  the  ^"^"^^^ 
common  council  a  petition  in  writing  requesting  it  to  consider  "^^i^j 
the  making  of  improvements  for  any  of  the  purposes  stated  in  w  pttiuon. 
the  last  preceding  section,  and  when  lands  are  necessary  to  be 
acquired  it  shall  describe  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  owners  thereof  when  known,  and  if  a  street  is 
to  be  narrowed  or  discontinued  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the 
adjoining  lands,  when  known.     The  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city.     On  presentation  of  such  petition 
the  common  council  must  meet  and  examine  the  same,  and  if  it  de- 
cides that  the  improvement  ought  probably  to  be  made  it  shall 
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80  decide  by  resolution;  it  may  likewise  so  decide  upon  its  own 
motion  and  without  such  petition.     Upon  making  such  decision, 
the  common  council  must  fix  a  time  when  it  will  meet  and  consider 
objections  to  the  making  of  such  improvement  and  the  taking  of 
such  land,  if  any  is  to  be  taken,  and  it  shall  thereupon  give 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing.     The  notice  must 
describe  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken,  the  names  of  the  owners 
thereof,  when  known,  and  if  a  street  is  to  be  narrowed  or  discon- 
tinued the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  lands,  when 
known,  and  the  general  purpose  of  the  improvement     Such  notice 
must  be  published  once  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city,  or 
posted  in  five  public  places  in  said  city  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  time  of  such  hearing;  a  copy  of  such  notice  must  also  be 
served  personally  upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land,  or  in  a 
case  of  narrowing  or  discontinuing  a  street  or  mapped  street,  upon 
such  adjoining  owners  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting;  if 
such  an  owner  is  a  non-resident  of  said  city,  such  notice  need 
not  be  served  personally,  but  in  such  case  such  a  notice  enclosed 
in  a  securely  closed,  postpaid  wrapper  must  be  deposited  in  the 
post-office  in  the  city  of  Olean  and  directed  to  the  last  known 
place  of  residence  of  such  owner,  such  notice  to  be  so  deposited 
in  the  post-office  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting.     Any 
person  interested  may  be  heard  and  introduce  testimony  before  the 
common  council  upon  such  hearing  and  the  common  council  may 
adjourn  such  hearing  from  time  to  time  as  it  shall  deem  necessary. 
Any  person  or  persons  upon  whom  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  meeting  shall  have  been  served  must  appear  at  the  time 
specified  and  make  his  objections  in  writing  to  said  petition  and 
to  said  notice  as  to  its  form  or  sufficiency  or  generally  As  to  the 
proposed  improvement,  specifically  pointing  out  the  facts,  omis- 
sions or  objections  thereto,  or  he  shsJl  be  deemed  to  have  waived 
the  same.

If  the  common  council  shall  determine  to  make  such  im-  commte- 
provement  and  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  owners  upon  the  amount  detcrmia* 
of  damages^  it  may,  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  and  within  appoint-' 
twenty  days  from  the  making  of  such  determination  and  publish-  mM^inc 
ing  of  the  copy  of  the  resolution  as  provided  in  the  last  section,  own«, 
make  application  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  land 
is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  to  deter- 
mine the  compensation  to  be  made  to  such  owner.    At  least  ten 
days  before  making  such  application  a  notice  specifying  the  time 
and  place  thereof  must  be  served  upon  such  owner,  such  service 
to  be  personal,  or  if  the  same  cannot  with  due  diligence  be  per- 
sonally served  such  service  shall  be  made  by  publishing  such 
notice  once  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  city,  and  also  mailing 
a  copy  of  such  notice  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  postoffice  in  ^ 
the  city,  enclosed  in  a  securely  closed  wrapper  directed  to  the 
postofEce  address  of  such  person,  if  such  address  is  known  or  can 
with   due   diligence   be   obtained.      Upon   the   application,   the 
county  court  must  appoint  as  such  commissioners  three  resident 
disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county  in  which  such  land  is 
situated,  not  residents  of  the  city  nor  nominated  by  a  person  in- 
terested in  the  proceeding.     In  case  of  a  vacancy  another  commis- 
sioner may  be  appointed  in  like  manner.     The  commissioners 
shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  the  constitutional  oath  of 
office,  they  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  a  hearing  and 
serve  notice  thereof  upon  the  common  council  by  filing  the  same 
with  the  clerk  of  the  city  and  also  serve  such  notice  upon  such 
owners,  such  notice  to  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
notice  of  the  application  for  the  appointment  of  such  commis- 
sioners.    The  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  so 
appointed  and  may  adjourn   from  time  to  time.     They  shall 
personally  examine  the  land  the  compensation  for  which  is  to  be 
determined  by  them,  and  may  take  testimony  in  relation  thereto; 
they  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  and  shall  reduce  to 
writing  all  evidence  taken  by  them.     They  shall  award  to  each 
owner  of  land  the  compensation  to  which  he  may  be  entitled, 
making  allowance  for  any  benefit  he  may  derive  from  the  im- 
provement.    After  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  and 
before  the  making  of  the  award,  the  comjnon  council  may  make 
an  agreement  with  the  owner  for  the  compensation  to  be  made  to 
him ;  if  such  an  agreement  is  made  notice  thereof  must  be  served 
on  the  commissioners  and  thereupon  the  proceedings  as  to  such

owner  is  discontinued.    The  report  and  award  shall  be  signed  by 
the  commissioners  or  a  majority  thereof,  and  together  with  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  ^e  evidence  taken  by  them  and 
any  notice  of  agreement  served  npon  them,  and  all  of  the  papers 
relating  to  the  proceedings,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  city.   Within  five  days  after  the  filing  of  such  award  the 
clerk  of  tiie  city  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the  filing  thereof  to  be 
compensa.    publishcd  iu  a  ucwspapor  published  in  the  city.     Each  commis- 
n^J^     sioner  is  entitled  to  ten  dollars  for  each  day  actually  and  neces- 
sarily spent  in  the  proceeding,  together  with  his  necessary  travel- 
ing and  incidental  expenses,  and  such  compensation  and  expenses 
are  a  charge  against  the  city. 
Appeal  to        §  94.  The  common  council  or  an  owner  may  within  twenty 
coSrt^from  days  after  the  filing  of  such  report  and  award,  and  publishing 
•r^m''      the  notice  thereof  as  prescribed  in  the  last  preceding  sectien, 
*''*'**        appeal  therefrom  to  the  county  court  by  which  the  commissioners 
were  appointed.     Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  notice  of  appeal 
to  be  served  as  follows :  If  the  appeal  be  taken  on  behalf  of  the 
city,  notice  thereof  must  be  served  upon  the  ovmers  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  prescribed  for  serving  the  notice  of  the  applicati<m 
for  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners.     If  the  appeal  is 
taken  by  the  owner  it  must  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  cit^. 
Within  ten  days  after  such  appeal  the  clerk  shall  transmit  to  the 
county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  lands  are  situate,  the 
petition  for  such  improvement,  a  certified  copy  of  each  resolu- 
tion of  the  common  council  relating  to  such  improvement,  and 
the  report  and  award  of  the  commissioners,  and  all  the  papers  in 
the  proceeding  filed  in  his  office  relating  to  the  improvement 
The  appeal  may  be  brought  to  a  hearing  as  appeals  to  that 
court  in  actions.     If  the  appeal  is  by  the  city,  it  brings  up  for 
review  all  proceedings  before  the  commissioners  and  the  award 
made  by  them;  if  the  appeal  is  by  an  owner,  it  brings  up  f<w 
review  all  proceedings  relating  to  the  proposed  improv^nent 
Upon  the  appeal  of  the  city,  the  county  court  may  affirm  or  re- 
verse the  award  of  the  commissioners  as  to  the  whole  or  any 
number  of  such  ovmers,  and  if  the  appeal  is  by  an  owner  the 
county  court  may  affirm  or  reverse  the  award.     The  county  court 
may  also  direct  a  rehearing  before  the  same  or  other  commis- 
sioners.    Costs  may  be  awarded  upon  the  appeal  to  the  successful 
party  against  the  defeated  party,  the  amount  thereof  tt*  be  fixed 
by  the  court  but  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  besides  dis- 
bursements. 
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§  «95.  Whenever  a  final  award  is  made  for  damages  sustained  ntrmont  ^r 
by  reason  of  making  such  alteration  or  improvements^  the  same 
shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  taxes  are 
collected,  and  the  conunon  council  shall  within  one  year  from  the 
time  of  such  final  award,  pay  or  tender  the  amount  of  such  damage 
to  the  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  awarded,  and 
m  case  such  owner  shall  refuse  the  same,  or  be  unknown  or  not 
a  resident  of  the  city,  idiot  or  lunatic,  or  the  rights  and  interests 
of  persons  claiming  the  same  shall  be  doubtful,  it  shall  in  such 
cases  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  to  pay  the  amount  of  such 
damages  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  where  such  lands 
are  situated  for  the  benefit  of  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be 
entitled  to  the  same,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  facts 
under  which  such  payment  was  made.    The  clerk  of  the  city  shall 
make  an  entry  in  the  city  records  of  the  money  deposited,  stating 
the  amounts  and  the  names  of  the  parties  by  the  awards  declared 
to  be  entitled  to  the  same.    On  the  proper  person  or  persons  being

Except  as  modified 
by  the  common  council  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  grade  known 
as  the  Northrup  grade,  or  other  grades  heretofore  established  by 
the  city  of  Olean  and  recorded  either  in  the  superintendent's 
office,  or  in  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council 
of  said  city,  shall  be  and  remain  the  grade  of  the  streets  in  said 
city  where  projected.     Any  streets  whereon  the  Northrup  grade 
has  been  projected,  or  as  to  which  grades  have  been  established 
and  recorded  by  the  city  of  Olean,  may  be  worked  to  said 
Northrup  or  said  established  grades,  and  no  damages  shall  be 
recoverable  against  said  city  in  consequence  of  working  the  streets 
to  said  grades ;  provided,  however,  that  said  common  council  may 
at  any  time  change  or  modify  said'grkdes  by  first  publishing  a 
noiice  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  the  official  paper  of  said 
city,  to  the  effect  that  it  proposes  to  consider  the  changing  or 
modification  of  such  grade  and  naming  a  time  and  place  for  hear- 
ing any  objections  thereto,  and  upon  such  hearing  any  person 
interested  may  be  heard,  and  thereupon  such  change  or  modifica- 
tion may  be  made  by  said  common  council ;  but  in  that  event  any 
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person  sustaining  damages  by  reason  of  working  any  street  to 
tsach  grade  as  so  modified  or  changed,  may  recover  snch  damages 
as  he  may  sustain  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  The  common 
council  may  at  any  time  establish  the  grade  of  any  street,  avenue 
or  alley,  not  heretofore  established  or  included  in  the  Northrup 
^^P?  ^y  giving  notice  as  herein  provided  and  the  streets,  alleys 
and  avenues  shall  be  worked  to  such  grade  so  established  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided;  and  no  damages  shall  be  recover- 
able against  said  city  for  working  such  streets^  avenues  and  alleys 
to  such  grades  so  established.  But  in  the  event  of  the  changing 
or  modifying  such  grade  after  the  same  shall  have  been  established, 
or  in  the  event  of  changing  any  sidewalk  grade  after  the  same  has 
been  established  and  given  to  the  abutting  owner  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  streets,  damages  may  be  recovered  for  working  said 
street,  avenue  or  alley,  or  changing  the  sidewalk  thereon  to  such 
grade  as  so  changed  or  modified,  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law.  No  proceeding  shall  be  conunenced  for  the  pur- 
pose of  recovering  damages  resulting  from  the  working  of  any 
street  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  time  that  such 
damages  shall  have  been  sustained. 
Bbrtt,  §  97.  On  the  petition  of  resident  property  owners,  who  coor 

nucZolLmii.  stitute  a  majority  in  number,  and  own  more  than  one-half  of  the 
»n''p«tttioii.  lineal  foot  frontage  of  land  owned  by  resident  property  owners 
abutting  on  any  street  or  section  of  a  street,  the  conunon  council 
shall  have  power  to  cause  such  street  or  section  of  a  street  to  be 
macadamized  oar  paved,  curbed,  guttered  or  flagged  of  such 
material  as  shall  be  named  by  a  majority  of  said  petitioners  in 
said  petition,  and  the  expense  of  macadamizing  or  paving,  curb- 
ing, guttering  and  flagging  shall  be  assessed  to  and  be  paid  by 
the  owners  of  property  lying  along  and  adjoining  such  street  on 
each  side  thereof,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  Upon  re- 
ceiving the  petition,  aforesaid,  the  common  council  shall  cause 
notice  to  be  published  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  said  city  stating  in  substance  that 
a  petition  has  been  presented  asking  that  the  proposea  improve- 
ments be  made  and  specifying  the  street  or  a  portion  of  the  street 
which  it  is  proposed  to  improve,  and  appointing  a  time  and  place 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  objections  thereto,  which  hearing  may 
be  adjourned  from  time  to  time.  Unless  written  objections  be 
made  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  and  the  objections  specifi- 
cally stated,  such  petition  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  both  in  form 
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and  aa  to  the  required  number  of  owners  and  amount  of  frontage 
to  authorize  the  proposed  improvements.  In  case  the  common 
council  shall  determine  to  make  such  improvement,  they  shall 
approve  such  petition  and  direct  the  improvement  to  be  made  and 
thereupon  determine  the  probable  cost  thereof.  No  street^  how-  m«ji^  and 
ever,  shall  be  macadamized  or  paved  until  after  the  main  and  uw^b«for« 
sewer  pipes,  contemplated  by  the  general  plans  adopted  as  in 
this  act  provided,  have  been  laid  on  such  street  or  section  of  a 
street.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  during  the  first  municipal  sewwag* 
year  the  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  general  plan 
of  sewerage,  which  shall  include  all  necessary  main  and  sewer 
pipes  for  sewering  said  city,  and  file  a  map  and  profile  thereof  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  city  which  shall  be  certified  by  said 
clerk  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  common  council,  stating  the 
date  when  such  plan  was  adopted.  The  water  comjnissioners  waur 
shall  also,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  adoption  or 
and  during  the  first  municipal  year  adopt  a  general  plan  for  sup-  aaau- 
plying  the  city,  and  its  inhabitants,  with  water,  and  which  shall  "*** 
include  all  necessary  pipes  and  lines  for  supplying  such  water, 
and  make  a  map  and  profile  thereof  which  shall  be  certified  by 
said  commissioners  to  have  been  adopted  by  them,  stating  the 
time  when  so  adopted  and  cause  the  same  with  such  certificate  to 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  city.  Until  such  plans 
shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  common  council  ana  water  com- 
missioners, respectively,  the  plans  which  have  heretofore  been 
adopted  by  the  conunon  coimcil  of  the  city  of  Olean  and  the  water 
commissioners  of  said  city,  shall  respectively  be  considered  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  common  coun- 
cil and  water  conmiissioners.  The  common  council  and  water 
commissioners  may  change  and  alter  from  time  to  time  such 
plans  respectively,  and  thereupon  shall  immediately  cause  an 
amended  map  showing  such  changes  to  be  made  and  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  said  city.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  for  said  improve- 
ment an  assessment  shall  be  made  by  the  auditor  of  said  city,  and 
he  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  this  act 
for  making  sewer  assessments^  except  as  hereinafter  modified. 
Each  lineal  foot  of  property  shall  pay  its  proportion  of  the  total 
cost  and  one  lineal  foot  shall  not  be  assessed  a  greater  or  less 
amount  than  another,  except  that  the  portion  of  such  street,  or  a 
section  of  a  street,  now  occupied  or  which  may  hereafter  be  oc- 
cupied by  a  street  railway,  together  with  a  space  on  each  side 
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thereof  extending  two  feet  in  width  shall  be  graded  and  macadam- 
ized, or  graded  and  paved  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  such  street 
railway,  and  the  expense  thereof  and  of  repairing  and  relaying  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  by  the  owner  of  such  railway  or 
company  operating  the  same.     When  such  paving  or  improve- 
ment shall  have  been  completed,  and  at  the  time  the  auditor  shall 
make  the  assessment  therefor,  he  shall  determine  the  expense  of 
such  grading,  macadamizing  or  paving  chargeable  to  the  owner  of 
such  street  railway  or  the  company  operating  the  same  which 
shall  not  be  more  than  its  just  and  equitable  share  of  the  entire 
expense  of  said  improvement  and  assess  said  share  to  such  owner 
or  street  railway  company.     For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  ex- 
MrtwcSefc  pense  of  such  improvement,  including  that  portion  to  be  borne  by 
general  tax,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  the  iaxes,  the 
conmion  council  shall  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue 
bonds,  of  said  city,  in  anticipation  of  such  respective  amounts 
and  payable  at  such  respective  times,  not  exceeding  ten  years 
from  the  date  of  issue  as  the  common  council  may  deem  advis- 
able, with  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum. 
Such  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  shall  be  sold 
to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  at  not  less  than  par  value.   Notice 
of  such  sale  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  three  successive 
weeks  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  common  council 
may  designate.    Said  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treasurer  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk.    The  taxes  and  assessments  which  are  to  be  levied  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of  such  improvement  shall  be 
payable  in  the  same  number  of  equal  annual  instalments  as  the 
bonds  or  other  obligations  which  are  to  be  issued  in  the  payment 
of  the  expense  of  such  improvements  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
with  the  option  and  privilege  to  such  owner  or  owners  to  pay  the 
whole  of  such  taxes  so  assessed  to  them  respectively  within  fifteen 
days  from  the  time  of  the  completion  of  such  assessment-rolL 
Such  opt^n  or  privilege  may  be  exercised  at  the  time  when  any 
instalment  becomes  due,  provided  that  such  owner  or  owners  pay 
in  addition  the  whole  amount  of  interest  that  would  accrue  if 
such  owner  or  owners  paid  the  whole  of  such  taxes  and  assessments 
in  equal  annual  instalments.     After  correction  and  confirmation 
of  such  assessment  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  and  charge  upon  the 
property  so  assessed  and  that  portion  thereof  to  be  paid  by  said 
railway  company  or  its  owner  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  entire  rail- 
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way,  its  sidings,  switches  and  equipments  used  upon  said  rail- 
way, and  such  lien  shall  be  prior  and  superior  to  any  other  in- 
cumbrance or  lien  upon  said  railway  or  property,  and  shall  bear  mtenn. 
interest  per  annum  at  the  rate  at  which  said  bonds  have  been 
negotiated  from  and  after  the  confirmation  of  such  tax  and  as- 
sessment.    Such  interest  shall  be  due  and  payable  annually  on 
the  whole  amount  of  such  tax  and  assessment  unpaid  at  the  time 
when  each  instalment  becomes  due.     The  common  council  shall  collection, 
cause  such  taxes  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
for  the  collection  of  other  taxes  in  said  city,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided.     Immediately  after  the  correction  and  con-  Delivery  oc 
firmation  of  such  taxes  and  assessments  the  common  council  shall  to  dSk. 
cause  the  warrant  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes  and  assess- 
ments to  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  who  shall  publish  in  the  nouc*  of 
official  paper  in  said  city  a  notice  that  he  has  received  such  war- 
rant and  tax  roll  and  that  such  taxes,  or  any  instalment  thereof, 
may  be  paid  to  him  for  fifteen  days  without  fee  and  that  upon 
expiration  of  such  fifteen  days  the  first  instalment  of  such  taxes 
will  become  delinquent,  and  that  each  succeeding  instalment  there- 
after, together  with  the  interest  on  the  whole  amount  of  such 
tax  remaining  unpaid,  will  be  due  and  payable  one  year  after  the 
/  time  fixed  for  the  payment  of  the  instalment  immediately  preced- 
ing, and  will  become  delinquent  fifteen  days  thereafter,  and  the 
clerk  shall  proceed  accordingly.     Such  delinquent  taxes  shall  be  Delinquent 
subject  to  the  same  fees  and  penalties  as  delinquent  taxes  on  the 
city  tax  roll.     Such  taxes  and  assessments  shall  be  kept  separate  Application 
and  apart  from  the  other  funds  of  said  city  and  used  only  for  paTbig 
the  retiring  and  paying  of  such  bonds  and  indebtedness.    The  fund  provem^l 
shall  be  known  as  the  "  paving  fund  "  and  the  bonds  shall  be  known 
as  the  "  improvement  bonds."     The  common  council  may  make  Temporary 
temporary  loans  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  of  such  improve- 
ment progresses,  and  defer  issuing  the  bonds  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned until  after  such  improvement  shall  have  been  completed, 
and  the  interest  paid  for  such  temporary  loan  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  considered  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  such  improvement.

improvement  or  several  improvements  for  which  they  were  issued. 
The  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness or  revenue  bonds  shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  and  can- 
cellation of  said  temporary  loan  certificates  or  in  payment  of  the 
cost  of  said  improvements  which  may  not  have  been  provided  for 
by  temporary  loans.  The  grading,  macadamizing  and  paving  of 
such  part  of  the  street  occupied  by  the  street  railway  company  with 
a  space  on  each  side  thereof,  which  has  been  improved  at  tiie  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  of  such  street  railway  or  the  company  operatr 
ing  the  same,  shall  be  kept  in  repair,  and  when  the  conmion  coun- 
cil shall  deem  it  necessary,  be  relaid  by  the  owner  of  such  street 
railway  or  the  company  operating  the  same,  which  shall  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  common  council,  and  in  the  manner 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  prescribe.  In  case 
such  owner  or  company  fail  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  or  to  relay 
the  same,  it  shall  be  done  by  the  common  council  at  the  expense  of 
such  owner  or  company  and  such  expense  shall  be  assessed  to  and 
paid  by  the  owner  of  such  street  railway  or  the  company  operating 
the  same,  and  the  same  may  be  collected  by  an  action  brought  by 
said  city  or  by  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  in  the 
usual  manner ;  and  such  expense  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property 
of  said  company  the  same  as  the  original  improvement  Such 
street  railway  company  may,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  common  council,  prepare  its  track  and 
roadbed  for  the  contemplated  improvement,  but  in  case  of  the  fail- 
ure of  the  said  street  railway  company  to  so  prepare  its  track  and 
roadbed,  after  reasonable  notice  so  to  do,  the  common  council  may 
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prepare  same  for  such  improvement,  and  the  expense  of  same  shall 
be  assessed  to  and  paid  by  the  owner  of  such  street  railway  or  by 
the  company  operating  the  same,  as  part  of  the  total  expense  of 
the  said  improvement  to  be  borne  by  such  company,  and  such  ex- 
pense shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  said  company  the 
same  as  the  improvement     Whenever  die  state  of  New  York  shall  R«if  ir  «< 

,  ^  roAd   or 

miprove  any  road  or  street,  any  part  of  which  is  within  the  city  "treet  by 
of  Olean,  as  provided  in  section  eighty,  all  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  relative  to  the  petition,  assessment  and  collection  of 
taxes  as  to  that  portion  to  be  paid  by  the  abutting  property  owners 
by  general  tax  and  by  any  street  railway  company  shall  apply,  and 
the  common  council  shall  pay  to  the  proper  official  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  proceeds  of  any  loan  cer- 
tificates issued  by  it  on  account  of  such  improvement,  such  portion 
of  the  total  expense  that  is  to  be  borne  by  the  city,  the  abutting 
property  owners  and  any  street  railway  company  having  its  tracks 
in  the  streets  improved  as  may  be  equitable. 

§  98.  If  the  grade  of  any  street,  public  place  or  square  in  ^^^^^ 
which  a  street  surface  railroad  is  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  oper-  other  im- 
ated,  shall  be  changed,  or  if  any  such  street  shall  be  straightened,  Jj^*^' 
widened,  altered,  or  paved  or  macadamized,  the  railroad  corpo-  JJ^^'^^ 
ration  operating  such  street  surface  railroad  shall  change  its  grade  miroad. 
or  line  to  conform  to  such  alteration  or  change  the  location  of  its 
tracks  in  such  streets,  if  required  so  to  do  by  the  common  council, 
the  cost  of  such  change  of  said  railroad  to  be  at  the  expense  of 
such  railroad  company.    Any  determination  however  by  the  com- 
mon council  as  to  changing  the  location  of  any  track  or  tracks 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  public  service  commission 
of  the  second  district,  upon  due  notice  to  the  railroad  company 
and  hearing  thereon.     Said  commission  shall  thereupon  decide 
and  determine  as  to  the  relocation  of  such  track  or  tracks  and 
may  grant,  modify  or  refuse  such  relocation.

tion,  the  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  immediately  cause  to  p»p««.

or  through  the  street  or  section  of  street  which  it  is  proposed  so 
to  improve.  The  expense  of  laying  and  constructing  sewer  and 
water  service  pipes  shall  be  treated  and  regarded  as  a  part  of  such 
improvement  and  assessed  to  and  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  property 
lying  along  and  adjoining  such  street  or  section  of  a  street  on 
each  side  ti^ereof  ,  as  improved  in  the  last  preceding  section.    But

all  iiopairs  or  relaying  of  any  snch  sewer  service  pipes  or  water 
service  pipes  within  the  limits  of  such  street  or  section  of  a  street 
so  improved,  shall  be  paid  for  by  general  taxation.

superintendent  of  streets  shall  not,  however,  receive  any  additional 
compensation  therefor. 

ARTICLE  VHL 

Sidewalks. 

§  100.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  side- 
walks on  the  streets  and  highways  in  the  city  to  be  constructed, 
and  cause  them  to  be  leveled  and  raised,  or  lowered,  to  conform  to 
the  established  sidewalk  grade  on  the  street,  repaired,  graveled, 
planked,  paved  or  flagged,  and  to  ornament  with  trees^  pave  w 
otherwise  improve  the  space  between  the  outside  limits  of 
the  street  and  the  curb  or  driveway,  and  to  compel  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  any  land  or  lots  adjoining  such  side- 
walks or  space  to  make  such  improvements  as  aforesaid,  in  front 
of  said  land  or  lots  and  to  determine  and  prescribe  the  manner 
of  doing  the  same  and  the  materials  to  be  used  thereon, 
and  the  quality  of  such  materials,  and  in  case  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  any  such  land  or  lots  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  com- 
plete the  said  required  improvements  within  such  reasonable  time 
as  shall  be  required  by  it,  the  common  council  may  cause  such 
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improvement  to  be  made  and  completed  and  the  expense  thereof 
maj  be  then  assessed  to  such  owner  or  occupant  and  be  collected 
by  warrant  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  collected  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  on  said  land  or 
lot  Such  expense  may  also  be  recovered  by  action  brought 
against  such  owner  or  occupant.  Whenever  the  common  council 
shall  determine  tc  require  such  improvement  to  be  made,  a  notice 
thereof  shall  be  served  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  twenty 
or  the  common  council  may  cause  to  be  published  once  in  the 
official  paper  a  copy  of  the  resolution  requiring  such  improve- 
ment to  be  made,  stating  the  time  in  which  such  improvement 
is  required  to  be  made,  and  if  such  improvement  is  not  made 
within  the  required  time  the  common  council  may  make  the  same 
and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  payable  by  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants and  shall  also  be  a  lien  upon  said  lands  or  lots.  After 
such  expense  shall  have  been  incurred  or  ascertained,  the  com- 
mon council  shall  make  or  cause  an  assessment  to  be  made  and 
the  roll  thereof  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupant 
if  known  to  the  common  council,  a  brief  description  of  the  prop- 
erty sufficient  for  identification  and  the  amount  of  the  expense 
to  which  shall  be  added  ten  per  centum  of  expense,  and  thereupon 
the  common  council  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  the 
official  paper  once  in  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks,  stating 
in  substance  that  the  common  council  has  made  an  assessment  for 
local  improvements  under  section  one  hundred  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Olean,  giving  the  general  nature  of  the  improvement 
and  that  the  same  will  be  reviewed  by  the  common  council  at  a 
time  and  place  to  be  stated  in  said  notice,  which  must  be  at  least 
ten  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  at  which  time 
and  place  the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  review  such  assess- 
ment, to  hear  objections  by  any  person  interested  therein  and 
may  correct  the  same  and  thereupon  the  said  assessment  as  cor- 
rected shall  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council,  and  unless  ob- 
jection be  made  at  that  time  specifically  stating  the  grounds  of 
such  objection,  such  tax  and  assessment  and  all  of  the  proceedings 
preliminary  thereto  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  effectual.  The  tax 
shall  be  collected  as  other  city  taxes  are  collected  except  that  said 
tax  shall  become  delinquent  fifteen  days  after  the  delivery  of  the 
warrant  for  the  collection  of  such  taxes  to  the  clerk  and  after  such 
tax  becomes  delinquent  there  shall  be  added  thereto  an  additional 
sum  of  twenty  per  centum  thereof  and  in  addition  the  said  tax 
shall  also  bear  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  other  delinquent  taxes. 
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Upon  petition  of  resident  property  owners  who  constitute  a 
majority  in  number  and  own  more  than  one-half  of  the  lineal  feet 
frontage  of  land  owned  by  resident  property  owners  abutting  on 
any  street,  or  section  of  a  street,  the  common  council  may  cause 
said  street,  or  section  of  a  street,  to  be  sprinkled,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  assessed  to  and  paid  by  the  owners  of  property 
lying  along  and  adjoining  such  street  or  section  of  street,  and  each 
side  thereof,  and  such  expense  shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  property. 
A  petition  once  presented  as  herein  provided  shall  be  and  remain 
in  force  and  constitute  sufficient  authority  to  the  city  for  the 
sprinkling  of  said  street  each  year  unless  and  until  a  like  petition 
opposing  the  sprinkling  of  said  street  shall  be  filed  with  the  cwn- 
mon  council.  After  such  expense  has  been  ascertained  or  m- 
curred  the  common  council  shall  make  or  cause  an  assessment  to 
be  made,  the  roll  thereof  to  contain  the  name  of  the  owner  if 
known  to  the  common  council,  a  brief  description  of  the  property 
sufficient  for  identification,  showing  the  number  of  lineal  feet 
frontage  of  each  owner  and  the  amount  of  such  expense  assessed 
thereto,  and  cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  in 
each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  stating  in  substance  that  lie 
common  council  has  made  an  assessment  for  sprinkling  a  certain 
street,  or  section  of  a  street,  naming  the  street  or  section  of  the 
street,  and  that  the  same  will  be  reviewed  by  the  common  council 
at  a  time  and  place  to  be  stated  in  said  notice,  which  must  be  at 
least  ten  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  at  whidi 
time  and  place  the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  review  such 
assessment  to  hear  objections  by  any  person  interested  therein, 
and  may  correct  the  same  and  thereupon  the  said  assessment  as 
corrected  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council,  and  unless 
objection  be  made  at  that  time  specifically  stating  the  grounds 
of  such  objections,  such  tax  and  assessment  and  all  of  the  pro- 
ceedings preliminary  thereto  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  effectuaL 
The  tax  shall  be  collected  as  other  city  taxes  are  collected  and 
shall  become  delinquent,  and  the  same  additions  be  made  thereto 
after  it  becomes  delinquent,  and  bear  the  same  rate  of  interest  as 
hereinbefore  provided  as  regards  taxes  for  other  local  improve- 
ments referred  to  in  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  any 
sidewalk  which  has  been  built  on  a  grade  or  line  given  to  the 
owner  of  the  property  by  the  superintendent  of  streets  previous 
to  the  construction  thereof,  shall,  if  the  grade  thereof  is  changed, 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

Taxes  and  Assbssmbnts. 

§  101.  The  fiscal  year  sHall  begin  with  the  first  day  of  June  in  fi««i 
each  year.  ^*"' 

§  102.  The  common  conncil  shall  have  the  power  to  raise  by  Q«n«nti 
general  tax  from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  the 
property  therein  liable  to  taxation,  such  sum  of  money  as  it  shall 
deem  proper,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  or  rate  of  eight  and  on^half 
mills  for  each  dollar  of  valuation  in  any  one  year,  to  be  expended 
in  the  payment  of  debts  and  ordinary  expenses  of  said  city,  not 
including  bonded  indebtedness,  and  to  carry  into  eflFect  the  several 
powers  and  privileges  granted  by  this  act ;  and  also  a  tax  not  outiat 
exceeding  the  sum  or  rate  g£  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  valua-    ^* 
tion  for  outlet  sewer  purposes.     The  limitation  contained  in  this  ^^^ 
section  shall  not,  however,  apply  to  any  tax  or  assessment  for 
sidewalks,  sewer  or  drain  purposes,  or  any  other  tax  or  assess- 
ment for  local  improvements,  or  for  which  special  provision  is 
made  in  this  act,  nor  shall  such  limitation  apply  to  moneys  re- 
quired to  be  raised  in  said  city  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
CSattaraugus  county  as  prescribed  by  law. 

§  108.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  raise  by  °^*~5 
general  tax  from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  city,  and  the  ^'^ 
property  therein  liable  to  taxation,  in  addition  to  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  ordinary  expenses  of 
said  city,  as  specified  in  section  one  hundred  and  two  of  this  act, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  to 
be  expended  by  it,  only  in  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  heating, 
lighting,  water  rent,  and  insuring  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire, 
the  Olean  general  hospital,  and  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the 
matron,  and  the  salary  of  the  assistant  matron  of  the  Olean  gen- 
eral hospital. 

§  104.  During  the  month  of  March  in  each  year  the  conmion  Annual 
council  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  of  common 
said  city,  setting  apart  specific  sums  for  the  cleaning  and  keeping 
in  proper  repair  and  condition  the  streets,  lanes,  avenues,  alleys^ 
sidewalks  and  crosswalks  in  said  city  to  be  known  as  the  street 
fond ;  for  maintaining  and  keeping  in  proper  condition  the  parks 
of  said  city  to  be  known  as  the  park  fund;  for  maintaining  the 
police  department,  which  shall  include  the  salary  ol  the  police 
justice,  of  the  chief  of  police  and  policemen,  to  be  known  as  the    * 
police  fund;  for  maintaining  the  fire  department,  which  shall 
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include  the  expenses  of  purchasing  supplies^  apparatus  and  other 
expenses  of  maintaining  an  efficient  fire  service  in  said  city,  to 
be  known  as  the  fire  department  fund;  for  maintaining  and  ex- 
tending outlet  sewers,  to  be  known  as  the  outlet  sewer  fund;  for 
lighting  the  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city,  to  be  known  as 
the  lighting  fund;  for  such  general  and  contingent  expenses  not 
in  this  act  specifically  provided  for,  to  be  known  as  the  general 
fund.     The  aggregate  amount  of  the  estimate  of  such  ordinary 
expenditures  shall  not^  however,  exceed  eight  and  one-half  miUa 
upon  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
of  said  city  according  to  the  assessment  made  next  preceding  the 
time  of  making  such  estimate,  except  for  outlet  sewer  purposes. 
Such  estimate  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  entered  in  the 
Bxteuion    miuutos  of  the  proceedings  of  the  conmion  counciL     After  the 
SintTou*    adoption  by  the  common  council  of  the  annual  appropriation  or 
of  app^    budget,  it  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  next  succeed- 
pri*tion0     jj^g^  deliver  to  the  auditor  a  statement  of  the  amount  to  be  raised 
by  taxation,  and  such  auditor  shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  April  next  thereafter,  apportion  and  extend  up<Hi  the 
original  assessment-roll  made  during  the  then  fiscal  year,  or 
upon  a  copy  thereof  duly  certified  by  him  to  be  a  copy  of  such 
original  assessment-roll,  and  of  the  whole  thereof,  the  moneys 
so  appropriated  over  and  above  the  amount  of  the  estimated  in- 
come and  revenue  of  the  city  from  all  sources  other  than  taxa- 
tion, and  present  the  same  to  the  common  oounciL 
Atuchment      Tho  commou  council  shall  thereupon  cause  its  warrant  to  be

ring  any  liability  against  the  said  city,  in  any  fiscal  year,  boyond  mtom 
the  amount  of  such  estimate  except  as  may  be  in  this  act  other-  iS^ 
wise  provided,  and  every  member  of  the  common  council  con-  iiabiiuy 
senting  to  the  incurring  of  such  unauthorized  liability  shall  be  cuj." 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  city  shall  not  become  or  be 
liable  for  or  by  reason  of  such  unauthorized  act  or  acts,  but  shall 
be  free  from  all  liability  arising  therefrom. 

§  106.  To  provide  for  the  cost  of  construction  of  firehouses,  ^^^ 
including  the  cost  of  suitable  lands  therefor ;  to  provide  for  the  J^^^  ^"^ 
construction  of  bridges ;  and  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  «"»nM)«M. 
new  city  hall,  which  may  include  a  courtroom ;  and  to  provide  for 
the  construction  of  conduits,  the  common  council  shall  have  the 
power  to  issue  bonds  of  the  city  of  Olean  which  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  city  clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  payable  not 
more  than  twenty  years  from  the  dat«  of  issue,  and  bearing  interest 
not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum.  Provided  no  such  bonds  special 
shall  be  issued  until  the  question  of  whether  such  issue  shall  be ' 
made  shall  first  have  been  submitted  at  a  special  election  to  a 
f  ote  of  the  voters  qualified  to  vote  on  propositions  to  raise  money

When  so  duly 
authorized  the  mayor  and  city  clerk  shall  issue  such  bonds  ac- 
cording to  such  published  statement,  and  may  sell  the  same  at  or 
not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  after  due  advertisement 
ProcMdt.  for  bids  therefor  as  provided  by  this  act.  The  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  deposited  with  the  city  treasurer,  and  shall  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  treasurer  only  upon  order  of  the  common  council, 
or  department  or  board  of  the  city  having  charge  of  the  expendi- 
tures thereof,  as  proposed  in  the  public  statement  above  required, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  devoted  to  the  purpose  specified  in  such 
itooiui  statement  and  to  no  other  purpose.  All  bonds  so  issued  shall  re- 
cite on  their  face  that  they  are  issued  in  conformity  to  and  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  and  Uiat  their  issue  has  been  duly  approved 
at  a  special  election  held  as  required  by  this  act,  and  such  recital 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  of  the  validity 
um  la  of  such  bonds.

The  People  of  the  Staie  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty -two  and  subdivision  one  of  section  l.  im, 
eighty-six  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  8§* ».  m. 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  ammd«d. 
city  of  Batavia,"  are  hereby  amended  to  read,  respectively,  as 
follows : 

§  32.  When  contract  to  be  let  to  lowest  bidder.    Whenever  any 
expenditure  to  be  made  or  incurred  by  the  common  council  or  any 
city  board  or  any  city  officer  in  behalf  of  the  city  for  work  to  be 
done,  or  materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  except  repairing 
and  macadamizing  or  cleaning  of  streets,  and  except  building 
curbs  and  gutters  of  streets,  shall  exceed  three  hundred  dollars, 
the  city  clerk  shall  advertise  for  and  receive  proposals  therefor 
in  such  manner  as  the  common  council  or  as  the  board  or  ofiicer 
charged  with  making  such  contract  shall  prescribe,  and  the  con- 
tract therefor  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  who 
will  comply  with  the  conditions  prescribed  for  the  materials  to

§  961.  All  cases  where  a  change  of  grade  of  any  street  or  avenue 
has  been  made  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  shall,  as  to  the 
liability  to  make  compensation  for  damages  caused  by  such  change 
of  grade,  be  governed  by  the  laws  in  force  at  the  time  such  change 
of  grade  was  made  and  certified  to  the  board  of  assessors.

code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
§   2493.  Appointment  of  court  offlcert  and  attendants.     The 

surrogate  of  Kings  county  may  appoint,  and  at  pleasure  remove,

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all  attendants,  messengers  and  court  officers  in  his  conrt,  who  must 
acteiidy  from  day  to  day,  the  terms  and  sittings  of  the  court  to 
preserve  order,  and  to  perform  whatever  services  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  surrogate.

§  169.  Licenses.    On  receiving  from  the  state  board  an  official 
report  that  an  applicant  has  successfully  passed  the  examinations

The  term  of  office  of  the  health  officer 
shall  be  four  years  and  he  shall  hold  office  until  the  appointment 
of  his  successor.  He  may  be  removed  for  just  cause  by  the  local 
board  of  health  or  the  state  commissioner  of  health  after  a  hearing; 
such  removal  by  the  local  board  of  health  must  be  approved  by  the 
state  commissioner  of  health.  The  health  officer  need  not  reside 
within  the  village  or  town  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen.  Notice  of 
the  membership  and  organization  of  every  local  board  of  health 
shall  be  forthwith  given  by  such  board  to  the  state  department  of 
health.

§  320-a.  County  system  of  roads.  The  board  of  supervisors 
of  a  county  may  provide  for  the  construction  or  improvement  of 
a  highway  or  section  thereof,  in  one  or  more  towns  of  the  county 
at  the  joint  expense  of  the  county  and  town  or  towns,  and  may 
prepare  a  map  of  a  definite  system  of  county  roads  for  the 
county  for  such  improvement 

The  board  may  by  resolution  direct  the  county  superintendent 
to  supervise  the  preparation  of  grade  and  culvert  work  of  a  road, 
so  designated  by  said  map  for  improvement,  by  the  town  supei- 
intcndent  of  the  town  in  which  such  improvement  shall  be  made, 
and  upon  the  completion  thereof  by  the  town,  and  the  county 
superintendent's  certification  that  the  road  is  so  prepared  and 
that  the  town  is  equipped  with  sufficient  machinery  to  properly 
perform  the  work,  such  machinery  to  be  furnished  by  the  town 
and  used  during  the  roads  construction,  the  board  may  direct  tfa€ 
construction  of  an  improved  road  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
mittee known  as  the  highway  officials  of  the  county  as  herein- 
after provided.  The  construction  work  shall  be  under  the  charge 
and  supervision  of  the  town  superintendent  of  the  town  in  which 
the  work  is  being  done.  If  for  any  cause  the  town  superintendent 
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18  incapacitated  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  county  superintendent  is 
incompetent  to  properly  take  charge  of  the  work,  some  competent 
person  shall  be  designated  by  the  county  superintendent  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  town  board  and  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  town  superintendent  or  person  in  charge  shall  be  a 
town  charge. 

The  employment  of  convict  labor  on  roads  so  constructed  shall 
be  authorized  and  permitted,  in  the  discretion  >f  the  superin- 
tendent of  state  prisons,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  county  super- 
intendent of  highways.  *The  board  of  supervisors  of  Erie  county 
shall  have  power,  if  they  deem  it  proper,  to  employ  convicts,  sen-

The  highway  officials  of  the  county  under  this  section  shall 
consist  of  the  county  superintendent,  three  members  of  the  board, 
appointed  by  the  chairman.  The  supervisor  of  the  town  in 
which  a  road  is  being  improved  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said 
committee  on  all  questions  involving  the  work  in  the  town  of 
which  he  is  the  supervisor. 

Unless  the  advice  and  directions  of  the  highway  officials  shall 
be  followed  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  no  liability  therefor 
shall  accrue  to  the  county  for  its  share  of  the  cost  of  work. 

The  cost  of  such  improvement  other  than  that  apportioned  to 
the  towns  shall  be  a  county  charge.  The  amount  of  the  cost  of 
such  improvement  so  to  be  borne  by  the  county  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  a  county  charge  and  paid  in  to  the  county 
treasurer.  The  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  providing 
for  the  construction  or  improvement  of  such  highway,  may  au- 
thorize the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  or  the  supervisors  of 
the  respective  towns  to  borrow  money  on  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  county  or  of  such  towns  to  pay  the  portion  of  the  cost  of  such 
construction  or  improvement  to  be  borne  respectively  by  the 
county  or  such  town  or  towns.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Article  four  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  g  esa 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  entitled  "An  act  re-  L^mi** 
lating  to  conservation  of  land,  forests,  waters,  parks,  hydraulic  *'*  **^" 
power,  fish  and  game,  constituting  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  consoli- 
dated laws,"  as  inserted  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  forty-four 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  therein  a  new  section  to  be  known  as  section  sixty- 
two-a,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

§  62-a.  Beforcstation  by  county  or  town.  A  county  or  town 
may  acquire  by  purchase  or  gift  unimproved,  vacant  or  abandoned 
land  within  the  boundaries  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  reforestation. 

'i  Hemainder  of  sentence  new. 
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1.  Powers  of  boards  of  supervisors.  The  board  of  sapervisofs 
of  a  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  a  rescdution  appropriat- 
ing money  for  the  purchase  of  such  lands  for  such  purpose  and  for 
the  payment  of  the  costs  and  expenses  of  reforesting  such  lands 
acquired  therefor  as  provided  herein*  Such  board  may,  by  reso- 
lution^  direct  and  control  the  manner  of  acquiring  such  lands  and 
shall  provide  for  the  reforestation  and  maintenance  of  the  lands 
acquired  for  the  purpose  of  reforestation. 

2.  Powers  of  town  meetings,  town  board  and  supervisors.  A 
proposition  may  be  submitted  at  a  biennial  or  special  town  meet- 
ing of  a  town  authorizing  and  directing  the  town  board  thereof  to 
accept  a  gift  of,  or  acquire  by  purchase,  certain  unimproved, 
vacant  or  abandoned  lands  in  such  towns,  for  the  purpose  of  refor- 
estation. Such  proposition  shall  state  the  amount  to  be  appro- 
priated for  the  acquisition  of  such  lands.  Such  proposition  shall 
be  voted  on  by  ballot,  and  shall  be  submitted  either  upon  the 
written  application  of  the  town  board  or  of  at  least  twenty-five 
taxpayers  of  the  town  whose  names  appear  upon  the  last  town 
assessment  roll.  A  special  town  meeting  may  be  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  on  such  proposition.  Such  proposition  shall  be 
submitted  and  such  special  town  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  town  law.  Upon  the  adoption  of  such 
proposition  the  town  board  shall  provide  for  the  acquisition, 
reforestation  and  maintenance  of  such  lands,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  supervisor  of  the  town  to  carry  out  the  directions  of 
the  town  meeting  and  town  board  in  respect  to  such  acquisition, 
reforestation  and  maintenance. 

3.  Acquisition  of  land  at  tax  sale.  The  county  treasurer  of  a 
county  when  directed  by  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors, 
and  the  supervisor  of  a  town,  when  authorized  by  the  town  board, 
may  bid  in,  at  a  tax  sale,  conducted  under  the  tax  law,  in  the  name 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  or  town,  such  unimproved,  un- 
occupied or  wild  lands  situated  within  such  county  or  town,  and 
sold  for  unpaid  taxes.

The  provisions  of  the  tax  law  relative  to 
sales  of  land  for  unpaid  taxes  shall  apply  to  sales  to  a  county 
or  town  under  this  subdivision.  The  unimproved,  unoccupied  or 
wild  lands  acquired  by  a  county  or  town  as  provided  herein,  shall 
be  reforested  and  maintained  in  the  same  manner  as  lands  ac- 
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quired  by  gift  or  purchase  by  a  county  or  town  under  the  fore- 
going frubdivisions  of  this  section. 

4.  Oonservation  commission  to  aid  counties  and  towns.  The 
conservation  commission  shall  aid  and  advise  counties  and  towns, 
and  the  officers  thereof,  in  the  reforestation  of  lands  acquired  for 
such  purpose.  Such  commission  shall  furnish  to  a  county  or  town 
trees  to  be  used  for  reforesting  such  lands  and  shall  furnish  assist- 
ance in  planting  and  maintaining  the  reforested  lands  owned  by 
such  county  or  town  under  such  contracts,  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  such  commission  and  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  or  the  supervisor  of  the  town. 

6.  Sale  of  lands  reforested.  Lands  purchased  or  acquired  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  and  which  have  been  reforested  as 
herein  provided  shall  not  be  sold  or  transferred  unless  authorized 
by  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  or  a  propo- 
sition adopted  at  a  town  meeting  in  the  town,  submitted  in  the 
same  manner  as  a  proposition  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  for  re- 
forestation. Such  a  resolution  shall  not  be  passed  by  a  board  of 
supervisors  nor  shall  such  proposition  be  adopted  by  a  town  board 
unless  the  conservation  commission  shall  certify  under  its  hand 
and  seal  that  such  lands  may  not  be  longer  retained  for  foresta- 
tion  purposes  for  the  benefit  and  interest  of  such  county  or  town.

Became  a  law  May  10,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  forty-six  of  chapter  thirty-on«  of  the  laws  J'^  *^•• 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  J 
Indians,  constituting  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  46.  Peacemakers'  courts.  The  peacemakers  for  each  of  the 
three  reservations,  the  Allegany,  the  Cattaraugus  and  the  Tona- 
wanda reservations,  shall  respectively  constitute  the  peacemakers' 
courts  thereof,  and  the  eldest  peacemaker  of  each  of  such  courts 
shall  be  the  presiding  oflScer  thereof.  Any  two  of  the  peace- 
makers of  any  reservation  shall  be  competent  to  perform  any 
of  the  duties  or  exercise  any  of  the  powers  assigned  to  the 
peacemakers  of  such  reservation.  The  peacemakers'  court  of  each 
such  reservation  shall  have  authority  to  hear  and  determine  all 
matters,  disputes  and  controversies  between  any  Indians  residing 
upon  such  reservation,  whether  arising  upon  contracts  or  for 
wrongs,  and  particularly  for  any  encroachments  or  trespass  on  any 
land  cultivated  or  occupied  by  any  one  of  them,  and  which  shall 
have  been  entered  and  described  in  the  clerk's  books  of  records; 
but  they  shall  not  take  cognizance  of  any  claim  founded  upon 
any  debt  or  demand  originally  contracted  with  a  white  man.  And 
said  peacemakers  shall  have  power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and 
by-laws  for  notifying  and  bringing  the  parties  to  such  matters, 
disputes  and  controversies  as  may  arise  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  before  them,  and  for  the  regulation  of  all  proceedings 
thereon,  and  for  the  hearing  and  determination  thereof,  and  for 
the  enforcinfij  obedience  to  such  rules  and  by-laws.  They  shall 
publicly  hear  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties  to  such 
matter,  dispute  or  controversy,  and  shall  publicly  declare  and 
make  known  their  determination  therein  within  four  days  after 
such  matter,  dispute  or  controversy  shall  be  finally  submitted  to 
them  by  the  parties.

Section  eighty-one  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws  Jj^  ^JJ^* 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  J  ^«'  «»

And 
provided  further,  that  in  any  city,  county  or  borough  in  which 
Grand  Army  posts  or  camps  have  organized  or  may  organize  a 
memorial  and  executive  oommittee,  the  latter  shall  be  regarded 
as  a  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Eepublic  or  a  camp  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans.     And  the  chairman,  treasurer  or 
almoner  and  bureau  of  relief  or  relief  committee  referred  to, 
shall  exercise -the  same  privileges  and  powers  as  the  commander, 
quartermaster  and  relief  committee  of  a  post  or  camp,  on  com- 
plying with  the  requirements  of  this  and  the  preceding  section.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Section  fifty-four  of  chapter  four  hundred    and 
ch  48i;      eighty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  entitled  **An 
tmended.     act  iu  rolatiou  to  railroads,  constituting  chapter  forty-nine  of  uic 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  54.  Notice  of  starting  trains;  no  preferences.  Every  rail- 
road corporation  shall  start  and  ran  its  cars  for  the  transportsr 
tion  of  passengers  and  property  at  regular  times,  to  be  fixed  by 
public  notice,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  for  the 
transportation  of  all  passengers  and  property  which  shall  be 
oifered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting,  within  a  rea- 
sonable time  previously  thereto,  and  at  the  jimctions  of  other 
railroads,  and  at  the  usual  stopping  places  established  for  receiv- 
ing and  discharging  way  passengers  and  freight  for  that  train; 
and  shall  take,  transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and  pn^ 
erty  at,  from  and  to  such  places,  on  the  due  payment  of  the 
fare  or  freight  legally  authorized  therefor.  No  station  estab- 
lished by  any  railroad  corporation  for  the  reception  or  delivery 
of  passengers  or  property,  or  both,  shall  be  discontinued  without 
the  consent  of  the  public  service  commission  first  had  and  ob- 
tained. No  preference  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  a 
comonon  carrier  upon  its  cars,  or  in  its  depots  or  buildings,  or 
upon  its  grounds,  shall  be  granted  by  any  railroad  corporation  to 
any  one  of  two  or  more  persons,  associations  or  corporations  com- 
peting in  the  same  business,  or  in  the  business  of  transporting 
property  for  themselves  or  others.

sheriff's  fees.

three-fifthfl  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-three  hundred  and  seven  of  the  code  of  JJJJJ, 
civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  :* 

§  3307.  Sheriff's  fees.     A  sheriff  is  entitled,  for  the  services 
specified  in  this  section,  to  the  following  fees : 

1.  For  serving  a  summons  with  or  without  either  a  copy  of  the 
complaint,  or  a  notice  specified  in  section  four  hundred  and  nine- 
teen or  section  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  this  act;  one 
dollar,  except  that  in  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Bronx, 
Queens  and  Eichmond,  it  shall  be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents ;  or  for 
serving  or  executing  an  order  of  arrest,  or  any  other  mandate,  for 
the  service  or  execution  of  which  no  other  fee  is  specially  pre- 
scribed by  law,  except  a  subpoena,  one  dollar;  except  that  in  the 
counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond,  it 
shall  be  four  dollars,  for  each  person  served  or  as  to  whom  it  is 
executed ;  and  for  necessary  traveling  to  serve  or  execute  the  same, 
six  cents  for  each  mile  traveled,  going  and  returning ;  the  traveling 
fees  to  be  computed  from  the  court  house  of  the  county;  or,  if 
there  are  two  or  more  court  houses,  from  that  nearest  to  the 
place  of  service  or  execution.

2.  For  levying  a  warrant  of  attachment,  against  the  property 
of  a  defendant,  issued  as  prescribed  in  title  third  of  chapter 
seventh  of  this  act,  or  for  executing  a  requisition  to  replevy  one 
or  more  chattels,  one  dollar;  except  that  in  the  counties  of  Xew 
York,  Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Kichmond  it  shall  be  five  dol- 
lars ;  and,  also,  such  additional  compensation,  for  his  trouble  and 
expenses,  in  taking  possession  of  and  preserving  the  property,  as 
the  judge,  issuing  the  warrant,  or  in  case  of  a  replevin,  as  the 
court  or  a  judge  thereof  allows,  and  the  judge  or  court  may  make 
an  order  requiring  the  party  liable  therefor  to  pay  the  same  to 
the  sheriff.  For  making  and  filing  a  description  of  real  property, 
or  an  inventory  of  personal  property  attached,  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  folio;  except  that  in  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings, 
Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond,  it  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each 
folio;  for  each  necessary  copy  thereof,  twelve  cents  for  each  folio; 
except  that  in  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Bronx,  Queens 
and  Richmond,  it  shall  be  twenty  cents  for  each  folio;  tc^ether 
with  such  compensation  to  the  appraisers,  as  the  judge  issuing 
the  warrant  allows,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  to  each  appraiser, 
for  each  day  actually  employed.  For  advertising,  during  the 
pendency  of  the  action,  personal  property  attached,  the  same  fees 
as  are  allowed  to  a  sheriff  for  advertising  personal  property  for 
sale,  by  virtue  of  an  execution.

3.  For  a  copy,  necessarily  made  by  him,  of  a  summons  or  other 
mandate,  or  of  a  complaint,  affidavit,  or  other  paper  served  by 
him,  where  no  fee  therefor  is  specially  prescribed  by  law,  twelve 
cents  for  each  folio;  except  that  in  the  counties  of  New  York, 
Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond,  it  shall  be  twenty  cents 
for  each  folio. 

4.  For  notifying  jurors  to  attend  a  trial  term  of  a  court  of 
record,  fifty  cents  for  each  cause  placed  upon  the  calendar  for 
trial  by  a  jury,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  first  putting  the  cause  on 
the  calendar  for  that  term.  But  the  sheriff  is  not  entitled  to 
more  than  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  calendar  fees  in  one 
action.  The  clerk  shall  not  put  a  cause  upon  the  calendar,  for 
trial  by  a  jury,  until  the  fee  specified  in  this  subdivision,  is  paid 
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to  him,  for  the.  use  of  the  sheriff.  And  where  the  cause  is  tried 
at  a  subsequent  term,  without  a  new  note  of  issue,  as  prescribed  in 
section  nine  hundred  and  seventy-seven  of  this  act,  the  party  mov- 
ing the  trial  must  pay  to  the  clerk,  for  the  use  of  the  sheriff,  the 
calendar  fee  or  fees  remaining  unpaid.  No  sheriff  who  receives 
an  annual  salary  in  whole  or  in  part  for  his  services  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  fees  provided  by  this  subdivision,  and  in  all  counties 
where  the  sheriff  receives  such  annual  salary,  the  clerk  shall  place 
all  causes  upon  the  calendar  for  trial  without  the  payment  or  col- 
lection of  any  fee  therefor.

7.  For  collecting  money  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  a  warrant 
of  attachment,  or  an  attachment  for  the  payment  of  money  in  an 
action,  or  a  special  proceeding ;  or  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  for  the 
collection  of  money,  issued  by  the  comptroller,  or  by  a  county 
treasurer;  in  any  county,  except  New  York,  Kings,  Bronx, 
Queens,  Richmond  or  Westchester,  three  per  centum  upon  the  sum 
collected,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  two 
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per  centum  upon  the  residue  of  the  sum  collected;  and  in  eith^ 
of  the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Bronx,  Queens,  and  Rich* 
mond  £ve  per  centum  upon  the  first  one  thousand  dollars  col- 
lected; two  and  one-half  per  centum  on  the  next  nine  thousand 
collected;  and  one  per  centum  on  all  sums  over  and  above  ten 
thousand  dollars,  in  the  county  of  Westcheeter,  two  and  one-half 
per  centum  upon  the  sum  collected  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  and  one  and  one-quarter  per  centum  upon  the 
residue  of  the  sum  collected;  and  also,  where  an  execution  is 
stayed  after  a  levy,  by  order  of  the  court  or  otherwise,  or  where 
a  levy  is  upon  a  live  animal,  or  speedily  perishable  property,  such 
additional  compensation,  for  his  trouble  and  expenses  in  taking 
care  of  and  preserving  the  property,  as  the  court  or  a  judge 
thereof  allows.  Where  a  settlement  is  made  after  a  levy  by  virtue 
of  an  execution,  the  sheriff  is  entitled  to  poundage  upon  the  value 
of  the  property  levied  upon,  not  exceeding  the  sum  at  which  the 
settlement  is  made,  and  to  the  additional  compensation,  if  any, 
provided  for  in  this  subdivision. 

8.  For  advertising  real  or  personal  property  for  sale,  by  vir- 
tue of  an  execution,  warrant  of  attachment,  or  other  warrants 
specified  in  the  last  preceding  subdivision,  two  dollars,  unless  it 
is  stayed  or  settled  before  sale ;  and  in  that  case,  one  dollar. 

9.  For  making  duplicate  certificates  of  the  sale  of  real  prop- 
erty, by  virtue  of  an  execution,  twenty-five  cents  for  each  folio. 
For  drawing  and  executing  a  conveyance,  upon  a  sale  of  real 
property,  two  dollars,  except  that  in  the  counttes  of  New  York, 
Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Eichmond  it  shall  be  five  dollars  to 
be  paid  by  the  grantee.  The  sheriff  is  also  entitled  to  the 
printer's  fees,  as  prescribed  by  law,  paid  by  him  for  the  publi- 
cation, not  more  than  six  weeks,  of  a  notice  of  the  sale  of  real 
property,  and  he  may  require  the  party  directing  the  sale  to 
advance  the  printer's  fees,  in  which  case  he  must  repay  the  same 
out  of  the  proceeds.  Where  the  notice  is  published  more  than 
six  weeks,  or  the  sale  is  postponed,  the  expense  of  continuing  the 
publication,  or  of  publishing  the  notice  of  postponement,  must 
be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  it^  Where  two  or  more  execu- 
tions against  the  property  of  one  judgment  debtor  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  sheriff,  at  the  time  when  the  property  is  first  adver- 
tised, the  sheriff  is  entitled  to  printer's  fees  upon  only  one  execu- 
tion, and  he  must  elect  upon  which  execution  he  will  receive  the 
same. 

10.  For  returning  any  mandate,  which  he  is  required  by  law 
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to  return,  twelve  cents ;  except  that  in  the  counties  of  New  York, 
Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond,  it  shall  be  twenty-five  cents. 
For  a  certified  copy  of  an  execution,  and  of  the  return  of  satis- 
faction thereupon,  delivered  as  prescribed  in  section  twelve  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six  of  this  act,  twenty-five  cents;  except  that  in 
the  counties  of  New  York,  Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond, 
it  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

11.  For  posting  and  publishing  the  notice  of  sale,  selling,  and 
conveying  real  property,  in  pursuance  of  a  direction  contained  in 
a  judgment,  the  like  fees,  as  for  the  same  services  upon  the  sale 
of  real  property  by  virtue  of  an  execution ;  but  where  real  prop- 
erty is  sold  under  a  judgment  in  an  action  to  foreclose  a  morlr 
gage,  the  sheriff's  entire  compensation  cannot  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

12.  For  taking  a  bond  for  the  liberties  of  the  jail  one  dollar. 
For  taking  any  other  bond,  or  any  undertaking  which  he  is  au- 
thorized to  take,  fifty  cents;  except  that  in  the  counties  of 
New  York,  Kings,  Bronx,  Queens  and  Richmond,  it  shall  be  one 
dollar,  and  the  notary's  fees  to  any  affidavit  or  acknowledgments. 
For  a  certified  copy  of  such  a  bond  or  undertaking,  twenty-five 
cents;  except  that  in  the  counties  of  New  York,.  Kings,  Bronx, 
Queens  and  Richmond,  it  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

13.  For  executing  any  mandate,  requiring  him  to  put  a  person

16.  For  bringing  up  a  prisoner,  upon  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  detention,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents; 
and  for  traveling  to  and  from  the  jail,  twelve  cents  for  each  mile. 
For  bringing  up  a  prisoner,  upon  any  other  writ  of  habeas  corpus, 
the  same  fees;  and  for  attending  tlie  court  or  judge  thereupon, 
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one  dollar  for  each  day.  The  sheriff  is  entitled,  in  addition  tc 
the  sums  specified  in  this  subdivision,  to  his  actual  and  necessai; 
expenses. 

17.  For  any  services,  which  may  he  rendered  by  a  constable,

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  six  hundred  and  eighteen-b  of  the  code  of 
criminal  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:* 

§  618-b.  Judge  may  order  witness  to  enter  into  an  undertakiiic 
for  appearance  or  be  committed  on  refusal  to  comply  therewitL 
Whenever  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  in  this  state  is  satisfied,

by  proof  on  oath,  that  a  person  residing  or  being  in  this  state  is  a 
necessary  and  material  witness  for  the  people  in  a  criminal  action 
or  proceeding  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  state^  he  may, 
after  an  opportunity  has  been  given  to  such  person  to  appear  before 
such  judge  and  be  heard  in  opposition  thereto,  order  such  person 
to  enter  into  a  written  undertaking,  with  such  sureties  and  in  such 
sum  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  appear  and 
testify  at  the  court  in  which  such  action  or  proceeding  may  be 
heard  or  tried,  and  upon  his  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the 
order  for  that  purpose,  the  judge  must  commit  him  to  such  place, 
other  than  a  state  prison,  as  he  may  deem  proper,  until  he  comply 
or  be  legally  discharged.    A  judge  of  a  court  of  record  sitting  in 
the  county  in  which  such  criminal  action  or  proceeding  is  pending 
may,  when  there  is  no  further  necessity  for  the  detention  of  the 
witness,  fix  a  definite  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  such  witness  as 
compensation  during  the  time  of  his  detention.  Such  sum  shall  not 
be  greater  than  the  rate  of  three  dollars  for  each  day  of  actual  de- 
tention.   Such  judge  if  satisfied  that  the  witness  so  committed  is 
wholly  destitute  of  means  or  has  a  family  dependent  upon  him  for 
support  or  for  other  suflScient  reason  may  in  his  discretion  while 
such  witness  is  detained,  by  order,  fix  a  sum  not  greater  than  one- 
half  of  the  rate  aforesaid  for  the  actual  number  of  days  detained  at 
the  time  of  making  such  order,  to  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  witness 
during  the  pendency  of  the  action  or  proceeding  as  partial  com- 
pensation.    Any  such  sum  or  sums  so  advanced  to  the  witness 
during  his  detention  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation finally  fixed.    Such  judge  is  hereby  authorized  furtlier 
to  make  any  of  the  orders  hereinbefore  provided  for  in  any  case 
where  the  witness  has  been  committed  by  either  a  coroner  or  a 
magistrate.     Any  sum  of  money  directed  to  be  paid  as  herein 
provided  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  upon 
filing  with  him  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  fixing  the  whole  or 
partial  amount  of  compensation  herein  provided  for;  and  where 
the  amount  of  compensation  is  finally  fixed,  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  discharging  the  witness  from  custody.    For  the  purpose  of 
compelling  the  attendance  of  any  person  before  him  to  show  cause 
why  h^  should  not  be  required  to  enter  into  such  an  undertaking 
to  appear  as  a  witness  or  be  committed  in  default  thereof,  such 
judge  may  at  any  time  upon  the  proof  on  oath  required  as  here-

amended.  Scctiou  1.  Chapter  eleven,  title  one,  article  third,  section  twelve 
hundred  and  forty-five-a,  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1245-a.  Current  docket  books.  The  county  derk  of  New 
York  county  and  the  county  clerk  of  Bronx  county*  must 
keep  books  to  be  known  as  current  docket  books.  Each  half 
page  of  space  in  each  book  shall  be  consecutively  numbered 
in  a  series  of  consecutive  numbers  for  each  year  and  shall 
be  devoted  to  one  action.

other  publication,  or  in  the  form  of  a  book,  notice,  circular, 
pamphlet,  letter,  handbill,  poster,  bill,  sign,  placard,  card,  label, 
or  tag,  or  in  any  other  way,  an  advertisement,  announcement  or 
statement  of  any  sort  regarding  merchandise,  service  or  anything 
so  offered  to  the  public  which  contains  any  assertion,  representa-

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

I  iM  Section  1.  Chapter  nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 

i^fmt^  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  chap- 
ter one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto,  in  place  of  section  one  hundred  and  four,  repealed  by 
chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  nine,  a  new  section  one  hundred  and  four,  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  104.    Compensation  for  slaughter  of  aninuils  on  aecount  of 
foot  and  month  disease  or  anthrax.    In  the  event  of  the  breaking 
out  within  the  state  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  or  anthrax,  tiie 
control,  suppression  or  eradication  of  which  involves  the  general 
condemnation  and  slaughter  of  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  and  the  dis- 
posal of  the  carcasses  thereof  by  state  authorities  in  the  interest 
of  public  health  and  welfare,  the  owner  of  each  such  animal 
slaughtered  shall  receive  compensation  for  each  animal  slau^ 
tered.  The  amount  to  be  paid  for  each  animal,  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  be  fixed  by  a  board  of  appraisal,  to 
consist  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  or  his  duly  accredited 
representative,  and  a  representative  of  the  owner,  appointed  by 
the  owner.  If  in  any  case  the  members  of  such  board  fail  to  agree, 
they  shall  choose  a  third  member  of  such  board,  and  the  findings 
of  a  majority  shall  be  final.    Valuations  in  all  cases  shall  be  made 
on  the  basis  of  the  utility  value  of  the  slaughtered  animab  as  pro- 
ducing and  breeding  animals.     The  determination  of  such  board 
as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  state  to  any  owner  for  any 
such  animal  shall  be  final,  and  a  certificate  of  appraisal  shall  be 
issued  under  the  hands  of  a  majority  of  such  board  to  the  owner. 
Such  certificate  shall  be  verified  by  the  members  of  the  board  of 
appraisal  signing  the  same.    The  amounts  found  to  be  due  by  an 
appraisal  under  this  section  shall  be  paid,  upon  the  audit  and 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  owners  entitled  thereto,  upon 
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preBentation  of  proper  certificates  of  appraisal.  Awards  not  paid 
within  thirty  days  from  the  making  thereof  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  unless  moneys  appropriated 
therefor  were  available  within  said  thirty  days.

Section  1.  Section  thirteen  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
Landed.  °^^®  ^^  ^^®  ^^^8  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  banking  corporations,  and  individuals,  partner- 
ships, unincorporated  associations  and  corporations  under  the 
supervision  of  the  banking  department,  constituting  chapter  two 
of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

§  340.^  Incorporation;  organization  certificate;  amount  of  capital 
stock.  When  authorized  by  the  superintendent  of  banks  as  pro- 
vided in  section  twenty-three  of  this  chapter,  three  or  more 
persons,  all  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  may 
form  a  corporation  to  be  known  as  a  personal  loan  company.

(b)  Five  thousand  dollars,  if  the  place  where  its  business  is  to 
be  transacted  is  located  elsewhere  in  the  state. 

4.  The  full  name,  residence  and  postroffice  address  of  each  of 
the  incorporators  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  for  by 
each. 

5.  The  term  of  its  existence,  which  may  be  perpetual. 

6.  The  number  of  its  directors  which  shall  not  be  less  than 
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three,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  incorporators  who  shall 
be  its  directors  nntil  its  first  annual  meeting  of  stockholders. 

Such  certificate  may  provide  for  the  manner  in  which  the

Any  such  personal  loan  association  the  title  of  which  does  not 
include  the  words  "  personal  loan  company  "  shall  in  all  contracts 
to  which  it  is  a  party  and  in  advertisements  published  by  it  insert 
the  descriptive  words  "  a  personal  loan  company ''  in  parentheses 
after  its  legal  title. 

A  personal  loan  company  which  has  received  an  authorization 
certificate  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  eighteen

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and  shall  be  deemed  duly  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  notwithstanding  the  repeal  of  such  act.

(b)  Notes  of  the  borrower  endorsed  or  guaranteed  by  another 
person ; 

(c)  Assignments  or  orders  for  the  payment  of  salary  or  wages 
by  the  borrower  or  another  person. 

4.  To  charge  interest  upon  loans  made  in  accordance  with  sub- 
divisions two  and  three  of  this  section. 

§  345.  Bestrictions  on  amount  of  loan,  interest  and  charges. 
Every  personal  loan  company  shall  be  subject  to  the  folloveing 
restrictions  upon  the  making  of  loans  and  on  charges  for  services 
in  connection  therewith : 

1.  No  loan  made  under  subdivisions  two  and  three  of  section 
three  hundred  and  forty-four  of  this  article  shall  exceed  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  nor  shall  any  person  owe  any  such  corporation  on 
account  of  such  loan  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  principal 
at  any  one  time. 

2.  Interest  shall  not  be  charged  or  collected  in  advance  and 
shall  be  computed  on  unpaid  balances. 

3.  Interest  on  loans  made  as  a  pawnbroker  shall  not  exceed 
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three  per  oentiun  per  month  and  no  other  charge  of  any  kind  shall 
be  made  by  such  corporation  when  acting  as  pawnbroker. 

4.  Interest  on  loans  made  as  provided  in  subdivision  three  of 
section  thr^A  hundred  and  f ortv-four  of  this  article  shall  not  be 
charged  at  a  rate  to  exceed  two  per  centum  per  month. 

5.  For  a  loan  exceeding  fifty  dollars  a  charge  of  not  more 
than  two  dollars  may  be  made  for  expenses,  including  any  exam- 
ination of  the  property  mortgaged  or  investigation  of  the  char* 
acter  and  circumstances  of  the  borrower,  indorser,  or  surety,  and 
the  drawing,  taking  the  acknowledgment,  and  filing  of  necessary 
papers.  If  the  loan  is  fifty  dollars  or  less,  such  charge  shall  not  be 
more  than  one  dollar.  No  such  charge  shall  be  made  on  any  loan  or 
renewal  thereof  oftener  than  once  in  each  period  of  twelve  months. 
No  such  charge  shall  be  imposed  upon  any  one  borrower  for  any 
new  or  additional  loan  made  within  three  months  after  any  anch 
charge  has  been  imposed,  nor  shall  any  chai^  be  imposed  upoD 
any  one  borrower  for  a  loan  which  is  to  be  repaid  within  less  than 
one  calendar  month  after  the  loan  is  made,  nor  shall  any  charge 
of  any  kind  be  made  in  addition  to  interest  on  a  loan  of  less  than 
ten  dollars.  TSo  charge  whatsoever  shall  be  made  unless  or  until 
a  loan  shall  have  been  made  as  the  result  of  such  examination  or 
investigation. 

6.  TSo  charge  other  than  costs  specifically  prescribed  by  law  to 
be  included  in  any  judgment  shall  be  made  against  any  borrower 
by  reason  of  the  institution  of  any  action  or  proceeding  to  appro- 
priate security  to  the  payment  of  any  loan  or  of  any  action  to 
recover  of  the  borrower  any  sum  lent 

§  346.    Bestrictions  on  methods  of  makincr  and  payinf  loaas. 

Every  personal  loan  company  shall : 

1.  Deliver  to  the  borrower,  at  the  time  a  loan  is  made,  a  state- 
ment in  the  English  language  showing  in  clear  and  distinct  terms 
the  amount  of  the  loan,  the  date  of  the  loan  and  of  its  maturity, 
the  security  for  the  loan,  the  person  to  whom  the  loan  is  made,  the 
name  of  the  lender  and  the  amount  and  rate  of  interest  diarged. 
Upon  such  statement  there  shall  be  printed  in  English  a  copy  of 
this  section  and  of  section  three  hundred  and  forty-five  of  this 
articla 

2.  Give  to  the  borrower  a  plain  and  complete  receipt  for  aD 
payments  made  on  account  of  any  such  loan  at  the  time  such  pa]r 
ments  are  made. 

3.  Upon  repayment  of  the  loan  in  full,  mark  indelibly  in  the 
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presence  of  the  borrower  every  paper  signed  bj  him  with  the 
word  "paid**  or  "canceled,"  and  discharge  any  mortgages,  re- 
store any  pledges,  return  any  notes  and  cancel  any  assignments 
given  by  the  borrower  as  security. 

No  personal  loan  company  shall  take  any  confession  of  judg- 
ment, any  power  of  attorney  nor  shall  it  take  any  instru- 
ment that  does  not  state  the  actual  amount  of  the  loan  in  question, 
the  time  for  which  it  is  made  and  the  rate  of  interest,  nor  any 
instrument  in  which  blanks  are  left  to  be  filled  after  execution. 

§  347.  Bestriotions  on  assignments  of  wages  or  salary.  Under 
any  assignment  or  order  for  the  payment  of  future  salary  or 
wages  given  as  security  for  a  loan  made  under  this  article  a  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  borrower's  salary  or  wages 
shall  be  collectible  therefrom  under  such  an  assignment  or  order 
at  the  time  of  each  payment  of  salary  or  wages,  if  the  amount  of 
the  loan  has  not  been  paid.  Such  assignment  or  order  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  forty-two  of  the  personal 
property  law. 

Such  an  assignment  or  order,  when  made  by  a  married  man 
or  woman,  not  legally  separated  from  his  or  her  spouse,  shall  not 
be  valid  unless  accompanied  by  the  written  assent  of  his  or  her 
spouse. 

§  348.  Bestrictions  on  place  of  transacting  business.  'So  per- 
sonal loan  company  shall: 

1.  Transact  or  solicit  business  under  any  other  name  or  at  any 
other  office  or  place  than  that  designated  in  the  authorization  cer- 
tificate issued  to  such  company,  except  as  provided  in  section  three 
hundred  and  forty-nine  of  this  article,  and  such  authorization  cer- 
tificate shall  be  kept  posted  at  all  times  in  a  prominent  place  in 
such  office. 

2.  Maintain  an  office  or  place  of  business  in  the  same  room  in 
which  any  other  business  is  transacted  or  in  a  room  connecting 
with  or  opening  into  a  room  in  whicn  any  other  business  is  trans- 
acted, without  the  written  consent  of  the  superintendent  of  banks 
which  shall  be  at  all  times  kept  posted  with  such  authorization 
certificate. 

§  349.  Branch  offices  and  restrictions  thereon;  penalty  for  vio- 
lating. Any  personal  loan  company  located  and  doing  business  in 
a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class  may  open  and  occupy  one 
or  more  branch  offices,  provided  that  before  any  such  branch  or 
branches  shall  be  opened  or  occupied:

1.  The  superintendent,  in  his  discretion,  shall  have  given  his 
written  approval  for  such  branch  or  branches,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion fifty-one  of  this  chapter ; 

2.  Every  such  corporation  desiring  to  open  and  occupy  a  brandi 
ofBce  shall  have  a  capital  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  every  branch 
office  established,  in  addition  to  the  capital  required  by  section 
three  hundred  and  forty  of  this  article.  Every  personal  loan  com- 
pany which  maintains  a  branch  office  shall  keep  posted  at  all  times 
in  a  prominent  place  in  such  branch  office  a  copy  of  its  authoriza- 
tion certificate,  certified  by  the  superintendent  of  banks,  together 
with  the  written  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  the  mainte- 
nance of  such  branch. 

Any  personal  loan  company  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  every  week  during  which  any  branch  office  shall  here- 
after be  open  or  occupied  in  violation  of  this  section. 

§  350."  N^et  earnings  and  dividends.  Every  personal  loan  com- 
pany may  pay  dividends  on  its  capital  stock,  provided  that  no  divi- 
dend shall  be  declared  or  paid  except  under  the  following  condi- 
tions and  limitations: 

1.  In  determining  net  earnings  no  more  than  a  reasonable  de- 
duction shall  be  made  for  expenses  including  salaries. 

2.  The  total  dividends  declared  in  any  one  year  shall  not 
amount  to  more  than  twelve  per  centum  on  Uie  capital  stock. 

Whenever  the  net  earnings  as  determined  in  this  section  amount 
to  more  than  twelve  per  centum  on  its  capital,  such  personal  loan 
company  shall  comply  with  any  order  of  the  superintendent  of 
banks  reducing  the  rates  of  interest  or  charges  which  may  be  made 
by  such  personal  loan  company. 

§  351.^  Effect  of  revocation  by  superintendent  of  authorization 
certificate.  Whenever  the  superintendent  shall  have  revoked  his 
authorization  of  any  such  personal  loan  company  and  shall  have 
taken  the  action  to  make  such  revocation  effective  specified  in  sec- 
tion twenty-nine  of  this  chapter,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
such  company,  resulting  from  such  preceding  authorization,  shaD 
forthwith  cease  and  determine. 

§  352.^*  Change  of  location.  Any  personal  loan  company  may 
make  a  written  application  to  the  superintendent  of  banks  for 
leave  to  change  its  principal  place  of  business  to  another  place  in 
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the  same  village,  borough  or  city,  if  in  a  city  not  divided  into 
borougha  The  application  shall  state  the  reasons  for  such  pro- 
posed change  and  shall  be  signed  and  acknowledged  by  a 
majority  of  the  board  of  directors  and  be  accompanied  by  the 
written  assent  thereto  of  stockholders  owning  at  least  two-thirds 
in  amount  of  its  stock.  If  the  superintendent  shall  grant  his 
certificate  authorizing  the  change  of  location,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion fifty  of  this  chapter,  the  personal  loan  company  may,  upon 
or  after  the  day  specified  in  tiie  certificate,  remove  its  property 
and  effects  to  the  location  designated  therein,  and  thereafter  its 
principal  place  of  business  shall  be  the  location  so  specified; 
and  it  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  powers  in  such  new  location 
which  it  possessed  in  its  former  location. 

§  353.  Annual  meetinf  of  stockholders;  notice.  The  stock- 
holders of  every  personal  loan  company  shall  hold  an  annual 
meeting  for  the  election  of  directors  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  unless  the  by-laws  shall 
fix  some  other  date  which  must,  in  any  event,  be  during  the 
months  of  January  or  February.  Notice  of  such  meeting  shall 
be  given  as  required  by  the  stock  corporation  law. 

§  364.''  Qualiflcations  of  directors.  A  director  of  a  personal  loan 
company  need  not  be  a  stockholder  of  such  company  unless 
its  by-laws  so  provide. 

§  365.^  Oath  of  directors.  Each  director,  when  appointed  or 
elected,  shall  take  an  oath  that  he  will,  so  far  as  the  duty  de- 
volves on  him,  diligently  and  honestly  administer  the  affaire  of 
the  corporation,  and  will  not  knowingly  violate,  or  willingly  per- 
mit to  be  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  such 
corporation.  Such  oath  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  director  mak- 
ing it,  and  certified  by  an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths  and  immediately  transmitted  to  the  superintendent  of 
banks. 

§  356.^  Tenure  of  office  of  directors.  The  directors  shall,  unless 
sooner  removed  or  disqualified,  hold  office  imtil  the  next  an- 
nual meeting   of   stockholders,    and   until   their   successors   are 

elected  and  have  qualified. 

§  357.    Heetings  of  directors;  quorum;  statement  to  directors. 

The  directors  of  every  personal  loan  company  shall  hold  regi^'ar 
meetings  as  provided  in  the  by-laws.     One  of  their  number,  to 
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be  chosen  by  the  board,  shall  be  the  president  of  the  board. 
If  the  number  of  directors  necessary  to  ecnstitiite  a  quomin  is 
not  prescribed  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  <»*  organization 
certificate,  or  in  the  by-laws,  and  no  provision  is  made  therein 
for  determining  the  same,  the  directors  may  fix  snch  nnmbn*, 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  two,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  sodi 
number  were  prescribed  in  the  oertiticate  of  inoorpoimtion  or 
oiganization  certificate.  The  treasnrer  or  manager  shall  prepare 
and  submit  to  the  directors  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board, 
or  to  an  executive  committee  of  not  less  than  three  members  of 
such  board  at  least  four  times  a  year,  a  written  statement  showing 
the  total  amount  and  number  of  loans  made,  the  dasses  of  securi- 
ties taken  therefor,  the  interest  chaiged.  the  average  amoimi 
of  loans  made,  and  any  expenses  incurred  since  the  Ijist  rsnlar 
meeting  of  the  board. 

A  copy  of  such  statenent*  together  with  a  list  of  the  directors 
present  at  such  meeting,  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  officer  or 
offices  diai^red  with  the  duty  of  preparing  and  snbmittij^  such 
statooiait  shall  be  filed  with  the  records  of  the  coiporatioa  witkin 
<Hie  day  after  such  meeting,  and  shaU  be  piebumptive  eyideDce  or 
the  matters  therein  stated. 

§  358.^  Ccwwuniaitions  fraai  hanging  dcfaitBMVt  m* 
■dttei  to  direeton  and  noted  in  numntea.  Eac^  o^cial  commi 
tion  directed  by  the  superintendent  of  banks  or  one  of  his  defPBtxcs 
to  a  per^^al  loan  company  or  to  any  officer  thereof,  idfttzi^  tc» 
an  investifration  or  examination  coi^ducted  by  the  banking  dcpuv 
ment  or  containing  su<^sestions  or  reoonmeDdations  as  to  the  eia»> 
duct  of  the  busing  of  the  corparatioii,  ahaD  be  svbmitiei  by  tiie 
ofic^  receiviirg  iu  to  the  board  of  directcus  at  the  nexx  meetxac 
of  such  K-^ard,  and  diilv  noted  in  the  minotes  of  the  meetings  of 
such  boaid. 

§  S.^iV  Fenoaal  loan  hrakcn:  ay^ieatiam  certileate.     Any  in- 

dividual  partnership  or  unincvrrpfflratcd  asociatioii  dcsaring  to 
er^.^^^  in  business  as  po^'^nal  loan  brv^rs  shall  snhaenlve  askd 
ackrowlediTP  and  surxait  to  the  s::per:n:ei>teDt  of  haaks  at  his 
<^ce  a  cer::r.^5te  in  duplicate  wiiich  stall  speciicaSy  stale: 

1.  The  full  iiame,  residence  aad  pcjia-oSce  address  of  swi  ix- 
dividual  or  of  each  niemher  of  sodi  partzmship  or  vniDccsporateid 
association. 
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2.  That  the  subscriber  or  subscribers  are  applicants  for  an 
authorization  certificate  to  transact  the  business  of  a  personal  loan 
broker. 

3.  The  state  or  country  of  which  each  individual  named  in  the 
certificate  is  a  citizen. 

4.  The  amount  of  permanent  capital  which  such  individual, 
partnership  or  unincorporated  association  has  deposited  in  cash 
to  be  invested  and  kept  permanently  invested  in  such  business, 
which,  if  said  business  is  to  be  transacted  in  a  cily  of  the  first  or 
second  class  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  and,  if 
such  business  is  to  be  transacted  elsewhere  in  the  state,  shall  be  not 
less  than  five  thousand  dollars. 

6.  The  particular  city  or  incorporated  or  unincorporated  vil- 
lage in  which  such  business  is  to  be  transacted  and  the  location 
by  street  and  number  of  the  office  or  place  of  business  therein. 

§  360.*  Permanent  capital;  increase  or  decrease  thereof.     The 

permanent  capital  of  every  such  personal  loan  broker  shall  be  paid 
in  cash  and  shall  be  kept  unimpaired  in  his  personal  loan  business 
as  specified  in  the  verified  certificate  submitted  to  the  superintend* 
ent  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  three  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  of  this  article.  From  time  to  time,  with  the  written 
approval  of  the  superintendent  and  upon  good  cause  shown,  such 
permanent  capital  may  be  increased  or  decreased,  provided  it  shaH 
not  be  decreased  below  the  amount  specified  in  said  section. 
§  361.*  Conditions  precedent  to  personal  loan  broker  engaging 

in  business.  No  personal  loan  broker  shall  exercise  any  of  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  article  upon  personal  loan  companies  un- 
til he  has 

1.  Deposited  in  cash  the  amount  of  permanent  capital  specified 
in  his  verified  certificate,  as  required  by  section  three  hundred  and 
sixty  of  this  article ;  and 

2.  Complied  with  the  requirements  specified  in  subdivisions 
two  and  three  of  section  three  hundred  and  forty-one  of  this  article. 

§  362.^^  Powers,    duties   and   liabilities   of   anthorized   broker. 

Every  personal  loan  broker  who  shall  have  been  duly  authorized  by 
the  superintendent  of  banks  shall  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  upon  personal  loan  companies  by  this  article,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions,  liabilities  and  penalties 
imposed  upon  such  companies  by  this  article,  except  that  no  per- 
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sonal  loan  broker  shall  transact  his  business  at  any  place  other 
than  that  specified  in  his  authorization  certificate. 

§  362-a.^^  Designation  of  superintendent  of  banks  as  attorney  for 
service  of  process  when  required.  An  individual  who  is  not  a  resi- 
dent of  this  state  shall  not^  either  by  himself  or  as  a  member  of  a 
partnership  or  unincorporated  association,  be  authorized  by  the 
superintendent  of  banks  to  transact  business  under  the  provisions 
of  this  article^  unless  such  individual  shall  have  designated  the 
superintendent  of  banks,  by  a  duly  executed  instrument  in  writing, 
his  true  and  lawful  attorney  upon  whom  all  process  in  any  action 
or  proceeding  by  any  resident  of  this  state  against  such  individual 
or  the  partnership  or  unincorporated  association  of  which  he  is  a 
member  may  be  served  with  the  same  effect  as  if  such  individual 
were  a  resident  of  this  state  and  had  been  lawfully  served  with 
such  process  within  the  state. 

§  363.^^  Title  to  be  taken  in  descriptive  name.  All  mortgages, 
notes,  assignments,  agreements  and  contracts  taken  by  any  such 
personal  loan  broker  in  connection  with  such  personal  loan  busi- 
ness, shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  such  broker  with  the  addition 
of  the  descriptive  name  "  personal  loan  broker." 

§  364.^^  Restrictions  on  profits  of  personal  loan  broker.  Ko  per- 
sonal loan  broker  shall  in  any  year  withdraw  or  take  out  of  his 
business  profits  amounting  to  more  than  twelve  per  centum  of  his 
permanent  capital  after  allowing  for  a  reasonable  deduction  for 
expenses  and  salaries,  including  the  personal  services  of  such 
broker.  Whenever  his  profits  during  the  preceding  calendar  year, 
less  such  deduction,  shall  have  exceeded  that  amount,  such  broker 
shall  comply  with  any  order  of  the  superintendent  of  banks  reduc- 
ing the  rates  of  interest  or  charges  whidi  may  be  made  by  such 
broker. 

§  365.^^  Bepcrts  to  superintendent;  penalty  f(Nr  failure  to  make. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  every  personal 
loan  company  and  every  personal  loan  broker  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  superintendent  of  banks  which  shall  contain  a  state- 
ment of  condition  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  January  in 
such  year  and  shall  be  in  the  form  and  contain  the  matters  pre- 
scribed by  the  superintendent 

Every  such  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  the  president 
or  vice-president  and  secretary  or  treasurer  of  such  company  or  by 


n  Section  new. 
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such  personal  loan  broker.  The  verification  shall  state  that  the 
report  is  true  and  correct  in  all  respects  to  the  best  of  the  knowl- 
edge and  belief  of  the  person  or  persons  verifying  it,  and  that  the 
usual  business  of  the  corporation  or  broker  has  been  transacted  at 
the  location  required  by  this  article  and  not  elsewhere. 

Every  such  corporation  and  broker  shall  also  make  any  other 
special  reports  to  the  superintendent  which  he  may  from  time  to 
time  require,  which  shall  be  in  such  form  and  filed  at  such  date 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  superintendent  and  shall,  if  required 
by  him,  be  verified  in  such  manner  as  he  may  prescribe. 

Every  such  corporation,  within  ten  days  after  declaring  a  divi- 
dend, shall  make  written  report  to  the  superintendent  stating  the 
amount  of  such  dividend  and  the  amount  of  its  net  earnings  in 
excess  thereof.  Such  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
president,  or  treasurer  of  the  corporation. 

If  any  such  corporation  or  broker  shall  fail  to  make  any  report 
required  by  this  section  on  or  before  the  day  designated  for  the 
making  thereof,  or  shall  fail  to  include  therein  any  matter  required 
by  the  superintendent,  it  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  day  that  such  report 
shall  be  delayed  or  withheld,  and  for  every  day  that  it  shall  fail 
to  report  any  such  omitted  matter,  unless  the  time  therefor  shall 
have  been  extended  by  the  superintendent,  as  provided  by  section 
forty-nine  of  this  chapter. 

§  366.^  Liability  of  company  or  broker  for  assessments  by  superin- 
tendent. When  the  superintendent,  pursuant  to  the  powers  con- 
ferred on  him  by  article  two  of  this  chapter,  shall  have  levied 
any  assessment  upon  any  personal  loan  company  or  personal  loan 
broker  and  shall  have  duly  notified  such  company  or  broker  of 
the  amount  thereof,  the  amounts  so  assessed  shall  become  a  liability 
of  and  shall  be  paid  by  such  company  or  broker  to  the  superin- 
tendent. 

§  367.  Books  and  records.  Every  personal  loan  company  and 
personal  loan  broker  shall  conform  its  methods  of  keeping  its 
books  and  records  to  such  orders  in  respect  thereto  as  shall  have 
been  made  and  promulgated  by  the  superintendent  pursuant  to 
section  forty-nine  of  this  chapter.  Any  such  company  or  broker 
that  refuses  or  neglects  to  obey  any  such  order  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  day  that  such  refusal 
or  neglect  continues. 
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Every  such  company  and  broker  shall  preserve  the  reoords  of 
final  entry  used  in  such  business,  including  cards  used  in  the 
card  system,  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  years  from  the  date  of 
making  the  same' or  from  the  date  of  the  last  entry  thereon,  nnlen 
the  superintendent,  upon  application  of  such  company  or  broker, 
have  otherwise  directed. 

§  368.  Prohibitions  against  enoroachment  on  powers  relating  t» 
interest;  violations  of  saeh  prohibitions  or  of  restrictions;  peialty 
therefor.  No  person  or  corporation  except  as  authorized  by  this 
chapter,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  charge  or  receive  any  interest, 
discount  or  consideration  greater  than  six  per  centum  per  anniim 
upon  the  loan,  use  or  forbearance  of  money,  goods  or  things  in 
action  of  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars  or  less,  or  upon  the 
loan,  use  or  sale  of  personal  credit  in  any  wise. 

The  foregoing  prohibitions  shall  apply  to  any  person  who,  u 
security  for  any  such  loan,  use  or  forbearance  of  money,  or  fo' 
any  such  loan,  use  or  sale  of  personal  credit,  makes  a  pretended 
purchase  of  property  from  any  person  and  permits  the  owner  or 
pledgor  to  retain  the  possession  thereof,  or  who,  by  any  device  or 
pretense  of  charging  for  his  services  or  otherwise,  seeks  to  obtain 
a  larger  compensation  than  is  authorized  by  this  article. 

Any  person,  and  the  several  ofiScers  and  employees  of  any  cor 
poration,  who  shall  violate  the  foregoing  prohibitions  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  proof  of  such  fact  the  d^ 
shall  be  discharged  and  the  security  shall  be  void.  But  this  aee- 
tion  shall  not  apply  to  licensed  pawnbrokers,  making  loans  upon 
the  actual  and  permanent  deposit  of  personal  property  as  secnritr; 
nor  shall  this  section  afifect  in  any  way  the  validity  or  legality  of 
any  loan  of  money  or  credit  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  in 
amount. 

Any  personal  loan  broker  and  any  officer  or  employee  of  » 
personal  loan  company  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
section  three  hundred  and  forty-five  of  this  chapter  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  proof  of  such  fact  the  debt  shall  be 
discharged  and  the  security  shall  be  void. 

§  369.  Penalty  for  unlawfully  engaging  in  personal  loan  bisi* 
ness.  No  person  or  corporation  shall,  except  as  authorized  by 
this  chapter,  make  any  loan  of  two  hundred  dollars  or  leas,  or 
become  endorser  upon  or  guarantor  of  or  surety  for  any  such  loan 
for  which  loan,  endorsement  or  guarantee  any  chaige,  interest, 
discount  or  consideration  is  made  or  taken  in  excess  of  six  per 
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centum  per  annTim.  No  individual,  partnership,  unincorporated 
association  or  corporation  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  engage  or 
offer  to  engage  in  negotiating  or  arranging  any  transaction 
herein  prohibited,  or  in  aiding  the  borrower  or  the  lender  either 
to  procure  or  to  make  any  such  loans.  A  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  whether  or  not 
such  loans  are  actually  made. 

Any  person  or  corporation  purchasing  or  discounting  such  notes 
or  loans  of  two  hundred  dollars  or  less,  or  endorsing,  guaranteeing 
or  becoming  surety  for  the  payment  of  any  such  notes  or  loans  for 
compensation  or  for  value  of  any  kind,  or  furnishing  security 
therefor  or  procuring  any  endorser,  guarantor  or  surety  therefor, 
for  compensation  or  value  of  any  kind,  without  having  been  first 
authorized  so  to  do  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be 
presumed  to  have  violated  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

§  870.**  Offender  *  competent  witness.  Any  person  offending 
against  any  provision  of  this  article  is  a  competent  witness  against 
any  other  person  so  offending,  and  may  be  compelled  to  attend 
and  testify  upon  any  trial,  hearing  or  proceeding,  or  investigation, 
in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  person.  But  the  testimony  so 
given  shall  not  be  used  in  any  prosecution  or  proceeding,  civil  or 
criminal,  against  the  person  so  testifying.  A  person  so  testifying 
to  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  not 
thereafter  be  liable  to  indictment,  prosecution,  or  punishment  for 
such  violation,  and  may  plead  or  prove  the  giving  of  testimony 
accordingly,  in  bar  of  such  an  indictment  or  prosecution. 

§  371.  Penalty  for  publishing  statements  calculated  to  deceive. 
No  personal  loan  company  or  personal  loan  broker  or  other  person 
or  corporation  shall  print,  publish  or  distribute  or  cause  to  be 
printed,  published  or  distributed  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  any 
written  or  printed  statement  with  regard  to  the  rates,  terms  or 
conditions  for  the  lending  of  money,  credit,  goods  or  things  in 
action,  in  amounts  of  two  hundred  dollars  or  less,  which  is  false 
or  calculated  to  deceive.  .Any  person,  partnership  or  corporation 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor.
